RULES  OF   ORDER 

m  CONDUCTING  THE  BUSINESS  OF  THE  CONVENTION  OF  THE 

DIOCESE  OF  WESTERN  NEW  YORK. 


I.  After  the  Convention  has  passed  upon  the  irregular  and  defective  certificates, 
if  any,  reported  by  the  Committee  under  Section  5th  of  Canon  II.,  the  next  business 
in  order  shall  be  the  election  of  a  Secretary  in  conformity  with  the  Canon. 

II.  The  following  Standing  Committees  shall  then  be  appointed  by  the  President: 

1.  On  the  Admission  into  Union  with  this  Convention  of  Churches  applying 

for  the  same ;  to  consist  of  one  Clergyman  and  two  Laymen. 

2.  On  the  Report  of  the  Trustees  of  the  Christmas  Fund  for  Disabled  Clergy- 

men ;  to  consist  of  three  Laymen. 

3.  On  the  Accounts  of  the  Treasurer  of  the  Convention  ;  to  consist  of  three 

Laymen. 

4.  On  the  Report  of  the  Trustees  of  the  Fund  for  the  Support  of  the  Epis- 

copate, and  the  condition  of  the  Fund  ;  to  consist  of  three  Laymen. 

5.  On  Unfinished  and  Urgent  Business ;  to  consist  of  one  Clergyman  and 

two  Laymen. 

6.  On  the  Report  of  the  Education  Board. 

7.  On  the  Report  of  the  Missionary  Board. 

8.  On  the  Report  of  the  Trustees  of  the  Parochial  Fund. 

9.  On  the  Report  of  the  Trustees  of  De  Veaux  College. 

10.  On  Church  Property,  Parsonages  and  Clerical  Support. 

11.  On  Archives  and  Annals. 

12.  On  Non- Reporting  Clergymen  and  Parishes. 

13.  On  the  Supply  of  the  Sacred  Ministry. 

14.  On  Beneficence  and  Works  of  Piety. 

15.  On  Sunday  Schools. 

16.  On  an  Episcopal  Library. 

1 7.  On  the  General  Theological  Seminary.

III.  Immediately  upon  the  appointment  of  the  Standing  Committees,  any 
-itter  properly  referable  to  the  aforesaid  Committees,  may  then  be  presented  for 

rrfcrence. 

IV.  Motions,  Notices  and  Resolutions  shall  then  be  in  order. 

V.  On  the  second  and  every  succeeding  day  during  the  sitting  of  the  Convention, 
rier  Divine  Service,  the  Order  of  Business,  which  shall  not  be  departed  from 
'".ihout  the  consent  of  two-thirds  of  the  members  present,  shall  be  as  follows  : 
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RULES   OF   ORDER,    1875.  15 

X.  When  a  question  is  under  debate,  no  motion  shall  be  received,  unless  to  lay 
it  on  the  table ;  to  postpone  it  indefinitely ;  to  postpone  it  to  a  certain  time ;  to 
commit  it,  or  to  amend  it ;  and  motions  for  either  of  these  purposes  shall  have  pre- 
cedence in  the  order  herein  named.  But  a  motion  to  adjourn  shall  always  be  in  order 
when  no  member  is  speaking,  and  shall  be  decided  without  debate ;  and  if  it  be 
n^atived,  it  shall  not  be  renewed  until  some  other  business  has  intervened. 

XI.  A  motion  to  lay  on  the  table  shall  be  decided  without  debate. 

XII.  On  a  question  being  put  by  the  President,  it  shall  be  determined  by  the 
sonmd  of  voices,  for  or  against  it ;  but  any  member  may  require  a  count  of  the  votes, 
and  tellers  for  that  purpose  shall  be  appointed  by  the  Chair ;  or  any  three  votes  may, 
previous  to  a  decision  by  coimt,  require  the  ayes  and  noes  to  be  taken,  which  shall 
be  done  by  calling  the  names  of  the  clerical  members  and  of  the  churches  represented, 
and  the  votes  shall  be  entered  in  the  Journal. 

XIII.  Any  five  votes  may  require  the  ayes  and  noes  to  be  taken  by  orders ;  and 
when  so  taken  they  shall  be  entered  on  the  minutes. 

XIV.  No  member  may  speak  more  than  twice  on  the  same  question  without 
leave  of  the  House. 

XV.  A  question  being  decided,  shall  not  be  reconsidered  during  the  same  session 
without  the  consent  of  two-thirds  of  the  votes  of  the  Convention,  nor  without  the 
motion  for  that  purpose  being  made  by  one  of  the  majority  on  the  prior  decision ; 
nor  shall  any  question  be  reconsidered  more  than  once. 

XVI.  All  Special  Committees  shall  be  appointed  by  the  Chair,  unless  otherwise 
sp>ecially  directed  by  the  House ;  in  which  case  they  shall  be  appointed  by  ballot. 

XVII.  The  election  of  the  Standing  Committee,  and  of  Deputies  to  the  General 
Convenlion,  and  the  election  of  any  person  to  supply  a  vacancy  in  the  Board  of 
Trustees  of  the  Fund  for  the  Support  of  the  Episcopate,  or  in  the  Board  of  Trustees 
of  the  Christmas  Fund  for  Disabled  Clergymen — as  also,  for  the  election  of  a  Treas- 
urer of  the  Convention,  and  a  Treasurer  for  the  Christmas  Fund  for  Disabled  Clergy- 
men— shall  be  the  order  of  the  day  for  4  o'clock  P.  M.,  on  the  second  day  of  every 
annual  meeting  of  the  Convention. 

XVIII.  No  standing  rule  or  order  shall  be  suspended,  changed,  or  rescinded 
without  one  day's  previous  notice  of  a  motion  to  that  effect,  unless  by  the  votes  of 
two- thirds  of  the  persons  present  entitled  to  vote. 

XIX.  Before  the  final  adjournment  of  any  session  of  the  Convention,  the  minutes 
of  the  last  day's  proceedings  shall  be  read,  corrected  and  approved. 

XX.  Unless  otherwise  ordered  by  the  Convention,  it  shall  meet  at  9  o'clock  in 
the  morning ;  take  a  recess  from  I  to  3  P.  M.,  and  from  5^  to  "j^i  o'clock  P.  M.

The  President  appointed  the  Rev.  J.  V.  Stryker  and  Mr.  A.  Suther- 
land (under  Canon  II.,  §  5)  to  act  with  the  Secretary  in  the  examination 
of  certificates,  and  to  report  upon  the  same. 

The  work  of  the  Committee  being  ended,  they  made  the  following 

REPORT: 

The  Committee  to  whom  were  referred  the  credentials  of  Lay  Deputies  to  this 
Convention,  beg  leave  to  report,  that  there  are,  in  the  hands  of  the  Secretary,  §ixty 
certificates  in  due  form  and  properly  signed. 

They  would  beg  leave  to  add,  that  there  are  seven  other  certificates,  also  in  due 
form  and  properly  signed,  which  contain  the  names  of  three  persons  elected  as  Depu- 
ties, and  also  the  names  of  three  persons  chosen  at  the  same  meeting  of  the  Vestry, 
as  alternates  or  substitutes. 

Iq  order  to  avoid  misapprehension  in  future  elections,  your  Committee  would  say, 
there  is  no  provision  in  the  Constitution  of  our  Diocese  for  the  election  of  alternates 
or  sabstitutes.     The  question  was  so  decided  at  an  early  day. 

But  as,  in  the  cases  referred  to,  both  the  Deputies  and  the  substitutes  appear  to

and  Canons,  which  wc  request  them  to  present  to  this  Convention  at  our  next  annual 
meeting  : 

Whereas^  The  most  satisfactory  and  enduring  Constitutions  are  those  which  have 
been  tried,  and  in  which  changes  never  are  made  excei)t  as  defects  are  discovered  by 
experience ;  therefore, 

Resolved,  1st.  That  the  present  Constitution  and  Canons  (/.  <*.,  the  Constitution 
and  Canons  of  the  Church  in  the  original  Diocese  of  Western  New  York),  be  adopted 
by  the  Committee  as  the  basis  of  their  revision. 

2d.  That  the  word  **  Diocese  "  always  should  be  usefl  as  representing  a  territorial 
division. 

3d.  That  the  name  of  this  assem])ly  shall  be  **  The  Council  of  the  Protestant  Epis- 
copal Church  in  Western  New  York." 

4th.  That,  inasmuch  as  the  Bishop,  by  inherent  right  of  his  office,  is  a  member  of 
this  Council,  and  entitled  to  preside,  therefore,  in  stating  those  who  are  to  compose 
the  membership  of  this  Council,  this  fact  be  recognized  in  a  clause  of  article  third  of 
the  old  Constitution. 

5th.  In  stating  the  membership  of  this  Council,  the  expression  "Clergy  and 
Laity"  is  preferred  to  *'  Bishop,  Clergy  and  Laity,"  as  in  the  proposed  Constitution  : 
1st,  Because  the  Bishop  is  a  clergyman  ;  2d,  Because  the  insertion  of  his  name  as  a 
member  of  this  body  implies  that  he  receives  his  position  as  presiding  officer  by  gift, 
and  not  that  he  holds  his  position  in  this  body  by  right  of  office. 

6th.  That  the  word  "clergy,"  as  more  definite  and  precise  than  "ministers,''  al- 
ways be  used  in  our  Conytitution  and  Canons. 

7th.  That  those  Clergymen  who  are  entitled  to  membership  of  this  Council  shall 
be,  first,  all  the  Clergy  in  this  Diocese,  having  been  duly  admitted  by  the  ecclesiastical 
authority  thereof,  who  are  in  regular  standing  in  accordance  with  the  Constitution 
and  Canons  of  the  Prote^tant  Episcopal  Church  in  the  United  States  of  America, 
and  who  are  regularly  officiating  in  some  Church,  Chapel,  or  Mission  Station,  under 
the  ecclesiastical  authority  of  this  Diocese. 

8th.  All  or  any  Clergyman  of  the  following  classes  may  be  admitted  as  members 
of  this  Council  by  the  assenting  vote,  by  Orders,  of  two-thirds  of  the  respective 
Orders  present,  voting  by  ballot :  Presbyters  of  this  Church,  recognized  by  the  eccle- 
siastical authority  of  this  Diocese  as  faithful  to  the  vows  and  obligations  of  their  Order, 
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who  are  acting  as  Presidents,  Rectors,  or  Instructors  in  Colleges,  Academies,  or  other 
institutions  of  learning  within  the  limits  of  this  Diocese. 

9lh.  The  Lay  membership  of  this  Council  shall  consist  of  Laymen  from  each 
Church  within  the  limits  of  this  Diocese  which  has  been  received  into  union  with  this 
Council,  and  that  these  delegates  be  chosen  and  received  under  the  following 
conditions  : 

First.    No  unbaptised  person  shall  be  eligible  for  election. 
Second.    Each  Church  in  union  with  this  Council  shall  be  entitled  to  representa- 
tion through  one  or  more  Lay  delegates,  not  exceeding  three  in  number, 
who  have  been  duly  chosen  by  the  Vestry  or   Congregation  which  they 
represent, 
loth.    That,  inasmuch  as  the  Church  in  each  Diocese  is  bound  in  matters  of  faith 
by  the  formulated  faith  of  the  National  Church  of  which  it  is  a  member,  it  is  inex- 
pedient to  insert  in  our  Constitution  Article  1st  of  the  proposed  Constitution. 

I  ith.  That  Article  2d  of  the  proposed  Constitution,  be  amended  to  read  as  follows  : 
"  The  Church  in  this  Diocese  hereby  renews  and  perpetuates  its  adoption  of  the 
General  Constitution  as  enacted  by  the  Bishops,  Clergy  and  Laity  of  the  Protestant 
Episcopal  Church  in  the  United  States  of  America,  in  the  year  of  our  Lord  1789* 
with  all  subsequent  amendments  constitutionally  adopted,"  be  adopted  as  Article  1st 
of  the  new  Constitution. 

We  respectfully  request  this  Council  to  instruct  their  Committee  on  Constitution 
Mid  Canons  in  reference  to  the  representation  of  Chapels  by  Lay  delegation. 
The  subjects  embraced  in  this  Report  are  deemed  by  our  Committee  as  sufficient 

to  occupy  the  attention  of  this  Council.

Mr.  A.  Augustus  Porter,  from  the  Standing  Committee  on  the  Report 
of  the  Trustees  of  De  Veaux  College  {see  Appendix  II.,  P'),  read  the 
Report  of  the  Trustees,  at  the  request  of  various  members  of  the  Con- 
vention, and  then  presented  and  read  the  following 

REPORT: 

The  undersigned,  the  Committee  to  whom  was  referred  the  Report  of  the  Trustees 
of  De  Veaux  College,  respectfully  report : 

That  the  Trustees  have  presented  a  statement  of  their  financial  condition  and 
ofjerations,  from  the  1st  of  January,  1874,  down  to  and  including  the  30th  day  of 
Jane,  1875. 

The  difference  between  the  amount  of  interest-paying  capital,  as  shown 
by  last  report, $117,417.56 

And  the  amount  of  interest-paying  capital,  as  shown  by  this  report,         114,713.35 

Is $2,704.21 

which  amount  is  not  lost,  but  is  represented  by  real  estate,  the  title  to  which  has 
reverted  to  the  College. 

The  Report  of  the  Trustees  shows  that  the  Institution  has,  during  the  period  of 
eighteen  months,  been  more  than  self-supporting,  in  the  sum  of  .  .  $3,353.03 
W^hich  amount  is  represented  in  the  following  items  :

The  income  of  the  Institution  has  been  derived  from  an  average  attendance  of 
3ii*„  boarding  pupils  during  the  year  1874  and  1875  J  ^"^  7^"''  Committee  are 
informed  that  there  are  now  in  the  Term  Paying  Department  38  boarding  pupils. 

Your  Committee  regard  the  Report  as  encouraging,  inasmuch  as  it  furnishes  most 
conclusive  evidence  that  the  Term  Paying  Department  not  only  can  be,  but  is  in 
reality,  made  a  source  of  revenue  to  the  Institution. 

During  the  period  of  eighteen  months  covered  by  the  Report,  the  principal  has  not 
been  diminished  to  pay  any  of  the  current  expenses  of  the  Institution. 

Your  Committee  again  commend  the  Institution  to  the  earnest  support  of  both 
Clergy  and  Laity  throughout  the  Diocese,  with  a  firm  conviction  that  such  support 
will  redound  to  the  credit  of  the  Diocese  at  large,  in  the  development  and  enlarge- 
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EUdion  of  the  Standirtg  Committee  for  the  Diocese,     The  Episcopal  Library, 

The  reason  for  this  resolution  was  found  in  the  fact  that  the  Report 
of  the  Treasurer  was  unavoidably  detained,  and  that  the  Committee 
were  rolling  to  entrust  the  charge  of  the  Report  with  the  Chairman,  whose 
place  of  residence  is  Le  Roy.

The  Rev.  E.  S.  Wilson,  Chairman  of  the  Standing  Committee  on  an

REPORT: 

The  Committee  on  the  Episcopal  Library  beg  leave  to  report,  that  having  examined 
the  matter  entrusted  to  them,  they  have  ascertained  that  during  the  present  year,  the 
Bishop,  who  was  the  founder,  and  has  been  the  chief  contributor  to  the  Library,  has 
added  to  it  a  number  of  useful  volumes.  There  has  been  received  also  from  Mrs.  D. 
B.  Beach  one  volume,  interesting  as  being  old  and  rare. 

The  Bishop  has  been  able  to  extend  the  usefulness  of  the  Library  by  the  loan  of 
books  to  a  number  of  the  Clergy. 

Your  Committee  would  suggest  that  the  Library  might  be  rendered  much  more 
useful,  if  it  were  in  better  order  as  to  binding,  which  should  be  substantial,  inasmuch 
as  the  books  have  to  be  sent,  by  express,  to  all  parts  of  the  Diocese,  and  returned  in 
the  same  way,  in  order  to  accommodate  the  Clergy  desiring  to  use  them. 

If  the  disposition  should  become  general  on  the  part  of  the  Clergy  of  the  Diocese 
to  avail  themselves  of  the  benefit  of  the  Library,  a  good  deal  of  work  would  result 
in  packing  and  transmitting  books,  in  receiving  and  returning  them  to  their  places  in 
the  Library,  in  looking  after  the  binding,  and  in  the  general  oversight  of  the  Library, 
of  all  which  work  the  Bishop  ought  to  be  relieved  by  the  appointment  of  a  Librarian.

Resvlved,  That  the  Standing  Committee  on  the  Society  for  the  Promotion  of  Re- 
ligion and  Learning  in  the  State  of  New  York,  be  excused  from  reporting. 

Mr.  J.  N.  Macomb,  Jr.,  from  the  Standing  Committee  on  the  Gen- 
eral Theological  Seminary,  presented  and  read  the  following 

REPORT: 

The  Standing  Committee  on  the  General  Theological  Seminary  respectfully  report : 
That  since  the  last  Convention  of  this  Diocese  little  has  occurred  of  special  interest 
touching  the  affairs  of  that  important  institution  of  the  Church. 

It  may  be  proper,  however,  for  your  Committee  to  say,  that  tlie  annual  meeting  of 
the  Trustees  in  June  last  furnished  fresh  evidence  of  the  great  inequality  there  must 
almost  of  necessity  be  under  the  present  Constitution  of  the  Seminary,  in  the  actual 
representation  of  the  several  Dioceses  in  the  meetings  of  that  body — even  when  it  is 
known  beforehand  that  business  intimately  related  to  the  highest  interest -of  the  Semi- 
nary and  of  the  Church  at  large  is  to  come  before  it  for  its  action.     For,  at  that  meet- 
ing,  out  of  a  representation  of  108  Trustees,  exclusive  of  Bishops,  it  appears  that 
more  than  thirty  came  from  the  city  and  Diocese  in  which  the  Seminar)'  is  located, 
and  nearly  forty  more  from  three  Dioceses  in  the  immediate  neighborhood  of  the  same. 
But  fourteen  Dioceses  out  of  forty  had  any  representatives  at  all  in  attendance ;  and 
of  these  fourteen,  four,  including  Pennsylvania  and  Wisconsin,  had  but  one  each  ; 
while  some  of  the  other  large  and  older  Dioceses,  including  South  Carolina,  Ohio, 
Virginia,  and  Western  New  York,  had  no  representation  whatever  in  that  body  at  the 
last  annual  meeting.     Now,  these  facts  are  not  mentioned  because  they  are  excep- 
tional, but  as  characteristic  of  the  usual  condition  of  things  as  experienced  in  the 
whole  history  of   the  meetings  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  Seminar^'.     The 
Church  at  large  has  not  been  adequately  represented  in  that  body,  nor  can  it  be  so 
represented,  as  your  Committee  fully  believe,  under  the  present  system. 

Now,  a  remedy  for  this  evil,  it  will  be  remembered,  has  been  proposed  in  the  plan 
of  the  Committee  of  Nine  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  "for  the  development  and 
improvement  of  the  Seminary,"  and  to  which  reference  was  specially  made  in  the 
last  Report  to  the  Convention  made  by  the  Standing  Committee  of  the  General  Theo- 
logical Seminary.  To  that  Report  your  Committee  beg  leave  to  invite  the  attention 
of  this  Convention.

Committee  on  Report  of  the  Missionary  Board, 


address  the  meeting :  The  Rev.  L.  Van  Bokkelen,  D.  D.,  the  Rev.  J. 
V.  Van  Ingen,  D.  D.,  and  the  Rev.  James  Rankine,  D.  D. 

At  the  close  of  the  meeting,  the  Convention  was  again  called  to  order, 
and  the  Rev.  Noble  Palmer,  Chairman  of  the  Standing  Committee  on 
the  Report  of  the  Missionary  Board,  read  the  following 

REPORT: 

The  Committee  to  whom  was   referred   the   Report  of  the   Missionary   Board, 
.  respectfully  report  : 

The  Board  represents,  that  the  stipends  of  the  missionaries  have  been  curtailed  for 
ihe  want  of  means ;  that  an  obligation  to  the  Treasurer  has  been  contracted  to  the 
amount  of  $1,300,  and  yet,  that  the  good  work  of  extending  the  Gospel  and  the 
Church  has  been  carried  on  more  extensively  than  before.  We  see  in  these  state- 
mcDLs  a  most  gratifying  evidence  of  patience  and  perseverance  under  difficulties  on 
the  part  of  the  laborers  in  the  field,  and  of  confidence  still  in  the  Board  that  the 
Church  of  the  Diocese  will  yet  come  up  to  the  full  measure  of  its  duty  in  giving. 
But  precisely  what  needs  to  be  done  to  increase  interest  and  to  secure  larger  contribu- 
tions from  the  Parishes,  is  the  problem  to  be  solved. 

Vour  Committee  recognize  in  the  statement  of  the  Board,  that  *'  the  Clergy  are 
in  the  main  responsible  for  the  insufficiency  of  money  in  the  Treasury,"  the  true 
key  to  the  solution  of  the  problem  proposed.  We  believe  that  there  is  enough  of  the 
>pirit  of  Christ  in  the  Laity  of  the  Diocese  to  make  them  ready  to  yield  to  reasonable 
solicitation  and  to  come  up  to  the  Missionary  needs. 

Let  the  Clergy  take  hold  of  the  matter  a  little  more  earnestly,  and  perhaps  in  a 
different  way,  then  the  Laity  will  not  be  remiss  in  giving  what  is  needed.  We  cannot 
think  that  the  Pledge  System  will  be  a  failure  if  rightly  managed.  We  judge  it  still  to 
be  the  very  best  that  can  be  adopted.  But  a  public  notice,  or  the  sending  of  blank 
pledges  to  individuals,  will  not  secure  its  adoption.  This  is  a  busy  age.  Our  people 
ire  all  busy.  They  do  not  stop  to  think  more  than  a  moment  of  anything  that  comes 
before  them,  except  of  the  work  which  they  have  immediately  in  hand.  But  at  that 
moment,  if  the  Clergyman  himself  is  present  with  the  pledge  to  be  filled  out,  the 
transient  thought  may  be  brought  to  good  effect. 

Vour  Committee,  therefore,  feel  that  they  can  recommend  nothing  better  or  surer, 
to  remedy  the  evil  complained  of,  than  that  each  Clergyman  make  a  little  extra  exer- 
tion to  solicit  personally  the  communicants  of  his  Parish  to  sign  a  pledge  for  a  sum, 
greater  or  less,  towards  Diocesan  Missions.  This  may  be  made  payable  afterwards 
to  some  person  in  the  Parish  named  as  Steward.  Such  a  method  will  give  full  oppor- 
tunity for  inquiry  as  to  the  object,  for  explanation  of  it,  and  for  kindly  enforcement 
of  the  duty  of  giving  to  that  object  upon  the  conscience,  whenever  reluctance  may 
appear. 

We  have  confidence  enough  in  the  Laity  of  the  (Jhurch  to  be  entirely  sure  that 
this  effort  of  the  Clergy  will  be  abundantly  successful.  And  this  confidence  of  your 
Committee  will  not  be  abated  until  the  experiment  has  been  unsuccessfully  made, 
and  this  Convention  has  instructed  the  Secretary  to  require  each  Clergyman,  in  making 
out  his  annual  report,  to  answer  the  inquiry  :  **  Has  the  Rector  of  the  Parish  applied 
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special  Report  on  Constitution  and  Canons.      The  Christmas  Fund. 


The  Report  of  the  Special  Committee  on  Constitution  and  Canons 
was  again  taken  up. 

The  fourth  resolution  reported  by  the  Committee  was  then  read,  and, 
after  considerable  discussion,  was  adopted. 

The  Rev.  G.  S.  Baker,  Chairman  of  the  Committee,  then  read  the 
fifth  resolution;  which,  after  a  brief  discussion,  was  adopted. 

The  sixth  resolution  was,  in  like  manner,  read  and  adopted. 

The  Rev.  Mr.  Baker  then  read  the  seventh  resolution,  which  having 
elicited  much  discussion  and  several  amendments,  the  following  amend- 
ment was  proposed  by  Mr.  T  C.  Montgomery,  to  be  added  as  a  clause 
to  the  original  resolution,  and  adopted  by  the  Committee  : 

Provision  shall  also  be  made  to  include  among  members  of  the  Council^  all  those 
Canonically  resident  Clergy  nun  who  have  been  engaged  in  the  active  work  of  their  office 
in  the  Diocese  until  disabled  by  age  or  infirmity. 

On  motion,  the  original  resolution,  with  the  addition  of  this  clause, 
was  adopted. 

On  motion,  it  was 

Resolved,  That  the  Rt.  Rev.  the  President  be  requested  to  appoint  a  Committee  to 
nominate  a  Missionary  Board  for  the  ensuing  year. 

Whereupon,  the  following  named  gentlemen  were  appointed  as  the 
Committee  : 

The  Rev.  Henry  Lockwood,  Mr.  A.L.  Davis.

Mr.  E.  S.  Dann,  from  the  Special  Committee  appointed  to  consider 
the  subject  of  Cooperative  Life  Insurance,  as  practiced  by  the  Clergy- 
man! s  Life  Insurance  League^  read  the  following 

REPORT: 

The  Committee  to  whom  was  referred  the  subject  of  Cooperative  Life  Insurance, 
as  practiced  by  the  Clergyman's  Life  Insurance  League,  respectfully  report : 

That,  from  all  the  information  they  can  obtain,  they  believe  the  plan  of  insurance 
is  far  cheaper  than  that  of  the  regular  Life  Insurance  Companies ;  the  death  rate 
(there  being  with  it  no  classification  as  to  age,  taking  the  average  for  three  years)  being 
not  to  exceed  ten  in  one  thousand  per  annum.  If  such  organizations  are  conducted 
with  care  and  with  proper  safeguards,  your  Committee  cannot  see  why  they  should 
not  be  successful. 

The  Committee  take  the  liberty  of  suggesting  that  the  Vestry  of  each  Parish 
make  the  Rector  thereof  a  member  of  such  organization,  and  that  they  pay  the 
mortuary  assessments.

candidates  for  the  Ministry.  As  has  been  suggested  on  former  occasions,  the  many 
worldly  ambitions  of  most  Christian  parents  for  their  children  undoubtedly  conspire, 
in  our  day,  to  keep  back  the  sons  of  the  wealthy  from  offering  themselves  for  the 
sacred  calling.  Of  course  the  remedy  for  this  is  obvious,  in  a  higher  standard  of 
the  Christian  life.  While  we  wait  for  relief  in  that  way,  we  feel  that  we  must  turn 
oar  attention  to  all  other  possible  resources  within  our  reach.  It  seems,  that  with 
numerous  Church  institutions  for  the  education  of  the  young,  there  should  be  more  per-. 
sons  coming  forward  for  the  Ministry.  While  we  would  not  cast  the  imputation  upon 
such  instilutions'of  being  more  ambitious  to  Bt  for  business  and  the  professions,  than  to 
lead  to  the  highest  work,  the  Master's  service,  yet  we  cannot  but  ask  whether  Church 
schools  and  colleges  are  filling  the  end  of  their  existence,  unless  they  are  providing 
for  the  Church  a  supply  of  educated  men  for  her  priesthood.  To  secure  this  great 
object  was  the  aim  and  idea  of  our  Church  fathers  in  founding  the  first  Church  schools 
and  in  inaugurating  the  struggle  for  distinctive  Church  education.  With  all  the  ex- 
isting appliances  for  affording  the  means  of  education  which  may  be  needed,  it  seems 
as  if  we  might  do  much  more  than  we  are  doing,  to  bring  forward  young  persons  of 
religious  principle,  from  those  ranks  of  life  that  the  world's  ambitions  disdain  to 
reach.  Are  there  not  one  or  two  boys  in  every  Sunday  school,  who  early  exhibit 
such  a  religious  susceptibility  as  would,  if  encouraged  and  cherished,  soon  mature 
into  a  desire  and  an  enthusiasm  to  serve  Christ  in  the  work  of  saving  immortal  souls? 
— to  work  for  eternal  rather  than  temporal  good.  Would  not  some  special  attention 
to  this  suggestion  aid  to  obtain  attention  on  the  part  of  the  Clergy  and  Laity  to  secure, 
to  some  extent  at  least,  persons  to  be  brought  forward  by  the  aids  which  already  exist, 
or  which  certainly  could  be  had  ? 

Wliile  Christian  men  pray  the  Lord  of  the  Har\'est  to  send  laborers  into  His 
harvest,  may  He  not,  by  putting  good  desires  into  the  hearts  of  such  children,  give 
illustration  to  His  words,  "Blessed  be  ye  poor  :  for  yours  is  the  kingdom  of  God." 
Your  Committee  would  also,  in  this  connection,  venture  to  suggest,  that  while  it  is 
most  desirable  to  secure  the  adequate  support  of  the  Ministry,  it  is  even  more  desirable 
to  secure  Ministers  to  support  ;  and  that,  in  order  to  do  this,  we  must  magnify  the 
ofBce  and  the  dignity  of  the  sacred  calling,  as  well  as  talk  less  of  the  smallness  of  its 
temporal  compensation. 

Might  not  a  more  cheerful  view  of  the  case,  than  is  sometimes  taken,  prove  encour- 
aging to  the  young? 

Your  Committee  would  recommend  the  followinjr  resolution  : 
Resolved,  Tliat  we  demand   of  our  Church  institutions  more  candidates  for   the 
Sacred  Ministry,  and  in  order  that  they  may  be  able  to  meet  our  demand,  we  will,  all 
in  our  several  Parishes,  give  special  attention  and  effort  towards  securing  for  them 
proper  persons  to  be  educated.

The  Rev.  James  Rankine,  D.  D.,  presented  his  Report  as  Rector  of 
the  De  Lancey  Divinity  School  {see  Appendix  II.,  E  2.) 
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Report  on  Sunday  Schools.     Printing  Constitution  and  Cations, 

If  not  already  done,  let  the  Minister  of  the  Parish,  with  the  assistance  of  zealous 
Laymen,  at  once  establish  Mission  Sunday  Schools  in  these  districts.  It  may  be 
urged,  as  an  objection  to  this  recommendation,  that  the  Clergy  have  no  time  to  attend 
to  these  extra  duties  ;  that  they  have  already  as  much  as  they  can  possibly  attend  to  on 
Sundays.  But  the  amount  of  time  required  is  small,  and  the  labor  can  be  made,  with  the 
assistance  of  the  Laity,  very  light.  Let  the  Clergy  but  show  a  willingness  to  under- 
take new  works  of  this  description,  and  the  Laity  will  always  be  ready  to  render 
ready  help.  Sunday  schools,  organized  and  conducted  under  such  auspices,  are  not 
only  fulfilling  the  original  intention  of  the  institution  (which  is,  to  instruct  poor  and 
destitute  children  in  **the  things  pertaining  to  the  Kingdom  of  God  ")  ;  not  only  will 
this  be  done,  but  the  foundation  of  a  Church  will  also  be  laid.  Only  let  the  work  be 
conducted  in  a  modest,  economical,  but  truly  earnest  plan,  and  abundant  success  will 
be  the  fniit. 

Althongh  a  great  improvement  has  been  made,  within  the  past  few  years,  in  the 
matter  of  text-books  and  leaflets  for  Sunday  schools,  it  is  still  a  matter  of  regret,  that 
so  little  approach  has  been  made  towards  uniformity.  Your  Committee  are  of  opin- 
ion, that  leaflets,  following  the  course  of  the  ecclesiastical  year,  with  the  same  lesson 
for  two  grades  of  scholars,  and  a  small  part  of  the  Church- Catechism  on  each  paper, 
are  very  much  superior  to  the  old  system  of  text-books,  of  such  great  variety,  as  were 
formeily  in  use. 

In  conclusion,  your  Committee  would  express  deep  regret  that  there  are  indications, 

on  the  part  of  some  of  the  Clergy,  to  give  up  the  Sunday  school  altogether,  as  a 

means  of  instructing  the  young.     This  would  be  a  fatal  mistake.     Where  shall  we  go 

for  our  recruits  for  the  army  of  Christian  soldiers,  if  not  to  the  Sunday  schools?     Let 

ever)'thing  in  connection  with  the  Sunday  school  be  conducted  in  earnest ,  make  the 

senrices  in  connection  therewith  be  made  as  churchly,  and  consequently  as  attractive, 

as  possible ;  let  every  child,  coming  into  the  Sunday  school,  be  considered,  from  the 

first,  as  a  candidate  for  confirmation,  and  the  time  spent  in  Sunday  school  work  will 

not  be  lost.

THE   BISHOPS  ADDRESS 


TO   THE    THIRTY-EIGHTH  ANNUAL    CONVENTION, 


My  Reverend  Brethren,  and  Brethren  of  the  Laity  : 

• 
Whatever  may  be  the  trials  and  anxieties  of  our  lot,  we  meet  as  mem- 
bers of  a  Church  which  confers  unspeakable  blessings  on  all  who  accept 
her  for  what  she  is — a  remnant  of  Primitive  Christianity.     Give  us  only 
the  primitive  spirit,  and  we  shall  find  in  her  communion  that  peace 
which  the  world  cannot  give  nor  take  away.     When  I  retire  from  the 
confusions  of  the  day  to  our  pure  altars  for  communion  with  God ;  or 
when  I  read  in  my  closet  the  teachings  of  our  great  divines,  suffused  as 
they  are  with  Scripture  and  the  very  essence  of  a  virgin  Faith,  I  find  both 
food  and  medicine  for  the  soul,  and  a  sweet  contentment  in  my  lot  as  a 
humble  follower  of  Christ,  and  of  "  them  who  through  faith  and  patience 
inherit  the  promises."     It  is  the  one  darling  desire  of  ray  soul,  and  to 
this  all  my  efforts  are  devoted,  to  see  my  Diocese  united  in  the  unshaken 
profession  of  Scriptural  truth,  as  embodied  in  the  Catholic  system,  with 
its  entire  repudiation  alike  of  Papal  and  Puritan  innovations.     If  we 
look  at  the  troubles  which  now  infest  our  communion  in  England  and 
America,  it  will  be  seen  that  they  all  arise  from  the  deflection  of  minds 
from  this  straight  line.     Our  past  history  proves  that  the  Catholic  system, 
as  maintained  in  the.  seventeenth  century  by  our  great  theologians,  fur- 
nishes not  only  the  natural  but  the  possible  system  for  us.     TJiat  we  can 
maintain ;  that  no  man  can  gainsay ;  that  we  can  make  wise  and  good 
men  accept     The  moment  we  begin  to  incorporate  Scholastic  refine- 
ments with  our  primitive  theology  we  forfeit  the  confidence  of  thought- 
ful men  around  us,  and  we  introduce  discord  into  our  own  family.     I 
invoke,  then,  upon  this  Diocesan  Council  the  spirit  which  has  thus  far 
kept  us  in  the  old  paths  and  made  us  firm  and  unshaken  amid  surround- 
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Routine  0/  the  Year. 


spirit,  I  invoke  that  anointing  which  alone  can  make  a  Bishop  "  faithful 
imto  death"  in  a  "crooked  and  perverse  generation,"  and  in  a  land 
"where  Satan's  seat  is"  as  truly  as  it  was  in  Pergamos,  in  the  days  of 
Antips. 

I  come,  now,  to  the  routine  of  the  year.     The  General  Convention, 
last  October,  protracted  as  it  was  into  November,  deprived  me  of  the 
time  for  my  Autumnal  visitations ;  and  since  the  Spring  visitations,  I 
have  been  obliged,  by  a  bronchial  difficulty,  to  prosecute  my  work  under 
great  disadvantages,  and  with  occasional  intermissions.     Yet  my  occu- 
pations and  labors  have  never  been  more  grave  and  unremitting.     The 
number  of  confirmations  amounts  to  seven  hundred  and  twenty-seven. 
Pastoral  visitations,   not  including   ordinary  services  in  Buffalo,  and 
exclusive  of  those  at  which  confirmations  were  administered,  have  been 
many.    I  have  ordained  two  to  the  diaconate  and  five  to  the  priest- 
hood-   I  have  laid  two  corner-stones,  consecrated  two  churches,  and 
solemnly  opened  three  new  fabrics  as  "  Houses  of  Prayer,"  awaiting 
consecration.     Seven  clergymen  have  been  received  into  the  Diocese, 
and  four  have  been  dismissed.     Eight  clergymen  are  officiating  in  the 
Diocese  by  my  consent,  though  not  yet  transferred.     Exclusive  of  these^ 
the  whole  number  of  our  Clergy  is  ninety-seven.     I  have  to  bewail  the 
&ct  that  our  candidates  for  orders  number  but  three.     Another  waits, 
however,  to  be  immediately  added.     Our  Academic  institutions  have 
demanded  a  great  share  of  my  attention  during  the  year,  as  will  be  seen 
by  my  list  of  visits  and  services ;  but,  in  addition  to  these,  the  affairs 
of  several  of  them,  and  especially  those  of  the  "  Jane  Grey  School," 
have  imposed  upon  me  labors  and  responsibilities  of  exceptional  gravity. 
In  the  Spring,  it  pleased  God  to  visit  me  with  a  short  but  threatening 
illness,  which  left  me  in  the  condition  to  which  I  have  referred,  attended 
with  much  consequent  nervous  debility.     It  was  against  the  remon- 
strances of  my  physician  that  I  kept  up  continuous  visitations  until  July. 
Since  then,  I  have  been  less  active  in  journeying,  but  I  have  found  no 
rest     For  I  am  glad  to  say,  that  new  forms  of  local  and  diocesan  activ- 
ity have  called  for  my  constant  cooperation  and  counsel.     In  the  two 
foci  of   the    Diocese,    Buffalo    Ind    Rochester,    there   are    tokens   of 
awakened   zeal   and   effort  which  stimulate  me  with  fresh  hopes  and 
encouragement. 

Of  these,  let  me  speak  more  particularly.  On  the  i8th  of  July,  I 
laid  the  corner-stone  of  a  new  church  in  Rochester,  to  be  called  the 
Church  of  St.  James  the  Great.  It  is  a  work  which  has  grown  out  of 
the  faithful  and  persevering  labours  of  the  Rector  of  S.  Paul's.     It  meets 
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and,  as  yet,  I  can  only  say  that  in  all  our  Parishes,  and  especially  in  the 
centres  of  influence  and  activity,  I  wish  to  see  such  guilds  established, 
unless  something  still  better  can  be  devised.  How  to  organize  Lay  co- 
operation is  now  our  greatest  problem.  Give  us  something  real  and 
effident  to  supplement  the  work  of  our  Clergy,  and  to  bring  out  the 
priesthood  of  the  people,  and  we  shall  surmount  the  greatest  obstacle 
to  our  progress  in  America,  where  popular  effort  is  so  largely  depended 
upon  by  others.  Without  this,  "  Bishops,  Priests  and  Deacons  "  are  but 
a  skeleton  without  muscles ;  and  truly  if  our  skeleton  had  not  been,  like 
the  bones  of  Elisha,  full  of  supernatural  life,  I  could  not  account  for 
what  has  been  done  already,  in  spite  of  our  lack  of  Lay  agencies.  The 
great  rule  is  always  to  remember  that  no  instrument,  however  perfect, 
can  be  made  to  work  itself,  nor  to  work  well  without  the  constant  exer- 
tion and  oversight  of  those  who  rely  upon  it  for  a  satisfactory  effect 

Now,  a  word  for  some  of  our  rural  districts,  and  I  must  confine  my- 
self to  those  which  have  hitherto  been  **weak  and  sickly  among  us.'' 
At  a  time  of  general  depression  in  all  sorts  of  business,  and  when  few 
find  themselves  in  a  condition  of  satisfactory  accumulation,  I  feel  grate- 
ful to  God  that  His  work  is  not  suffered  to  stand  still.      There  has 
been  growth  and  progress.     In  Wayne  County,  I  have  consecrated  the 
fabric  at  Sodus  Point,  after  enlargement  and  repairs ;    and   at  Sodus 
Centre,  I  have  laid  the  corner-stone  of  a  Chapel,  which,  though  small, 
is  an  important   addition   to   missionary  operations   in  those  regions. 
The  success  which  appears  to  have  attended  the  efforts  of  the  Rev. 
Mr.  Burke,  in  that  field,  is  something  to  cheer  us  in  the  work  of  Dio- 
cesan Missions.     I  cannot  speak  less  favourably  of  the  apparent  blessing 
of  God  on  the  self-denying  toil  of  the  Rev.  J.  H.  Dennis,  at  Victor  and 
at  Honeoye  Falls.     In  the  latter  place,  the  Church  seems  renovated,, 
and  great  improvements  in  the  cl\urch-fabric  are  significant,  I  am  glad 
to  believe,  of  a  revival  of  spiritual  life  in  the  flock  itself.     Not  less  than 
$2,000  of  the  expense  have  been  the  offering  of  a  single  contributor,  a 
lady  belonging  to  the  parish.     At  Avon,  an  adjoining  parish,  the  old 
Church  has  been  renovated  and  beautified,  in  a  similar  spirit.     The 
Church  at  Dansville,  also,  has  been  repaired ;   and  at  East  Bloomfield 
something  further  has  been  done  to  improve  the  Church  property.    Cana- 
scraga  is  setting  an  example  to  older  Churches.     On  the  Feast  of  the 
Epiphany,  I  opened  the  new  fabric  at  Bergen,  which  had  been  built  with 
Hberal  expense  of  the  parishioners,  and  as  the  fruit  of  the  unsparing 
labours  of  the  Rev.  Mr.  Lane.     My  thanks  are  due  to  the  Rev.  Dr.  Van 
Ingen  for  the  valuable  work  he  has  done  in  aid  of  Mr.  Lane,  and  for

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You  will  be  glad  to  hear  that  all  I  said  of  the  "  Jane  Grey ''  in  my 
last  Address,  has  been  realized,  so  far.  as  the  internal  condition  of 
the  School  is  concerned.  Its  new  principals  took  hold  of  it  only  a 
week  before  the  time  of  its  usual  re-opening  when  its  pupils  had  been 
scattered,  and  when  the  popular  impression  was  that  it  had  been  given  up. 
Such  indeed  was  the  fact,  and  I  cannot  sufficiently  praise  the  energy  by 
which  they  succeeded  in  reviving  the  School,  and  by  which  they  have 
made  it  successful.  It  has  never  been  more  thoroughly  worked.  I 
attended  its  anniversary  during  the  week  which  I  generally  give  to  the 
Seminary  in  New  York ;  and,  although  still  feeble  and  hardly  equal  to 
the  duty,  I  felt  myself  richly  rewarded  for  the  work  thus  imposed  upon 
me.  Some  of  the  examinations  elicited  proofs  of  attainment  which  were 
unusual.  Mr.  Lindley  is  an  able  and  experienced  teacher,  and  yet  it  is 
due  to  Mrs.  Lindley  to  say  that  she  seems  in  herself  equal  to  the  entire 
management  of  the  School.  Together  they  are,  apparently,  able  to  carry 
on  a  very  large  institution ;  and  such,  in  due  time,  I  trust  the  **  Jane 
Grey  "  may  become. 

My  thanks  are  due  to  Mr.  Parshall,  Chancellor  J.  M.  Smith,  and  Mr. 
E.  S.  Dann,  for  the  aid  they  have  given  me  in  the  fiscal  affairs  of  this 
School,  as  well  as  for  liberal  contributions.  Mr.  D.  B.  Beach,  of  Roch- 
ester, has  been  my  professional  adviser,  and  deserves  my  warm  acknowl- 
edgments. My  first  payment  due  on  New  Year's  Day  (amounting  to 
$2,553.47)  was  punctually  paid.  Of  this  ($1,200),  nearly  half  was 
kindly  given  me  by  friends  in  New  York,  a  few  liberal  givers  in  the 
Diocese  making  up  the  residue  of  the  sum  required. 

The  "  Gary  School "  has  received  a  new  Rector  in  the  Rev.  Charles 
H.  Kellogg,  a  brother  of  Mr.  M.  A.  Kellogg,  upon  whom  the  care  of 
the  School  was  so  suddenly  thrown  by  the  death  of  the  late  rector.  It 
is  due  to  Mr.  Kellogg,  who  now  resigns  for  the  purpose  of  entering 
opon  theological  studies,  to  say  that  we  ask  for  nothing  better  in  the 
new  Rector  than  we  have  found  in  him.  This  I  confidently  expect,  and 
I  trust  that  "Gary  School"  will  never  fall  below  the  high  position  to 
which  Mr.  Goe's  devoted  life  and  labours  have  advanced  it. 

We  must  cherish  these  Christian  schools,  without  complaining,  as 
some  others  do,  because  we  are  taxed  for  common  schools  besides.  As 
well  complain  that  we  are  taxed  for  a  thousand  other  public  benefits,  in 
which  we  do  not  directly  share.  This  subject  of  common-school  edu- 
cation is  becoming  an  absorbing  one,  in  view  of  the  foreign  aggressions 
inspired  by  the  Papal  warfare  upon  modern  civilization.  To  all  that  I 
felt  it  my  duty  to  say,  upon  this  subject,  in  the  early  years  of  my  Epis-

Lli:  the  hierarchy  that  forces  this  upon 
them,  at  the  biddin^:  of  ibr^igr.  dcs;)Otism.  Had  these  children  lived 
in  Italy  under  the  Papai  kingdom,  they  would  r.-r/er  have  been  schooled 
at  all :  and  this  fact  alone  is  proof  enough  that  it  is  not  a  zeal  for  edu- 
cation, but  only  for  the  perpetuation  oi  i^cnorarxe  and  bondage,  which  is 
at  the  bottom  of  this  cnisade  against  our  corr.raon-schools  dictated  by 
the  Papal  Court.  But.  if  they  will  have  it  so  —then  so  be  it ;  and  now 
let  us  rise  to  new  duties  as  citizens  an-.i  make  the  schools  which  they 
abandon,  all  that  they  should,  be.  By  takin^;  a  personal  interest  in  them, 
we  may  do  much  to  elevate  them,  an*!  by  surrounding  them  with  a 
healthful  popular  sentiment,  we  may  secure  to  them  many  of  those 
C^hristian  blessings  which  are  like  the  sunlight  and  which  cannot  be  shut 
out ;  *•  against  which  there  is  no  law."  As  for  dogmatical  teaching,  we 
concede  as  cia/ons  that  it  must  be  left  to  our  catechists,  pastors  and 
doctors.  Let  there  be  more  of  it  in  all  oi:r  Churches  and  Sunday  Schools. 
Let  u.s  do  this  as  C'aihol\-  I'hristiar.s,  while  as  good  citizens  we  support 
the  onlv  k)iin  K-^i  p(»piiLir  education  which  is  possible  under  our  laws, 
and  whii  h,  defeaixe  as  it  is,  i^  a  thoi:<and  times  better  than  the  popular 
ignoranccih.it  licNlikv-  mivlnighi  upon  every  Romish  country- under  heaven. 
1  iiusi  we  nIimII  make  it  fell,  m  the  impending  ditticulties,  how  utterly  dif- 
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ferent  is  the  spirit  of  a  Catholic  and  Apostolic  Church  from  that  of  mere 
Romanism,  to  which  the  name  of  "  Catholic  "  is  so  ignorantly  accorded; 
how  thoroughly  we  sympathize  with  freedom,  and  how  entirely  we  rep- 
resent  the  Spirit  of  Him,  who  commands  us  to  "  Speak  the  truth  in 
love";  to  recognize  human  government  as  a  Divine  institution,  and  His 
own  kingdom  as  "  not  of  this  world." 

I  find  that  many  of  my  reverend  brethren  concur  with  me  in  the 
views  I  have  freely  expressed  concerning  this  Centennial  year  of  our 
national  existence.  It  should  not  be  lost  sight  of  by  us,  as  affording  a 
very  interesting  occasion  for  rehearsing  to  our  congregations  many  im- 
portant facts  of  our  ecclesiastical  annals.  Our  Colonial  period  is  little 
understood.  And  now  is  the  time  to  furnish  our  countrymen  with  chap- 
ters in  their  history,  full  of  the  deepest  interest  and  importance,  which 
no  popular  book  supplies.  Such  may  be  found  in  Anderson's  "  History 
of  the  Colonial  Church."  Our  national  independence  invested  our 
own  Church  with  the  dignity  of  a  freedom  in  the  State,  unknown  to  any 
Apostolic  Church  since  the  days  of  Theodosius.  This  is  a  grand  dis- 
tinction. But,  let  us  share  with  all  our  countrymen  a  generous  enthusi- 
asm, in  recalling,  at  this  time,  the  exploits  of  our  fathers,  and  let  us  cor- 
rect their  tendency  to  mere  self-glorification,  by  reminding  them  of  the 
Divine  Providence  which  wrought  out  our  success  and  made  us  a 
nation,  for  purposes  known  to  God  only.  Let  us  review  our  faults,  and 
confess  our  degeneracy  as  a  people.  Let  us  direct  the  minds  of  our 
countrymen  to  the  grave  responsibilities  that  rest  upon  every  citizen,  to 
make  himself  and  his  household  an  element  of  purity  and  of  strength 
in  the  Republic ;  and  let  us  stimulate  missionary  enterprise,  in  view  of 
what  must  be  done,  in  our  new  territories,  if  they  are  to  be  saved  from 
irreligion.  In  short,  let  us  speak  words  of  timely  warning  to  the  nation, 
and  magnify  the  essential  element  of  Christianity,  as  that  which  alone 
can  save  it  from  a  speedy  and  ignominious  dovvnfall.  Let  us  be  patriots, 
but  let  us  be  Christian  patriots  preeminently ;  and  as  such  let  us  rebuke 
the  heathen  spirit  which  cries — "  Is  not  this  great  Babylon  which  I  have 
built;"  suggesting  rather  the  solemn  inquiry — "Who  maketh  thee  to 
.differ  from  another,  and  what  hast  thou  that  thou  didst  not  receive  ?  " 

On  the  4th  of  January  last,  in  the  Church  at  Geneva  where  I  received 
my  consecration,  I  celebrated  its  tenth  anniversary,  and  on  that  occa- 
sion I  said  nearly  all  that  I  care  to  say  of  the  fruits  of  the  late  General 
Convention  ;  or  rather,  of  the  position  and  prospects  of  the  Church,  as 
affected  by  its  action.  Let  me  now  add,  that  the  formation  of  the 
Haitian  Church,  and  the  consecration  of  its  first  Bishop,  in  which  it  was 
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my  -;r:\*ilege  ro  nke  part,  iri  ev^ints  of  che  nearest  promise,  on  which, 
if  ±e  Lr.ri  ihall  comrmimt  Ki.s  'liessin^r,  the  nimrs  :s  nruighc  w:rh  mercv 
to  1  sTiifeninr  nice,  imi  Their  refieinprlc:a  inwedi  nigh.  Voii  will  be 
pleased  zo  lean  riar  rie  Bishop  jf  PLiid  lias  just  amved  in  Xew  York 
m  irtenii  :ur  B»jari  -'A  MLi.-iions.  I  in'.-iceti  hirxi  xo  ccme  and  5;r  with 
us  in  :his  CotmciL  but  I  re^zret  d:ar  in  :hLs  he  has  not  been  able  to 
grarlty  me.  I  n"isr  he  ma^/  be  asketi  to  visit  out  leading  parishes,  and 
to  awaken  irish  interest  in  his  work.  Let  is  pray  that  a  i^reat  Church 
of  the  Antilles  may  now  be  raised  ip.  accoriing  to  the  manixold  promises 
of  <  j»id  to  the  islaniis  of  the  sex 

Of  the  •*  Rimal  C.inon."  so-Talleti.  I  neetl  only  id<L  respectfully,  that 
it  is  the  voice  of  the  <rhar:h.  and  shiDuId  be  'fudfully  accepted  as  such ; 
but  it  owes  ill  its  importance  to  ±a:  coincident  acrl«3n  ot  the  Church 
in  two  imr^ortant  instances,  which  ::rove  that  the  Church  is  in  earnest 
and  means  ro  enf4:)rr:e  her  (iisdpline.  For  myself.  I  never  nnd  any  great 
satisfaction  in  measures  merelv  renrsssive.  however  salutarv :  for  thev 
oc  :uDv  the  attenrion  of  our  iireat  le-zislanre  to  the  exclus:«3n  of  much 
nrojiressive  work  im::erousIv  demandei  bv  the  times,  and  bv  the  neces- 
sines  of  our  country.  Vet  none  of  these  consideranons  should  move 
us  :  diey  should  not  even  'iiscoura^ze  ^is.  God  is  onlering  and  iiirecting 
all  things  on  a  larger  scale  than  our  feeble  sense  is  ible  to  explore.  Wt 
think  ot  <Dur  ilear  Chur-.h  :  He  is  working  mysteriously  behind  thicl 
clouds,  and  in  ways  and  rbrms  we  are  not  yet  worthy  to  comprehend,  tc 
chastise  sectarianism  and  heresv.  and  to  brinir  all  the  trie  < Christians  ol 
the  land  into  one  comm^inion  of  the  Spirit  and  of  the  visible  Church 
Meantime,  no  trie  work  is  lost,  and  we  may  be  sure  we  are  conntbutin^ 
to  the  grand  result,  if  we  are.  each  of  us.  uithful  to  our  appoLnte-i  task 
Are  we  thus  fiiithiul?  .\s  I  have  said  before,  so  I  repeat  it  now,  no 
unless  every  cleric  is  as  steadily  at  work  in  the  parish,  as  is  the  physiciar 
in  his  roun-is.  or  the  merchant  at  his  desk,  or  the  mechanic  at  his  craft 
not  unless  every  layman  who  "  name<  the  name  of  Christ."  and  hope 
in  Him.  as  his  Saviour,  is  zealous  t-:  maintain  good  works  and  to  strive 
with  his  pastor,  for  the  extension  of  Christ's  kingiom. 

A.Ciin  I  bez  the  reverent i  </Ier,:\*  :■:■  institute  a  weeklv  Communion  ii 
their  pari.shes.  an«i  in  connection  tbere'^-ith,  a  penitential  service  oi 
the  Fri'!ay  or  Safir-Iay  prev^-fding.  Till  we  show  our  faith  in  the  prorr 
ise — "  Ulitr-r  two  or  three  .ire  met  together  unto  my  name,  there  am  I 
— the  pe*>p'e  will  n-.-ver  ':oni;'rehen.l  tiie  tme  narure  of  worship  :  no 
till  we  sa-^.-r.ifv  rv-rv  L.^-'is  Dr.  b/  the  Lord's  Supoer.  according:  t 
the  primitive  ex. it.;  1-.  -zin  wc  claim  to  be  a  Scriptural  Church.     Thin 
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of  these  words,  "As  often  as  ye  eat  this  bread,  and  drink  this  cup,  ye 
do  shew  the  Lord's  death,  till  He  come."  How  often  did  the  Apostle 
mean?  There  is  but  one  answer,  if  we  read  the  Scriptures,  or  look  to 
his  example :  it  was  at  least  on  every  first  day  of  the  week,  "  when 
the  disciples  came  together  to  break  bread."  I  have  heretofore 
reminded  you,  however,  that  the  weekly  Communion  should  not  be 
forced  upon  those  not  prepared  for  it.  On  three  Sundays,  out  of  the 
four,  in  a  month,  let  it  be  at  an  early  hour,  if  even  two  or  three  desire 
it :  and  let  them,  also,  examine  themselves  before  they  eat  of  that  bread 
and  drink  of  that  cup,  so  making  frequent  Communion  a  practical  aid 
to  the  Christian  Life,  and  not  a  mere  formal  compliance  with  the  pre- 
cept, to  greater  condemnation.  With  these  observations,  I  leave  the 
practical  duty  with  my  reverend  brethren,  who  must  judge  for  them- 
selves, as  to  local  necessities,  and  who  may  find  good  reasons,  I  dare 
say,  in  exceptional  cases,  for  pursuing  a  different  course.  Let  every 
man  be  "  fully  persuaded,  in  his  own  mind,"  as  a  good  steward,  who 
must  watch  for  souls  and  give  an  account 

It  is  ours,  brethren,  to  occupy  a  very  lofty,  but  a  very  difficult  position, 
with  reference  to  contemporary  movements — Superstition  on  one  hand. 
Scepticism  on  the  other.  Ours  is  what  Coleridge  calls  "  the  Faith  of 
Reason,"  and  we  live  in  an  age  when  a  refined  Sciolism  teaches  and 
desires  to  believe  that  Faith  and  Reason  are  antagonists.  As  Catholic 
Christians  we  know  better :  we  haye  once  conquered  the  world  to  Faith, 
by  hard  logic,  and  on  a  nobler  scale  we  shall  do  it  again.  Our  chal- 
lenge to  unbelief  is  what  it  was  in  the  beginning — Disprove,  if  you  can, 
the  Resurrection  of  Him  who  was  crucified  under  Pontius  Pilate.  Till 
you  can  do  this,  the  existence  of  the  Christian  Church  is  itself  sufficient 
evidence  of  this  stupendous  miracle,  and,  in  any  other  attempt  to 
account  for  its  existence,  you  must  invent  a  yet  greater  miracle.  So, 
Revealed  Religion  is  established.  We  preach  "Jesus  and  the  Resur- 
rection," and  by  this  we  conquer. 

In  spite  of  all  abatements,  I  must  still  insist  that  the  Church  is  mak- 
ing a  great  gain  in  the  land,  every  day.  Not,  indeed,  numerically,  in 
the  same  proportion  as  heretofore.  That  sort  of  progress  has  been 
checked  by  sore  evils  to  which  I  have  often  referred ;  but  look  about 
you  and  see  in  how  many  ways  God  is  working  for  the  eventual  triumph 
of  His  truth.  If  some  denominations  of  our  fellow-Christians  are  pros- 
pering of  late,  and  checking  the  emigration  from  them  to  us  which  was 
once  becoming  a  full  tide,  observe  /i07v  they  are  progressing,  and  that  it 
is  not  by  adherence  to  their  own  principles,  but,  rather,  by  adopting 
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ours.  The  change  in  the  whole  face  of  popular  religion  is  quite  note 
worthy.  Liturgic  features,  the  recitation  of  the  Creed,  the  observano 
of  Church  festivals,  the  architecture  of  meeting-houses  and  scores  o 
minor  innovations  mark  the  influence  of  the  Churches  system  on  th( 
minds  of  our  brethren.  Let  us  rejoice  in  these  indications,  and  le 
us  learn  at  the  same  time,  from  the  zeal  and  activity  of  our  fellow 
Christians,  many  lessons  which  they  are  quite  capable  of  teaching  us 
So  let  us  "  provoke  one  another  to  good  works." 

In  the  Church  at  large  I  would  only  note  the  progress  of  the  Ok 
Catholics,  in  whom  we  all  feel  so  sincere  an  interest  This  move  i 
deepening,  which  is  better  than  if  it  were  merely  spreading.  Nobod] 
who  knows  the  history  of  the  Filioque  controversy,  which  for  a  thousanc 
years  has  interrupted  visible  communion  between  the  East  and  th 
West,  can  fail  to  appreciate  the  movement  that  has  now  been  mad 
towards  an  adjustment  of  that  difficulty.  The  late  Conference  at  Bonn 
at  which  I  rejoice  that  a  presbyter  of  this  Diocese,  the  Rev.  Dr.  Perr) 
was  present,  was  marked  by  a  great  stride  towards  unity.  It  was  like  th 
first  tottering  step  of  an  infant,  which,  though  feeble,  and,  perhaps,  nc 
very  soon  to  be  followed  by  similar  advances,  is  something  full  of  promise 
and  it  is  certainly  more  than  might  have  been  looked  for  by  the  mos 
sanguine.  I  trust  it  is  a  token  of  the  Spirit's  presence  and  blesse< 
operations  in  the  whole  Apostolic  household  of  Faith.  It  is  good  to  b 
living  even  in  the  twilight  of  a  better  day ;  let  us  pray  for  the  rapi< 
approach  of  the  day-dawn  and  of  the  brightness  of  His  coming. 

My  dear  brethren,  I  never  come  to  the  last  words  of  my  Annua 
Address  without  a  solemn  sense  of  the  changes  that  await  us.  Anothc 
year,  and  how  many  of  us  will  gather  to  the  Council ;  shall  I,  or  sha 
another,  then  speak  to  you  from  this  chair?  Let  us  strengthen  oui 
selves,  however,  in  our  sublime  faith,  making  very  little  of  human  cer 
sure,  and  less  of  human  praise,  but  fixing  an  eye  on  the  Master,  an< 
thinking  only  of  His  judgment,  of  His  strict  scrutiny  and  unerrin 
awards.     It  is  folly  to  call  ourselves  Christians  except  as  we  do  this. 

May  the  good  Spirit  of  God  be  with  us  in  all  our  deliberations,  an( 
direct  all  to  His  glory;  and  may  we  go  away  from  this  Conventioi 
strengthened  and  encouraged,  each  one  in  his  several  station,  to  d 
with  our  might  what  our  hands  find  to  do,  for  Christ  and  for  Hi 
Church. 

NOTE. 

If  anything  couM  surprise  me,  from  such  a  quarter,  I  should  be  astonished  at  tl 
temerity  of  certain  Romish  journalists  and  ecclesiastics,  who,  since  the  meeting  of  tl 
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Convention,  have  attacked  my  Address,  on  the  ground  that  I  have  unjustly  accused 
the  Edacational  System  of  the  Papal  States,  and  particularly  as  to  its  provisions  for 
the  education  of  the  young.  I  might  furnish  many  quotations  from  travellers  and 
^ts  from  my  own  observations  ;  but,  I  prefer  to  turn  to  some  ordinary  book  of  refer- 
ence, and  the  first  I  open  gives  the  following  confirmation  to  my  words  : 

^^Pubik  Instruction.  .  .  .  There  is  no  general  system  of  elementary  instruc- 
tion, and  it  has  been  estimated  that  only  i  in  60  of  the  population  attend  Public 
Schools.  The  truth  is  that  education  in  the  Papal  States  is  in  the  most  degraded 
state  imaginable.  //  is  luholly  in  the  hands  of  the  clergy^  and  is  conducted  on  the 
principle,  if  we  may  so  call  it,  of  imbuing  the  pupils  with  the  grossest  prejudices,  and 
(f  proscribing  n^ery  study  or  pursuit  that  might  tend  to  expand  or  enlighten  their  minds j 
or  make  them  acquainted  with  their  rights  and  duties.  Even  theology  is  not  effici- 
ently taught,  and  philosophy,  politics  and  political  economy  are  as  little  relished  in 
Rome  as  in  Morocco." — McCtdloch^s  Universal  Gazetteer:    Art.  **  Papal  States."

**«  To  relieve  my  "Address"  of  dull  details  which,  neverthelns,  the  spirit  of  the  Canon  seems 
o  demand,  I  throw  them  into  this  Appendix,  and  I  abridge  the  record  so  as  to  leave  it  little  more 
:han  an  outline  illustrating  the  Address  itself. 

1874. 
Tuesday,  Sept  15.     S.  Luke's,  Rochester.     Opened  the  Thirty-seventh  Annual 
Council  of  the  Diocese.     In  which,  presided  at  services  and  sessions,  and  closed  the 
same,  with  devotions,  on  the  evening  of  the  third  day,  Sept.  17th.

Your  Committee  deeply  regret  that  the  principal  of  this  Fund  should  still  continue 
to  be  diminished  by  the  failure  of  Parishes  to  meet  their  just  dues  at  the  quartoif

To  the  Convdntion  of  tlu  Diccesc  of  Wtsi^m  Nirv  York: 

The  Diocesaa  MLssyjnary  Board,  in  pursuance  of  the  duties  <ievoIving  upon  it,  hast 
met  quarterly,  xs  heretofore.  With  the  means  at  its  command  it  has  pn^secuted  the 
MLssiooary  work  with  what  efficiency  it  could.  Decrexse*!  receipt.-  have  f  jrced  curtail' 
ment  of  the  stipe ncis»  bat  the  number  of  laborers  in  :he  rield  has  not  been  lessened, 
an»i  more  stoiioas  than  ever  before  have  been  reached  by  the  ministrations  of  the 
Church. 

The  receipts  for  the  year  from  collections  in  the  Parishes  have  teen,  for  the  first 
quarter,  §1.290.18  :  for  the  second,  l|l,3o6.62  ;  for  the  thini,  :^  1,652. 49  :  and  for  the 
fborth,  $1,531.77  ;  making  the  total  offeriuj^  for  Diocesan  Mi>hi'.a^.  §5.5$  1.06.  To 
this  amount  U  to  he  added  the  interest  on  the  Permanent  Fund,  ^19.62,  making  the 
total  Missionary  income  for  the  year,  ^,400.68.  The  sum  e:;per.ded  for  the  work 
under  the  jiiistlictioa  of  the  Board  is  $6.595. So.  '^^  over-drilt  rc^Trtei  at  the  last 
CoQventioa  has  been  increased  through  the  exigencies  of  the  work  Li  I:Laiid,  and  the 
Board  is  ob'ige*!  to  report  an  obligation  to  the  T.-iasurer  for  m-.cers  ad\-anced 
amocn:ing  to  $1.297. 15.  It  is  thus  evident  that  >enous  retrenchment  L-;  unavoidable 
unless  ipt-rest  cin  be  an:>useii  and  mean.s  'ievisel  at  the  present  Coaventios  to  insore 
a  more  v'j^r:rvu<  '.'r-.^secud-^n  of  this  work  of  Church  v"\'.ens;cn  in  tho  I^i-jcese.  TTic 
Plevtge  ^y^:-m,  .>4.-»  often  and  emphatically  endorse*!  by  the  Convent:  :.n  as  '*the  besi 
available  r'jl.ince  tor  cur  Mi^irionary  trea.-iury."  st:II  fails  of  an  ctr:cient  working  ir 
many  of  :!:.»  rari-hes,  not>*i-.h.>tanviing  tb-;  rei*.v?ra:^:  ap*-ea!i  oi  t*.:e  B-xird  and  the 
re4'j:rer:'.,r.:>  of  -he  Cacor:.  For  this  neglect,  the  C'.^r.;y  ar.-.  i-i  the  main,  responsi- 
ble;  alihc-ii^h  ihe  fact  nia-^:  be  recogui::ed  tha:  the  Lir.un:  to  ^..rts.j  the  f^-item  is,  ir 
most  cases,  a  practical  coaccssioa  to  the  unwiilinguess  of  Laymen  to  substitute  foi 
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desultory  contributions  a  systematic  giving  of  specific  sums.  In  default  of  the  effi- 
cient operation  of  the  Pledge  System,  an  evil  incident  to  frequent  Clerical  changes 
becomes  painfully  manifest  in  the  falling  off  of  contributions  during  the  vacancy  in  a 
Parish,  if,  indeed,  they  are  not  altogether  omitted.  It  is  earnestly  hoped  that  the 
plan  of  Missionary  Stewards  recommended  by  the  Bishop  in  a  recent  Pastoral  Letter, 
may  remedy  this  evil  and  secure  more  uniform  and  satisfactory  results.  The  Board 
woald  suggest,  for  the  consideration  of  the  Convention,  the  idea  of  the  redemption 
of  the  pledges  monthly  instead  of  quarterly,  as  heretofore,  and  would  recommend 
SQch  action  as  will  establish  a  monthly  offertory  for  Diocesan  Missions.  The  non- 
contributing  Parishes  for  the  past  year  are  S.  Paul's,  Angelica ;  S.  Peter's,  Westficld ; 
S.  Philip's,  Buffalo ;  S.  Luke's,  Buffalo,  which,  for  five  consecutive  years,  has  con- 
tributed nothing  ;  Christ  Church,  Lima  ;  S.  John's  Church,  Youngstown  ;  S.  James', 
Hammondsport ;  S.  John's,  Sodus ;  and  both  Parishes  in  Penn  Yan.  The  Board 
lakes  pleasure  in  commending  the  action  of  Christ  Church,  Pittsford,  as  worthy  of 
imitation,  in  that  they  have  voluntarily  relinquished  the  stipend  assigned  to  their 
Missionary,  with  grateful  acknowledgments  of  the  aid  so  long  extended  to  them. 

The  number  of  Missionaries  under  appointment  at  the  opening  of  the  Conventional 
year  was  twenty-nine.  There  have  been  in  all  thirty-four  Clergymen  to  whose  sup- 
port the  Board  has  contributed,  officiating  at  fifty  Missionary  stations,  thirty  of  whom 
arc  now  in  active  service,  as  may  be  seen  by  the  list  of  appointments  for  the  year, 
which  is  hereto  appended.

Rt.  Rev.  and  Dear  Sir, — Enclosed  I  hand  you  my  Annual  Statement  as  Treas- 
urer of  the  Parochial  Fund  of  the  Diocese  of  Western  New  York  ;  and  also  state- 
ments showing  the  investments  of  the  several  Funds  and  of  the  disposition  of  the 
Income  derived  from  the  same.

The  Rev.  James  Rankine,  D.  D.,  as  Rector  of  the  De  Lancey  Divinity  School, 
respectfully  reports  : 

Soon  after  my  Report  for  the  last  Convention,  the  Rev.  William  Catterson,  M.  A, 
Deacon,  who  had  studied  with  me  about  two  years,  was  ordained  to  the  Priesthood. 

The  Rev.  Chas.  D.  Barber,  Deacon,  has  been  pursuing  his  studies  in  the  School 
since  November  last,  and  has  passed  the  first  of  the  Canonical  Examinations  foi 
Priest's  Orders.

The  following  Statute  Law  pertaining  to  the  Parochial  Fund  is  printed  under  the 
<iircction  of  the  Bishop. 
It  is  found  in  the  Session  Laws  of  1875,  Chap.  500,  page  582. 

CHAP.  500. 

A.\  ACT  to  amend  an  Act  entitled,  "An  Act  for  the  Incorporation  of  the  Trustees 
of  the  Parochial  Fund  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in  the  Diocese  of  West- 
era  New  York,"  passed  March  twenty-sixth,  eighteen  hundred  and  sixty-three. 
Passed  June  7,  1875. 

T^i  People  of  t/te  State  of  New  York,  represaited  in  Saiate  and  Assembly ^  do  enact 
as  foUows  : 
Section  i.  The  eighth  section  of  the  Act  entitled,  **  An  Act  for  the  Incorpora- 
tion of  the  Trustees  of  the  Parochial  Fund  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in  the 
I^iocesc  of  Western  New  York,"  passed  March  twenty-sixth,  eighteen  hundred  and 
*>^ty-thrce,  is  hereby  amended  so  as  to  read  as  follows  : 
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Power  to  receive  g  g  fhc  said  tnistccs  are  further  authorized  to  receive  by  donations,

Bishop  may  sur-  cics  or  Conditions  not  repugnant  to  any  law  of  this  state  ;  and  in  cases 
render  trust.  wherc  thc  bishop  of  the  diocese  has  been  heretofore  or  shall  be  hereafter

(ercning)  services  on  alternate  Sundays,  from  the  1st  Sunday  after  Christmas  to  the 
14th  Sunday  after  Trinity.

RULES  OF  ORDER 

IS  CONDUCTING  THE  BUSINESS  OF  THE  CONVENTION  OF  THE

5.  On  Unfinished  and  Urgent  Business ;   to  consist  of  one  Clergyman  and 

two  Laymen. 

6.  On  the  Report  of  the  Education  Board. 

7.  On  the  Report  of  the  Missionary  Board. 

8.  On  the  Report  of  the  Trustees  of  the  Parochial  Fund. 

9.  On  the  Report  of  the  Trustees  of  De  Veaux  College.

V.  On  the  second  and  every  succeeding  day  during  the  sitting  of  the  Convention, 
after  Divine  Service,  the  Order  of  Business,  which  shall  not  be  departed  from 
without  the  consent  of  two-thirds  of  the  members  present,  shall  be  as  follows  : 
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I.  The  reading,  correcting,  and  approving  of  the  minutes  of  the  preceding  day. 

II.  Calling  the  names  of  the  absent  members,  and  entering  in  the  Journal  the 

names  of  those  who  appear. 

III.  Reports  from  Standing  Committees  in  the  following  order  : 

1.  On  the  Admission,  into  Union  with  the  Convention  of  this  Diocese, 

of  Churches  applying  for  that  purpose.

from  the  Trustees  of  the  Christmas  Fund  for  Disabled  Clergymen. 

V.  Reports  from   the   Special  Committees  in  the  order  in   which  they  were 

appointed. 

VI.  Unfinished  Business  shall  then  be  in  order. 

VII.  Motions,  Resolutions,  and  Miscellaneous  Business. 

VL  The  Bishop's  Address  shall  be  in  order  at  any  time  ;  and  Special  Devotions, 
Intercessions,  and  Prayers  shall  always  be  in  order  at  the  call  of  the  Chair. 

Vn.  Every  member  who  shall  be  present  when  a  question  is  stated  from  the 
Chair,  shall  vote  thereon,  unless  excuse  by  the  House. 

VIH.  No  motion  shall  be  put  or  debated  until  it  is  seconded  ;  and,  when 
seconde<l,  it  shall  be  statetl  by  the  President  before  debate  ;  and  every  motion  shall 
be  reduced  to  writing,  when  required  by  the  President  or  any  member. 

IX.  If  the  question  in  debate  contains  several  distinct  propositions,  any  member 
may  have  the  same  divided. 
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[  X.  When  a  qaestion  is  under  debate,  no  motion  shall  be  received,  unless  to  lay  it 
f  €0  the  table ;  to  postpone  it  indefinitely  ;  to  postpone  it  to  a  certain  time  ;  to  commit 
\  'if  or  10  amend  it ;  and  motions  for  either  of  these  purposes  shall  have  precedence  in 
[  the  order  herein  named.  But  a  motion  to  adjourn  shall  always  be  in  order  when  no 
I  aember  is  speaking,  and  shall  be  decided  without  debate  ;  and  if  it  be  negatived,  it 
shall  not  be  renewed  until  some  other  business  has  intervened. 

XL    A  motion  to  lay  on  the  table  shall  be  decided  without  debate. 

|.  XII.  On  a  question  being  put  by  the  President,  it  shall  be  determined  by  the  sound 
of  Toices,  for  or  against  it ;  but  any  member  may  require  a  count  of  the  votes,  and 
tellers  for  that  purpose  shall  be  appointed  by  the  Chair  :  or  any  three  votes  may,  pre- 
vions  to  a  decision  by  count,  require  the  ayes  and  noes  to  be  taken,  which  shall  be 

i  done  by  calling  the  names  of  the  clerical  members  and  of  the  churches  represented, 
ud  the  votes  shall  be  entered  in  the  Journal. 

XIII.  Any  five  votes*may  require  the  ayes  and  noes  to  be  taken  by  orders  ;  and 
when  so  taken  shall  be  entered  on  the  minutes. 

XIV.  No  member  may  speak  more  than  twice  on  the  same  question  without  leave 
of  the  House. 

XV.  A  question  being  decided,  shall  not  be  reconsidered  during  the  same  session 
without  the  consent  of  two-thirds  of  the  votes  of  the  Convention,  nor  without  the 
notion  for  that  purpose  being  made  by  one  of  the  majority  on  the  prior  decision  ;  nor 
shall  any  question  be  reconsidered  more  than  once. 

XVI.  All  Special  Committees  shall  be  appointed  by  the  Chair,  unless  otherwise 
specially  directed  by  the  House  ;  in  which  case  they  shall  be  appointed  by  ballot. 

XVII.  The  election  of  the  Standing  Committee,  and  of  Deputies  to  the  General 
Convention,  and  the  election  of  any  person  to  supply  a  vacancy  in  the  Board  of  Trus- 
tees of  the  Fund  for  the  Support  of  the  Episcopate,  or  in  the  Board  of  Trustees  of 
the  Christmas  Fund  for  Disabled  Clergymen—  as  also,  for  the  election  of  a  Treasurer 
of  the  Convention,  and  a  Treasurer  for  the  Christmas  Fund  for  Disabled  Clergymen 
—shall  be  the  order  of  the  day  for  4  o'clock  P.  M.,  on  the  second  day  of  every 
annual  meeting  of  the  Convention. 

XVIII.  No  standing  rule  or  order  shall  be  suspended,  changed,  or  rescinded 
without  one  day's  previous  notice  of  a  motion  to  that  effect,  unless  by  the  votes  of 
two-thirds  of  the  persons  present  entitled  to  vote. 

XIX.  Before  the  final  adjournment  of  any  session  of  the  Convention,  the  minutes 
of  the  last  day's  proceedings  shall  be  read,  corrected  and  approved. 

XX.  Unless  otherwise  ordered  by  the  Convention,  it  shall  meet  at  9. 30  o'clock  in 
the  morning ;  take  a  recess  from  12.30  to  2  P.  M  ,  and  from  5^  to  7^  o'clock  P.  M.

Resolved,  That  we  have  heard  with  singular  satisfaction  the  sermon  preached  this 
looming  by  his  Lordship,  as  a  review  of,  the  past  century,  in  its  bearings  upon  our 
Nation  and  our  Church  ;  and  that  we  heartily  thank  him  for  those  liberal  expressions 
of  regard  and  affection  for  our  people,  which  we  so  fully  reciprocate  towards  the  good 
people  of  Canada,  and  towards  our  venerable  mother-country.  Old  England. 

Resolved,  That  such  expressions  of  mutual  good  feeling,  as  are  thus  recorded,  would 
be  incomplete  without  a  fervent  acknowledgment  of  those  mysterious  ways  of  God, 
by  which,  overruling  all  the  ways  and  counsels  of  men.  He  has  made  what,  at  first, 
seemed  an  occasion  of  evil  to  the  infant  Church  of  the  American  Colonies,  a  means, 
in  the  end,  of  extending  and  strengthening  the  ancient  Episcopate  of  England,  and, 
through  the  several  Churches  embraced  in  the  Angelican  Communion,  of  cementing 
the  brotherhood  of  nations  and  promoting  "good- will  towards  men." 

Resolved,  That  a  copy  of  these  resolutions  be  properly  engrossed  and  signed  by  the 
Bijbop  and  by  the  Secretary  of  this  Convention,  and  presented  to  the  Rt.  Rev.  the 
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Committee  on  the  Report  of  tfu  Diocesan  Missionary  Board. 

Lord  Bishop  of  Niagara,  as  a  token  of  the  spirit  in  which  we  have  received  his  nat, 
and  that  of  his  accompanying  Clergy  and  Laity,  with  their  generous  congratnlatioBt 
on  this  Centennial  anniversary  of  our  national  existence.

That,  in  some  respects,  the  Annual  Report  of  the  Missionary  Board  is  more  satis- 
factory than  any  submitted  to  the  Board  for  several  years.  If  the  hopes  of  the  Board, 
as  expressed  in  this  Report,  shall  be  realized,  the  future  of  our  Diocesan  Missionary 
operations  will  be  most  encouraging.  New  fields  can  be  opened,  and  the  Missionary 
staff  can  l>e  largely  increased.  The  new  plan  of  work  is  commending  itself  to  the 
Boanl,  and  is  entitled  to,  and  will  undoubtedly  receive  from  the  whole  Diocese,  a  fair 
and  patient  trial.  Allusion  is  made  in  the  Report,  to  the  successful  personal  efforts 
of  the  Diocesan  in  raising  funds  to  meet  the  emergencies  of  the  Board,  and  to  enable 
it  to  supply  the  deficiencies,  and  to  furnish  the  gratifying  statement  that  the  Board  at

ihi<  dale  is  entirely  free  from  debt.  While  this  fact  is  alike  praiseworthy  of  the 
Bishop  and  of  those  who  have  generously  responded  to  his  appeals  ;  it  is  neverthe- 
less a  reflection  on  the  lukewarmth  and  remissness  of  the  Clergy  and  Parishes  in 
keeping  alive  a  permanent  interest  in  the  matter  of  Diocesan  Missions.  As  the 
Boaid  enters  anew  on  this  work  at  the  beginning  of  the  Conventional  year,  and 
under  the  most  favored  circumstances,  the  earnest  hope  is  hereby  expressed  that  there 
may  be  no  lack  of  zeal  and  of  patient  effort  throughout  the  Diocese,  in  securing  am- 
ple fflnds  for  the  successful  prosecution  of  Missionary  work  in  the  inviting  and  many 
fields  of  the  Diocese. 

While  a  few  Parishes  have  sent  increased  contributions  to  the  Treasurer,  and, 
therefore,  deserve  all  praise,  it  is  peculiarly  mortifying  that  so  many  Parishes  have 
£illen  far  short  of  what  was  reasonably  expected  of  them,  and  of  what  was  promised 
in  their  behalf  at  our  last  Convention. 

In  conclusion,  your  Committee  would  respectfully  suggest,  that  the  resolutions 

pissed  at  Lockport,  last  year,  touching  monthly  offerings  in  each  Parish,  for  Diocesan 

Missions,  receive  more  universal  and  prompt  attention  on  the  part  of  Rectors  and 

Parishes.     It  is  not  creditable  to  pass  such  a  resolution,  and  that,  too,  with  great 

inanimity  by  the  Clerical  and  Lay-Deputies,  and  then  suffer  it  to  fall  into  neglect 

and  almost  utter  abeyance.

The  Committee  take  this  opportunity  to  express  their  high  appreciation  of  the  val- 
uUe  services  rendered  for  many  years  to  the  Diocese  by  the  Treasurer,  Charles  £. 
Upton,  Esq.,  and  their  approbation  of  the  admirable  system  of  accounts  by  Mr.  F. 
H.  Amsden. 

The  Committee  would  call  attention  to  the  fact  that  out  of  nearly  one  hundred  Par- 
ishes only  twenty-three  have  contributed  to  the  General  Fund,  thirty-one  to  the  ex- 
penses of  this  Convention,  and  only  fourteen  to  the  quota  of  this  Diocese  for  the  Gren- 
end  Convention. 

The  Committee  regret  the  necessity  of  calling  the  attention  of  the  Convention  to 
the  continual  practice  of  "overdrafts"  to  which  the  Treasurer  has  for  years  been 
subjected,  on  sums  running  from  five  hundred  to  one  thousand  dollars. 

Your  Committee  would  respectfully  recommend  that  some  plan  be  devised  to  rem- 
edy this  long  standing  and  unjust  practice,  and  they  would  urge  upon  every  Parish 
the  nece:»sity  of  making  some  contribution,  however  small,  to  these  funds,  and  also 
the  necessity  of  increased  contributions  to  all  the  funds.

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special  Report  on  Expenditures  for  Diocesan  and  General  Purposes, 

Mr.  S.  Pettebone,  from  the  Special  Committee  appointed  to  report 
on  a  part  of  the  Report  of  the  Standing  Committee  of  the  Diocese, 
read  the  following 

REPORT: 

Your  Committee,  to  whom  was  referred  so  much  of  the  Report  of  the  Standing 
Committee  of  the  Diocese,  as  concerns  the  expenditures  of  this  Convontion  for  Dio- 
cesan and  General  purposes,  respectfully  report,  that  they  find  reason  for  the  anxiety 
of  the  Standing  Committee  on  the  subject  of  funds  to  meet  current  expenses.  The 
amount  of  Parochial  contributions  to  the  General  Fund,  and  to  the  expenses  of  the 
Diocesan  and  General  Conventions  during  the  past  year,  was  a  little  over  seven  hun- 
dred dollars,  while  the  demands  from  this  fund  exceeded  one  thousand  dollars. 

The  first  thought  would  be :  there  must  be  a  diminution  of  the  expenses ;  but 
upon  examination  of  details,  we  find  that  less  than  one-third  of  the  Parishes  of  the 
Diocese  have  made  the  collections  required  by  the  Canon,  viz  :  only  twenty-three  of 
(he  ninety-six  Parishes  contributed  to  the  General  Fund  ;  and  only  thirty-one  of  the 
ninety-six  to  the  Diocesan  Fund ;  and  only  fourteen  to  the  expenses  of  the  General 
Convention. 

If  these  delinquent  Parishes  should  discharge  their  clear  duty,  and  contribute  the 
small  average  of  six  dollars  each,  these  funds  would  be  equal  to  all  demands.  We, 
therefore,  recommend  some  legislation  which,  in  the  language  of  the  Standing  Com- 
mittee, will  secure  the  utmost  punctuality  on  the  part  of  all  the  Parishes,  in  making 
and  transmitting  to  the  Treasurer  of  the  Convention,  the  collections  for  the  expenses 
of  the  Diocesan  and  General  Conventions.

isL  We  have  not  been  able  to  avail  ourselves  of  a  consultation  with  the  gentle- 
Din  who  has  devised  a  plan  for  increasing  the  capital  of  the  fund  as  mentioned  in  the 
Address,  ovring  to  his  absence  from  the  Convention.     But, 

2d.  After  making  what  inquiry  we  could  into  the  condition  of  the  fund,  while  we 
deem  it  expedient  that  the  capital  should  be  increased  by  some  means,  we  are  not 
prepared  to  reconmiend  the  present  as  a  suitable, time  for  making  any  formal  effort  to 
that  end,  owing  to  the  prevailing  depression  in  bflsiness  and  the  many  pecuniary  de- 
Mads  upon  those  who  at  other  times  could  afford  to  give  liberally  for  such  purposije. 

TjL  We  notice  with  pleasure,  that  the  present  system  of  assessing  the  different 
Irishes  a  stated  sum  annually  for  the  Support  of  the  Episcopate,  has  resulted  in  a 
sufficient  amount  the  past  year  to  meet  the  current  drafts  upon  that  fund,  and  we  can- 
not consider  it  a  very  unfortunate  state  of  things  that  permits  every  Churchman  and 
Chorchwoman  in  Western  New  York,  however  poor  or  however  wealthy,  to  enjoy 
the  privil^e  of  contributing  something,  according  to  their  means  and  their  dispo- 
ation,  towards  defrajring  the  annua)  expenses  of  their  honored  Diocesan.  Neverthe- 
less, 

4th.  Yonr  Committee  cordially  commend  to  the  emulation  of  those  who  enter- 
tain an  opinion  contrary  to  the  above,  the  excellent  example  of  that  Parish  which 
pttferred  to  avoid  the  annual  contribution  by  paying  into  the  permanent  fund,  at  one 
time,  a  som,  the  interest  on  which  is  sufficient  to  meet  its  assessments.

The  Conunittee  on  Non-Reporting  Clergymen  and  Parishes  respectfully  represent : 
That  the  Convention  Journal  of  1875  has  been  examined,  and  that,  so  far  as  ap- 
pears by  that  record,  the  following  Presbyters,  canonically  connected  with  the  Dio- 
cese, viz :  Rev.  Charles  D.  Allen,  Rev.  George  Bridgman,  Rev.  Lucius  Carter,  Rev. 
J.  C  Lea  Jones,  Rev.  Thomas  Morris,  and  Rev.  RoUa  O.  Page,  made  no  report  to 
the  Bishop  last  year ;  nor  is  there  anything  in  the  Convention  Journal  to  show  that 
these  Presbyters  had,  during  the  year  preceding,  performed  any  ministerial  work  or 
service.  They  are  recorded  in  the  List  of  the  Clergy  simply  as  "  residing  "  in  some 
place,  within  or  out  of  the  Diocese. 

The  following  other  Presbyters,  viz :  Rev.  M.  C.  Hyde  and  Rev.  Duncan  C. 
Mami,  also  made  no  report  to  the  Bishop,  but  Mr.  Hyde  is  recorded  in  the  Clergy 
List  as  "Assistant  to  the  Bishop  in  Christ  Church,  Buffalo,"  and  so  the  Bishop  may 
be  supposed  to  be  cognizant  of  what  he  has  done  in  the  fulfillment  of  his  ministerial

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office.  Mr.  Mann,  as  recorded,  and  as  is  known  to  us  all,  died  "  Rector  of  &  1 
James'  Church,  Watkins  ;  *'  and  the  state  of  his  health  during  the  last  months  of  Im  j 
life  doubtless  accounts  sufficiently  for  his  failure  to  make  his  usual  report.  \ 

The  following  named  Deacons  do  not  appear  to  have  made  any  formal  report  to  the    ' 
Bishop,  viz  :  Rev.  Charles  N.  Allen,  Assistant  in  S.  Paul's  Church,  Rochester ;  Rev. 
S.  H.  Gurteen,  Assistant  Minister  in  Trinity  Church,  Geneva,  and  the  Rev.  W.  M. 
Hughes,  officiating  in  New  York  city ;  but  the  statements  attached  to  their  names, 
indicate  active  ministerial  work,  and  the  sphere  in  which  it  was  performed. 

The  Rev.  Henry  A.  Duboc,  Deacon,  made  no  report,  and  is  recorded  simply  as 
**  residing  in  BufTalo."  • 

The  Parishes  which  failed  to  present  reports  last  year,  are  ten  in  number,  as  fol* 
lows,  viz :  S.  Paul's  Church,  Angelica ;  S.  Peter's  Church,  Hinsdale ;  S.  Peter's 
Church,  Forrestville ;  S.  Peter's  Church,  Westfield ;  Christ  Church,  Buffalo ;  S. 
Michael's  Church,  Oakfield  ;  Christ  Church,  Lima ;  S.  John's  Church,  Youngs- 
town  ;  S.  James'  Church,  Watkins ;  and  the  Church  of  the  Holy  Innocents,  East 
Pike. 

The  Committee,  from  their  examination,  find  nothing  that  calls  for  the  action  of 
the  Convention  on  this  subject,  and,  therefore,  they  present  no  resolution  or  recom- 
mendation.

It  appears  by  the  Report,  that  the  collections  from  parishes  amount  to  $3,210.^0, 
showing  an  increase  over  previous  year  to  amount  to  $234.92,  thereby  relieving  the 
Tmstees  from  the  necessity  of  encroaching  upon  the  fund.     This  is  particularly  grati- 
fying, in  view  of  the  general  depression  in  financial  matters  throughout  the  country. 

Your  Committee  note  with  regret  that  the  foreclosure  of  a  certain  mortgage 
was  attended  with  large  expense,  and  that  the  title  to  the  security  was  more  or  less 
complicated,  thereby  necessitating  expensive  litigation  which  may  finally  entail  loss 
to  the  fund.     But  that  blame  may  not  attach  to  the  present  Trustees,  it  is  proper 
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to  add  that  this  was  a  mortgage  received  from  the  old  Diocese,  and  that  the  espatm 
of  the  foreclosure  included  unusual  outlays  which  have  been  satisiiBu:toril7  exphindl 
to  your  Committee. 

Your  Committee  beg  leave  to  recommend  that  in  the  future  great  care  should  bi 
taken  in  the  examination  of  title  searches  on  lands  mortgaged  to  this  fund,  and  tint' 
no  money  be  loaned  on  other  property  than  improved  /arming  lands  in  the  Diocei^. 
and  not  to  exceed  40%  of  the  lowest  cash  value  of  said  lands,  exclusive  of  buildmgL  '

The  following  is  the  Report  of  the  De  Lancey  Divinity  School.  The 
Bishop  in  his  Address  alluded  to  the  importance  of  the  Report;  and  on 
motion  of  the  Secretary,  a  Special  Committee  was  appointed  to  take  it 
into  consideration. 

REPORT: 

To  the  Bishop  and  Standing  Committee  of  IVesiern  New  York  as  tht  Education  Board 
of  the  Diocese : 

The  Rev.  James  Rankine,  D.  D.,  Rector  of  the  De  Lancey  Divinity  School,  would 
respectfully  report,  that  during  the  whole  twelve  months  past,  be  has  given  unremit- 
ting instructions  to  students  of  theology  placed  under  his  charge  by  the  Bishop  of  the 
Diocese.  There  have  been  under  his  direction  and  teaching  the  Rev.  C.  D.  Barber, 
Deacon,  candidats:  for  Priest's  orders,  Mr.  Charles  L.  Arnold,  A.  B.,  Mr.  E.  H.  Ed- 
son,  and  Mr.  Richard  H.  Dennis,  A.  M.  Each  of  these  has  recited  to  him,  for  the 
greater  part  of  the  time  alone,  as  they  were  all  in  different  degrees  of  progress.  Their 
proficiency  in  their  studies  has  been  reported  to  the  Bishop  from  time  to  time,  accord- 
ing to  the  requirements  of  the  Canons. 

At  morning  services,  in  S.  Peter's  Chapel,  on  Wednesdajrs,  Fridays  and  Saints' 
Days,  the  students  take  part  so  as  to  gain  practice  in  performing  the  service.  Durii^ 
his  stay  in  Geneva,  Mr.  Arnold  held  services  every  Sunday  at  Shortsville,  and  siooe 
his  removal  from  the  Diocese  Mr.  Edson  has  served  that  mission  acceptably.  The 
Rev.  Mr.  Barber,  about  the  beginning  of  December  last,  resigned  the  charge  of  the 
North  Mission,  on  the  Lyons  Road,  and  assisted  the  Rev.  Mr.  Burke,  in  Wayne  Ca 
For  several  months  he  officiated  at  Wolcott,  and  then  was  transferred  to  the  Diocese 
of  Florida.  He  had  passed  all  his  examinations  for  Priest's  Orders  but  the  last,  and 
had  been  diligent  as  a  student     Mr,  Arnold,  also,  has  now  removed  from  the  Diocese. 
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ISi  the  persofis  abore  mentioned  have  received  assistance  from  the  scholarships  in 
tiie  school,  from  which  fact  the  wisdom  and  benefit  of  these  foundations  are  apparent. 

An  institution  like  this,  whose  object  is  to  prepare,  as  soon  as  possible,  persons 
far  the  Canonical  examinations,  according  to  their  individual  peculiar  circumstances, 
wkhoat  clashes,  terms  and  regular  definite  gradations  in  studies,  cannot,  of  course* 
live  a  fixed  vacation  or  fixed  vacations  like  other  seminaries  ;  but  he  would  respect- 
faDjr  soggest  that  it  would  be  a  merciful  provision  to  give  the  Rector  discretionary 
power  to  take,  at  some  time  during  the  year,  a  respite  from  teaching,  of  at  least  four 
weeks. 

The  school  seems  destined,  as  it  becomes  known  among  other  religious  bodies  about 
IS,  to  be  a  desirable  source  of  information  and  direction  to  inquirers  in  their  midst. 
Through  its  means,  a  very  promising  young  man  has  lately  come  to  us  from  the  Meth- 
o£st  denomination,  who  will  prepare  himself  for  the  Ministry  of  the  Church.  Dur- 
ng  his  coU^;e  course  he  will  be  available  for  work  in  the  North  Mission,  on  the 
Ljod's  Rood. 

In  behalf  of  the  library  of  the  school,  he  has  to  acknowledge  the  gift  from  the  Rev. 
Dr.  Perry  of  several  doomients  of  the  Historical  Club,  viz :  fac  similes  of  the  Letter  of 
Consecration  of  Bishop  Seabury — of  the  Concordat,  signed  by  Bishop  Seabury  and 
the  Scottish  Bishops — of  plan  for  obtaining  consecration,  signed  by  the  members  of 
the  General  Convention  of  1785 — of  letter  of  the  English  Bishops  in  answer  to  the 
address  of  the  General  Convention  of  1 785  asking  for  the  succession,  with  the  Act  of 
Parliament  authorizing  the  Archbishop  of  Canterbury  to  consecrate  Bishops^for 
America — of  John  Wesley's  reasons  for  not  leaving  the  Church  of  England — of  a 
letter  from  the  Rev.  Charles  Wesley  to  the  Rev.  Dr.  Chandler — of  the  celebrated 
letters  of  Dr.  Coke  to  Bishops  Seabury  and  White. 

He  has  also  to  acknowledge  the  gift  of  several  valuable  books  by  Mrs.  Dr.  Roch- 
ester, of  Buffalo. 

He  would  mention  that  several  hundred  volumes  from  the  library  of  Bishop  De 
Loney  have  lately  come  into  his  keeping  for  the  use  of  the  school,  and  that  he  feels 
he  may  express  a  good  hope  that  in  all  probability  they  will  be  a  permanent  posses- 


He  again  renews  his  offer  to  present,  in  any  of  the  Parishes  of  the  Diocese  where 
it  may  be  desired,  an  explanation  of  the  object,  work  and  claims  of  the  De  Lancey 
Divinity  School. 

The  Rev.  J.  G.  Webster,  Chairman  of  the  Standing  Committee  on 
Giurch  Property,  Parsonages  and  Clerical  Support,  read  the  following 

REPORT: 

To  the  Convention : 

The  Standing  Committee  on  Church  Property,  Parsonages  and  Clerical  Support, 
would  respectfully  present : 

That  a  careful  examination  of  last  year's  Parochial  Reports,  so  far  as  made,  dis- 
closes that  seventy-seven  of  the  Parishes  of  this  Diocese  have  Church  edifices,  the 
total  valuation  of  which  is  $1,586,323.00.  That  forty-four  have  Rectories  in  their 
01m  possession,  valued  at  $112,504.00.  That  the  debts  on  the  same  amount  in  the 
aggregate  to  $85,581.02. 

Your  Committee  takes  pleasure  in  presenting  the  good  example  of  the  Parish  of  S. 
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John's,  Ellicottville — a  feeble,  straggling  little  flock,  and  hitherto  thought  to  baie 

been  but  just  alive.     Under  the  ministrations  of  an  efficient  and  zealoos  Missionaij, 

and  by  the  help  of  God,  it  has  put  on  strength  and  risen  to  renewal  of  life.    During 

the  past  year  it  has  secured  a  comfortable  Parsonage — and  paid  for  it,  within  tboik 

$600.00.     S.  Mark's,  Newark,  has  removed  from  itself  the  burden  of  a  debt  upon  its 

Rectory,  and  is  now  happily  free  from  such  incumbrance ;  besides,  it  has  done  ooB- 

siderable  towards  improvement  of  its  Church  property. 

With  regard  to  the  matter  of  Clerical  Support,  your  Committee  has  found  nothing 

to  report,  save  the  old  story  of  inadequacy,  with  no  prospect  of  improvement,  excqit 

in  the  continued  decline  of  the  cost  of  living,  provided  Clerical  salaries  do  not  dedine 

by  a  like  scale.     Your  Committee  would  place  on  record,  as  a  help  in  the  directioi 

of  Clerical  Support,  the  great  importance  of  Parishes  securing  for  themselves  Pl^ 

sonages  of  their  own.     It  would  bring  to  them  strength  far  beyond  the  amount  of 

money  value  involved,  in  permanency  of  Rectorships  ;  and  the  case  mentioned,  of  & 

John's,  Ellicottville,  evinces  what  wonderful  things  can  be  done  in  this  way,  wliCD 

there  is  determined  effort  made.

REPORT: 

To  the  Thirty-ninth  Annual  Convention  of  the  Diocese  of  Western  New  York: 

Mr.  President  and  Gentlemen, — Your  Registrar  has  but  little  to  report  in 
connection  with  the  Archives  for  the  year  that  b  past.  Packages  of  journals  and 
other  pamphlets  have  been  received  from  the  Rev.  Albert  Wood,  the  Rev.  Francis 
Granger  and  Mrs.  A.  L.  Warren,  for  which  acknowledgment  is  here  made.  In  ac- 
cordance with  the  resolution  of  last  year's  Convention,  the  Journals  of  General  Con- 
vention from  1838  to  date,  have  been  bound  in  uniform  with  Dr.  Perry's  re-print,  so 
that  we  have  now  a  complete  file  of  the  records  of  General  Convention,  on  our 
shelves,  for  reference.  The  Journals  also  of  this  Diocese  and  of  Albany,  Central 
New  York  and  Long  Island  have  been  bound,  and  those  of  the  old  series  of  New 
York  will  be  so  soon  as  one  year — 1822 — can  be  supplied.  The  binding  of  these  in- 
sures them  against  being  carried  away,  and  secures  a  file  for  preservation.  We  have 
a  file  of  the  Spirit  of  Missions^  from  its  first  issue,  made  nearly  complete  by  the  kind- 
ness of  the  Rev.  Dr.  Anstice,  and  when  it  can  be  made  quite  complete,  it  will  be 
worth  while  to  have  it  bound,  as  showing  the  Missionary  record  of  the  Church.  I 
repeat  the  request  of  last  year,  for  a  file  of  the  Gospet  Messenger  prior  to  1870,  and 
for  all  old  Journals  of  this  and  other  Dioceses.  When  the  duties  of  the  Registrar 
shall  be  definetl  by  the  Constitution,  it  is  to  be  hoped  that  a  more  general  interest 
will  be  felt  in  the  procuring  and  preservation  of  Parochial  and  other  records,  which 
will  one  day  be  of  very  great  value.

In  considering  the  subject  referred  to,  your  Committee  have  found  nothing  so  com- 
plete as  the  very  able  and  exhaustive  paper  prepared  by  the  Rev.  Dr.  Rankine,  Presi- 
dent of  the  De  Lancey  Divinity  School,  who  is  so  well  qualified  to  speak,  which 
paper  was  adopted  by  this  body  as  a  report  on  this  subject  at  the  last  Council  in 
September,  .1875. 

There  is  no  especially  new  feature  to  be  cited  or  met.  Your  Committee,  therefore, 
will  not  attempt  to  add  to  this,  or  to  make  over  what  has  been  so  ably  done  at  so 
recent  an  occasion  ;  but  we  would  earnestly  recommend  the  report  of  your  Commit- 
tee of  last  year,  of  which  the  Rev.  Dr.  Rankine  was  Chairman,  to  the  careful  peru- 
sal of  both  Clergy  and  Laity  of  the  Diocese. 

While  not  wishing  to  trespass  on  the  duties  of  the  Committee  on  Deacons,  your 
Committee  feel  that  the  restoration  of  the  primitive  order  of  permanent  Deacons  will 
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prove  an  effectual  remedy  in  relieving,  in  a  measure,  the  need  of  the  ministntioniof  - 
the  Clergy  in  fields  now  unable  to  support  a  regularly  ordained  Clergyman.

The  great  importance  of  the  General  Theological  Seminary  to  the  Church  at  large 
is  patent  to  all ;  but  there  are  strong  indications  that  the  Institution  stands  in  danger 
of  losing  the  confidence  of  conservative  Churchmen.  The  cause  of  this  consists  in 
the  fiicts  already  laid  before  the  Qonvention  in  former  reports  of  the  Standing  Com- 
mittee on  the  General  Theological  Seminary,  and  to  them  your  Committee  would 
beg  leave  again  to  call  the  attention  of  the  Diocese.  Your  Committee  would  re- 
spectfully submit  the  following  resolution  to  the  Convention  for  adoption,  viz  : 

Resolved,  That  a  Committee  of  three  be  appointed  to  report  to  the  next  Conven- 
tion suitable  measures  for  the  reformation  of  the  evils  referred  to. 

Your  Committee  would  further  report,  that  two  vacancies  have  occurred  in  the 
Board  of  Trustees  of  the  General  Theological  Seminary,  during  the  past  year,  by  the 
death  of  the  Reverend  Duncan  C.  Mann  and  the  removal  of  the  Reverend  M.  Van 
Rensselaer,  D.  D.,  from  the  Diocese,  and  would  offer  the  following  resolution  : 

Raohed,  That  the  Rev.  B.  W.  Stone,  D.  D.,  and  Rev.  William  B.  Edson,  be

The  Rev.  J.  M.  Henderson,  Chairman  of  the  Special  Committee  on 
that  part  of  the  Bishop's  Address  which  relates  to  the  primitive  order 
of  Deacons,  read  the  following 
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REPORT: 

The  Committee  to  whom  was  referred  that  part  of  the  Bishop's  Address  relatii^tD 
the  restoration  of  the  primitive  order  of  Deacons,  b^  leave  to  report  : 

That  they  are  in  unanimous  accord  with  the  views  of  the  Rt.  Rev.  the  Bishop  of 
the  Diocese — briefly,  but  most  cogently,  set  forth  in  his  Annual  Address. 

That  further,  it  is  not  only  expedient,  but  desirable  and  feasible,  for  the  fiitare  efi- 
ciency  of  the  American  Church,  that  the  Order  of  Deacons  be  returned  to  its  primi* 
tive  office  and  functions. 

They  are  likewise  impressed  with  the  magnitude  and  solemnity  of  this  subject,  that 
it  calls  for  careful  counsel  and  wise  judgment,  involving,  as  it  does,  the  perpetual  Di- 
aconate  and  the  issue  of  committing  spiritual  functions  to  such  as  retain  secular  call- 
ings. Although  this  latter  thought  may  seem  to  run  counter  to  the  custom  of  later 
times,  yet  We  find  it  in  harmony  with  the  usage  of  the  Apostolic  period.  The  office 
of  Deacon  in  sixth  chapter  of  Acts  of  the  Apostles,  with  its  especial  duties,  spiritual 
and  secular,  well  defined,  was  evidently  intended  to  be  a  life^long  tenure,  while  that 
recorded  in  first  Timothy,  third  chapter,  looks  forward  to  the  purchase  of  a  good  de- 
gree, namely,  the  Christian  Priesthood.  The  fact  has  become  virtually  universal  in 
our  day,  namely,  that  such  as  take  Holy  Orders  contemplate  advance  to  the  office  of 
a  Presbyter  within  the  narrowest  limit.  The  practical  result  is  frequent  vacancy. 
Scarcely  the  office  filled  than  it  becomes  empty  ;  and  so  the  question  has  arisen,  is  it 
not  needful — indeed,  vital — to  the  wel£uv  of  this  Church,  that  the  permanent,  primitive 
Diaconate  be  restored  ?  Is  it  not  desirable  to  take  the  initiative  now  ?  While  the  Chuidi 
in  the  second  century,  in  the  age  of  Cyprian,  recc^nized  the  need  of  ecclesiastical 
orders,  which  obtained  in  the  Greek  Church  until  the  thirteenth  century,  and  while 
the  Latin  Church  creates  minor  orders — sub-deacons,  acolothists,  and  lectors,  and  the 
like,  foreign  to  a  three-fold  ministry,  and  while  other  religious  bodies  employ  lay- 
officers  as  auxiliaries  to  their  work,  does  not  the  gate  of  entrance  for  a  sacred  oppor- 
tunity for  good  stand  wide  open,  namely,  to  set  apart  and  ordain  to  holy  function  men 
of  faith,  zeal  and  love,  after  the  pattern  of  the  Apostolic  Church  ? 

The  associating  of  the  worldly  and  religious  in  the  third  order  of  the  ministry,  de- 
fined by  Hooker  as  "the  Stewards  of  the  Church,"  is  not  wholly  novel,  even  in  our 
own  times,  A  few  years  ago  a  Canon  was  framed  for  this  very  purpose,  and  for  some 
time  in  effifct.  It  originated  in  the  Church's  need ;  it  resulted  in  the  Church's  interest 
As  the  Church  in  our  age  and  country  amplifies,  there  is  a  corresponding  call  for 
active,  zealous  men  in  her  service.  Such  are  "standing  in  the  market-place."  To 
utilize  such  material,  seems  to  be  the  duty,  and,  in  part,  the  mission  of  the  Church. 

Your  Committee  are  aware  that  this  subject  is  beset  with  difficulties.  A  secular  vo- 
cation ill  cvM\tact  with  official,  religious  life,  will  occur  as  an  unfavorable  feature.  We 
are  ustxl  to  regarvl  the  ministry  as  unfettered  by  the  cares  of  this  life,  and  as  "  taking  no 
ihoujjjht  for  the  morrv)w/'  and  yet  multiplied  with  a  multitude  of  cares,  and  taking 
thought  foi  all  eternity.  Although  labor  is  the  estate  of  man  and  the  common  heri- 
tage, auvl  honoruMe  a>  long  as  honest,  yet  how  far  worldly  occupations  would  preju- 
ilico  ihe  usefulness  A  x  (.lospeUsteward  in  the  humblest  rank  of  the  loftiest  calling,  is 
IhtwukI  the  pu»\ince  of  your  v^'ommittee  to  declare. 

Theie  i^  Ji  uurkcvl  diNiiiKtion  in  Apostolic  Orders.  The  line  is  broadly  drawn. 
Uetwecu  the  Hist  and  secv»nvl  it  is  dearly  reco^iud  in  the  public  mind.  Betwe^ 
ihc  ^ecoiul  4ud  ihir\l  it  i.s  almost  .ntirely  tflfscurtd.     We  prophesy  these  d^rees  will 
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become  more  apparent  under  this  suggested  sjrstem,  the  Priestly  functions  better 
apprehended,  and  the  mind  of  Holy  Scripture  on  this  point  more  plainly  read. 

It  is  believed  that  resident  Deacons  in  rural  regions  occupying  the  hamlets  of  the 
Diocese,  associated  with  city  missions,  and  officiating  in  hospitals  and  houses  of 
reform  would  subserve  to  much  extent  the  interests  of  the  Gospel  and  the  Church. 

Your  Committee  understand  that  the  proposed  plan  contemplates  no  new  device, 
Imt  the  revival  of  things  ancient  and  useful ;  it  does  not  relax  any  particular,  either 
in  the  shape  of  qualifications,  intellectual  or  moral,  sufficient  safeguards  having  been 
thrown  around  the  same  by  the  Canons  of  the  Church.  The  ordinal  is  the  same. 
The  Diaconate,  although  vested  with  full  powers,  yet  subject  as  by  the  existing  canons 
to  the  Episcopal  will.  The  noted  difference  being  the  associating  of  things  spiritual 
and  secular,  and  its  character  of  a  life-long  service.

Resohed,  That  it  is  desirable  that  the  Order  of  Deaconesses  should  be  revived  in 
aonection  with  Sisterhoods  for  the  service  of  our  benevolent  institutions,  and  for 
ike  duties  in  Panshes  and  Missions,  subject  to  the  restrictions  indicated  in  the  Canon 
)roposed  by  the  General  Convention  In  1874.^

The  following  is  the  Canon  proposed  in  House  of  Bishops,  in  1874. 

Of  Deaconesses  and  Sisters, 

Section  i.  Women  of  devout  character  and  proved  fitness  may  be  set  apart  by 
iny  Bishop  of  this  Church  for  the  rank  of  a  Deaconess  or  a  Sister,  according  to  such 
bnn  as  shall  be  authorized  by  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese. 

Sec.  2.  The  duties  proper  to  a  Deaconess  and  a  Sister  shall  be  designated  and 
iedared  by  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese. 

Sec.  3.  No  woman  shall  be  set  apart  to  the  rank  of  a  Deaconess  or  a  Sister  uutil 
>be  shall  be  thirty  years  of  age,  unless  the  Bishop  for  special  reasons  shall  deem  it 
Expedient  to  admit  the  candidate  at  an  earlier  age,  not  less  than  twenty-one  years ;  it 
bang  further  provided  that  no  woman  shall  be  set  apart  until  she  shall  have  laid  be- 
fore the  Bishop  testimonials  certifying — 

(a. )    That  she  is  a  communicant  in  good  standing  of  this  Church. 

(bi)  That  she  possesses  such  characteristics  as,  in  the  judgment  of  the  persons 
testifying,  fit  her  for  at  least  one  of  the  branches  of  duty  above  defined.  Such  testi- 
mooial  shall  be  signed  by  one  Presbyter  of  this  Church,  and  by  five  Lay  Commu- 
nicants of  the  same,  of  whom  two  shall  be  men  and  three  women. 

The  Bbhop  shall  also  satisfy  himself  that  the  applicant  has  had  an  adequate  prepara- 
tion for  her  work,  both  technical  and  religious,  which  preparation  shall  have  covered 
the  period  of  at  least  one  year. 
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New  ConstUuHon  and  Canons, 


Sec.  4.  No  Deaconess  or  Sister  shall  work  officially  in  a  Diocese  withoat  tlie 
express  authority,  in  writing,  of  the  Bishop  of  that  Diocese. 

Sec  5.  A  Deaconess  or  a  Sister  shall  not  take  any  vow  of  perpetual  obligatioii, 
and  every  Deaconess  or  Sister  may  at  any  time  resign  her  office  to  the  eccle^astial 
authority  from  which  she  received  it ;  but  no  Deaconess  or  Sister,  having  once  given 
up  her  commission,  shall  be  reappointed,  unless  in  the  judgment  of  the  Bishop  said 
resignation  was  for  weighty  cause. 

Sec.  6.  A  Deaconess  or  a  Sister  may  be  transferred  from  one  Diocese  to  another, 
by  letters  dimissory,  upon  request  of  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese  to  which  she  is  tiau- 
ferred. 

Sec.  7.  The  constitution  and  rules  for  the  home  government  of  any  community 
of  Deaconesses  or  Sisters  shall  have  the  sanction  0/  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese  in 
which  such  community  exists. 

All  books  of  devotion  and  formularies  of  worship  used  in  such  community  shaO 
have  the  like  sanction,  and  shall  be  in  harmony  with  the  usages  of  this  Church  and 
the  principles  of  the  Book  of  Common  Prayer.

My  Reverend  Brethren,  and  Brethren  of  the  Laity  : 

The  kingjdom  we  are  met  to  serve  is  "  not  of  this  world."  No  in- 
terests of  this  world  can  be  compared  with  those  which,  in  some  degree, 
are  now  committed  to  our  trust.  Let  worldly  aims  and  schemes  and 
thoughts  be  banished,  therefore,  from  our  minds  while  we  sit  in  council 
on  the  affairs  of  Christ's  realm  and  crown,  for  let  us  be  well  assured,  it 
is  a  solemn  thing  to  be  clothed  ^ith  the  responsibilities  we  necessarily 
assume  in  so  doing. 

Before  speaking  of  the  routine  of  the  year,  let  me  refer  to  those 
avocations  with  which  I  have  been  obliged  to  cope,  while  endeavouring 
to  abate  nothing  from  ordinary-  labours  exacted  by  the  ever  increasing 
demands  of  the  Diocese.  The  interests  of  the  Church  in  the  See-city 
have  become  of  great  importance  to  the  whole  body,  for  if  w^e  are 
weakened  hero,  or  even  if  >\nth  some  degree  of  inspiring  progress  we 
fail  to  grow  stronger  here,  the  consequences  must  be  felt  elsewhere,  and 
a  corresponding  decline  must  be  the  result.  To  avert  an  impending 
calamity.  I  a-^sumed  the  charge  of  Christ  Chapel,  wth  the  responsi- 
bility of  extricating  it  from  pecuniar)'  difficulties.  After  successive 
efforts,  anxious  and  inventive,  to  find  a  better  method,  the  stringency 
of  the  times  torceii  me  to  devise  the  plan  which  has  been  blest  with 
success,  and  by  which  this  beautiful  house  of  prayer  and  its  valuable 
site  have  boon  s.\vod  to  the  Church.  The  corporation  of  "  Christ 
Church  ■'  is  now  donnant,  and  has  no  connection  with  the  Chapel, 
which  has  become  a  tnisi  in  my  hands  awaiting  future  developments. 


/ 
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I  devote  all  the  time  I  can  spare  to  the  interesting  congregation,  who, 
though  deprived  of  their  corporate  organization,  still  cling  to  its  beloved 
walls. 

The  Church  at  Bergen,  and  the  unfinished  Mission  Church  of  St. 
Andrew,  in  Buffalo,  have  been  similarly  situated  in  some  respects,  and 
have  exacted  great  anxieties  and  some  labours  on  my  part  to  save  them 
from  calamity.  While  overburdened,  however,  with  the  affairs  of 
Christ  Chapel  and  others,  to  which  I  must  soon  refer,  only  a  small 
progress  has  been  made  towards  a  satisfactory  result.  Something,  how- 
ever, has  been  effected  by  the  aid  of  zealous  laymen,  and  I  trust  dur- 
ing the  coming  year  these  difficult  matters  may  be  happily  settled. 
Such  cares  should  not  be  thrown  upon  me ;  but  I  assumed  them  be- 
cause I  saw  nothing  but  wrong-doing  and  injustice  to  others  as  likely 
to  be  the  result,  unless  I  exerted  myself  even  beyond  the  claims  of 
ordinary  duty.  I  may  say  the  same  of  our  paltry  but  annoying  Mis- 
sionary debt  of  $1,500,  which  troubled  the  last  Convention.  .It  was 
annoying,  because  nobody  was  willing  to  see  it  thrown  on  a  few  ever 
generous  individuals.  It  demanded  numerous  contributions  of  small 
amounts.  By  God's  blessing,  and  the  hearty  cooperation  with  which 
some  of  you  responded  to  my  private  appeals,  it  is  cancelled.  To 
make  such  appeals  was  sufficiently  trying ;  but  the  impressions  of 
kindly  sympathy  and  interest  in  my  attempt,  with  which  they  were  met, 
have  created  new  ties  and  strengthened  others,  between  their  Bishop 
and  some  of  the  most  liberal  spirits  of  the  Diocese. 

The  organization  of  a  Church  Guild,  and  constant  ^efforts  to  make  it 
not  only  efficient  for  good,  in  this  city,  but  an  example  to  other  parts 
of  the  Diocese,  have  cost  me  much  time  and  toil ;  but  this  labour,  also, 
has  been  largely  recompensed.  Hospitals  and  other  beneficent  institu- 
tions, prisons  and  reformatories,  have  felt  its  active  influence  for  good ; 
and  a  sort  of  education  in  churchly  thought  and  practice  has  been  the 
effect  of  its  frequent  gatherings  of  our  Laity,  with  their  pastors  and 
their  Bishop,  for  the  discussion  of  practical  questions  of  the  day.  By 
the  aid  of  this  Guild  and  an  editorial  committee,  I  have  been  enabled 
also  to  establish  TAf  Orbit  as  an  organ  of  Diocesan  intelligence.  The 
humble  task  of  writing  the  greater  part  of  every  successive  number  has 
been  thrown  upon  my  pen ;  but  it  is  not  too  much  to  say  that  it  has 
proved  an  economy  of  work  on  the  whole.  We  cannot  get  on  without 
such  an  instrument  of  intercommunication.  There  is  nothing  like  it  to 
stimulate  local  efforts ;  and  the  examples  I  have  been  able  to  chronicle 
n  its  columns  have  communicated  enthusiasm  and  encouraged  exer-

tion.  For,  thank  God,  good  is  contagious  as  well  as  evil.  I  ask  a  more 
active  support  of  this  Diocesan  bulletin,  on  the  part  of  the  Clergy  and 
others.  The  price  is  trifling,  and  the  benefit  is  great.  It  would  repay 
the  Clergy,  also,  if  anything  of  interest  occurring  in  their  parishes  were 
briefly  communicated,  from  month  to  month,  to  its  pages. 

But,  perhaps  nothing  has  so  much  comforted  and  cheered  me  as  the 
consecration  of  the  important  Mission  Chapels  of  St.  James,  in  Roches- 
ter, and  St.  Mark,  in  Buffalo.  Built  and  paid  for,  in  this  year  of  scarce- 
ness, these  works  reflect  honour  on  all  concerned,  but  especially  on  the 
Rev.  Dr.  Foote,  and  the  Rev.  L.  B.  Van  Dyck,  in  whose  parishes,  re- 
spectively, these  good  works  have  been  wrought.  The  Chapel  at  Black 
Rock,  in  this  city,  still  depends  on  Mr.  Van  Dyck  for  the  missionary 
labours  which  sustain  it;  but  the  Chapel  in  Rochester  is  already  at 
your  doors  asking  admission  as  an  organized  parish,  under  the  ministry 
of  the  Rev.  J.  H.  Dennis.  Let  me  add,  that  St.  Philip's  in  this  city  has 
been  repaired  and  is  now,  apparently,  prospering  under  the  rectorship 
of  the  Rev.  Robt.  G.  Love.  You  will  learn  with  pleasure  that  the  De 
Lancey  Memorial  Church  has  now  about  $5,000  on  hand  for  the  erec- 
tion of  the  tower,  and  that  the  completion  of  the  original  design  is 
about  to  be  undertaken. 

Considerable  sums  of  money  have  been  raised  by  Ascension  Church, 
S.  Mary's,  S.  Luke's  and  Christ  Chapel,  in  Buffalo,  for  the  improvement 
of  their  condition ;  and  the  same  is  true  of  Canandaigua,  Geneseo, 
Allen's  Hill,  Newark,  the  Church  of  the  Good  Shepherd,  in  Rochester, 
and  not  a  few  parishes  besides.  I  seem  to  do  injustice^in  naming  only 
these,  but  the  committee  on  such  matters  will,  probably,  be  able  to  go 
more  into  the  details  of  Diocesan  improvements. 

Deeply  as  we  should  feel  the  poverty  and  even  meanness  of  what  we 
are  doing  in  this  wealthy  Diocese,  compared  with  what  the  goodness  of 
God  stimulates  us  to  accomplish,  in  His  glorious  cause,  let  such  tokens 
prove  to  us  that  much  can  be  done,  even  in  hard  times,  **  if  there  be 
first  a  ready  mind."  I  ought  not  to  omit  the  remark,  that  persons  and 
parishes  little  credited  for  any  superfluity  of  wealth,  have  given  us  some 
of  the  most  shining  examples  of  liberality,  to  which  I  have  referred. 
God  bless  them  a  hundred-fold,  in  this  world  and  hereafter. 

The  Trustees  of  your  "  Fund  for  the  Support  of  the  Episcopate" 
will  report  to  you  a  loss  during  the  year,  resulting  from  the  forced  sale 
of  some  securities.  I  ought  to  say,  that  we  owe  it  to  the  energetic  ac- 
tion of  Messrs.  Worthington  and  White,  assisted,  professionally,  by  Judge 
Soper,  that  this  misfortune  was  rendered  almost  inconsiderable.     The

principal,  by  good  nursing,  is  rather  increased  than  diminished,  as  com- 
pared with  last  year.  A  zealous  layman  has  also  taken  some  steps  to- 
wards adding  to  the  Fund.  He  assures  me  that  a  somewhat  extensive 
correspondence  on  the  subject  has  encouraged  him  to  believe  that  an 
effort  towards  this  end  should  not  long  be  delayed.  My  idea  has  al- 
ways been  to  ask  for  its  increase  by  bequests.  One  would  suppose  that 
wealthy  members  of  the  Diocese  would  delight  to  make  such  testamen- 
tary benefactions  their  lasting  Memorial  of  interest  in  its  welfare. 

The  Rev.  Dr.  Rankine  has  presented  an  interesting  account  of  the 
year's  work  in  the  De  Lancey  Divinity  School,  with  some  suggestions 
which  are  worthy  of  more  than  ordinary  attention.  I  do  not  think  the 
affairs  of  this  foundation  have  received  the  degree  of  consideration 
which  is  due  to  their  importance,  and  to  the  earnest  appeals  of  the  rev. 
erend  rector  for  an  opportunity  to  present  its  claims  to  the  consideration 
of  parishes. 

I  am  anxious  to  restore  the  order  of  Deacons  in  some  degree  to 
its  primitive  offices,  in  all  their  simplicity,  and  to  ordain  as  Dea- 
cons a  few  of  those  who  now  act  with  great  efficiency  as  lay-readers. 
These  Deacons  would  continue  to  support  themselves,  in  the  reputable 
secular  callings  to  which  they  belong,  and  would  assume  their  character 
of  clergymen,  only  when  on  duty.  But,  some  of  them  might  in  due 
time,  devote  themselves  entirely  to  the  ministry,  and  so,  possibly,  qualify 
themselves,  in  the  end,  for  Priest's  orders.  The  experiment  which  I 
tried  in  the  case  of  the  Rev.  E.  S.  Smith,  who  now  rests  from  his  labours, 
and  who  received  Deacon's  orders  at  the  age  of  sixty,  induces  me  to 
think  favourably  of  larger  and  fuller  ventures  of  the  same  character. 
But,  in  this,  as  in  other  matters,  I  wish  to  proceed  cautiously,  and  only  as 
encouraged  by  your  voice  and  cooperation.  Let  me  say,  that  I  am  now 
ready,  with  like  encouragement,  to  establish  an  order  of  Deaconesses,  for 
the  Diocese.  Towards  this  end,  1  have  been  moving  for  years,  and  I 
now  find  things  ripe  for  it,  in  connection  with  Christian  Sisterhoods, 
which  are  demanded  by  the  wants  of  our  schools  and  hospitals.  But 
I  refer  all  to  your  wisdom  and  deliberate  counsels. 

Since  I  last  met  you,  I  have  ordained  four  to  the  Priesthood,  and 
one  to  the  Diaconate.  Two  of  the  Rev.  Presbyters  of  the  Diocese  have 
died.  Ofu  has  been  promoted  to  the  Episcopate.  Ei^/tt  Clergymen 
have  been  transferred  to  other  Dioceses,  and  eight  received  into  this 
Diocese,  by  Letters  Dimissory.  Five  others  who  have  accepted  posi- 
tions have  not  yet  completed  their  transfer.  Exclusive  of  such,  the 
number  of  the  Diocesan  Clergy  is  ninety-Jive;  inclusive  it  would  be  100.

We  have  6  Candidates  for  Orders  and  \2  Postulants.  I  have  made  42 
Pastoral  Visitations,  not  including  my  ordinary-  pastoral  labours  in  the 
City  of  Buffalo.  I  have  laid  2  comer-stones  and  consecrated  3  churches. 
Others  await  consecration.  The  Confirmations  number  1,049,  being 
in  excess  of  last  year  by  more  than  300.  Since  the  division  of  the 
Diocese  this  number  has  only  once  been  exceeded,  and  that  ^"as  in 
1869,  when  my  work  was  somewhat  anticipated  in  view  of  an  expected 
visit  to  Europe,  which  necessarily  brought  down  my  Confirmations,  in 
the  year  that  followed,  to  633 — the  lowest  number  to  which  they  have 
declined. 

While  a  year  of  general  commercial  stagnation  and  world-wide 
financial  distress  has  not  been  without  its  depressing  effects  upon 
many  of  our  Diocesan  enterprises,  it  moves  my  heart  with  gratitude  to 
God,  that  I  have  been  able  to  speak  of  so  many  encouraging  evidences 
of  zeal  and  liberality,  which,  in  such  a  year,  are  noteworthy.  The  com- 
mittee which  I  have  appointed  on  Beneficence  and  Works  of  Piety 
will  present  you  with  other  details ;  but,  I  must  be  permitted  to  par- 
ticularize what  has  been  done  in  Dunkirk,  Westfield,  Mayville,  Avon, 
Dresden,  Phelps,  Sodus,  and  Hammondsport,  as  worthy  of  special  men- 
tion. Even  more  remarkable  is  what  has  been  accomplished,  under 
God's  blessing,  at  Honeoye  Falls ;  though,  in  that  old  parish,  the  laige 
liberality  of  a  single  individual,  a  daughter  of  the  Church,  must  be 
credited  with  the  cost  by  which  the  restoration  and  decoration  of  the 
church  have  been  very  admirably  carried  out 

You  have  heard,  with  gratitude,  of  the  good  work  which  has  been  set 
on  foot  in  Genesee  county,  by  an  auxiliary  Missionary  organization. 
The  liberality  of  the  parishioners  of  S.  James',  liatavia,  is  conspicuous 
in  the  support  of  this  ver}'  promising  Mission,  in  a  large  county,  which 
seems  ripe  for  the  harvest. 

The  work  to  which  I  have  thus  referred,  apart  from  some  general 
work,  on  Commissions  and  Committees,  thrown  upon  me,  as  my  share 
of  the  common  burthens  of  the  Church  at  large,  has  been  sufficient,  of 
itself,  to  absorb  the  greater  portion  of  my  time  and  toil.  Vet,  God 
helping  me,  the  ordinary  routine  of  the  Diocese  has  not  been  neglected. 
The  Confirmations,  this  year,  are,  as  I  have  said,  many  more  than  those 
of  last  year,  an  evidence  of  the  diligence  of  the  Clergy,  in  ploughing  and 
sowing  and  tilling,  while  I  have  only  heli>ed  them  to  reap.  The  exces- 
sive heats  of  the  summer,  ati'ecting  others  as  well  as  myself,  forced  me 
in  several  instances  to  postjione  Visitations,  till  after  your  sessions: 
and  in  some  cases,  ^here  1  made  Visitations,  I  found  the  Clerg}',  most 
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reasonably  unprepared  for  presenting  a  class,  owing  to  the  dispersion  of 
their  parishoners,  during  the  trying  season  which  had  just  closed.  I  am 
persuaded,  that  hereafter,  save  in  exceptional  cases,  it  will  not  be  wise, 
nor  prudent,  to  make  Visitations  after  the  first  weeks  in  July.  The 
Clergy  must  have  their  vacations,  as  must  all  who  toil  alike  with  muscle 
and  braiiL  1  beg  the  Laity  to  enable  their  pastors  to  secure  the  benefits 
of  annual  relaxation. 

The  many  avocations  to  which  I  have  referred  have  been  rendered 
the  more  burdensome  by  the  constant  correspondence  and  anxiety  to 
which  the  changes  in  Hobart  College,  during  the  past  year,  have  sub- 
jected me.  Here,  also,  I  am  rewarded  by  the  results.  We  trust  the 
Vestry  of  Trinity  Church  have  been  more  than  satisfied  with  the  finan- 
cial statements  and  other  reports  with  which  we  have  supplied  them  at 
their  request.  Never  before,  in  the  history  of  the  College,  have  our 
reports  to  that  corporation  exhibited  so  gratit)ing  a  condition  of  our 
Funds,  or  a  more  admirable  organization  of  our  Faculty.  The  election 
of  the  Rev.  Dr.  Hinsdale,  to  the  presidency,  on  the  6th  inst,  by  a 
unanimous  vote,  and  amid  general  congratulations,  gives  promise  of  a 
brighter  future  than  the  most  sanguine  friends  of  the  College  had  ven- 
tured to  anticipate. 

To  the  ever  ready  help  and  liberal  purse  of  D.  W.  Parshall,  Esq.,  I 
am  indebted  for  such  advances  to  the  Jane  Grey  School,  as  have  saved 
me  from  distressing  embarrassments,  on  its  account.  In  times  like 
these  I  found  it  simply  impossible  to  raise  the  entire  funds  necessary  to 
the  plan  of  making  it  Diocesan  property,  but  Mr.  Parshall  purchasing 
and  holding  the  mortgage,  which  still  encumbers  it,  has,  for  the  present, 
relieved  it  of  its  perils.  It  is  accomplishing  a  useful  purpose  under 
its  efficient  principals. 

With  some  diffidence  in  connection  with  your  work  of  revising  the 
Constitution  and  Canons,  I  would  direct  your  attention  to  the  matter 
of  a  Diocesan  Name.  The  Church,  at  large,  is  actually  disfigured  by 
its  uncatholic  nomenclature.  A  "chart  of  the  winds  ''  is  hardly  more 
complicated,  by  minute  reference  to  the  points  of  the  compass,  than 
our  list  of  Dioceses  is  likely  to  become,  if  this  absurdity  is  to  be  carried 
much  further.  As  the  mischief  began  with  the  compound  adjective 
style  of  "  Western-New-York,"  I  wish  the  reform  might  also  be  started 
here.  But  I  should  not  venture  the  suggestion,  had  1  not  a  useful  end 
in  view.  The  time  is  sure  to  come  when  Rochester  must  be  made  the 
See  of  a  new  Diocese.  Our  existing  Diocese,  like  Sodor  and  Man, 
might  well  be  designated  "  the  Diocese  of  Buffalo  and  Rochester,"  and 
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were  it  so,  I  might,  if  it  were  thought  best,  take  steps,  immediately, 
for  giving  one  of  the  Churches  in  Rochester  the  character  of  a 
Cathedral.  From  this,  as  a  centre,  the  future  Diocese  would  be  the 
more  readily  developed.  But,  with  this  hint,  I  have  said  all  I  care  to 
say,  now,  upon  such  a  subject. 

The  election  of  the  Rev.  Dr.  Perry  to  the  Episcopate  of  Iowa  is  a 
matter  of  congratulation  to  the  whole  Church.  It  deprives  this  Diocese 
of  one  of  its  ablest  presbyters,  and  has  robbed  Hobart  College  of  a 
president,  whose  short  but  most  useful  work  in  that  office  was  full  of 
promise.  On  the  Thirteenth  Sunday  after  Trinity,  in  his  own  parish 
church,  in  Geneva,  he  was  duly  ordained  to  the  order  and  consecrated 
to  the  office  of  a  Bishop  in  the  Church  of  God.  It  was  gratifying,  that 
the  Bishop  of  Montreal,  the  Metropolitan  of  Canada,  not  only  took 
part  in  this  solemnity,  but  was  so  good  as  to  preach  the  sermon.  The 
presiding  Bishop  had  courteously,  and  very  properly,  given  the  duty  of 
Consecrator-in-chief  to  the  Bishop  of  Pennsylvania,  as  near  of  kin  to 
the  elected  Bishop,  and  he  was  assisted  by  the  Bishops  of  Pittsburgh 
and  Vermont,  and  by  myself,  in  addition  to  the  Bishop  of  Montreal, 
already  mentioned.  May  the  Diocese  of  Iowa,  which  has  received 
both  its  Bishops  from  this  Diocese,  be  ever  identified  with  us,  in  the 
promotion  of  the  Church's  work,  and  in  constancy  in  the  Holy  Faith. 
I  feel  sure  that  the  new  Bishop  bears  with  him  to  his  Diocese  the  heart- 
felt prayers  and  good  wishes  of  all  his  brethren  with  whom  he  has  been 
here  associated.  He  has  been  a  comfort  and  support  to  his  Bishop, 
and  may  he  be  blessed  with  a  rich  reward  in  the  love  and  loyalty  ot 
the  Clergy  over  whom  he  must  now  preside. 

On  the  6th  of  April  last,  died  my  venerated  friend  Dr.  Johns,  Bishop 
of  Virginia.  He  was  one  of  those  who,  ripening  to  the  close  of  life, 
gained,  steadily,  more  and  more  of  the  love  and  confidence  of  the 
Church :  and  though  he  always  remained  a  conservative  specimen  of 
the  Evangelical  School,  it  should  be  acknowledged  with  gratitude  that 
he  achieved  valuable  services,  for  which  the  whole  Church  must  revere 
his  memory. 

I  have  referred  to  the  loss  of  two  Presbyters  of  the  Diocese,  by  death. 
The  one  was  the  Rev.  Duncan  Cameron  Mann,  Rector  of  S.  James' 
Church,  Watkins,  ancl  the  other  the  Rev.  James  Van  Voast,  Head- 
Master  in  De  Veaux  College.  It  is  with  reluctance  that  I  yield  to  the 
necessity  of  giving  only  a  brief  notice  of  these  beloved  brethren,  at  this 
time,  for  there  is  much  in  the  example  of  each  which  might  be  greatly 
edifying,  if  enlarged  into  a  biography.     To  the  youthful  priest,  his 
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brethren  of  Bufifalo  have  paid  a  fitting  tribute,  in  their  action  upon 
receiving  the  news  of  his  death,  and  heartily  did  I  concur  in  it.  But 
the  loss  of  Mr.  Mann  removes  one  who  has  long  been  recognized  as 
eminently  useful,  not  only  in  parochial  work,  but  in  the  general  busi- 
ness of  the  Diocese.  I  miss  him  constantly  as  one  who,  in  certain 
kinds  of  efficiency,  had  no  superior,  but,  I  bless  God  he  has  left  his 
mantle  to  a  son,  whose  fitness  to  be  his  successor  must  have  afforded 
joy  to  his  last  hours.     May  his  father's  God  be  with  him. 

Let  me  add  a  few  words  in  memorial  of  some  of  our  Laity  who  have 
fallen  asleep. 

Of  Mr.  Cuyler,  the  faithful  steward  of  the  Fund  for  the  relief  of  our 
Infirm  Clergy  and  the  Widows  of  deceased  Clergymen,  I  have  spoken 
in  The  Orbit  and  elsewhere,  but  must  be  permitted  to  say  here,  with 
emphasis,  that  as  an  instance  of  one  who  preferred  to  be  his  own  execu- 
tor and  to  do  liberal  things  in  his  life-time,  his  wise  example  deserves 
imitation  and  not  merely  our  admiration  and  eulogy.     Mr.  McCoy,  of 
Ellicottville,  according  to  his  means,  was  another  example  of  similar 
wise  and  conscientious  stewardship.     Mrs.  Seymour,  late  of  this  city, 
at  the  close  of  a  life  conspicuous  for  active  goodness,  in  many  depart- 
ments of  woman's  work,  has  embalmed  her  memory  by  large  bequests, 
to  very  deserving  objects.     Nor  can  I  forbear,  in  this  connection,  to 
mention  the  name  of  another  Christian  woman,  whose  sudden  death,  on 
her  way  home  from  California,  has  called  forth  the  tears  and  eulogies  of 
so  many  who  knew  her.     I  refer  to  Mrs.  Mumford,  of  Rochester.     She 
had  just  before  sent  me  $50,  as  a  contribution  to  the  Special  Missionary 
Fund,  of  which  I  have  spoken,  thanking  me  for  giving  her  the  privilege 
of  sending  such  an  offering.     Though  I  returned  immediate  acknowl- 
edgments, I  almost  fear  she  never  received  my  grateful  words.     But 
she  rests  in  peace.     Brethren,  we  ought  earnestly  to  inquire,  each  for 
himself,  as  to  our  relations  to  our  fellow-men,  and  our  account  with 
God,  for  truly  our  time  is  short,  our  breath  is  in  our  nostrils. 

Xo  careful  observer  of  the  times  can  fail  to  note  that  the  land  is 
threatened  with  an  outbreak  of  scoffing  Infidelity  and  Atheism.  The 
elements  that  must  produce  this  crop  have  long  been  at  work,  and  their 
harvest  of  the  whirlwind  can  only  be  stayed  by  the  Divine  hand.  It 
is  easy  to  talk  down  any  earnest  alarm,  by  saying  "  untimely,"  or  "  it 
should  have  been  done  in  this  way,  or  that,"  All  real  movements  are 
sure  to  encounter  such  criticisms  from  temporizers.  For  one,  I  have 
lived  through  many  such  critical  moments,  in  which  Wisdom  has,  finally, 
been  justified  of  her  children,  and  I  am  sure  that  I  speak  words  that  are 
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needed  now.  Seven  years  ago  one  of  our  journals  (the  New  York 
Tribune)^  to  its  great  credit, .  sounded  an  alarm,  which  I  take  grcit 
pleasure  in  quoting  with  honour.  The  following  are  its  noble  words: 
**  When  at  length  the  tremendous  current  of  Skepticism  and  Atheism 
reaches  us  from  England — as  it  is  sure  to  do  in  a  few  years — our  religiooi 
guides  will  be  utterly  unfitted  to  meet  it,  and  we  shall  repeat  the  deso- 
late experience  of  Modem  Germany  in  the  matter  of  Faith  and  Science" 
And,  previously,  an  able  journalist  (in  the  NeriU  York  Evening  Fost)\aA 
said  of  the  threatened  invasion  :  "  The  necessary  tendency  of  its  prin- 
ciples is  to  uproot  everything  that  is  established.  They  recognize  no 
right  among  men,  but  the  right  of  the  strongest ;  no  law,  but  the  law  of 
passion  and  impulse.  If  such  views  become  general,  the  Church,  and 
all  its  observances,  would  first  disappear;  parental  authority  and  the 
marriage  relation  must  soon  follow ;  and  how  long  could  civil  order,  or, 
indeed,  any  tolerable  form  of  human  society,  remain?" 

I  direct  attention  to  these  fore  warnings,  from  secular  sources,  because 
this  anticipated  invasion  of  foreign  Materialism  has  been,  for  some  time, 
an  accomplished  fact.  Our  schools  and  colleges  are  infected  with  it, 
and  nothing  can  afford  a  surer  index  of  its  progress  than  the  altered 
tone  of  some  of  our  leading  journals.  As  a  watchman  on  the  walls  of 
Zion,  I  know  my  duty,  and  I  think  I  understand  my  times.  They  who 
predicted  that  "  religious  guides  '*  would  be  found  unfitted  for  the  crisis, 
shall  not,  at  any  rate,  accuse  me  of  sleeping  on  my  post.  Alas !  our 
religious  divisions  promote  the  state  of  inefficiency  in  which  the  conflict 
comes  upon  us.  There  is  a  profoundly  religious  senriment  in  America, 
but  our  chaotic  sectarianism  renders  it  incapable  of  being  organized 
against  the  common  enemy.  These  are  solemn  times,  and  we  need 
"  the  refiner's  fire."  "  The  enemy  comes  in  like  a  flood,"  and  let  the 
Church's  renovated  fidelity  and  zeal  be  the  standard  which  **  the  Spirit 
of  the  Lord  lifts  up  against  him."  Is  it  too  much  to  ask  the  Clergy  and 
Laity  of  this  Diocese  to  give  serious  attention  to  these  things,  and  not 
only  to  study  the  great  questions  now  coming  into  view,  but  to  cultivate 
an  increase  of  pure  religion ;  restoring  things  that  were  the  strength  of 
the  primitive  Church  ?  In  ever)'  large  town,  by  the  aid  of  Readers,  I 
am  persuaded  Daily  Prayer  may  be  maintained.  Elsewhere,  household 
ministrations,  short,  fret^uent  and  spirited,  may  be  established.  Books 
and  tracts  may  be  dislributed  and  catechizings  made  frequent.  Wher- 
ever there  is  a  priest  of  God  and  two  or  three  to  worship  with  him,  the 
weekly  Kucharist  preceded  by  a  Penitential  Office,  on  the  Friday  or  Sat- 
urday, may  be  set  up.     Need  I  plead  with  the  sworn  ministers  of  Christ 
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to   "  do  this  in  remembrance  of  Him."     I  am  persuaded  that  this  is 
becoming  an  imperative  duty.     "  In  season  " — you  are  doing  it,  why 
not  *'  out  of  season  ?  "     Let  us  out-work,  out-visit,  out-catechize,  out- 
preach  other  Christians  ;  but  let  us  especially  be  noted  for  '*  loving  Christ 
more  than  these,'*  and  sanctifying  always  the  Lord's  Day  by  the  Lord's 
Supper,  and  living  all  the  week  in  the  strength  of  that  Bread. 

My  reverend  brethren,  in  looking  over  your  assembly  from  this  chair, 
I  am  ino pressed  with  feelings  of  reverent  regard  for  your  persons,  and 
of  gratitude  to  God  for  your  labours.  **As  poor  but  making  many 
rich,"  says  the  New  Testament,  of  our  holy  brotherhood ;  and  the  Old 
Testament  bears  like  testimony — "  Now  there  was  found  in  the  city  a 
,  poor  wise  man,  and  he  by  his  wisdom  delivered  the  city — yet  no  man 
remembered  that  same  poor  man."  How  few  of  our  countrymen  reflect 
upon  what  they  owe  to  the  self-denying  men  of  God,  who  devote  their 
lives  to  make  them  wise  unto  salvation.  All  honour  to  the  mechanic 
and  others,  in  trades  and  in  business,  "  without  whom  a  city  cannot  be 
inhabited ; "  all  honour  to  the  schoolmaster,  the  physician,  the  jurist ; 
all  honour  to  the  soldier,  whose  calling  on  land  and  sea  is  the  high 
police  of  the  nation ;  but,  why  should  it  be  forgotten  that  the  civiliza- 
tion, of  which  all  these  make  part,  is  the  creation- of  the  Christian 
Church,  and  depends,  for  its  perpetuation,  upon  the  ministers  of  Christ  ? 
Each  party  in  politics  boasts  that  it  only  can  save  the  State.  But, 
**none  remember  that  same  poor  man ;"  none,  save  only  his  Lord  and 
Master,  whose  promise  is,  **  they  that  be  wise  shall  shine  as  the  fkma- 
ment,  and  they  that  turn  many  to  righteousness,  as  the  stars,  forever 
and  ever.*'  Such  is  the  Master's  estimate  of  your  work,  and  who  that 
reflects  can  marvel,  that  among  all  civilized  nations  the  faithful  minister 
of  Christ  commands  the  respect,  yea,  even  of  enemies  ?  From  how 
many  noble  services  to  men  in  their  sorest  need,  you  have  come  up  to 
this  council  of  the  deathless  Church  of  Christ?  From  what  scenes 
of  sorrow  and  suffering — the  chamber  of  pestilence,  the  mad-house  and 
the  jail ;  from  what  converse  with  the  sinful  and  the  penitent,  the  con- 
science-stricken and  agonizing  in  mind  and  body ;  from  what  goings,  to 
and  fro,  exhorting,  encouraging,  beseeching  men  to  be  reconciled  to 
God ;  from  what  tender  efforts  to  impress  the  souls  of  infancy  with 
their  first  ideas  of  duty,  of  right  and  wrong,  of  their  relations  to  their 
neighbours,  of  their  accountability  to  their  Maker;  from  how  many 
hard  researches  in  the  study  and  earnest  pleadings  in  the  pulpit ;  from 
how  many  ministrations  at  the  font  and  the  altar;  from  how  many 
death-beds  ;  from  how  many  graves — you  have  come  to  make  report  to 
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me,  your  brother  and  your  Bishop,  as  one  day  we  must  all  together  give 
account  to  our  common  Judge  !  Surely,  there  is  something  sublime  in 
such  an  assembly ;  and  majestic  above  all  things  is  your  ofRce,  ye 
stewards  of  Gods  mysteries,  ye  ambassadors  of  the  Most  High !  Ye 
have  chosen  the  glorious  part  of  living  not  for  yourselves,  not  for 
earthly  rewards.  Magnify  your  office,  I  beseech  you,  by  daily  growing 
more  and  more  into  its  spirit,  by  copying  the  example  of  Christ 
Preach  the  word ;  be  instant  in  season  and  out  of  season ;  feed  the 
flock  of  Christ  which  He  hath  purchased  with  His  own  blood ;  reprove, 
rebuke,  exhort,  with  all  long  suflfering  and  doctrine.  And  to  the  mere 
man  of  the  market,  were  he  only  here,  I  would  say,  pointing  to  yon, 
my  brethren,  "Behold  your  greatest  benefactors."  To  say  nothing  of 
things  unseen,  which  alone  are  eternal,  I  remind  you  that  the  things 
temporal,  which  alone  you  value,  derive  all  their  worth  from  the  lives 
and  exertions  of  these  priests  of  God.  Without  them,  society  has  no 
foundation :  civilization  loses  its  comer-stone.  I^i  the  church-bells 
cease  to  ring,  let  spires  and  temples  fall,  and  the  voice  of  j)rayer  and 
praise  no  longer  sound :  let  there  be  no  Sundays,  no  Christmas,  no 
Easter,  through  all  the  dull  year  of  unbelief:  let  there  be  no  christen- 
ings, and  no  training  of  children  in  the  Creed,  the  Lord's  Prayer  and 
the  Ten  Commandments :  no  conscience  awakened,  no  moral  duties 
enforced  ;  no  tongues  to  exhort,  none  to  teach  the  love  and  fear  of  the 
Lord  ;  no  plea  for  the  Cross,  no  promise  of  Resurrection  ;  no  blessing 
for  the  bride,  no  solemn  burial  for  the  dead  ;  no  hope  of  the  life  ever- 
lasting ;  let  all  these  things  cease  from  among  us,  as  they  must  when 
there  are  no  more  revert nd  pastors  to  carr)*  on  these  works  in  the  name 
of  the  Lonl ;  I  ask  you — what  son  of  a  land  would  this  be.-*  Who  would 
inhabit  it  .^  Who  but  savages,  fast  sinking  to  the  level  of  those  brutes 
from  which  a  suicidal  philosophy  tells  us  we  are  sprung.  Great  God  ! 
What  a  hell  such  philosophers  would  make  of  this  world  ;  teaching  us, 
as  they  do,  that  man  has  no  immonai  spirit ;  that  eternal  life  is  not 
Gixi's  i;ii"t  to  His  child  ;  that  in  short  there  is  no  God.  Reverend 
brethren,  rebuke  such  madmen,  wiih  great  plainness  of  speech.  This 
Nation  needs  to  be  awakened  and  alarmed.  It  was  not  founded  by 
.\thois:s ;  they  never  construct  anything ;  but  they  are  mighty  to  de- 
stroy.     The  .Vtheisi's  creed  is  dust. 

I'^n  :!u'  IViinh  of  July,  in  this  Cathevlral.  assisted  by  a  number  of 
the  Cic!i;>,  1  v^trK'i.uod  .\t  the  alt.ir,  an  i  a  solemn  Ti-Deum  was  sung,  in 
re\"o»;nriion  of  Him  who  is  the  "One  I-awgiver"  and  who  is  "able  to 
save  ,ukI  to  dosir\\v."      Thus  we  recognized  the  truth  that  if  we  have 
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prospered  for  a  hundred  years,  the  glory  should  be  ascribed  to  God 
akme.     AVhether  another  Centennial  Anniversary  of  the  Republic  shall 
ever  be  celebrated  depends  upon  the  question  whether  this  nation  heartily 
accepts  this  truth,  or  is  becoming  a  prey  to  deceivers,  and  to  "  opposi- 
tions of  Science  falsely  so  called."     Surely  these  are  the  days  foretold ; 
the  days  of  "scoffers  walking  after  their  own  lusts,"  "the  last  days." 
Bat,  come  what  may,  let  us  be  firm  on  the  Lord's  side,  and  never 
ashamed  of  His  cause,  nor  of  the  Cross  of  Christ.     The  Church  of 
which  we  are  members,  is  the  grand  conservative  power  in  the  land ; 
and  rich,  indeed,  are  her  children  in  the  inheritance  of  her  Bible,  her 
Creeds  and  Sacraments.     Despise  her  if  they  can,  we  know  her  exceed- 
ing loveliness.     With  her  and  for  her  let  us  live  and  die.     Mock  us  as 
|t  'dicy  may,  let  us  cling  to  the  Rock  of  Ages,  and  fall  asleep  in  God's 
good  time,  with  the  song  of  the  Resurrection  on  our  tongues — **  I  know 
that  my  Redeemer  liveth/'

(i.)    Report. 

the  C&nz'efttion  of  the  Diocese  of  Western  New   York: 

^our  Missionary  Board  at  its  first  quarterly  meeting  was  called  to  recognize  the 
» of  one  of  its  most  faithful  and  efficient  members  who  had  "rested  from  his  labors  " 
he  Rev.  Duncan  C.  Mann.  Connected  with  the  Board  from  its  first  organization, 
zeal  in  its  work,  tempered  always  by  rare  prudence  and  ripe  judgment,  secured 
him  the  high  esteem  of  those  associated  with  him,  and  the  Board  records  with 
row  their  deep  sense  of  his  loss. 

rhe  Rev.  Geo.  S.  Baker  was  elected  to  his  place  ;  and,  at  the  April  meeting,  the 
ce  of  Recording  Secretary  becoming  vacant  by  the  resignation  of  Mr.  W.  H. 
ims  who  had  long  filled  that  position  with  great  acceptability,  the  same  Rev. 
itleman  was  appointed  his  successor. 

rhe  general  principles  which  regulate  the  Board  in  its  management  of  the  Mission- 
interests  of  the  Diocese  have  been  largely  modified  during  the  past  year,  with  a 
w  to  securing  material  advantages  in  the  prosecution  of  the  work  and  the  basing 
the  whole  system  upon  the  missionary  idea  rather  than  upon  that  of  mere  paro- 
al  sustentation.     The  unanimous  conviction  of  the  Board,  after  a  partial  trial  of 
newer  plan  Ls,  that  the  change  is  wise  and  well  adapted  to  invigorate  and  unify 
missionary  work ;  and  that  its  application  to  the  entire  field  during  the  current 
T  will  demonstrate  its  value  and  efficiency,  disarming  criticism,  when  its  whole- 
le  operation  is  thus  evident. 

V  proposition  having  been  made  in  behalf  of  the  four  organized  parishes  in  Gene- 
County  to  organize  an  auxiliary  Board  of  Missions  for  that  county,  such  organi- 
;on  was  duly  authorized,  and  on  the  1 7th  of  March  was  consummated  at  a  meeting 
the  Rectors  and  Lay  representatives  of  these  parishes,  by  the  adoption  of  a  Con- 
ation and  By-Laws,  and  the  electiou  of  officers — ^all  of  which  was  submitted  to 

>  Board  for  approval.  The  results  of  the  operation  of  this  auxiliary  abundantly 
lify  the  wisdom  of  its  establishment ;  since  missionary  services  have  been  held  at 
en  different  points  where  but  two  were  reached  before,  and  the  receipts  have 
ounted  to  $985. 32,  besides  $375.06  contributed  by  the  four  parishes,  but  mainly 
S.  James',  Batavia,  to  the  general  treasury. 

rhe  receipts  for  the  year,  from  collections  in  the  parishes,  have  been  for  the  first 
irter,  $1,341.73;  for  the  second,  $1,461.83;  for  the  third,  $1,367.28;  for  the 
nh,  $1,723.72  ;  making  the  total  offerings  for  Diocesan  Missions,  $5,894.56.     To 

>  amount  is  to  be  added  the  interest  on  the  permanent  fund,  $742.81,  making  the 
al  missionary  income  for  the  year,  $6,637.37.  The  amount  of  over-draft  reported 
the  last  Convention  was  $1,297. 15.  The  sum  expended  for  the  work  under  the 
isdiction  of  the  Board  is  $6,671.63.  The  consequent  over-draft,  in  accordance 
:h  these  figures,  of  $1,331.41,  which  we  should  otherwise  be  obliged  to  report  to 
i  Convention,  is  happily  more  than  met  by  funds  raised  by  the  personal  efforts  of 
:  Rt.  Rev.  the  Bishop,  amounting  to  $1,400,  allowing  the  Board  the  gratification  of 
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reporting  to  this  Convention  a  small  balance  on  hand.  The  list  of  non-contributing 
parishes  is  unusually  large — Angelica,  Canaseraga,  Ellicottsville,  Hinsdale,  James- 
town, East  Aurora,  Dansville,  Lima,  Honeoye  Falls,  Voungstown,  Victor,  Wethers- 
field,  Penn  Van.  Many  of  the  parishes  exhibit  a  serious  falling  off  in  contributions, 
and  nearly  half  of  those  which  specified  the  sums  that  might  be  looked  for  from  them 
have  fallen  shamefully  behind  their  estimates.  But  on  the  other  hand,  St.  James' 
Church  and  the  Church  of  the  Ascension,  Buffalo,  Christ  Church,  Rochester,  Hor- 
nellsville,  Lewiston,  Corning  and  Avon  have  largely  increased  their  offerings,  while 
those  of  Geneseo,  Grace  Church  (Lockport),  Westfield  and  Niagara  Falls  have  been 
nearly  or  more  than  doubled. 

The  Board  would  call  attention  to  the  legislation  of  the  last  Convention  requiring 
the  introduction  of  a  monthly  offertory  for  Diocesan  Missions  in  those  parishes  whose 
offerings  are  disproportionate  to  their  means  ;  and  to  the  fact  that  the  Standing  Com- 
mittee of  the  Diocese  has  neglected  to  order  such  offerings,  as  they  were  specifically 
directed  to  do  by  the  Convention. 

It  is  earnestly  hoped  that  with  no  debt  to  paralyze  and  hamper  effort,  and  with  a 
well  devised  system  for  the  prosecution  of  the  work,  the  earnest  joint  labors  of  the 
parishes  and  the  Board  will  be  crowned  with  exceptional  results  and  blessing. 

The  number  of  missionaries  under  appointment  at  the  beginning  of  the  Conven- 
tional year  was  30 — Mayville,  Honeoye  Falls,  Christ  Church  (Lockport)  and  Newark 
have  been  placed  upon  the  self-supporting  list.  There  have  been  in  all  35  clergymen 
to  whose  support  the  Board  has  contributed,  officiating  at  48  Missionary  stations,  18 
of  whom  are  now  in  active  service,  as  may  be  seen  by  the  list  of  appointments  for 
the  year,  which  is  hereto  appended.

The  Chapel  of  the  Epiphany  having  been  duly  incorporated .  as  an  independent 
Church,  will  seek  admission  into  union  with  this  Convention.  The  nucleus  of  the 
congregation  was  gathered  by  the  present  Rector  of  S.  Luke's,  in  the  winter  of  1866- 
67,  by  Cottage  services  in  the  Eighth  Ward.

The  account  of  Offerings  is  incomplete,  there  being  no  record  of  most  of  the  obl> 
lections  taken  up  before  January  1st.  The  amounts  given  at  Holy  Communion,  ad 
for  Diocesan  Missions,  were  much  larger  than  those  here  reported. 

This  parish  has  had  an  irreparable  loss  in  the  death  of  its  late  beloved  Rector,  the 
Rev.  Duncan  C.  Mann,  to  whom  its  very  existence  is  due.  The  congregation  mi 
gathered  and  the  Church  built  by  his  missionary  efforts,  and  the  great  majority  of  the 
present  communicants  were  by  him  baptized  and  prepared  for  confirmation.  The 
fruit  of  his  patient  and  devoted  toil  is  to  be  seen  in  the  peaceful,  churchly  workinp 
of  the  parish,  which  he,  under  God,  literally  made — a  parish  without  a  social  or  i 
theological  quarrel,  where  differences  of  opinion,  if  they  exist,  produce  no  difler 
ences  of  feeling.  His  place,  it  is  to  be  feared,  can  never  be  filled,  but  his  memoiy 
will  be  strong  to  aid  the  lal)ors  of  his  successors,  so  long  as  the  generation  which 
knew  him  shall  survive.  It  is  but  just  to  say,  that  while  his  life  here  was  laboiioQ^ 
it  was  very  happy ;  that  he  was  spared  many  of  those  annoyances  which  are  apt  to 
harass  a  faithful  parish  priest ;  that  his  congregation  showed  a  tender  solicitude  for 
his  welfare,  and  spared  no  efforts  to  secure  it. 

The  heartiest  thanks  of  the  Parish"  are  owing  to  the  Rev.  Dr.  Van  Rensselaer,  who 
at  considerable  inconvenience  to  himself,  kept  up  the  services  in  a  most  acceptable 
manner,  duiing  the  vacancy,  refusing  all  compensation  therefor. 

On  the  1st  of  January,  the  present  Rector  took  charge.

I  also  visited  S.  John's 
Parish,  Ellicottville,  at  your  suggestion,  the  parish  being  vacant,  and  took  such  tem- 
porary oversight  of  it  as  I  was  able.  I  held  Divine  services  there  on  Ash  Wednesday, 
also  on  the  following  Sunday,  morning  and  evening,  and  administered  the  Sacrament 
of  the  Lord's  Supper  and  baptized  a  child.  I  likewise  administered  the  Sacrament  of 
the  Lord's  Supper  twice  to  a  sick  parishioner  in  private  (Mr.  Bethuel  McCoy,  for 
many  years  senior  warden  of  that  Parish,  and  since  deceased)  and  attended  one  fu- 
neral there.  In  Dunkirk,  in  the  absence  of  the  Rector,  I  officiated  at  a  funeral.  In 
Trinity  Parish,  Freddhia,  I  held  services  on  two  Sundays  during  the  absence  of  the 
Rector.  I  also  attended  one  funeral  and  baptized  one  infant  there.  On  several 
other  occasions  I  have  assisted  my  brethren  of  the  Clergy  in  neighboring  Parishes.

During  the  time  I  wastf* 
tached  to  the  "  Portsmouth"  I  held  Divine  service  every  Sunday  morning  and  pretchfll 
I  baptised  three  children,  of  whom  two  were  the  children  of  Captain  Sihs  Casey  <l 
the  "Portsmouth,"  and  one  the  infant  son  of  John  K.  Rollen,  Master,  U.  S.  N.  Ig» 
erally  assisted  in  the  celebration  of  the  Holy  Communion  on  shore  once  each  mooA. 
In  addition  to  the  usual  duties  of  a  Chaplain  in  the  Navy,  I  exercised  a  general  snpo^ 
\ision  over  the  instruction  of  the  bovs  on  board. 

On  boanl  all  Training  Ships,  Chaplains  are  assigned  by  the  Regulations  of  Ac 
Navy  to  the  Department  of  Instruction,  and  with  a  corps  of  Schoolmasters  under 
them,  have  entire  charge  of  all  educational  interests.  It  may  be  proper  here  toaif 
that  only  a  very  small  portion  of  the  work  of  a  Chaplain  can  be  embodied  in  a  report 
of  this  character.  The  great  work  of  a  Chaplain  in  the  Navy  is  accomplished  by 
mingling  freely  among  the  men.  Divine  service  with  a  sermon  is  very  important  n- 
deed,  and  will,  with  the  blessing  of  God,  accomplish  as  much  on  board  vessels  of  «w 
as  an>'where  in  the  world.  A  Chaplain,  however,  who  neglects  to  mingle  fredy  IB 
a  social  way  with  the  men  forward,  neglects  the  means  of  inducing  them  to  attcni 
Divine  service  and  sermon  profitably. 

One  thing  is  to  be  regretted,  and  that  is,  that  the  numlier  of  Chaplains  allowed  to 
the  Navy  is  so  small — only  twenty-four.  If  the  number  could  be  so  increased  that 
every  vessel  of  uTir  going  \o  sea^  as  well  as  every  station  on  shore,  could  have  iti 
Chaplain,  we  should  sec  its  influence  upon  the  morals  of  the  seamen  in  our  Navy. 

Ever)"  vessel,  asylum,  hospital  and  Xax'y-yard  has  its  Surgeons,  the  physicians  of 
the  body,  and  why  should  they  not  all  have  their  Chaplains,  the  physicians  of  the 
soul  ?  \'er\'  respectfully.

COMMUNICATION  FROM  THE  SECRETARY. 

In  some  Dioceses,  a  written  Report  from  the  Secretary  is  required,  which  is  read 
in  Convention  and  afterwards  printed  in  the  Journal.  No  such  provision  is  made  in 
this  Diocese  ;  but  instead  of  it,  the  Rules  of  Order  open  the  way  for  communications 
fitom  the  Secretary.  The  President  has  always  kindly  opened  the  way  under  this 
Rde ;  bat  the  present  Secretary  has  never  availed  himself  of  it.  He  would  there- 
fcre  beg  the  indaljjence  of  the  pioce.se  for  a  communication  which  he  regards  as  im- 
portant to  the  interests  of  the  Diocese.  He  would  first  direct  attention  to  the  discrep- 
ancies between  the  Reports  of  the  Bishop  and  those  of  Parishes  in  regard  to 

CONFIRMATIONS. 

Tlie  Report  of  the  Bishop  hardly  ever  corresponds  with  the  Reports  of  the  different 
Paiuhes.  The  fact  is  thus  accounted  for.  The  Bishop  reports  all  confirmations  from 
OQe  Convention  to  another.  The  Parishes  report  the  confinnations  made  during  the 
Conventional  year.  Sometimes,  too,  the  number  reported  for  a  Parish  differs  from 
tbat  reported  by  the  Bishop.  The  Bishop's  Report  is  always  correct ;  but  occasionally 
persons  belonging  to  a  Parish  are  confirmed  in  other  Dioceses,  where  they  are  visit- 
ing or  where  they  may  be  attending  school. 

OFFERINGS. 

Great  complaints  are  sometimes  made  concerning  the  discrepancies  between  the  Re- 
ports of  the  Treasurers  and  those  of  the  Parishes.  The  Treasurers'  Reports  are  al- 
ways correct,  and  vouchers  are  shown  to  Committees  to  prove  every  item  of  his  book- 
Itecpinjj.  Rectors  and  Wardens,  however,  do  not  always  send  their  Canonical  offer- 
ii^s  for  Diocesan  and  General  objects  to  the  Treasurers.  Everything  collected  for 
Infirm  and  Aged  Clergy  Fund  should  be  sent  to  the  Treasurer  of  the  Christmas  Fund. 
AH  other  funds  collected  for  Diocesan  and  General  objects,  as  prescribed  by  Canon,  are 
required  by  Canon  to  be  sent  to  the  Treasurer  of  tlie  Convention.  Some  specifica- 
tion may  be  desirable  :  We  have  Trustees  of  the  Episcopate  Fund,  and  Trustees  of 
the  Parochial  Fund.  Everything  intended  for  these  funds  should  be  sent  to  the 
Trea<.urcr  of  the  Convention.  Not  only  should  collections  for  Foreign  and  Domestic 
Missions  be  sent  to  the  Treasurer,  but  contributions  to  particular  Parishes  and  Sta- 
tions in  Diocefies  and  Countries  where  these  Boards  have  jurisdiction.  Everything  for 
Home  Missions  to  Colored  People,  or  for  Indian  Missions,  or  for  Increase  of  the 
Ministry,  or  for  Nashotah,  or  Faribault,  should  be  sent  to  the  Treasurer  of  Conven- 
tion. If  funds  for  any  of  these  objects  be  collected  at  the  visitations  of  agents,  the 
fiiods  collected  should  be  sent  to  the  Treasurer,  or  at  least  a  receipt  for  the  amount. 
Of  course,  contributions  for  Church  Homes  or  for  local  charitable  objects  outside  of 
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the  Parish,  could  not  be  sent  to  the  Treasurer ;  but  these  would  appear  as  sepuale  \ 
accounts  in  the  Jol-rnal. 

The  a«lvani;ii^e  of  such  an  arrangement  would  be  apparent ;  when  a  clergymai 
leaves  a  I\irish  before  Convention,  it  often  happens  that  no  account  of  contribudooi 
can  be  fouml.  Some  clergymen  keep  no  written  accounts,  beyond  merely  priTite 
memoranda  ;  and  some  Parishes  keep  no  Parish  Record.  All  Parishes  are  reqoired 
to  do  so  by  law.  In  this  way  it  happens  that  many  Parishes,  made  vacant  just  be-  i 
fore  Convention,  are  unable  to  furnish  a  single  item  of  contributions.  If  they  woe 
sent  according  to  the  rule  presented,  which  is  also  the  law,  everj'thing  could  be  ob- 
tained from  the  vouchers  of  the  Treasurer,  at  least  on  the  first  day  of  the  Convention 

ACCURACY   OF    REPORT. 

Every  item  named  in  a  blank  l*arochial  Report  is  required  by  Canon  or  by  a  Rao- 
lution  of  the  Convention.  There  has  been  only  one  exception  to  this  rule  since  tbe 
present  Secretary  was  elected.  Just  before  the  last  General  Convention,  the  number 
of  sittings  in  the  Churches  was  asked  for.  The  request  was  made,  because  the  Sec- 
retary of  the  Cleneral  Convention  asked  for  this  information.  It  is  presumed  the  re- 
quest was  considered  arbitrary — for  it  certainly  was  so — because  only  one-half  of  tbe 
Parishes  responded  to  it. 

There  shouUl  be  a  distinction  made  to  show  the  number  of  male  and  female  con* 
municants.  The  same  nile  should  apply  to  Sunday  .Schools,  to  teachers  and  to  pupik 
T'his  is  not  alwayh  done,  but  the  Canon  requires  that  it  should  be  done  every  year- 
and  statistic.-,  are  very  imperfect  and  not  valuable,  unless  attention  is  given  to  the  sob- 
ject.  Vour  present  Secretary  has  expended  two  weeks  every  year  to  make  a  Ml 
tabular  view  of  statistics  ;  but  when  completed,  it  presented  so  many  defect.'*  and  in- 
accuracies, pnd  made  the  contra.st  so  great,  he  was  not  willing  to  prir.t.  It  is  pre- 
sumevl  thai  few  persons  are  aware  of  the  great  labor  required  to  work  up  a  very  im- 
perfect Journal.

Right  Rev.  Sir  :  In  compliance  with  the  requirements  of  Section  III.  of  Cio- 
on  I  of  Title  III.  of  the  Digest,  I  would  hereby  give  you  **  particular  notice"  of  the 
following  proposed  changes  in  the  Constitution  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  ChiBck 
in  the  United  States  of  America,  recommended  by  the  General  Convention  of  lS74» 
and  to  be  finally  acted  upon  by  the  General  Convention  of  1877,  to  wit :

Rev.  the  Bishop  to  be 
received  as  a  candidate  for  Holy  Orders. 

December  i8th. — The  Committee  met  at  the  Guild-Room,  Buffalo. 

Mr.  Richard  Hogarth  Dennis,  candidate  for  Holy  Orders,  was  recommended  to 
the  Rt.  Rev.  ihe  Bishop  for  Deacon's  Orders. 

Mr.  John  Wood  worth  Craig,  Pastulant,  was  recommended  to  the  Rt.  Rev.  the 
Bishop  to  be  received  as  a  candidate  for  Holy  Orders. 

A  Committee  was  appointed  and  directed  to  send  to  the  Revs,  the  Rectors  and  to 
the  Wardens  of  all  the  Parishes  in  the  Diocese  a  printed  circular  informing  them 
that  double  the  amount  which  they  respectively  contribute  toward  the  support  of  the 
Episcopate  is  expectetl  from  them  for  the  support  of  the  Mission  work  of  the  Dio- 
cese during  the  current  year. 

Consent  was  refused  to  the  consecration  of  the  Rev.  C.  Clifton  Penick  to  the  Mis- 
sionary Episcopate  of  Cape  Palmas.

The  President  stated  that  information  had  come  to  him  to  the  effect  that  an  amend - 
iBcnt  or  amendments  to  the  present  law  relating  to  meetings  of  Vestries,  etc.,  had 
been  introdaced  into  the  Legislature  of  the  State  ;  whereupon,  after  discussion,  the 
following  remonstrance  was  unanimously  adopted  and  ordered  to  be  transmitted, 
eeiti^ed  by  the  President  and  Secretary  of  this  Committee,  to  the  Senator  and  Assem- 
blymen of  the  County  of  Erie,  to  be  laid  before  the  Legislature  :

^^*herca.s  this  Committee  is  informed  that  a  bill  is  pending  in  the  Legislature  of  this 
Sute  making  important  amendments  in  the  provisions  touching  the  meetings  of 
Vestries  and  their  rights  and  duties  and  powers  contained  in  the  Act  passed  May  9th, 
1868,  and  entitled  **  An  Act  to  amend  the  Acts  to  provide  for  the  incorporation  of 
Religious  Societies  so  far  as  the  same  relate  to  Churches  in  connection  with  .the  Pro- 
testant Episcopal  Church  ; "  and  as  neither  the  Churches  of  the  Diocese  of  Western 
New  York,  nor  those  authorized  as  the  constituted  ecclesiastical  authorities  of  this 
Diocese  to  represent  and  speak  for  the  Churches  therein,  have,  so  far  as  we  know  and 
bdicvc,  been  consulted  in  respect  to  said  amendments  of  said  Act  of  1868,  or  were 
adrised  of  the  details,  particulars  or  effects  of  said  amendments,  therefore  this  Com- 
mittee respectfully  but  earnestly  remonstrate  against  the  passage  of  said  amendments 
Mtil  we  arc  fiilly  advised  and  can  be  heard  in  respect  to  the  same.     Previous  to  the 
fetr  1868  the  amendments  of  the  statutes  for  the  incorporation  of  religious  societies 
ID  connection  with  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  had  been  pres.sed  upon  the  atten- 
tioD  of  the  Legislature  for  several  successive  years,  and  questions  as  to  the  meetings  of 
Vestries,  and  their  powers,  rights  and  duties,  had  been  much  discussed  and  were  the 
sibject  of  different  opinions  and  conflicting  views. 

The  Act  of  1868  was  passed  after  full  consultation  between  the  constituted  authori- 
ties of  the  two  Dioceses  (New  York  and  Western  New  York)  into  which  the  State 
was  then  divided  ;  and  after  very  careful  and  thorough  examination  and  consideration 
of  all  its  provisions  in  detail,  by  which  all  differing  views  and  opinions  were  recon. 
dkd,  all  parties  interested  acquiesced  in  and  approved  of  that  Act.  It  would 
seem,  therefore,  that  justice  and  equity  require  that  the  settlement  effected  by  that 
legislation  should  not  be  disturbed  or  its  provisions  changed  at  the  instance  of  a  few 
persons,  nor  without  giving  the  ecclesiastical  authorities  of  the  five  Dioceses  now 
existing  in  the  State  of  New  York,  and  whose  rights  and  interests  are  affected,  an 
opportunity  of  being  heard. 

April  16. — The  Committee  met  at  the  Guild-Room,  Buffalo. 

Mr.  Charles  Frederic  Kellner,  candidate  for  Holy  Orders,  was  recommended  to 
the  Rl  Rev.  the  Bishop  for  Deacon's  Orders. 

The  Secretary  announced  that  he  had  drawn  on  the  Treasurer  of  the  Diocese  and 
from  the  General  Fund  for  the  sum  of  $300.00  to  apply  on  the  account  of  Matthews 
k  Warren  for  printing  the  Journal  of  1876. 

AUo,  that  he  had  drawn  on  the  Treasurer  of  the  Diocese  and  from  the  General 
Fond  for  the  sum  of  $4.00  for  office  expenses.  The  action  of  the  Secretary  was  ap- 
proved. 

The  Registrar  of  the  Diocese  having  informed  the  Committee  that  the  room  as- 
ngned  by  the  authorities  of  S.  Paul's  Church,  Buffalo,  for  the  preservation  of  the 
^'chhres  of  the  Diocese  had  heen  taken  possession  of  by  that  Church  for  olhei  pwi- 
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poses  and  was  no  lonjjer  a  safe  or  convenient  depository,  the  Reg:istrar  was  in- 
structed to  confer  with  the  authorities  of  Trinity  Church,  Buffalo,  and  if  posaUe 
procure  apartments  free  of  rent  in  Trinity  Building  for  the  deposit  of  the  aichiia 
until  the  Convention  of  the  Diocese  shall  take  action  as  to  their  further  dispositioo. 

May  21. — The  Committee  met  at  the  Guild-Room,  Buffalo. 

The  Rev.  John  William  Greenwood,  Deacon,  was  recommended  to  the  RL  Ret. 
the  Bishop  for  Priest's  Orders. 

Mr.  Joseph  Wayne,  candidate  for  Holy  Orders,  was  recommended  to  the  Rt.  Ref. 
the  Bishop  for  Deacon's  Orders. 

The  Secretary  was  authorized  to  draw  on  the  Treasurer  of  the  Diocese  and  fnMi 
the  General  Fund  for  the  sum  of  $300.00,  to  apply  on  the  hill  of  Matthews  &  Wir» 
ren  for  printing  for  the  Convention.  Also,  to  draw  on  the  Treasurer  of  the  Diocoe 
and  from  the  General  Fund  for  an  amount  sufficient  to  pay  bill  of  Daniel  Penfield  fa 
printing  for  the  Committee. 

August  13.— The  Committee  met  at  the  Guild-Room.  Buffido. 

Mr.  Isaac  Estabrook,  Postulant,  was  recommended  to  the  Rt.  Rev.  the  Bishop  to 
be  received  as  a  candidate  for  Holy  Orders. 

The  Secretary  was  requested  to  prepare  the  Annual  Report  for  presentation  to  tke 
Convention. 

The  Secretary,  the  Rev.  Charles  S.  Hale,  having  tendered  his  resignation  as  a 
member  of  the  Committee,  in  consequence  of  removal  from  the  Diocese,  the  foUow* 
ing  resolution  was  adopted  and  ordered  to  be  sent  to  the  Rt.  Rev.  the  Bishop  of  Noitk 
Carolina  and  to  the  Vestry  of  Christ  Church,  Newbern,  N.  C,  of  which  Mr.  Hale 
has  become  Rector  : 

Resolved^  That  in  accepting  the  resignation  of  the  Rev.  Charles  Stuart  Hale,  Ae 
Standing  Committee  of  the  Diocese  of  Western  New  York  desire  to  express  their 
appreciation  of  the  faithful  and  efficient  services  he  has  rendered  as  Secretary  of 
this  Committee,  and  to  put  on  record  their  sense  of  the  loss  which  his  removal 
brings  to  the  Diocese,  and  especially  to  the  Church  in  the  City  of  Buffalo,  where  hii 
high  character,  manly  Christian  course,  and  clear,  unflinching  adherence  to  Churdi  | 
principles,  have  endeared  him,  during  his  stay  among  us,  to  all  who  have  at  heart  the 
highest  interests  of  religion  and  the  Church. 

The  Rev.  Louis  B.  Van  Dyck  was  chosen  Secretary. 

September  10. — The  Committee  met  at  the  Guild-Room,  Buffalo. 

The  Secretary  presented  the  draft  of  the  Annual  Report,  which  was  approved  and 
adopted.  • 

The  Secretary  was  instructed  to  prepare  and  have  printed  two  hundred  copies  of  a 
Schedule  of  Collections  for  the  current  year,  to  be  distributed  at  Convention. 

The  Secretary  presented  the  Annual  Report  of  the  Trustees  of  DeVeaux  Collie, 
which  was  referred  to  a  Committee  consisting  of  Messrs.  Walker  and  Dann,  to  report 
at  the  meeting  of  next  evening. 

SEPTEXfBER  II. — The  Committee  met  at  the  Guild-Room,  Buffalo. 

The  sub-committee  on  the  Annual  Report  of  the  Trustees  of  DeVeaux  College, 
reported  that  they  had  examined  its  statements  and  were  pleased  to  find  that  the  prin- 
cipal as  reported  on  July  1st,  1876,  had  not  been  impaired  and  that  the  receipts  of 
income  for  the  year  were  more  than  $1,000  in  excess  of  expenditures. 

Conseni  was  given  to  the  Reclor,  Waideivs  and  Vestrymen  of  S.  Mary's  Church- 
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on-the-Hill,  Buffalo,  to  execute  a  mortgage  for  $3,300  on  a  vacant  lot  belonging  to 

the  said  Church,  to  free  the  estate  of  the  late  D.  C.  Weed   from  responsibility  for 

tliesame. 

All  of  which  is  respectfully  submitted.

On  motion,  the  Report  was  received  and  ordered  to  be  printed  in 
the  Journal. 

Mr.  William  H.  Adams  presented  an  invitation  from  the  Messrs. 
McKechnie  for  an  excursion  on  Canandaigua  Lake  at  such  time  as 
may  suit  the  convenience  of  the  Convention. 

On  motion,  the  invitation  was  referred  to  a  Committee  appointed  by 
the  President,  consisting  of  the  Rev.  Thomas  Drumm,  M.  D.,  and 
Mr.  William  H.  Adams,  to  make  suitable  acknowledgments  for  the 
invitation,  and  also  to  make  such  arrangements  for  the  excursion  as 
might  be  deemed  necessary. 

The  Rev.  Dr.  Van  Bokkelen  read  the  following  resolution  : 

Resohftdy  Tliat  the  amounts  needed  for  the  fixed  expenses  of  the  Diocese,  including 
tfie  support  of  the  Episcopate,  the  expenses  of  the  Diocesan  and  General  Conven- 
tioos,  and  for  the  General  Fund,  be  assessed  upon  the  several  Parishes  and  Missionary 
Stations  by  a  Special  Committee  of  five  Laymen;  and  that  it  be  declared  as  the  sense 
of  this  Convention  that  the  Wardens  and  Vestry  of  each  Parish  and  Missionary  Con- 
gregadon  ought  to  provide  for  the  fixed  expenses  out  of  some  fixed  source  of  income, 
and  not  leave  them  to  the  chance  of  Sunday  offerings  as  heretofore. 

On  motion  of  Rev.  Dr.  Van  Bokkelen,  the  resolution  was  ordered  to 
"be  recorded  in  the  Journal,  and  left  over  for  future  action. 

The  Rt  Rev.  the'  President  appointed  the  following  named  persons 
ms  a  Committee  to  nominate  a  Missionary  Board  for  the  ensuing  year: 
The  Rev.  O.  R.  Howard,  D.  D.,  the  Rev.  H.  W.  Nelson,  Jr.,  and  Mr. 
D.  W.  Dox. 

The  hour  for  adjournment  having  arrived,  the  Convention  took  a 
recess  to  2.30  o'clock  P.  M.

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The  Rev.  Joseph  L.  Tucker,  from  the  Special  Committee  appointed 
at  the  last  Convention  on  the  subject  of  Sunday  School  work,  read  the 
following 

REPORT: 

The  Committee  a^ppointed  at  the  last  Convention  to  consider  and  offer  to  this  Cod* 
vention  a  plan  of  organized,  associate  Sunday  School  work,  with  special  reference  10 
the  Association  in  the  Diocese  of  Long  Island,  respectfully  report: 

That  in  their  judgment  an  Association  to  include  the  whole  Diocese  is  imposabk. 

So  many  attempts  have  been  made  in  various  dioceses  to  found  similar  AssociatiaDSi 
that  the  conditions  of  success  or  failure  arc  clearly  marked. 

Associations  composed  of  Clergy  only  have,  in  every  instance  known  to  the  Com* 
mitiee,  been  failures.  Even  when  successful  for  a  time,  a  few  meetings  served  to 
exhaust  the  ideas  of  the  speakers,  and  as  the  Association  had  no  authority  to  act,  to 
make  decisions,  or  to  make  its  conclusions  binding,  and  b^an  and  ended  simply  in 
essays  and  speeches,  its  members  soon  lost  interest  and  ceased  to  attend.  We  coaW 
cite  a  number  of  instances  of  this  kind.  The  expense  and  trouble  and  intemiptioii 
in  labor  involved  in  the  gathering  together  three  or  four  times  a  year  soon  made  the 
mectinir*^  difficult.  After  each  interested  one  had  explained  his  views  and  found  thea 
clashini;  with  the  views  of  several  others,  with  no  good  or  useful  end  attained,  and 
had  discovered  that  he  had  nothing  further  to  say,  save  in  controversy,  such  interot 
as  he  Ifrought  to  the  Association  died  away,  and  the  Association  itself  perished.  Fonr 
or  five  such  meetings  ser\*ed  to  exhaust  an  Association  in  a  Diocese  which  shall  be 
nameless,  and  when  one  essayist  shaq)ly  attacked  Sunday  Schools,  in  the  abstract 
and  the  concrete,  xs  inventions  of  the  devil,  the  Association  itself  expired. 

The  only  successful  Associations  seem  to  be  tho>e  which  bring  the  Sunday  Schools 
themselves,  with  teachers  and  children,  together;  using  the  enthusiasm  of  the  children 
and  their  love  of  marching  in  prt>cession  and  reciting  in  unison,  as  a  moral  power  to 
keep  the  Cler^'  and  Laity  up  to  the  mark. 

In  Hoxtklyn  this  is  pas»ible,  because  of  the  compactness  of  the  Association  there, 
as  a  short  walk  or  ride  in  the  street  cars  suffices  to  bring  two  or  three  or  four  thoa- 
sand  children  together,  and  half  a  day  is  sufficient  for  all  the  exercises. 

In  this  Diocoe  ^uch  gatherings  are  manifestly  impossible.  It  might  be  possible 
here  to  have  local  .\ssociations  in  citie^  and  neighborhoods  of  Sunday  Schools  within 
ea.sy  reach  of  each  other.  But  to  do  this,  the  Clergy  must  work  harmoniously  and 
cheerfully  together  under  some  one  who  has  organizing  and  executive  ability.  There 
should  iic  a  sy>tem  of  instruction  which  would  make  it  possible  for  the  children  of  the 
unile\i  Sund.w  Scho\^Is  to  recite  in  unison  for  an  hour;  a  second  hour  could  be  filled 
with  >hort  aililres>cs.  As  soon  as  the  children  were  interested  in  the  .Association,  and 
in  preparing  tor  ;:>  meetings,  the  plan  would  be  an  assured  success. 

Such  lov.d  Asskxiations.  in  our  judgment,  would  need  to  be  organized  by  the  Bishop, 
Ik'  l^eiiii^  i!io  "i-mrce  of  authoriiv,  and  the  ceniie  of  unit  v.

The  Rev.  Dr.  Shelton,  Chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Constitution 
and  Canons,  read  the  following  draft  of  a  Proposed  Constitution  for  this 
Diocese: 

PROPOSED  CONSTITUTION. 

Ih  the  name  of  God.    Amen. 

We,  the  Bishop,  the  Clergy,  and  the  Laity  of  the  Diocese  of  Western  New  York, 
in  Coavention  assembled,  on  this  nineteenth  day  of  September,  in  the  year  of  our 
Lofd  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  seventy-seven,  do  solemnly  ordain  and  establish 
tke  followii^  Constitution  : 

TITLE  FIRST. 

The  Church  in  this  Diocese  hereby  renews  and  re-affirms  its  adoption  of  the  Gen- 
eral Constitution  as  established  by  the  Bishops,  Clergy  and  Laity  of  the  Protestant 
l^iscopal  Church  in  the  United  States  of  America. 

TITLE  SECOND. 

Sec.  I.  There  shall  be  a  Council  of  Clei^  and  Laity,  in  the  Diocese  of  Western 
Xc«r  York,  according  to  provisions  hereinafter  made,  which  shall  meet  annually  on 
the  third  Tuesday  of  January,  in  such  place  as  shall  be  appointed  by  the  Bishop,  or 
by  the  Ecclesiastical  Authority  for  the  time  being. 

Sec.  II.  But  the  Bishop,  or  the  Ecclesiastical  Authority  for  the  time  being,  shall 
have  power,  in  case  of  the  prevalence  of  epidemic  disease,  or  for  other  sufficient 
cause,  to  change  the  place  of  meeting  of  an  annual  Council  after  its  first  appointment ; 
and  for  any  urgent  cause,  the  Bishop,  by  and  with  the  official  advice  hereinafter  pro- 
vided for,  may  change  the  time  of  meeting  of  any  annual  Council 

Sec.  III.  The  Bishop,  or  the  Ecclesiastical  Authority  for  the  time  being,  shall 
have  power  to  convene  special  Councils  of  the  Diocese.  The  purpose  or  purposes 
for  which  a  special  Council  is  convened  shall  be  stated  in  the  summons  for  such 
Cooncil,  and  no  business  foreign  to  the  purposes  stated  in  such  summons  shall  be  in 
order  at  any  special  Council,  except  by  a  vote  of  two-thirds  of  each  Order  entitled  to 
representation  in  the  Council 

TITLE   THIRD. 

The  Council  shall  consist  of  Clergy  and  Laity  as  follows,  viz. : 

Sec  I.     The  Bishop,  who  shall  be,  ex  officio^  President  of  the  Council. 

Sec.  II.  All  the  Clergy  in  the  Diocese  duly  admitted  by  the  Ecclesiastical 
Authority  thereof,  who  are  in  regular  standing  in  accordance  with  the  Constitution 
and  Canons  of  this  Diocese  and  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in  the  United 
States  of  America,  and  who  are   regularly  officiating  in  some  Church,  Chapel,  or 
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Mission  Station,  under  the  Ecclesiastical  Authority  of  this  Diocese,  or  are  emplo}«i 
as  Presidents,  Kectorsi  Professors,  or  Instructors,  in  any  CoU^e,  Academy,  or 
general  Seminary  of  Learning,  duly  incorporated,  or  in  the  DeLancey  IXniity 
School. 

Sec.  III.  Clergymen  of  the  Diocese  of  the  following  classes  may  be  admtttedn 
members  of  a  Council  by  the  concurring  vote  of  two-thirds  of  the  respective  Ordn 
present : 

First,     Presbyters  of  this  Church,  who  are  in  regular  standing  in  accotdaioe 
with  the  Constitution  and  Canons  of  this  Diocese  and  of  the  Protestant  Kpisoopd 
Church  in  the  United  States  of  America,  who  are  acting  as  Presidents,  Recton,  or  \ 
Instructors  in  Academies,  or  other  institutions  of  learning  within  the  limits  of  tlui 
Diocese  though  not  incorporated. 

Second.  All  those  canonically  resident  Clergymen  who  have  been  engaged  ii 
the  active  work  of  their  office  until  disabled  by  age  or  infirmity. 

S£C.  IV.     The  Lay  members  of  the  Council  shall  be  delegates  from  each  Choich 
in  this  Diocese  received  into  union  with  the  Council,  to  be  chosen  as  follows : 

First,     Any  baptized  person  qualified  to  vote  for  Vestrymen  shall  be  eligible. 

Sccoftd.  Each  Church  shall  be  entitled  to  one  or  more  Lay  delegates,  noC  ci- 
ceeding  three  in  number,  who  have  been  duly  chosen  by  the  Vestry  or  Congr<;gatioi 
of  the  Church. 

Fhird.  Any  Congr^ation  of  this  Diocese,  duly  licensed  as  such  by  the  Bishop, 
by  and  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the  Standing  Committee,  may  be  received  into 
union  with,  and  represented  in  the  Diocesan  Council,  in  all  respects  as  if  it  were  doly 
incorporated  as  a  l^arish,  provided  ali^-ays : 

( I ).  That  such  Congregation  have  a  Chapel,  or  House  of  Prayer,  duly  licensed 
by  the  Bbhop  and  secured  as  property  to  the  use  of  the  same. 

(2).  That  it  be  self-supportmg  and  supplied  with  a  Minister  canonically  cod- 
nectcd  with  this  Diocese. 

(3).  That  all  the  Canonical  collections  are  made  in  the  same  during  the  Dio- 
cesan year. 

Fourth.  The  Chancellor  of  the  Diocese  shall,  ex  officio^  be  entitled  to  aD  the 
rights  and  privileges  of  a  member  of  the  Council ;  except  that  he  shall  not,  by  ^- 
lue  of  his  otficial  connection  with  the  Council,  be  entitled  to  vote  upon  any  questioo 
arising  therein. 

The  Council  shall  be  the  judge  of  the  election,  eligibility  and  qualifications  of  its 
members. 

TITLE   FOURTH. 

The  Bi>hopric  beinjj  \*acant,  or  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese  not  being  present  al 
any  annual  or  special  Council,  a  Presbyter  of  the  Diocese,  being  a  member  of  the 
Council,  >hari  Ih.'  elected  to  preside  for  the  lime.  Such  election  shall  be  made  by  a 
majoriiy  of  both  Orvlenj  present  and  voting. 

TITLE   FIFTH. 

Sf.v\   I.      .V  Secretary  shall  be  chosen  at  each  annual  Council   from  among  the 
mcmKrs  thereof. 

Skc.   11.     h  shall  be  his  duty  to  record  and  attest  the  proceedings  and  acts  of  tbc 
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Coonci] ;  to  preserve  the  Journals  and  other  records  of  the  Diocese,  and  to  perform 
other  duties  as  the  Council  shall  prescribe. 

Sec.  III.     It  shall  be  his  duty  to  give  at  least  three  weeks'  notice  to  every  Clergy- 
of  the  Diocese,  and  to  every  Vestry  therein,  of  the  time  and  place  appointed  for 
the  meeting  of  any  Council  of  the  Diocese. 

Sec  IV.  All  books  and  papers  belonging  to  the  Diocese,  and  to  his  office  as 
Secretary,  shall  be  safely  held  and  preserved  by  him  and  duly  transferred  to  a  succes- 
9or  when  elected. 

Ssc  V.  In  case  of  the  resignation,  removal,  or  decease  of  the  Secretary,  the 
Kdiop  of  the  Diocese,  by  and  with  the  consent  of  his  official  advisers,  shall  have 
power  to  appoint  a  Secretary  to  act  until  the  assembling  of  a  Council. 

TITLE   SIXTH. 

Sec  I.  A  Treasurer  of  the  Diocese  shall  be  chosen  by  ballot  at  each  annual 
OwncM,  who  shall  hold  office  for  the  ensuing  Diocesan  year,  and  until  a  successor 
shall  be  duly  appointed ;  but  he  may  be  removed  from  office  at  any  time  by  the 
«>tityiHing  Committee  acting  by  and  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the  Bishop  of  the 
Diocese.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Treasurer  to  receive  and  disburse  moneys  col- 
lected under  the  authority  of  the  Council  and  other  contributions  for  Church  objects. 
He  shall  report  annually  to  the  Council  the  amounts  so  received  and  disbursed  by 
him,  and  shall  render  to  each  annual  Council  an  exhibit  of  all  of  his  accounts,  which 
shall  be  audited  by  a  Committee  of  said  Council. 

Sec.  II.  The  Treasurer  of  the  Diocese,  ex  officio^  shall  be  entitled  to  all  the  rights 
and  privileges  of  membership  ot  the  Council  when  not  a  delegate  duly  appointed 
thereto,  saving  that  he  shall  not,  by  virtue  of  said  official  connection  with  the  Council, 
be  entitled  to  vote  on  any  question  which  may  arise  therein. 

In  the  event  of  the  death  of  the  Treasurer,  during  the  interval  between  the  ses- 
noDS  of  the  annual  Councils,  or  in  case  of  his  resignation  of  office  or  his  removal  from 
office  or  from  the  Diocese,  or  his  incapacity,  the  Standing  Committee  shall  have 
power  to  appomt  a  Treasurer  to  hold  office  until  the  following  annual  CounciL 

TITLE  SEVENTH. 

Sec.  I.  There  shall  be  a  Standing  Committee  of  the  Diocese,  elected  at  every 
innual  Council.  It  shall  consist  of  four  Presbyters  and  four  of  the  Laity,  who  shall 
be  communicants  of  the  Church  in  this  Diocese,  to  be  chosen  by  ballot,  and  by  the 
concurrent  vote  of  the  Clergy  and  Laity.  Vacancies  in  said  Committee  shall  be  sup- 
plied by  the  concurrent  vote  of  the  Clerical  and  Lay  members  of  the  same,  by  and 
vith  the  consent  of  the  Bishop. 

Sec.  II.  The  said  Standing  Committee  shall  be  a  Council  of  Advice  for  the 
Bishop  of  the  Diocese,  in  all  matters  by  him  referred  to  them. 

They  shall  be  the  Ecclesiastical  Authority  of  the  Diocese,  in  case  of  a  va- 
cancy in  the  Episcopate,  so  far  as  relates  to  all  matters  of  discipline,  but  the  Cleri- 
ical  members  alone  shall  exercise  such  powers  and  duties  as  properly  belong  to  their 
own  Order,  by  and  with  the  consent  of  the  Lay  members.  And  in  case  of  any  sen- 
^KOKit  to  be  pronounced  upon  a  Clergyman,  no  other  than  a  Bishop,  canonically  ap- 
pointed for  said  purpose,  shall  be  competent  to  perform  said  duty. 
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Sec.  III.  The  said  Standing  Committee  shall  be  the  Elcclesiasticml  Antboritj  ia 
all  cases  provided  for  by  the  General  Constitution  and  Canons  of  the  Church,  ud 
shall  exercise  all  other  powers  confided  to  them  thereby  or  by  the  Council  of  this 
Diocese. 

TITLE  EIGHTH. 

Sec.  I.  The  Bishop  shall,  from  time  to  time,  appoint,  and  may  at  pleasure  remofe, 
a  person  skilled  in  ecclesiastical  law,  and  the  laws  of  the  land,  to  be  the  Chanoelkr 
of  the  Diocese. 

St-c.  II.  The  Chancellor  shall  at  all  times  afford  to  the  Bishop,  at  his  request, 
confidential  or  public  advice  on  legal  or  canonical  matters  ;  and  shall,  on  recjuest  of 
the  Council,  give  to  it  any  similar  counsel  desired.

Sec.  IV.  At  the  consecration  of  any  Bishop  or  Assistant  Bishop  of  this  Diocese, 
the  Chancellor  !>hall  be  present,  either  in  person  or  by  deputy,  and  shall  make  a  reami 
of  such  consecration,  which  record  he  shall  authenticate  by  hand  and  seal  with  the 
subscription  of  witnesses  and  place  the  same  on  file  among  the  archives  of  the 
Diocese.

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The  Rev.  Dr.  Van  Ingen,  Chairman  of  the  Committee  appointed  to 
examine  certain  proposed  changes  in  the  Constitution  of  the  Church, 
communicated  by  the  Secretary  of  the  last  General  Convention  to  the 
Ecclesiastical  Authority  of  this  Diocese,  read  the  following 

REPORT: 

The  Committee  to  whom  was  referred  the  notice  of  proposed  changes  in  the  Con- 
stitution of  the  General  Convention  to  be  finally  acted  upon  at  its  approaching  so- 
sion,  respectfully  report  : 

1.  That  this  notice  is  given  in  obedience  to  Article  IX.  of  the  Constitution, 
which  enacts  that  "All  alterations  shall  be  first  proposed  in  one  General  Convention, 
and  made  known  to  the  several  Diocesan  Conventions,  before  they  shall  be  finallj 
agreed  to,  or  ratified,  in  the  ensuing  General  Convention." 

2.  That  its  design  is  to  enable  the  Deputies  to  such  ensuing  Convention  to  ascer- 
tain and  carry  with  them  to  its  deliberations,  the  expressed  views  of  the  several 
Dioceses  which  they  represent. 

3.  That  the  use  and  purpose  of  this  report  is,  therefore,  to  direct  the  attention o( 
this  Council  to  the  terms  and  nature  of  the  changes  proposed,  and  to  elicit  an  intelli- 
gent expression  by  this  body  of  its  mind  in  regard  to  them. 

The  changes  proposed  relate, — 

1.  To  mollifications  in  Diocesan  and  Missionary  jurisdiction, — in  Art.  V. 

2.  To  the  mode  of  setting  out  and  establishing  forms  of  Common  Prayer  for 
Morning  and  Evening  Service  ;  and  this  change  touches  Art.  VIII. 

3.  To  changes  in  the  Lectionary,  or  order  of  Lessons  of  Holy  Scripture  to  be 
read  throughout  the  year. 

The  first  alteration  is  regarded  as  necessitated  by  the  exigencies  of  the  Church's 
Missionary  work  in  the  vast  areas  of  our  territory.  Its  provisions  have  been  already 
acted  upon  in  deliberate  decisions  of  the  last  General  Convention  in  the  case  of 
Texas, — and  were  then  regard  eil  as  already  implied  in  the  Constitution.  YourCom- 
mittee  see  no  reason  why  this  Convention  should  object  to  the  ratification  of  this  al- 
teration. 

The  second  alteration  touches  what  is  of  "more  vital  interest — what  has  ever  been 
regarded  in  tlie  Church  as  most  vital — that  is,  the  order  and  matter  of  public  and 
common  prayer. 

It  proposes  a  relaxation  of  the  stringent  pronsions  of  Art.  V'lIL,  which  prohibit 
alterations  of  the  Book  of  Common  Prayer  or  additions  to  it,  except  under  the  iden- 
tical safeguards  v.hich  protect  the  organic  law  itself  from  hasty  changes.  Bat  ft 
restricts  and  confines  this  relaxation  expressly  to  Serv'ices  for  moniing  and  cvcnii^ 
l^ublic  worship,  and  authorizes  the  General  Convention,  at  any  regular  session,  to 
*•  arrange  and  set  forth  by  Cau<m  a  shortened  form  of  Morning  and  Evening  Prayer, 
to  be  compiled  wholly  fn)m  the  Book  of  Common  Prayer." 

This  is  certainly  a  significant  and  important  change.  Is  it  called  for?  Is  it  expe- 
dient ?     Is  it  safe? 

In  venturing  to  answer  these  questions  your  Committee  will  not  anticipate  what,  it 

hoped,  will  be  elicited  in  the  discussion  of  their  report,  but  state  as  briefly  as  p«- 

Ic,  for  record  and  guidance,  some  facts  and  principles. 
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Is  this  change  called  for?  To  this  they  answer,  "Yes;  clamorously  called 
And  in  proof  they  appeal  to  the  observation  and  experience  of  all  who  have 
active  and  interested  in  the  aggressive  and  progressive  work  of  missions,  which 
Church's  real  central  work,  or  in  that  on  which  all  missionary  work  depends, 
cams  depend  on  their  fountains, — that  is,  the  development  and  cultivation  of  a 
of  prayer  and  worship,  and  of  delight  in  it,  in  our  settled  parishes, 
ey  point  to  the  fact,  that  for  half  a  century  individual  bishops  have  felt  them- 
\  constrained  and  authorized  to  make  and  set  out  such  compilations  to  meet  an 
ncy ;  and  that  these  have  been  widely  welcomed  and  used  by  those  most  con- 
live  as  regards  both  form  and  principle  of  law. 

Is  the   change   expedient  ?     It  seems  to  your  Committee  highly  expedient, 
use  the  time  is  propitious.     For  now  that  the  Church  in  America  has  grown  to 
bility,  it  has  pleased  God  to  fill   her  with  the  desire  to  be  a  Missionary  Church, 
0  carry  her  sacred  treasures  and  dispense  them  into  every  place,  and  among  all 
s.    Again,  as  compared  with  fifty,  forty,  thirty  years  ago,  we  are  a  Church  of 
nind,  in  regard  to  our  love  of  the  Prayer  Book  and  for  authorized  and  premedi- 
forras  of  worship.     Those  of  us  whose  memory  and  experience  go  back  so  far 
:onfirm  this  statement  with  glad  homages  to  Him  whose  grace  has  made  it  pos- 
Again,  public  opinion  among  the  Christian  bodies  most  worthy  of  respect  out- 
)f  the  Church  has  been,  by  God's  blessing,  converted  from  hostility  to  forms  of 
lip,  to  weariness  and,  to  a  large  extent,  to  disgust  with  their  oppbsite.    And  the 
>sed  compilation  will  give  access  to  our  work  and  our  workers,  in  quarters  here- 
:  barred  against  their  access  ;  and  will  forestall  the  adoption  of  alien  and  imper- 
orms  by  those  to  whom  forms  of  some  kind  are  become   now  a  requisite  of 
lip. 

d,  lastly,  the  change  is  expedient,  because  by  making  the  authority  of  a  Canon 
;neral  Convention  the  competent  and  binding  sanction  of  such  a  compilation,  it 
s  and  provides  for  those  modifications  and  improvements   which  every  three 

experience  in  the  recesses  of  General  Convention  may  and  will  suggest  for 
ion  at  its  regular  sessions,  and  which  every  good  work  must  undergo  if  it  is  ever 
:orae  perfect ; — and,  because  it  is  eminently  desirable,  since  such  compilations 
:xist  under  some  authority,  to  place  them  upon  the  one  and  exclusive  basis  of 
uthority  of  general  law.  * 

Is  this  change  safe?     Your  Committee  again  answer, — Yes. 
does  not  touch  the  Liturgy  proper,  the  Ordinal,  nor  the  Articles,  nor  even  the 
>lished  Morning  and  Evening  Prayers  for  the  solemn  worship  of  the  great  con- 
Uion. .    These  will  all  remain  under  the  inviolable  safeguards  of  the  Constitu- 

ihan  which  we  have,  and  can  make,  no  stronger.  It  provides  only  for  a  little 
er  Book, — a  subordinate,  a  minor,  a  missionary  manual,  to  be  used  where  only 
or  three  may  assemble,  or  where  the  leader  in  the  worship  may  be  the  only  rep- 
ntative  of  the  Church  and  of  her  ways, — the  only  one  in  a  room  full  who  knows 
blessed  voice  and  accents. 

Ls  safe,  too,  because  it  is  only  to  be  a  compilation  from  the  Book  of  Common 
fer,  and  can  vary  from  it  only  by  quantity  and  defect — not  at  all  in  kind  or  spirit; 
because  it  is  so  easily  within  the  reach  of  the  public  opinion  of  the  whole  Church, 
er  to  refuse  to  adopt  it,  to  modify  or  to  suppress  it  through  its  representatives  in 
leral  Convention. 
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And,  under  this  head,  the  senior  in  years  of  your  Committee  is  pennitted  by  Ui 
colleagues  to  record  here  an  utterance  made  thirty  years  ago  on  the  floor  of  the  G» 
eral  Convention,  Ijy  a  venerable  layman  of  Tennessee,  as  conservative  as  he  was  deroil 
and  zealous,  and  whose  scope  is  now  that  of  a  period  of  60  years,  instead  of  as  it 
was  then  a  period  of  half  that  length.     It  was  made  during  the  discussion  of  ibis 
very  measure  under  a  proposal  made  by  him  who  recalls  the  incident.     It  was,  moit- 
over,  in  answer  to  an  objection  prompted  by  a  caution  not  to  be  blamed,  viz:  "  Yaa 
will  have  a  little  prayer  book  and  a  big  prayer  book,  and  the  little  prayer  book  viU 
drive  out  the  big  prayer  book.''     His  reply  was  memorable  and  time  has  justified iL 
It  was  this:  *'  So  far,"  said  he,  "  from  this,  let  me  tell  you,  that  if  you  had  had  llns 
little  prayer  book  as  herald  30  years  ago  [now  60],  you  would  have  had  one  hu- 
dred  big  prayer  books  in  use,  where  you  have  now  but  one." 

The  third  proposed  change  is  the  same  Article  of  the  Constitution,  and  takes  the 
power  of  amending  the  Lectionary  also  from  under  the  restrictions  of  this  Aitide  to 
commit  it  to  the  discretion  of  the  General  Convention ;  with  the  proviso,  that  a 
majority  of  all  the  Bishops  entitled  to  seats  in  their  House,  and  a  majority  of  all  (he 
Dioceses  entitled  to  representation  in  the  House  of  Deputies,  shall  vote  for  RKfa 
amendment. 

This  change,  both  in  its  aim  and  in  its  form,  reflects  so  clearly  the  often  ezpresed 
mind  of  the  Church,  that  your  Committee  deem  it  unnecessary  to  say  more  about  it 
than  to  presume  its  unanimous  and  cheerful  approval  by  this  CounciL

CONSTITUTION. 

In  THE  NAME  OF  GOD.      AMEN. 

Wc,  the  Bishop,  the  Clergy,  and  the  Laity  of  the  Diocese  of  Western  New  York, 
in  Coovendon  assembled,  on  this  nineteenth  dgy  of  September,  in  the  year  of  our 
Lord  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  seventy-seven,  do  solemnly  ordain  and  establish 
tke  following  Constitution  : 

TITLE  FIRST. 

The  Church  in  this  Diocese  hereby  renews  and  re-affirms  its  adoption  of  the  Gen- 
oal  Gmstitution  as  established  by  the  Bishops,  Clergy  and  Laity  of  the  Protestant 
Episcopal  Church  in  the  United  States  of  America. 

TITLE  SECOND. 

Sec.  I.  There  shall  be  a  Council  of  Clergy  and  Laity,  in  the  Diocese  of  Western 
New  York,  according  to  provisions  hereinafter  made,  which  shall  meet  annually  on 
the  third  Tuesday  of  September,  in  such  place  as  shall  be  appointed  by  the  Bishop, 
or  bj  the  Ecclesiastical  Authority  for  the  time  being. 

Sec.  II.  But  the  Bishop,  or  the  Ecclesiastical  Authority  for  the  time  being,  shall 
kift  power,  in  case  of  the  prevalence  of  epidemic  disease,  or  for  other  sufficient 
cause,  to  change  the  place  of  meeting  of  an  annual  Council  after  its  first  appointment  ;

The  purpose  or  purposes 
far  which  a  special  Council  is  convened  shall  be  stated  in  the  summons  for  such 
CoQDcil,  and  no  business  foreign  to  the  purposes  stated  in  such  summons  shall  be  in 
nder  at  any  special  Council,  except  by  a  vote  of  two-thirds  of  each  Order  entitled  to 
representation  in  the  Council 

TITLE  THIRD. 
The  Council  shall  consist  of  Clergy  and  Laity  as  follows,  viz. : 
Sec  I.    The  Bishop,  who  shall  be,  ex  officio^  President  of  the  Council. 

Sec  II.  All  the  Clergy  in  the  Diocese  duly  admitted  by  the  Ecclesiastical 
Anthority  thereof,  who  are  in  regular  standing  in  accordance  with  the  Constitution 
^Canons  of  this  Diocese  and  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in  the  United 
Slates  of  America,  and  who  are  regularly  officiating  in  some  Church,  Chapel,  or 
MisBoo  Station,  under  the  Ecclesiastical  Authority  of  this  Diocese,  or  arc  employed 
»  Presidents,  Rectors,  Professors,  or  Instructors,  in  any  College,  Academy,  or 
ff^^  Seminary  of  Learning,  duly  incorporated,  or  in  the  DeLancey  Divinity 
SdiooL 
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Sec.  it  I.  Clergymen  of  the  Diocese  of  the  following  classes  may  be  ailmittedB 
members  of  a  Council  by  the  concurring  vote  of  two-thirds  of  the  respective  Ordoi 
present : 

Fint.  Presbyters  of  this  Church,  who  are  in  regular  standing  in  accordance 
with  the  Constiiiition  and  Canons  of  this  Diocese  and  of  the  Protestant  Episcopd 
Church  in  the  United  States  of  America,  who  are  acting  as  Presidents,  Recton,  or 
Instructors  in  Academies,  or  other  institutions  of  learning  within  the  limits  of  tlui 
Diocese  though  not  incorporated. 

S.'coud.  All  those  canonically  resident  Clergymen  who  have  been  engaged  ii 
the  active  work  of  their  office  until  disabled  by  age  or  infirmity. 

Sec.  IV.     The  Lay  members  of  the  Council  shall  be  delegates  from  each  Chvrdk 
in  this  Diocese  received  into  union  with  the  Council,  to  be  chosen  as  follows: 

First.     Any  baptized  person  qualified  to  vote  for  Vestrymen  shall  be  eligible. 

Sfcond.  Each  Church  shall  be  entitled  to  one  or  more  Lay  delegates,  not  a* 
ceeding  three  in  number,  who  have  been  duly  chosen  by  the  Vestry  or  CongregatiM 
of  the  Church. 

Third.  The  Council  shall  have  power  to  provide  that  any  Congregation  of  tlui 
Diocese,  duly  licensed  as  such  by  the  Bishop,  by  and  with  the  advice  and  consent  o( 
the  Standing  Committee,  may  l)e  received  into  union  with,  and  represented  in  the 
Diocesan  Council,  in  all  respects  as  if  it  were  duly  incorporated  as  a  Parish. 

Fourth.  The  Chancellor  of  the  Diocese  shall,  ex  officio^  be  entitled  to  all  tltf 
rights  and  privileges  of  a  member  of  the  Council ;  except  that  he  shall  not,  by  vir- 
tue of  his  official  connection  with  the  Council,  be  entitled  to  vote  upon  any  qnestioi 
arising  therein. 

The  Council  shall  be  the  judge  of  the  election,  eligibility  and  qualifications  of  it 
members. 

TITLE   FOURTH. 

The  Bishopric  being  vacant,  or  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese  not  being  present  s 
any  annual  or  special  Council,  a  Presbyter  of  the  Diocese.  be'n;[j  a  member  of  th 
Council,  shall  be  elected  to  preside  for  the  time.  Such  election  shall  be  made  by 
majority  of  both  Orders  present  and  voting. 

TITLE   FIFTH. 

Sec.  I.  A  Secretary  shall  be  chosen  at  each  annual  Council  from  among  th 
members  thereof. 

Sec.  II.  It  shall  be  his  duty  to  record  and  attest  the  proceedings  and  act?  of  tb 
Council  ;  to  preserve  the  Journals  and  other  records  of  the  Diocese,  and  to  pcrfonx 
such  other  duties  as  the  Council  shall  prescribe. 

Sec.  III.  It  shall  be  his  duty  to  give  at  least  three  weeks'  notice  to  every  Clergy* 
man  of  ilie  I)it)ci.se,  and  to  evenr*  Vestry  therein,  of  the  time  and  place  appointed  for 
the  meeting  of  any  Council  of  the  Diocese. 

Sec.  IV.  .\li  books  ami  papers  belonging  to  the  Diocese,  and  to  his  office  as 
Secretary,  shall  bo  >.\fcly  held  and  preserver!  by  him  and  duly  transferred  to  a  succes* 
tor  when  clcctcti.

,  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese,  by  and  with  the  advice  of  the  Standing  Committee,

To  entitle  a  Parish  to  said  additional  vote,  eadb 
Church  or  Chapel,  other  than  the  original  Parochial  organization,  shall  have  a 
separate  house  of  worship  and  shall  have  been  recognized  by  the  Ecclesiastical 
Authority  of  the  Diocese,  as  a  Mission  or  Chapel  of  said  Parish. 

Sec.  II.  A  majority  of  votes  of  the  Clerical  and  Lay  Orders  jointly  shall  be  de- 
cisive, except  when  otherwise  provided,  but  if  in  any  case  it  be  so  required  by  fifc 
members,  the  Clerical  and  Lay  Orders  shall  vote  separately;  and  in  such  cases  the 
concurrence  of  both  Orders  shall  be  necessary  to  the  passing  of  any  measure. 

Sec.  III.  In  the  election  of  a  Bishop,  the  Clerical  and  Lay  Orders  shall  always 
vote  separately. 

TITLE  TENTH. 

Sec.  I.  This  Constitution  may  be  altered  or  amended  only  as  follows  :  The  pro- 
posed amendment  shall  be  presented  in  writing,  and,  if  approved  by  a  majority  of  the 
two  Orders,  it  shall  be  acted  upon  at  the  following  Council,  when,  if  a  majority  of 
the  two  Orders,  voting  separately,  and  by  ballot,  shall  adopt  the  said  proposed  amend* 
ment,  it  shall  become  valid  and  obligatory  as  a  part  of  the  Constitution  of  the  Dio- 
cese, unless  the  Bishop  within  twenty-four  hours  after  its  adoption  shall  refuse  his 
assent  thereto,  and  shall  communicate  his  reasons  in  writing  to  the  Council.

REPORT: 

Tlie  Committee  on  the  Supply  of  the  Sacred  Ministry  beg  leave  to  present  the 
ftiOowiiig  Report: 

The  continued  decrease  in  the  number  of  candidates  for  Holy  Orders  is  alarming 
lad  calls  for  the  most  serious  consideration.  One  or  two  facts  only  are  deemed 
■eoessary  to  call  attention  to  the  subject  During  the  last  three  years,  the  candidates 
kK  Holy  Orders  throughout  the  Church  have  decreased  from  448  to  301.  Again, 
amparing  the  rate  of  increase  of  the  Ministry  in  the  past  with  that  of  the  present, 
we  have  the  following  result:  From  1830  to  1840,  the  Clergy  increased  at  the  rate 
of  10%  per  annum,  thus  in  ten  years  actually  doubling  their  number;  while  for  the 

I    past  year  the  increase  has  been  not  quite  2%.     At  this  rate  it  will  require  fifty  years 

\    10  doable  the  number  of  the  Clergy.

The  Rt.  Rev.  the  Bishop  presented  the  following  as  the  drafl  of  a 
Canon  for  consideration  at  the  next  Council : 

Canon  (i.)  No  Clergyman  shall  solemnize  the  rite  of  Holy  Matrimony  without 
the  written  consent  of  the  parents  or  guardians  of  both  parties  in  any  case  where  the 
parties  are  minors;  nor,  in  any  case  where  one  of  the  parties  is  a  minor,  without  the 
written  consent  of  the  parents  or  guardians  of  such  party. 

(2.)  The  old  Canonical  hours,  between  8  and  12  of  the  morning,  are  most  appro- 
priate for  the  celebration  of  Holy  Matrimony,  and  the  House  of  the  Lord  is  the 
most  proper  and  becoming  place. 
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(3.)  A  number  of  witnesses,  not  less  than  five  or  six,  should  always  be  pToot; 
and  it  is  becoming  that  proposed  marriages  should  be  publicly  announced  forsaBe 
time  beforehand. 

(4. )  It  is  not  according  to  the  spirit  of  the  season  to  celebrate  marriages  in  Lent, 
and  forasmuch  as  what  is  of  good  report  is  enjoined  by  the  Apostle,  let  this  holy  lite 
be  always  solemnized  decently  and  in  order. 

The  Bishop  also  presented  the  following  as  a  draft  of  a  Canai, 
which,  on  motion,  was  ordered  printed,  for  consideration  at  a  future 
year : 

Forasmuch  as  it  is  requisite  that  every  communicant  should  receive  the  Holy  Sac- 
rament of  the  liody  and  iJiood  of  our  Saviour  Christ  at  the  Feast  of  Easter,  it  a 
hereby  ordered  that  the  number  of  communicants,  in  any  Parish  or  Mission,  shall  bi 
reckoned  only  according  to  those  actually  communicated  at  Easter,  with  such  as  givi 
good  and  sufhcient  reasons  for  failure.  And  to  this  end,  all  Clergy  in  cure  of  sook 
shall  annually  correct  their  list  of  communicants,  during  the  Paschal  Season,  givinj 
due  notice  of  the  operation  of  this  Canon  to  their  congregations.  But  the  name  thi 
omitted  of  any  communicant  who  shall  appear  at  the  lioly  Table  between  Eastc 
and  Pentecost,  inclusive,  may  be  restored  to  the  list  aforesaid.  And  the  Clergy  sbal 
not  fail  to  admonish  those  whose  names  are  thus  omitted,  in  case  they  delay  id 
prolong  the  time  of  iheir  neglect.

Hie  Committee  on  Sunday  Schools  beg  leave  to  report  as  follows: 
Whether  for  good  or  for  evil  the  Sunday  School  is  an  institution  which  has  been 
sofponted  into  the  practical  working  of  our  Church.  We  may  not  ignore  or 
ipbe  its  influence  and  the  position  it  has  taken  among  us.  Originating  in  the 
nuch  of  England — to  gather  in  the  street  gamins,  who  had  no  kind  of  instruction, 
^gKNB  or  otherwise — its  purpose  was  purely  a  loving  desire  to  reach  these  masses 
dttklren  and  to  raise  them  in  the  scale  of  human  culture.  The  Church  has  not 
i^ght  it  wise  to  legislate  upon  this  subject,  except  by  way  of  direction.  She  has 
given  her  positive  approval  to  the  system  by  the  enactment  of  General  or  Oio- 
in  Canon  or  Rubric  She  holds  fast  to  the  primary  duty  which  she  has  imposed 
n  her  Clergy  to  be  diligent  in  teaching  the  children  of  their  Parishes  in  the  doc- 
e  and  practice  of  this  Church. 

C  is  to  be  feared  that  some  of  the  Clergy  forget  the  first  rubric  alter  the  Catechism, 
deem  their  duty  performed  when  they  have  visited  the  Sunday  School  semi-occa- 
ally,  and  give  general  talks,  rather  than  specific  Church  instruction,  to  the  chil- 
s  of  the  Church,  and,  as  a  necessary  resultant,  but  few  are  familiar  with  our  doc- 
\  and  worship. 

he  Committee  feel  assured  that  they  are  not  charging  neglect  upon  the  Parochial 
gy,  but  merely  beg  to  impress  upon  them  the  necessity  and  the  obligation  of 
ly  controlling  Sunday  School  instruction.  The  system  of  the  Church  stands  out 
old  contrast  to  the  organism  of  other  religious  bodies.  We  are  not  to  adopt 
-  notions  or  practices  merely  because  they  appear  to  be  successful.  The  Church 
.ot  afford  to  bend  her  system  so  that  it  may  be  adapted  to  that  of  the  denomina- 
;  around;  nay,  rather  she  should  be  firm  and  unswerving  to  her  solemn  trust, 
if  she  discovers  any  real  benefits  belonging  to  modem  and  popular  modes  of 
lii^  religious  truth,  to  assimilate  them  to  the  methods  ever  practiced  in  Churches 
apostolic  origin. 

tie  practice  of  remanding  the  whole  duty  of  instructing  the  children  to  superin- 
ents  and  teachers,  more  or  less  capable,  is  objectionable,  and  produces  much 
asion  and  disorder.

sic    The  world  is  being  sung  into  a  qucui  infidelity  and  heterodoxy.     If  it  is  re- 
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jjirileil  as  unwise  and  improper  to  use  any  other  hymns  than  those  appointcl  by  the 
Church  ///  her  pHhH,'  w^^r^^iip^  why  is  it  allowable  to  introduce  a  maltilU'.le  of 
hymns,  with  their  tunes,  which  arc  the  aniipo.les  of  Church  tcachinj^?  The  delugeb 
all  around  us.  Shall  wc  open  the  dykes  an  1  be  llootled  with  all  llie  trasli  which  dil- 
letanti  music  comj>osers  would  flood  us  with  ?  Ik-cause  the  religious  world  outside 
of  the  pale  of  the  Church  is  satisfied  with  feeding  the  children  with  su^ar-jiluras, 
shall  we  follow  them  in  destroying  the  sinrilual  digestion  of  tho«e  committed  to  our 
care?  The  evil  is  a  growing  and  an  attractive  one.  Shall  we  resist  such  a  foe  or 
become  his  vassal  ?  Th^^  tlid  not  the  early  fathers  of  this.  American  Church.  Thus 
ought  we  not  to  do.  The  Hymnody  of  the  Church  should  be  used  in  our  Sundiy 
Schools  regularly — so  that  when  these  young  Churchmen  shall  become  ]>illars  in  the 
Church  of  (iotl,  they  will  not  be  compelleil  to  learn  something  new,  but  merely  re- 
protluce  the  mu-;ic  and  sacred  poetry  familiar  to  their  childhood. 

The  same  may  be  said  reganling  service  manuals,  instruction-books,  found  among 
our  Sunday  School  chddren — legion  in  number  and  variety.     It  is  sad  to  witness 
the  disposition  in  some  Parishes  to  introduce   publicatit>ns  of  religious  bo^lies  who 
antagonize  the  Church.

Why  should  it  be  permitted 
for  any  I*rie•^t  or  Minister  of  this  Church  to  bring  into  his  Sumlay  School  an  instruc- 
tion bojk  which  is  j>ul»li>lK-d  by  a  Sojiety  with   which  we  are  not  in  commanioa— 
i:uleed  cannot  fraterni/e  with  —payout  hundreds  of  dollars  for  their  lealletSjCatcchiims, 
when  the  Church  hath  hei   own  publications,   prepared  by  her  learned  and  godly 
Bishops  and  Priests  and  published  by  her  own  .Sunday  Sclu)ol  Society?    The  cliiidrcn 
have  //('  meat  because,  we  fear,  in  many  instances,  the  parish  priests  ([o  not  cast  their 
nets  on  the  //^'//  siJ.\    While  we  deplore  these  evils,  let  u-,  as  Clergy  and  Laity,  resolve 
to  correct  ihcni  by  holding  fa-;t  to  the  "old  faith,"  as  taught  so  well  in  ll.e  Piook  of 
</ommon  Prayer,  and  iliiis  train  for  God  and  His  Church  a  noble  race  of  Churthmen.

fcave  to  report,  that,  thanks  to  the  care  of  our  learned  Diocesan,  the  Library  is  al- 
icady  a  valuable  fact,  not  a  mere  scheme. 

Many  l>ooks  in  this  collection  are  of  thorough  vvortli  and  of  great  rarity.  It  is  to 
be  regretted,  however,  that  more  of  the  Clergy  do  not  make  use  of  them.  The 
Kshop  will  be  glad  to  see  it  extending  its  usefulness  farther  than  the  limits  of  the 
dty  in  which  it  is  contained. 

One  suggestion  ought  to  be  made  :  many  valuable  and  some  great  works  are  issuing 
from  the  press,  but  few  find  their  way  into  the  Library.  Were  it  not  for  our  lUshop, 
we  might  say  that  none  would.     Here  is  an  excellent  opportunity  to  do  a  good  work. 

We  highly  approve  the  recommendation  of  a  preceding  Committee,  viz.  :  that  a 
catalogue  of  the  Library  should  be  made  and  printed  for  distribution  among  the  Di- 
ocesan Clergy.  It  is  one  that,  carried  out,  would  make  the  Library  not  only  a  valu- 
able but  also  a  useful  fact. 

Your  Committee  would  be  glad  to  carry  this  suggestion  into  practice.

following 

REPORT: 

The  Committee  to  whom  was  referred  the  Annual  Statement  of  the  Missionary 
^d  of  the  Diocese,  beg  leave  to  report : 
We  congratulate  the  Cotmcil  on  the  comprehensive  and  most  gratifying  Report  of 
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Report  9/  Committee  on  Annual  Statement  of  Missionary  Board, 

the  Missionary  Board.     We  deem  it  a  matter  of  common  rejoicing  that,  notwith- 
standing the  austerity  of  the  times,  and  the  diminished  offerings  to  which  the  Report 
refers,  the  Committee  have  been  able  to  ocatpy  the  field  with  four  additional  laboitn, 
and,  aided  by  the  personal  endeavors  of  the  Rt.  Rev.  the  Bishop  of  the  DioceN^ 
have  cancelled  last  year's  overdraft  of  $1,331.41.     The  Report  shows  an  oveidnft 
of  $392.51 — $798.00  due  as  an  offset — no  actual  deficit;  the  first  ontrammded 
exhibit  for  many  years,  the  speedy  product  of  the  new  Missionary  method.    The 
care  they  have  taken  to  elaborate,  and  the  zeal  to  perfect  the  present  plan,  and  ill  i& 
the  face  of  multiplied  discouragements,  entitle  them,  and  especially  their  finandil 
Secretary,  to  the  thanks  of  this  body.     The  specific  changes  in  the  Missionary  system 
introduced  and  operated  during  the  past  year  are  *. 

1st  Recognition  of  the  principle  that  Missionary  work  should  be  essentially  sndi, 
and  not  merely  the  subsidizing  of  weak  and  tardy  Parishes;  not  a  Parochial  aid  society, 
but  bearing  the  notes  and  marks  of  genuine  Missionary  labor.  The  Committee 
heartily  endorse  this  principle  and  regard  it  as  a  move  in  the  right  direction.  The 
earnest  of  an  ample  harvest  of  good  works  is  already  at  hand  as  the  seed  of  this 
wise  sowing.  As  in  this  bounteous  year  we  are  made  glad  by  the  lavish  liberality  of 
nature,  so  likewise  by  the  ingathering  of  more  precious  fhiits  from  the  field  and  Tine- 
yard  of  the  Lord. 

2d.  Missionaries  are  appointed  by  the  Board  on  the  nomination  of  the  Bishop,  on 
condition  they  labor  in  the  field  to  which  they  may  be  assigned,  at  a  stipulated  salaiy 
guaranteed  by  the  Board.  Missionary  stations,  as  a  condition  of  receiving  the  ser- 
vices of  Missionaries,  must  expressly  agree,  first,  to  pay  a  stipulated  sum  into  the 
Treasury  of  the  Board,  instead  of  to  the  Missionary  direct ;  and,  secondly,  to  accept 
such  Missionary  services  as  may  be  provided. 

The  wisdom  of  these  changes  is  proven  by  the  fact  that  the  Missionary  Parishes 
are  more  active,  having  develo()ed  already  a  degree  of  financial  strength  whidi 
prophesies  in  some  instances  self-support  at  no  remote  day;  while  the  Missionaries, 
receiving  their  stipend  through  the  financial  agent  of  the  Board,  and  not  subject  to 
caprices,  enjoy  a  degree  of  independence  which  cannot  fail  of  common  benefit  to 
both  minister  and  people. 

The  Report,  however,  shows  a  falling  off  in  offerings  for  Missionary  purposes  com- 
pared with  former  years;  yet,  inasmuch  as  the  Missionary  Parishes  have  excelled  their 
former  gifts,  and  as  the  able  and  perspicuous  Report  of  the  Missionary  Board  shows 
how  "zealously  affected"  they  have  been  in  their  good  work,  your  Committee  are 
driven  to  the  unwelcome  conclusion  that  whatever  difficulty  may  exist  is  due  to  the 
lukewarmness  of  some  self-supporting  Churches,  or  rather,  perhaps,  a  neglect  to  urge^ 
with  such  importunity  as  needs  require,  the  canonical  collections.  We  sympathixe 
with  the  original  Report  on  this  point.  This  key  rightly  turned  will  unlock  more 
treasure;  for,  as  the  cooperation  of  the  Laity  is  largely  dependant  on  the  activity  of 
the  Clergy  in  soliciting  the  same,  your  Committee  recommend  that  the  Clergy  quicken 
their  efforts  in  this  regard;  refresh  their  responsibility  in  this  weighty  matter,  and  10 
put  in  very  practical  force  the  plan  adopted  and  often  sanctioned  by  the  Convention, 
known  as  the  "Pledge  System,"  or  where  more  advisable,  the  monthly  collection 
for  Diocesan  Missions.

On  the  Qergy  List  of  the  Journal  of  the  last  Convention,  your  CommiUee  ^tid  V\4^ 
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names  of  i6  Cleijjymen  who  do  not  appear  to  have  reporteil  according  to  Cinon. 
After  very  c.ireful  investigation  of  particular  ca.>>es,  it  is  ascertained  that  there  nt 
many  ])aHiaiinj;  circumstances  which  either  entirely  excuse  or  account  for  whti 
mi^jht  seem  to  be  an  unpardonable  omission  of  canonical  duty.  For  instance,  ihese 
are  some  who  were  transferred  to  the  Diocese  or  were  ordained  about  the  timeofthe 
last  Convention;  some  represent  that  they  made  rcpoits,  which,  by  some  oversighl, 
k\o  not  appear  in  the  Journal,  while  two  or  three  only  seem  to  have  been  ignorant  or 
forgetful  of  their  canonical  duty.  All  these  it  has  seemed  advisable  not  to  mentis 
by  name  in  this  report. 

There  are  others,  however,  who  are  found  to  have  made  no  reports  for  sevenl 
years  and  have  been  regularly  or  occasionally  reported  as  remiss  by  former  Comnul- 
tees.  It  is  well  to  continue  the  record  of  such,  hoping  that  reports  may  hereaLfter 
appear.  They  are  as  follows,  viz.:  Rev.  George  Bridgeman,  residing  at  Medina;

The  Rev.  James  Rankine,  D.  D.,  Rector  of  the  DeLancey  Divinity  School,  wouM 
respectfully  report :  During  the  Conventional  year  just  past  three  candidates  under 
his  charge  have  finished  preparation  for  their  first  examinations  and  been  admitted  to 
Holy  Orders. 

The  Rev.  Elijah  H.  Edson  was  ordained  Deacon  in  Christ  Chapel,  Bufialo.  His 
examiners  were  the  Revs.  M.  C.  Hyde  and  Walter  North.  He  was  presented  by  the 
Rev.  Mr.  Hyde.     He  is  in  charge  of  the  Mission  at  Shortsville,  Ontario  Co. 

The  Rev.  Richard  H.  Dennis,  B.  S.,  was  ordained  Deacon  in  S.  James'  Church, 
Rochester.  His  examiners  were  the  Rev.  J.  V.  Van  Ingen,  D.  D.,  the  Rev.  C  M. 
Nickerson,  and  the  Rev.  James  H.  Dennis.  He  has  since  been  in  charge  of  the 
Mission  Parish  at  Dresden,  Yates  County. 

The  Rev.  Joseph  Wayne,  M.  A.,  was  ordained  Deacon  in  S.  MarVs  Church,  Le 
Roy.  His  examiners  were  the  Rev.  Drs.  Hinsdale  and  Bishop  and  the  Rev.  Gea 
S.  Baker.  He  was  presented  by  the  Rev.  Dr.  Bishop.  He  has  taken  charge  of  S. 
John's  Parish,  Honeoye  Falls,  Monroe  County. 

This  Report  again  gives  a  good  illustration  of  the  peculiar  work  of  the  DeLanccj 
Divinity  School,  as  accomplishing  the  object  for  which  it  was  originally  designed. 
ThsLt  work  is  to  care  for  a  pecxAVait  c\as&  ol  caLTA\daX.t&  ic^i  Holy  Orden,  not  nuMr* 
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but  always  coming  forward  in  the  Charch's  progress  and  needing  peculiar  special 
instmction  and  preparation.  There  are  persons  from  the  business  world  and  from 
the  ministries  of  the  different  denominations,  who  could  not  possibly,  from  their 
circiUDstances  attend  the  General  Seminaries  of  the  Church,  and  who,  even  if  they 
could  be  supported  in  any  such  general  school,  would  not  find  in  the  gradations  of 
ts  three  years'  course  the  peculiar  instruction  and  training  to  meet  their  extraordinary 
eircamstances  and  the  requirements  of  the  Canons  in  their  cases. 

The  persons  above  mentioned,  lately  ordained  from  the  School,  are  all  from  the 
Methodist  denomination,  representing  various  positions  in  its  ministry  and  member- 
ship. They  are  all  persons  with  families,  and  so  circumstanced  that  they  could  not 
possibly  have  attended  any  of  the  general  Institutions  of  the  Church.  They  have  all 
Deeded  different  instruction  according  to  their  different  previous  positions.  They 
have  all  had  more  or  less  assistance  from  the  scholarships  of  the  School.  Although 
DOW  at  work  in  Parishes,  they  are  still  under  my  direction  in  preparing  for  the  ex- 
aminations necessary  to  entrance  upon  the  Priesthood.

Resolved^  That  the  Treasurer  of  the  Convention  be  instructed  to  pay  to  the  Bishop 
and  the  four  Clerical  Deputies  to  the  General  Convention,  from  any  funds  which  can 
be  used  for  this  purpose,  fifty  dollars  each,  to  defray  their  expenses  in  attending  such 
Convention,

THE   BISHOP'S  ADDRESS 


TO  THE  FORTIETH  ANNUAL  CONVENTION 


My  Reverend  Brethren,  and  Brethren  of  the  Laity  : 

Organization  is  the  primary  necessity  of  Christianity  in  America.    For 
the  want  of  it  every  force  of  piety  and  all  the  resources  of  religion  in  the 
land  are  practically  reduced  to  a  minimum  of  influence  and  effect  upon 
the  population  of  our  country.     Christians  exhaust  themselves  in  rival- 
ries, and  cancel  one  another's  good.     Society  is  divided  into  cliques 
and  coteries ;   every  village  is  set  against  itself,  family  against  family ; 
extravagant  places  of  worship  are  provided  in  the  merest  hamlets,  each 
large  enough  to  hold  the  whole  population,  and  each  reduced  to  impo- 
lency  by  efforts  to  contend  with  its  neighbors  for  life ;  five  or  six  starv- 
ing ministers  of  religion  are  forced  to  wrestle  one  with  another  for  a 
mere  livelihood,  in  places  where  only  one  can  be  decently  maintained, 
and  evils  untold  are  encountered  as  the  consequences,  all  tending  to 
make  the  Gospel  contemptible  in  the  sight  of  men,  and  to  put  an  easy 
victory  into  the  hands  of  the  enemy.     Meantime,  every  form  of  irrelig- 
ion  makes  itself  felt  upon  the  popular  mind.     Christians  are  too  busy 
contending  with  themselves,  to  make  headway  against  the  foes  of  God ; 
infidelity  and  Romanism  are  menacing  society ;  and  the  frequent  out- 
breaking of  violence  in  all  parts  of  the  land  shows  how  deep  and  terri- 
ble are  the  workings  within  our  body  politic  of  all  those  elements  which 
disorganize,  nay,  which  pulverize  constitutional  order  and  the  powers  of 
law. 

In  the  face  of  such  a  condition  of  things,  our  own  comparatively 
snaall,  but  yet  powerfal.  Church  bears  its  consistent  testimony,  year  by 
year,  to  the  great  principles  which  alone  are  capable  of  regenerating 
the  nation  and  giving  to  its  true  piety  the  organic   powers  it  lacks. 
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Character  of  a  Church  Council,      The  Rev,  L,  Thibou, 

Nothing  but  the  primitive  constitutions  of  the  Christian  Church  a 
equal  to  this  emergency ;  nothing  else  can  afford  to  good  men  a  co 
mon  rallying  point  or  supply  a  base  of  unity.  Depend  upon  it,  all 
tempts  to  establish  unity  on  a  groundwork  of  perpetuated  divisions ; 
delusive,  because  they  substitute  a  mere  sentiment  where  principle 
requisite.  Nothing  less  than  a  recovery  of  the  primitive  sense  of  d 
to  Christ,  leading  to  organized  renovation,  amounts  to  anything.  Nt 
far  from  us  be  any  spirit  of  boasting,  as  if  we  were  righteous  and  oth 
less  so,  in  the  sight  of  a  common  Judge.  We  only  maintain  that  the  1 
toric  perpetuity  and  continuity  of  the  Apostolic  system  is  with  us,  a 
in  our  annual  councils  we  meet  to  bear  witness  to  these  divine  and 
important  truths.  Not  to  transact  a  little  business  of  routine  ;  noi 
adjust  the  afifairs  of  a  few  struggling  parishes  and  missionary  statio 
not  for  such  a  mechanical  work  do  we  come  together.  Primarily, 
come  together  as  a  testimony  to  truth.  We  meet  to  confirm  our  fa 
to  set  forward  God's  work,  and  to  invigorate  our  hearts  and  minds 
fresh  exertions  in  Christ's  cause.  Hence,  public  worship,  united  pra 
and  confession,  and  Holy  Communion,  are  as  really  our  business  as  a 
thing  else  we  can  do ;  and  he  wholly  mistakes  his  errand  who  corner 
this  council  with  any  lower  idea  of  what  should  be  the  constraining  id 
of  every  Christian  who  finds  himself  a  member  of  this  Apostolic  Syr 

I  begin  with  these  remarks,  in  order  to  impress  myself  and  you  n 
a  deep  sense  of  the  responsibility  which  rests  upon  us,  as  "  a  city  1 
cannot  be  hid,"  to  present  in  all  our  doings  and  sayings  a  patten 
those  principles  by  which  we  profess  to  be  governed.  I  fear  we  do  i 
always,  commend  our  cause  to  the  popular  conscience  as  we  shou 
and  the  Lord  knows  that  it  is  not  in  any  Laodicean  spirit  that  I  r< 
to  the  great  truths  of  which  we  are  the  imperfect  representatives.  If 
were  more  faithful  to  them,  I  think  the  Master  would  bless  our  eff< 
to  larger  and  richer  results  for  His  glory  and  the  good  of  our  coun 
men. 

God's  goodness  has  been  great  in  the  experiences  of  another  y< 
It  is  a  time  of  financial  distress,  but  in  some  parts  of  the  Diocese 
freshing  activity  has  been  exhibited,  and  in  many  instances  exceptio 
liberality  has  been  shown  forth  on  a  noble  scale. 

God  has  removed  from  us,  by  death,  one  of  the  Clergy  and  sev< 
of  our  prominent  Laymen. 

The  Rev.  Lewis  Thibou  stood  second  on  our  list  of  Presbyters  \ 
had  been  connected  with  this  Diocese  since  its  organization,  hav 
resided  within  its  original  limits  since  1831.     He  bore  his  part  in 
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erection  of  the  new  jurisdiction.  He  was  the  founder  of  the  Church 
in  Belmont,  and  gave  liberally  of  his  private  means  to  its  creation  and 
support.  He  is  entitled  to  this  honourable  record,  and  I  doubt  not  his 
good  works  follow  him. 

Of  the  Laity,  I  mention  the  estimable  names  of  Weed,  Tracy,  Stanley 
and  also  of  Mrs.  Mumford,  Mrs.  Sibley  and  Mrs.  Athearn,  as  now  num- 
bered with  the  dead  in  Christ,  and  as  worthy  of  remembrance  for  their 
lives  and  labours  as  exemplary  members  of  the  Diocese.  Just  trib- 
ntes  to  their  characters  have  appeared  in  the  diocesan  newspaper,  but 
I  regret  that  I  cannot  now  speak  more  particularly  of  those  qualities  on 
which  it  would  be  a  heartfelt  pleasure  for  me  to  enlarge  at  a  more  fitting 
time.  Let  us  reflect  that  we  must  soon  follow  them  to  eternity,  and  let 
OS  now  do  with  our  might  what  the  Master  will  require  of  us  as  His 
serrants  and  stewards.  It  is  a  glorious  thing  for  anyone  to  leave  a 
pfecious  memory  to  the  Church  of  Christ,  and  it  is  in  fact  a  rich  legacy 
to  children's  children. 

The  statistical  records  of  the  year  are  as  follows :  I  have  ordained 
lliree  Priests  and  four  Deacons,  nine  Clergymen  have  been  received  from 
other  Dioceses,  and  one  has  departed  this  life ;  four  have  been  dismissed 
to  other  jurisdictions.  The  whole  number  of  our  Diocesan  Clergy  is 
one  hundred  and  three.  Our  candidates  for  Holy  Orders  are  only  four^ 
but  we  have  twelve  postulants,  with  others  expecting  to  be  admitted  in 
tfie  course  of  a  few  weeks.  I  have  made  nine  formal  visitations,  and 
not  a  few  informal  ones,  exclusive  of  continual  labours  in  Buffalo,  chiefly 
in  connection  with  Christ  Chapel.  I  have  laid  three  corner-stones  and 
consecrated  three  churches.  I  have  confirmed  one  thousand  and  five 
souls.  In  my  share  of  the  general  work  of  the  Church,  imposed  upon 
me  by  the  House  of  Bishops,  I  have  been  frequently  engaged  with 
others,  and  have  done  what  I  could  to  further  the  great  system  of  efibrts 
with  which  I  have  had  the  privilege  to  be  thus  associated.  Much  that 
has  occupied  my  mind  and  heart,  incessantly,  is  not  of  a  character  to 
be  spoken  of.  The  burden  of  Episcopal  responsibility,  the  cares  and 
anxieties  of  clergymen  and  of  parishes,  those  trials  and  sufferings  of 
which  few  ever  hear  except  the  father  in  God  who  is  bound  to  care  for 
all,  as  for  his  family,  these  things  and  the  like,  are  "  that  which  cometh 
upon  me  daily,"  which  wears  upon  every  fibre  of  my  frame,  and  every 
pulse  of  my  life.  I  entreat  your  prayers  :  you  have  mine.  If  a  Bishop 
is  largely  useful,  he  owes  it  to  a  prayerful,  considerate  and  affectionate 
flock.  Much  can  be  done  by  even  a  single  person  to  hinder  all  the 
good  he  labours  to  accomplish.  A  grave  responsibility  rests  upon  every 
5 
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member  of  the  Diocese,  Lay  or  Clerical,  who  fails  to  uphold  his  handi 
If  such  there  be,  let  it  be  remembered  that  he  who  interferes  with  the 
legitimate  work  and  influence  of  a  Bishop,  despises  not  man  but  Go4 
Such  is  the  position  of  a  Bishop,  whose  authority  is  from  Christ,  and 
whom  Christ  is  pledged  to  sustain,  so  long  as  he  labours  faithfully ;  so 
long  as,  in  spite  of  infirmities  and  failings,  he  serves  his  Master,  with  i 
humble  desire  to  please  H  im  first  of  all,  and,  if  need  be,  to  please  Him 
only,  without  reference  to  the  praise  of  men. 

Instead  of  the  Charge  which  I  should  have  presented  to  the  Cleigy 
of  the  Diocese  last  year,  or  at  least  at  this  time,  I  beg  them  to  accept 
my  essay  on  "  The  Western  Episcopate,"  which  I  am  now  publishing, 
in  a  serial  form,  in  one  of  the  periodicals  of  the  Church.     The  subject 
which  I  am  thus  reviewing  is  of  vast  importance  to  the  whole  Church, 
at  this  moment,  and  I  beg  my  Reverend  Brethren  to  consider  it  as 
written  largely  in  their  behalf.     It  places  their  commission  to  minister 
in  holy  things  upon  an  irrefragable  foundation  of  fact  and  history,  and 
it  proves  that  our  own  Communion  is  preeminently,  though  not  ex- 
clusively, the  Catholic  Church  oj  the  West.     I  think  it  is  not  gratuitous 
to  say  that  it  is,  in  an  enlarged  form,  the  reproduction  of  a  treatise 
which  I  published  several  years  since,  in  the  French    language,  and 
which  has  been  largely  circulated  in  Europe  by  the  Anglo-Continental 
Society.     Eminent  men  have  united  in  urging  me  to  give  it  to  the  press 
in  the  English  tongue,  and  1  am  devoting,  to  the  completion  of  the  work, 
every  moment  I  can  conscientiously  attord.     As  I  draw  upon  notes 
and  collections  made  in  the  earlier  years  of  my  ministr)',  I  can  do  this 
without  robbing  you  of  any  time  which  is  due  to  the  Diocese  in  other 
forms ;  but  it  is  the  law  of  my  life  not  to  cease  from  study  and  never  to 
let  my  hand  forget  its  cunning  so  far  as  it  may  have  gained  any  faculty 
of  usefulness  with  the  pen  of  the  writer.     I  think  no  Clergyman  can 
cease  from  habits  of  literar)^  composition  without  danger  to  his  mental 
powers  and  premature  decay. 

On  a  former  occasion  1  mentioned  some  reasons  which  have  hitherto 
led  me  to  refrain  from  publishing  my  priraar}-  charge.  Its  subject  and 
mode  of  treatment  were,  perhaps,  a  little  before  their  time ;  but  I  fore- 
saw tliat  the  controversies  of  our  day  would  hinge  upon  the  great  com- 
mission to  **  remit  and  to  retain,"  and  must  be  settled  by  a  just  and 
practical  understanding  of  those  powers  with  which  Christ  has  clothed 
his  ministers,  **  not  to  hurt  but  to  help  "  their  brethren.  Recent  events 
liave  fully  justified  this  view  of  the  subject,  and  it  is  now  my  purpose 

')60mmit  to  the  press  as  soon  as  possible  what  I  said  to  my  Diocese, 
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previous  to  its  division,  in  1868,  upon  "  Absolution  and  the  Penitential 
System  of  the  Church." 

Let  it  always  be  borne  in  mind  that  the  idea  of  a  "  Charge  "  is  this  : 
The  Bishop  presents  to  his  Reverend  Brethren,  as  the  chief  overseer 
or  angeliis  of  the  Churches  in  which  they  minister,  what  he  regards  it 
his  duty  to  teach  the  whole  flock,  as  times  and  occasions  require. 
They  then,  as  cheerful  fellow-labourers,  take  their  |)art  of  the  work  in 
hand  and  bring  their  congregations  up  to  a  higher  level  of  knowledge 
and  understanding  in  these  matters,  in  sermons,  catechisings  and  famil- 
iar conversations.  Now,  I  think  there  is  need  of  much  elementary  in- 
struction in  all  our  parishes.  The  new  generation  needs  to  be  taught 
in  Church  History,  in  the  history  of  the  Anglican  Reformation,  and  in 
the  history  of  our  American  Church.  The  Acts  of  the  Apostles  should 
be  gone  over  with  the  young  and  old  of  our  flocks,  so  as  to  ground 
thera  in  Githolic  and  Apostolic  principles,  and  books  and  tracts,  for 
reference,  should  be  liberally  distributed.  I  think  this  kind  of  teach- 
ing is  best  done  on  week-days  and  in  classes,  or  in  household  visits. 

It  gratifles  me  to  find  that  financial  reports  for  the  year  will  not  by 
any  means  prove  so  unsatisfactory  as  I  apprehended.  One  favourite  form 
of  Christian  beneficence,  however,  tempts  me  to  speak  an  earnest  word 
in  its  behalf.  The  beautiful  rule  of  the  Diocese,  to  make  offerings  at 
the  altar  on  Christmas  day  in  behalf  of  aged  and  infirm  clergymen,  who 
have  given  their  lives  to  the  Redeemer's  cause  and  laid  up  nothing  in 
store  for  the  wintry  experiences  of  age,  has  been  always  acceptable  to 
our  people  when  presented  to  them  with  earnest  words  by  an  ofiiciating 
priest  in  behalf  of  his  worn-out  brethren.  But  these  offerings  ought  to 
be  made  much  larger,  and  1  am  sorry  that  wealthy  men  and  women 
have  not  remembered  this  sacred  fund  in  their  wills — or  rather  in  their 
stewardship  while  living — adding  largely  to  its  investments.  Let  me 
commend  this  matter  to  the  Diocese,  as  of  great  importance;  as  mere 
justice  to  those  who  have  such  claims  on  our  gratitude  and  love :  and 
let  me  add  that  the  ministers  of  Christ  must  be  more  bold  in  pressing 
upon  the  consciences  of  their  people  the  work  of  enlarged  benevolence. 
Let  us  admonish  against  waste  and  frivolous  extravagance  which  con- 
sume so  much  of  the  Lord's  portion.  Let  us  rebuke  the  mean  penuri- 
ousness  that  saves  and  retrenches  only  when  it  comes  to  the  claims  of 
Him  who  is  able  to  award  prosperity,  or  to  make  the  accumulation  of 
means  a  blessing  instead  of  a  curse.  And  let  us  not  doubt  that  many 
will  bless  us  in  time  and  eternity  for  fidelity  in  this  respect.  Faithful 
and  diligent  Clergymen  who  plead  not  for  themselves  but  for  others,  are 
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generally  successful;  and  habits  of  liberality  are  almost  always  created 
in  parishes  where  the  Clergy  wisely  and  tenderly  enforce  the  duty.  Let 
nobody  be  excused  from  making  Canonical  offerings  on  any  pretext, 
even  in  our  poorer  parishes  and  missions.  Everybody  can  give  a  mite, 
and  nobody  should  give  more  who  can  afford  no  more.  That  is  the 
rule  which  makes  it  so  easy  to  offer  to  the  Lord,  conscientiously,  accord- 
ing to  what  a  man  hath,  and  not  according  to  what  he  hath  not  But 
let  us  be  strict  with  our  consciences,  lest  He  who  "  loveth  a  cheerful 
giver^'  should  withhold  such  love  from  us.  "  Let  us  apportion  our  alms 
to  our  means,"  says  Bishop  Wilson,  "  lest  God  should  reduce  our  mean 
to  the  proportion  of  our  alms." 

You  have  passed  a  resolution  which  I  never  asked  for  :  that  thae 
should  always  be  a  collection  at  the  visitation  of  your  Bishop,  subject 
to  his  order,  in  behalf  of  such  claims  of  parishes,  church  buildings,  and 
the  like,  as  commend  themselves  to  his  judgment.  Only  a  few  of  the 
Clergy,  however,  have  remembered  this,  and  the  resolution  is  a  practi- 
cal nullity.  But  so  many  are  the  claims  upon  me,  and  so  far  beyond 
all  that  I  can  raise  to  meet  them,  whether  from  my  own  purse  or  that 
of  liberal  friends,  that  I  now  ask  you  to  favour  a  plan  which  I  have 
formed  in  the  hope  that  hereafter  the  resolution  may  be  made  operative. 
I  shall  name  two  Laymen,  as  dispensers  with  me  of  "  the  Bishop's 
Bounty  Fund,"  and  they  will  ^\^  you  such  an  annual  account  of  the 
good  it  may  do  as  will  best  demonstrate  my  wisdom  or  unwisdom  in 
making  this  proposal.  I  shall  use  it  chiefly  to  stimulate  the  exertions 
of  missionary  parishes  to  help  themselves.  The  petty  returns  of  the 
**  Startin  Fund  "  have  heretofore  been  almost  my  only  resource  in  such 
efforts  ;  but  the  small  sums  I  have  been  able  to  add  from  my  own  means 
have  been  occasionally  supplemented  by  relatives  and  endeared  friends, 
who  have  honoured  me  as  the  instrument  of  their  liberality.  The  inter- 
est of  the  DeLancey  Fund,  of  which  I  have  received  but  $150  for  the 
past  year,  has  been  promptly  and  faithfully  dispensed,  and  with  occa- 
sional additions,  to  those  Rev.  Brethren  who  in  cases  of  great  delicacy 
have  been  willing  to  let  their  Bishop  take  his  share  in  some  of  their 
anxieties. 

You  are  aware  of  the  vigorous  effort  which  has  been  made  by  a  zeal- 
ous Layman  of  the  Diocese  to  increase  the  "  Fund  for  the  support  of  the 
Episcopate."  I  have  never  taken  any  steps  in  this  direction  myself,  nor 
in  any  way  concerned  myself  about  it,  save  in  my  place  as  one  of  the 
trustees  of  the  fund.  I  have  adhered  to  this  course  for  two  reasons : 
First,  because  a  Clergyman  never  fails  to  become,  in  some  degree, 
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worldly,  when  he  gives  much  attention  to  those  material  things  which 
are  not  primarily  entrusted  to  him.  Second,  because  I  have  been  sure 
that  the  good  sense  of  the  Diocese  must,  in  due  time,  be  aroused  to  the 
necessity  of  placing  this  matter  upon  a  more  respectable  method  than 
that  which  has  been  too  long  in  operation  heretofore.  I  have  not  been 
disappointed  in  this  confidence.  Mr.  White,  seconded  by  several  other 
men  of  large  hearts  and  open  hands,  has  spontaneously  enlisted  in  efforts 
to  secure  a  result  which  is  creditable  to  the  Diocese,  and  a  proper 
mark  of  the  fortieth  year  of  its  history.  I  think  he  will  succeed,  and  I 
feel  sure  he  will  gain  the  applause  of  his  own  heart  and  the  gratitude  of 
the  whole  Diocese.  I  ask  rich  men  to  unite  in  considerable  contribu- 
tions to  this  fund,  and  to  give  in  advance  of  their  wills  and  testaments, 
what  they  may  be  happy  to  disburse  as  their  own  executors.  It  is  a 
graceful  and  comprehensive  form  of  liberality;  a  recognition  of  the  value 
of  that  apostolic  office  which  the  Lord  has  set  in  the  Church,  a  bounty 
to  the  whole  Diocese,  and  a  great  relief  to  poor  parishes  and  missionary 
stations  which  ought  not  to  bear  any  large  proportion  of  the  expenses 
of  the  Episcopate  in  a  wealthy  Diocese. 

It  has  always  appeared  to  me  desirable  that  an  American  Bishop  should 
live  very  simply,  but  yet  with  a  moderate  dignity  and  with  freedom  from 
monetary  cares.  I  could  not  conscientiously  accept  more  than  my  Dio- 
cese now  affords  me  as  my  stipend,  because  that  would  be  out  of  pro- 
portion with  what  it  gives  to  other  instruments  of  Church  work.  If  the 
Diocese  wishes  me  to  live  on  a  smaller  income  I  will  do  so  cheerfully; 
but,  in  that  case  I  must  remove  to  some  quiet  village  where  nothing  will 
be  expected  of  me  beyond  what  comports  with  a  decent  retirement  I 
have  often  thought  that  what  is  paid  to  the  judges  of  our  higher  courts 
of  law  supplies  a  fair  standard  of  what  a  Bishop  must  need  for  a  re- 
spectable maintainance.  Every  Clergyman  should  be  supported  on  a 
scale  graduated  by  some  similar  parallel. 

Our  republican  estimate  of  the  emoluments  of  public  men  is  poor 
economy  in  the  long  run,  I  doubt  not,  but  these  furnish  some  idea  of 
popular  sentiment  as  to  the  bare  necessities  of  life  in  dignified  official 
stations.  Nothing  less  should  be  our  estimate  of  the  wants  of  the 
Clergy  in  p>ositions  requiring  a  somewhat  parallel  scale  of  expenditure. 
I  now  speak  of  the  support  of  parochial  ministers.  I  need  not  say  how 
wicked  it  is  to  reduce  the  ministers  of  Christ  to  a  pittance  inconsistent 
with  honest  and  respectable  living.  I  conjure  every  Churchman  in  the 
Diocese  to  consider  himself  responsible,  in  some  degree,  when  a  due 
and  decent  support  is  not  punctually  and  cheerfully  supplied  to  the 
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man  of  God,  who  ministers  in  things  not  perishable,  but  spiritual  and 
eternal,  of  magnitude  unspeakable.     It  is  comparatively  easy  for  a  tnie 
servant  of  Clirist  to  suffer  want,  if  need  be,  among  heathen,  or  as  in- 
flicted  by  a  heartless  world ;   but  when  professed  Christians  show  i 
stupid  imiiffercnce  or  a  sinful  parsimony  in  dealing  with  the  faithful 
representative  of  their  Redeemer  and  Lord,  it  is  beyond  endurance, 
because  it  is  an  insult  to  God  and  a  mocker)'  of  religion  ;  it  is  hypoc- 
risy and  a  cruel  wounding  of  Christ  in  the  house  of  His  friends.     WiM 
not  at  least  one  zealous  Layman,  in  ever}'  parish  and  station,  make  it  his 
personal  duty  to  see  that  collections  are  made  and  that  stipends  an 
paid  punctually?    God  will  bless  that  man  who  thus,  like  Obadiah, 
ministers  to  the  Lord's  prophets  and  save*  the  Church  from  the  shame 
of  star\*ing  her  Clergy.     Depend  upon  it,  a  curse  goes  into  every  house 
that  robs  God  of  that  which  is  due  to  His  ser\'ants,  and  which  consti- 
tutes one  of  the  most  sacred  obligations  of  those  who  look  for  sah-a- 
tion  through  the  means  of  grace  and  the  instrumentalities  of  the  Gospel 
Your  Committee  on  the  Constitution  and  Canons  will  give  you  i 
good  account  of  their  work,  which  now  awaits  your  acceptance.     The 
crude  draught  of  last  year  included  much  which  was  designed  to  draw 
out  expressions  of  opinion,  and  to  afford  opportunities  for  those  whose 
ideas  it  embodied,  but  to  which  the  Committee  itself  attached  no  im- 
portance.    After  this  experiment,  and  the  comments  it  elicited,  they 
have  brought  down  their  work  to  a  form  in  which  they  hope  to  find  it 
generally  acceptable.     Improvements  will  no  doubt  be  the  fruit  of  your 
deliberations  ;  but  I  trust  you  will  now  put  the  business  so  far  forwardi 
that,  as  printed  in  your  Journals,  it  can  be  adopted  finally  next  year, 
and  go  into  force  at  that  time.     The  educating  power  of  such  debates 
and  studies  as  have  been  elicited  by  this  reformation  of  our  Diocesan 
Laws,  has  been  one  of  its  best  results :  and  as  nobody  regards  the 
work  as  all  that  could  be  desired,  it  must  be  borne  in  mind  that  for 
several  successive  years  we  may  find  it  profitable  to  correct  and  improve 
this  code,  as  experience  and  obser\*ations  may  enable  us  to  do  so.     .\s 
to  one  change  which  has  been  suggested  by  members  of  your  Commit- 
tee, I  think  it  proper  to  express  my  approbation  now.     It  may  or  may 
not  be  presented  in  their  report.     C)ne  of  our  sister  Dioceses  in  this 
State  has  fixed  the  time  for  its  Diocesan  Convention  in  the  month  of 
vaxw.    I  am  assured  it  is  found  very  convenient.    It  brings  the  Diocc- 
r  in  coincidence  wiih  ih.ii  of  the  calendar,  which  is  an  obvious 
e.     But,  again,  it  utilizes  a  long  month,  between  the  Christ- 
season  and  that  of  Lent,  when,  less  than  at  other  times,  the  Clergy 
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and  others  are  pressed  with  immediate  and  urgent  demands  of  duty. 
I  am  informed  by  eminent  lawyers  and  business  men  that  it  would  suit 
them  better  than  this  time  of  year.  I  own  it  would  be  a  great  relief  to 
me.  We  have  retreated  from  August,  and  nobody  would  advise  us  to 
go  backward  into  July.  May  and  June  are  out  of  the  question  ;  they 
arc  filled  up  with  other  work,  and  are  my  best  months  for  visitations. 
There  remains  the  month  of  November — but  this  year  gives  us  an 
example  of  the  great  inexpediency  of  a  date  too  near  the  time  of 
our  triennial  Council  and  our  annual  Missionary  meetings.  1  trust, 
therefore,  January  may  be  seriously  thought  of.  Our  railways  are  so 
multiplied  that  winter  travel  is  very  nearly  as  convenient  as  that  of  the 
sammer  time.  The  chief  objection  is  the  possibility,  which  must  be 
duly  considered,  of  obstructions  from  snowstorms ;  but  these  interfere 
▼cry  rarely  with  the  sessions  of  our  law  courts,  and  I  think  the  only 
important  consequence  of  such  apprehensions  would  be  the  necessity  of 
holding  our  Councils  always  in  Rochester  or  Buffalo,  where  there  is 
little  interruption  to  business,  from  such  causes,  even  in  the  severest 
TOiter  weather.     All  this,  however,  subject  to  your  better  judgment. 

On  the  subject  of  public  morals  I  have  made  it  my  duty  almost  every 
jcar  to  exhort  you  to  maintain  a  high  standard  in  all  relations  with 
society.  The  immense  social  influence  of  this  Church  makes  us  in  this 
respect  a  city  set  upon  a  hill.  Society  in  our  large  cities,  in  its  very 
highest  circles,  feels  and  respects  the  example  of  men  and  women  of 
our  Communion  as  that  of  recognized  leaders.  That  so  much  which  is 
merely  "  fashionable  "  should  thus  be  laid  at  our  doors,  I  deeply  regret, 
but  there  is  another  view  of  the  facts  which  is  not  so  painful.  Think 
what  may  be  done  for  good  in  any  city  or  town,  by  the  example  of  our 
people,  if  only  recognizing  their  responsibility  they  will  agree  to  exert 
their  influence  on  the  side  of  all  that  is  "  pure  and  lovely  and  of  good 
report"  The  gross  debasing  waltz  would  not  be  tolerated  another  year, 
if  Christian  mothers  in  our  Communion  would  set  their  faces  against  it 
and  remove  their  daughters  from  its  contaminations,  and  their  sons  from 
that  contempt  for  womanhood  and  for  womanly  modesty,  of  which 
thousands  of  young  men  proclaim  themselves  by  word  and  deed  to  have 
no  very  high  estimate.  I  appeal  to  the  young  maiden,  herself,  and  to 
her  self-respect.  Why  should  it  be  in  vain  ?  Alas  !  that  women  profess- 
ing to  follow  Christ  and  godliness,  should  not  rally  for  the  honour  of  their 
sex  and  drive  these  shameless  dances  from  society.  Then  as  to  intemper- 
ance :  Its  ravages  are  exciting  universal  remark  and  many  schemes  of  re- 
form.   We  are  able  to  do  much,  individually  and  collectively,  to  i>romote 
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sobriety  and  temperance  by  the  institutions  of  the  Church,  by  the  discip- 
line of  Lent  and  other  fasting  seasons,  and  by  pressing  the  vows  oi 
baptism  in  all  their  breadth  and  sanctity.     Do  this  and  the  assaults  » 
often  made  upon  us  because  we  take  httle  or  no  part  in  popular  measoreii 
will  be  powerless  against  us.     Why  do  we  so  generally  stand  aloof  froa 
the  movements  and  expedients  of  popular  dictators  of  tempefanoe? 
In  my  opinion,  for  many  ^\'ise  reasons.     Let  them  do  all  the  good  they 
can ;  but,  we  must  be  allowed  to  do  our  own  thinking  and  to  work  ii 
our  own  way.     It  is  not  reason  that  irresponsible  men  should  come  into 
our  villages,  advertise  their  plans  and  then  demand  that  the  Cleigj 
should  suspend  the  ser\'ices  of  the  lord's  Day,  or  those  of  some  other 
solemn  festival — even  the  solemnities  of  Holy  Week  and  Good  Friday, 
and  send  their  people  to  listen  to  noisy  harangues,  often  vulgar  and  fiiD 
of  false  morality.     But  above  all,  we  can  never  subject  ourselves  for  an 
instant  to  their  despotic  laws  as  to  measures,  nor  to  their  narrow  views  of 
the  whole  subject  of  moral  obligations,  and  their  frequent  denials  of 
man's  infirmity  and  the  need  of  Divine  grace.     Nor  can  we  submit  to 
see  other  forms  of  iniquity  and  profligacy  winked  at  or  condoned,  pro- 
vided only  a  man  will  pledge  himself  to  total  abstinence.     Nor  can  wc 
send  our  children  to  listen  to  the  reformed  drunkard,  as  if  his  return 
to  decency — often,  alas  I  so  momentary — were  sufficient  to  (}ualify  a 
public  teacher  of  propriety  and  virtue.     Too  often  this  class  of  public 
speakers  **  glory  in  their  shame,"  and  magnify  their  heroic  abstinence  by 
details  of  their  former  degradation.     Such  are  not  the  men  and  measures 
we  can  countenance ;  but  so  much  the  more,  in  our  way,  and  in  every 
wise  way,  let  us  teach  temperance  as  the  duty  of  all,  and  abstinence  as 
the  duty  of  all  who  cannot  be  temperate,  and  in  general   the  duty  of 
youth  ;  the  privilege  and  the  glory  of  those  who  need  neither  stimulant 
nor  tonic ;  who  possess  both,  in  that  joyous  health  of  their  young  life 
to  w!;ich  all  artificial  excitements  are  as  a  poison  and  a  blight. 

To  these  remarks  I  only  aild  a  word  with  reference  to  a  very  awful 
crime  of  which  (lod  gave  me  a  grace  to  speak  boldly  in  the  earlier 
years  o\  my  Episcoi^ite.  Observation  and  a  fuller  knowledge  of  facts 
lead  me  to  confirm  all  I  have  said  upon  this  subject.  It  is  the  worst 
form  i)f  vice  which  atilicts  our  counir\-.  because  it  destr<\vs  the  family 
and  eats  into  the  ronsrience  of  the  mirried  wife.  Sensual  crime  in 
every  form  runs  rivU  in  the  lar.d  :  but  what  is  its  cure  ?  Let  us  remind 
our  temperance  retomuTs  that  ihis  a  greater  evil  than  that  of  which 

iCy  regard  liuir  pledge  as  the  only  remedy.     How,  then,  would  they 
this  evil  ?     By  sending  men  and  women  to  the  convent  ?     Alas  I 
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tbcre  has  never  been  a  more  terrible  comment  upon  rash  vows  and 
pledges  than  the  history  of  monasticism  furnishes  in  every  land  which 
has  been  cursed  by  its  fallacious  though  plausible  pretences  in  the 
aiise  of  chastity.  Would  they  advise  the  pious  self-torture  of  Origen, 
vfaose  efforts  to  ensure  personal  purity  is  closely  analogous  to  that 
rfaich  prohibits  all  use  of  the  blood  of  the  grape  as  positive  sin  ?  The 
:oiiscience  of  enlightened  Christendom  has  unanimously  condemned 
s  fanatical,  and  even  wicked,  such  a  monstrous  conflict  with  natural 
aws ;  and  the  truth  is  simply  this,  that  in  presence  of  the  facts  which 
nimanity  finds  inseparable  from  its  constitution,  we  must  choose  our 
ole  of  life  in  the  use  of  the  world,  "  as  not  abusing  it,"  and  in  that 
xxistant  employment  of  all  the  means  of  grace  which  alone  can  give 
B  any  assurance  of  a  victory  over  the  world,  the  flesh  and  the  devil. 

I  intend  to  propose  a  Canon  for  the  better  protection  of  the  sanc- 
itjr  of  marriage  and  the  marriage  rite.  But  of  this  I  will  speak  no  fur- 
lier  at  this  time. 

I  now  ask  you,  also,  to  second  my  request  for  a  Committee  to  exam- 
nc  and  report  upon  the  religious  delusions  which  have  originated 
n  Western  New.  York,  and  with  which  our  earlier  missionaries  have 
ud  to  contend,  at  least  in  their  elements  and  causes.  A  variety  of 
reasons  urge  me  to  this  effort.  It  is  due  to  history,  and  to  the  full 
elucidation  of  the  diseases  and  infirmities  of  the  human  mind.  But, 
iirther,  I  wish  to  furnish,  before  it  may  be  too  late,  authentic  and  in- 
lisputable  facts  as  to  the  gross  ignorance  and  vice  from  which  some  of 
Jiese  delusions  have  sprung.  This  will  throw  light  on  our  own  history 
18  a  Diocese,  and  our  Western  missionaries  and  others  who  still  en- 
rounter  precisely  similar  diflficulties,  may  be  helped  to  open  the  eyes  of 
nany  who  are  in  peril  from  the  efforts  of  deceivers  to  "  draw  disciples 
ifter  them."  St.  Peter  never  found  in  Simon  Magus  a  more  foul  and 
dangerous  enemy  to  righteousness  than  those  with  whom  our  Clergy^ 
n  new  settlements,  are  often  forced  to  contend. 

The  Archbishop  of  Canterbury  invites  all  the  Bishops  in  open  Com- 
munion with  his  ancient  and  patriarchal  See,  to  meet  him  in  conference, 
in  July  next,  with  a  view  to  common  counsels,  touching  the  Church  at 
large  and  our  o^n  Communion  in  particular.  Though,  after  a  full  un- 
derstanding of  all  the  facts,  I  was  not  in  favour  of  this  move,  just  at  this 
time,  yet  I  feel  it  my  duty  to  regard  the  judgment  of  a  large  majority 
of  the  Bishops,  who  took  a  different  view,  as  decisive,  and  I  have  re- 
solved to  attend,  if  it  should  seem  to  you  desirable.  You  will  recollect 
that  I  did  not  go  to  the  former  Conference.     I  was  then  a  young  Bishop, 
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and  felt  tiiat  I  could  render  no  service,  and  was  not  sufficiently  experi- 
enccvl  in  mine  oflice  to  be  consulted,  except  as  a  matter  of  courtesj!. 
1  am  gLul  that  I  refrained,  and  kept  at  my  work  at  home.  I  feel  dif- 
fercnily  now.  If  this  Conference  is  to  be  held,  I  think  I  ought  to  attend^ 
and  on  many  points  I  feel  entitled  to  an  opinion.  But,  if  you  think  it 
woulvl  be  better  for  me  to  remain  at  home,  I  shall  respect  your  advice, 
and,  without  regret,  will  decline  His  Grace's  invitation. 

It  would  be  idle  to  speculate  as  to  the  coming  **  General  Convention* 
which  naturally  tills  our  thoughts,  at  this  time,  and  stimulates,  I  trust, 
our  ardent  prayers.  On  most  of  the  subjects  which  nuiNt  demand  at- 
tention, my  views  are  fully  known.  I  am  pledged  to  every  Scriptunl 
and  Catholic  measure,  with  a  view  only  to  prudence  and  expetliency,  so 
far  as  time  and  circumstances  may  suggest  that  delay  is  better  than  pre- 
mature legislation.  God  is  very  patient,  and  He  makes  all  good  thingi 
ripe  and  complete,  in  due  time.  Let  me  say,  however,  that  practical 
measures,  rather  than  theoretical  improvements,  are  just  now  our  chief 
concern.  To  develo])  a  deeper  piety  in  all  classes  of  our  Church;  to 
promote  higher  learning  and  culture  in  the  Sacred  Ministry;  to  enliik 
well  n-.iriured  youth  in  the  work  of  Christ,  as  postulants  for  Holy  Or- 
ders ;  to  secure  endowments  for  our  schools  and  colleges  ;  to  create  a 
better  husbandry  of  our  resources  as  they  exist  and  to  augment  them 
largely  :  and  as  a  primar)-  concern,  to  devise  a  Financial  S)stem,  which 
shall  be  worthy  of  such  a  Church,  and  which  shall  save  ns  from  the 
repro.ich  of  conscience  and  the  merited  scorn  of  men,  to  say  nothing  of 
the  jiuii^nienis  of  tiod  :  such  are  our  greatest  wants.  1  lon^  to  sec 
our  C  .'inicils  engaged  in  these  things ;  and  I  mourn  over  the  fact,  that 
in  sp'te  of  a  general  leclir.g  of  this  kind,  among  our  leading  Bishops, 
Cler^\'  and  Luty.  we  are  often  lorcevl  to  see  the  short  time  we  devote 
to  s:u  li  interests,  once  in  three  years,  frittered  away  by  vcrj-  inferior 
coni  orns.  which  the  most  inconsiderable  characters  can  easily  make  the 
on::rv^s^in;^  and  absorbing:  business  of  a  session. 

It  is  my  Josign  to  renew  the  enort  I  matle  three  years  ago  for  the  ap- 
]K>intmont  of  a  *'  Constitutional  Commission."  Thou^^h  the  idea  was 
novel  the  p;.in  ro\vivcd  the  aj-j^robaiion  of  the  House  of  Bishops  after 
nuiure  consideration  :  and  it  was  lost,  in  the  other  House,  only  for 
ii*ant  of  ;i  few  votes,  which  was  the  natural  result  of  a  very  brief  and 
insutVu'icn:  tiisci:ssion  at  the  close  of  the  session.  I  am  assured  of 
Strong  sup;>^ri.  this  year,  from  some  who  o;'j»osed  the  measure  in  1874.

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Forty  Ytars  of  Diocesan  History. 


Forty  years  of  God's  goodness  are  fulfilled  this  day,  and  as  I  have 
said  before,  in  my  opening  sermon,  they  call  for  devout  gratitude.     So 
long  was  God  grieved  with  the  generation  that  Moses  led  through  the 
wilderness.     Even  the  noblest  of  law-givers  and  leaders  could  not  en- 
sure a  zealous  and  faithful  people.     We  learn,  however,  that  the  children 
who  grew  up  under  Moses  and  fought  with  Joshua,  "  served  the  Lord  all 
the  days  of  Joshua,  and  of  the  elders  that  overlived  Joshua."     The  toils 
ind  labours  of  Moses  had  their  blessed  results  after  he  was  gone  to 
rest;  and  while  we  suppojse  there  is  no  resemblance  at  all  between  those 
1  who  were  founders  of  this  Diocese  and  that  people  which  came  out 
of  Egypt,  we  may  yet  venture  to  hope  that  the  richest  and  ripest  fruits 
of  my  predecessor's  labours  are  yet  to  be  seen  in  the  present  and  in  the 
next  generation.     It  is  my  privilege  to  reap  where  others  sowed  in  tears  ; 
bot  there  are  still  new  fields  to  be  occupied ;   and,  so  long  as  my  life 
hits,  I  shall  try  to  copy  the  bright  examples  of  those  who  have  gone 
before,  and  leave  results  to  my  Master.     In  the  paths  marked  out  by 
Hobart  and  DeLancey,  I  have  endeavoured  to  lead  you  without  turning 
to  the  right  hand  or  to  the  left.     The  times  permit  me  to  build  on 
their  foundations  in  such  wise  as  to  bring  out,  I  trust,  more  and  more 
prominently  those  great  Catholic  principles  to  which  they  were  devoted  ; 
and  more  and  more,  God  being  my  helper,  I  shall  endeavour  to  press 
npon  the  hearts  and  minds  of  men  what  I  think  time  will  prove,  viz.: 
That  the  founders  of  this  Church  in  America  have  done  more  for  their 
countrymen  in  providing  them  with  such  a  safeguard  against  its  worst 
internal  dangers,  than  all  its  other  benefactors.     Others  have  framed 
the  ship  of  state  and  launched  it ;   they  have  spread  its  canvas  and 
added  the  force  of  steam  for  its   propulsion.     But  without  helm  and 
anchor  it  must  be  dashed  to  destruction ;   and  these  are  supi)lied  by 
Christianity  alone.     I  have  never  concealed  my  conviction  that  Chris- 
tianity itself  must  perish  wherever  it  tries   to  exist  independently  of 
those  Divine  Institutions  which  are  inseparable  from  the  Catholic  and 
Apostolic  Church  of  our  glorious  Lord  and  Saviour  Jesus  Messiah.

th  a  view  to  unify  the  system  on  the  basis  of  the  Missionary  idea,  rather 

that  of  mere  parochial  sustentation,  are  thus  embodied  : 

ionaries  shall  be  constituted  by  their  appointment  by  this  Board  on  the 
Dmination,  upon  the  following  express  conditions  and  agreements  :  To 
e  field  to  which  they  may  be  assigned  it  a  stipulated  salary  to  be  paid  by 
and  to  resign  their  connection  with  such  Missionary  Parish  or  Station 
t  of  assignment  to  another  field. 

.sionary  Stations  and  Parishes  not  self-sustaining,  as  conditions  of  receiv- 
5  by  Missionaries  of  this  Board,  shall  expressly  agree  (i)  to  pay  a  stipu- 
nto  the  Treasury  of  the  Board,  in  lieu  of  salary  direct  to  the  Missionary, 
;  form  of  contributions  to  Diocesan  Missions;  and  (2)  to  accept  such 
and  services  as  may  be  provided  for  them  *  but  these  conditions  shall 
erstood  as  precluding  an  organized  Vestry  from  investing  their  Missionary 
Rectorship.      In   accordance   with   these   principles,  all   the    Missionary 
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Parishes  have  severally  entered  into  engagements  with  the  Board  by  which  a  stipo- 
lated  sum  is  secured  to  the  Missionary  treasury  and  the  entire  salary  of  the 
Missionary  is  assumed  and  paid  by  the  Board.  Under  this  plan  the  Missiooaiy 
can  rely  with  confidence  upon  a  definite  and  regular  support,  while  the  Missioony 
Stations  are  led  to  recognize  more  fully  their  relations  to  the  Diocese  and  its  fastering 
care.  The  practical  working  of  the  system  has  demonstrated  its  value  and  efficiency. 
The  engagements  of  the  Parishes,  with  few  exceptions,  have  been  fully  met,  and  the 
Missionary  Clergy  have  been  r^ularly  and  promptly  paid. 

The  receipts  of  the  Treasurer  from  collections  in  the  self-supporting  Parishes  have 
amounted  to   only  $3,563.24,   a  falling  off  equivalent   to   one-third   of  last  year'i 
receipts.     There  has  been  no  increased  depression  of  the  times,  in  contrast  with  last 
year,  sufficient  to  account  for  this  exhibit.     Doubtless  financial  stringency  lies  at  the 
basis  of  the  fact  deplored  ;  but  then,  the  efficient  working  of  the  canonical  **  Pledge 
System  "  has  come  to  be  the  exception,  not  the  rule,  and  but  few  Parishes  have  made 
the  monthly  offertory  prescribed  as  an  alternative.     The  decrease  in  parochial  contri- 
butions has  therefore  naturally  come  to  be  quite  uniform,  with  very  few  exceptions ; 
while  many  parishes  have  made  no  offering  at  all.     In  this  list  arc  Angelica,  Behi- 
dere,  Canaseraga,  Wellsville,  Dunkirk,  Jamestown,  Mt.  Morris,  Dansville,  Addison, 
Wethersfield  and  Penn  Yan.     The  total  of  the  Treasurer's  receipts  is  $12,452.55. 
Of  this  amount  $1,331.41  represents  the  fruit  of  the  Rt.  Rev.  the  Bishop's  personal 
exertions  to  cancel  last  year's  overdraft,  but  which  was  credited  upon  the  Treas- 
urer's books  during  the  piesent  year.     The  actual  receipts  for  this  year's  work  tre 
therefore  $11,121. 14,  derived  from  these  three  sources,  viz.  :  Interest  on  the  Perma- 
nent   Fund,   $629.^80;    collections    in    the    self-supporting    Parishes,    $3,563.24; 
pledges  paid  by  the  Missionary  Parishes  and  Stations,  $6,928.10.     Deducting  the 
overdraft  of  la>t  year,  $1,331.41,  cancelled  as  al>ove,  from  the  gross  debit  total  of 
the  Treasurer's  account,  there  remains  as  the  sum  exj^ended  in  the  work  under  the 
jurisdiction  of  the  Board,  $11,513.65,  making  it  necessary  to  report  an  overdraft  of 
$392.51.     To  more  than  offset  this,  however,  there  is  now  due  from  Missionary 
Stations  on  their  plcil^es,  $798.  i6.     The  Board  finds  occasion  for  congratulation  in 
the  fact  that  the  increasetl  sense  of  resjMjnsibiliiy  in  the  Missionary  Panshes,  brought 
about  by  the  present  sy>tem,  has  averted  the  damage  to  the  work  which  might  have 
ensued  through  the  marked  decrease  of  contributions  in  non-mis«ionary  Parishes; 
whereas  the  number  of  Missionaries  in  the  field  has  been  increased  by  four,  and  the 
work  has  been  efficiently  prosecuted  and  with  success  specially  marked  in  the  newer 
fields  of  Shortsville,  under  the  Rev.  E.  If.  Edson;  Dewittville  and  Hartfield,  under 
the  Rev.  P.  Macfarlane  ;  Sodus  Centre  and  Alton,  under  the  Rev.  E.  Burke,  and  in 
the  field  specially  committed  to\he  Genesee  County  Auxiliary. 

The  number  of  Missionaries  under  appointment  at  the  beginning  of  the  Conven- 
tional year  was  eighteen.  Of  these,  twelve  have  continued  at  their  posts,  one  his 
been  transferred,  five  have  resigned ;  nine  new  appointments  have  been  made,  $0 
that  the  present  number  in  the  field  is  twenty-two  pfficiating  statedly  at  twenty*ax 
stations,  as  may  be  seen  by  list  of  appointments  hereto  appended.  All  of  whidj  is 
respectfully  submitted.

That  during  the  past  year  we  have,  under  the  direction  of  the  Supreme  Gwit, 
settled  our  claim  against  the  estate  of  Julius  Movius,  deceased,  for  depreciation  m 
railroad  bonds  bequeathed  to  the  Permanent  Missionary  Fund  by  deceased,  and 
received  from  his  estate  in  cash  $1,976.93,  and  still  retain  the  bonds,  which  have 
some  prospective  value. 

The  amounts  and  condition  of  the  cash  funds  held  by  us,  and  the  manner  in 
which  they  are  invested,  as  well  as  the  receipts  and  expenditures  of  income,  will 
appear  in  the  Treasurer's  report  accompanying.

*  "^tory  of  unprecedented  success.  With  some  difficulties  to  encounter,  it  has  given 
Proofs  that  the  hopes  entertained  of  its  final  prosperity  are  not  baseless.  In  the  brief 
P«nod  of  a  year  its  membership  has  been  doubled,  discipline  has  been  established, 
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regular  (and  frequent)  services  instituted,  offerings  made  2. /Hirf  of  the  worship  i:^  ^ 
congrej^ation,  numbers  of  colored  persons  have  been  reached  who  were  never  reached 
before,  nud  sj)iritual  life  has  been  revived.  We  feel  really  poor  in  this  world's  goodi 
only. 

Tf,  in  comi^aring  this  present  report  of  the  number  of  communicants  with  thatcf 
last  yenr,  discrepancies  are  noticed,  it  must  be  borne  in  mind  that  the  statistics givoi 
in  the  last  year's  report  were  little  better  than  guesses,  so  meagre  were  the  mtaosaC 
obtaining  reliable  information  on  this  point.  Many  there  were  who  had  been  accoantii 
and  reported  as  members  and  communicants  without  having  the  least  claim  whatenr 
to  the  sacre<l  privileges  of  Church  citizenship. 

The  woik  among  the  colored  children  is  not  what  I  desire  to  make  it,  on  account 
of  the  (alleged)  poverty  of  many  parents.  Would  to  God  that  I  had  the  means  it 
my  disposal !  I  would  change  their  surroundings  and  mnke  them  Churchmen.  TWi 
would  not  be  very  difficult  of  accomplishment. 

The  Vestry  of  this  Parish  have  recently  voted  a  transfer  of  all  the  Cliurch  Propertj 
to  the  Trustees  of  the  Parochial  Fund  of  the  Diocese,  and  (God  willing)  ere  anotkr 
Convention  meet  **our  own  vine  and  fig-tree"  will  be  secured  to  the  generations  jct 
unborn. 

Should  the  kind  sympathy  of  our  Church  friends  be  extended  to  lis,  as  hitherto, 
we  cannot  fail  to  do,  under  the  Divine  blessing,  a  mighty  work  among  the  colored 
people  for  God  and  for  the  Church.

Report  as  Lay-Reader  in  Trinity  Parish,  Lancaster,  Erie  County,  N.  Y.,  for  the  last 
year.  I  commenced  on  the  6th  Sunday  after  Trinity,  1876,  July  23d,  holding  one 
Service  each  Sunday  afternoon  regularly  during  the  year.  The  circumstances,  as  1 
'cgard  them,  were  very  unfavorable,  and  well  calculated  to  discourage  one  in 
attempting  the  sacred  work.  No  Services  of  our  Church  had  been  held  in  the 
pUce  for  about  four  years — the  place  of  holding  Services  being  in  the  third  story  of 
a  store,  and  rather  difficult  of  access,  particularly  to  persons  of  advanced  years,  and 
I  suppose  at  the  time  it  would  have  been  difficult  to  have  had  more  than  six  or  eight 
cwnnaunicants. 

^'ithin  three  months  from  the  commencement  we  had  nine  adults  bi^tized,  and  on 
^  eve  of  S.  Thomas'  Day  our  beloved  Bishop  confirmed  fourteen  adults,  and 
UQce  that  time  there  have  been  four  more  adults  baptized.  I  have  conducted  Ser- 
""^^^  OB  the  regular  Fast  and  Feast  Days  of  our  Church  daring  the  year.     The 
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whole   number  of  families   in  the  congregation  is  about  thirty,   and  tfce  avenge 
number  of  communicants  from  25  to  30.     Holy  Communion   has  been  celebnted 
every  month   regularly  since   Confirmation.     I   have  visited  the  whole  number  of 
families  represented,  from  three  to  four  times  each,  and  in  some  ca^es,  oftener.    God 
has  prospered  this  work,  and  this  Parish  really  needs  to  have  a  Sunday  School  estab- 
lished and  the  Parish  placed  in  charge  of  some  good,  faithful  and  ener^ic  Clergf- 
man,  and  the  blessed  work  begun  there  and  so  signally  blessed  by  the  great  Heid  of 
our  Church  not  suffered  to  decline.

Dear  Bishop, — With  the  close  of  the  Convention  year,  please  allow  me  to  give 
account  of  my  stewardship. 
W\i\i  me,  in  common  wvth  tvot  a  few  others^  the  past  year  has  been  one  of  dark 
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days  and  sharp  rubs ;  and  yet,  I  can  truly  say  that,  however  painful  be  the  opera- 
tkmi  it  is  not  without  a  full  reward.

One  practice  I  have  begun  from  the  promptings  of  necessity.  Seeing  families  of 
small  means,  living  remote  from  places  of  worship,  I  have  in  several  instances  started 
iamily  Sunday  Schools.  In  these,  **  Witherspoon's  No.  2  "  is  used,  closing  with 
the  Lord's  Prayer.  This,  in  the  hands  of  one  of  the  parents,  or  an  elder  child,  fol- 
lowed up  by  occasional  Pastoral  visiting  and  exercises,  may  become  a  means  of  great 
isefolness. 

In  r^ard  to  my  late  missions,  I  cannot  leave  Himrods  without  pleading  for  the 
cause  of  Christ  and  the  Church.  The  Geneva  Railroad,  just  now  starting,  will  bring 
the  Seneca  Lake  region  into  closer  union  and  increased  activity.  Thus  Dundee  and 
Himrods  will  claim  immediate  attention  from  Geneva  Churchmen.  It  is  a  rich  5eld, 
veil  seeded  for  Church  Missionary  work.  All  it  needs  is  an  earnest,  persevering 
minister,  with  reasonable  aid  at  the  outset.  Such  a  Missionary,  living  at  Dundee, 
and  operating  Sunday  Schools  there  and  at  Himrods,  would,  I  am  confident,  soon  be- 
come successful.

Evening  Prayer  was  said  by  the  Bishop,  assisted  by  the  Rev.  E.  Jay 
Cooke,  who  opened  the  service;  the  Rev.  J.  E.  Battin,  who  read  the 
First  Lesson;  the  Rev.  Edward  Ingersoll,  D.  D.,  who  read  the  Second 
Lesson ;  and  by  the  Rev.  J.  G.  Webster,  who  said  the  prayers  following 
to  the  end. 

The  Bishop  preached  briefly  from  the  seventeenth  verse  of  the 
twenty-first  chapter  of  the  Book  of  the  Acts  of  the  Apostles :  The 
brethren  received  us  gladly. 

Divine  service  having  been  concluded,  the  Rt.  Rev.  the  President 
called  the  Council  to  order.

Stow  to  act  with  the  Secretary  in  the  examination  of  certificates. 

The  Committee  reported  that  there  are  in  the  hands  of  the  Secretary 
sixty-seven  certificates,  in  due  form  and  order,  and  properly  certified, 
and  no  defective  or  doubtful  ones. 

The  Secretary  was  thereupon  instructed  to  call  the  roll  of  Lay  Depu- 
ties, when  fifty  Deputies  (see page  id),  representing  thirty-two  Parishes, 
answered  to  their  names  and  took  their  seats. 

There  being  a  sufficient  number  of  both  orders  present  to  constitute 
a  quorum,  the  Rt.  Rev.  the  President  declared  the  Council  to  be  in

Resolvedy  That  this  Council  do  now  adjourn  until  9  o'clock  to-morrow  morning 
for  the  celebration  of  the  Holy  Communion. 


Christ  Church,  Rochester, 
Wednesday  Morning,  September  18,  1878. 

Morning  Prayer  having  been  already  said  at   7.30  o'clock,  the 
'Ouncil  assembled  at  9.30  o'clock  for  the  celebration  of  the  Holy 


C)ommunion. 


The  Bishop  and  Clergy  entered  the  Church  reciting  the  i22d  and 
133d  Psalms  from  the  Psalter. 

The  Bishop  celebrated  the  Holy  Communion,  being  assisted  by  the 
lev.  Edward  IngersoU,  D.  D.,  the  Rev.  W.  D.  Doty,  the  Rev.  William 
i.  Ekison  and  the  Rev.  Louis  B.  Van  Dyck. 

The  Rev.  E.  S.  Burford  preached  the  annual  sermon  before  the 
Council,  from  the  fourth  and  fifth  verses  of  the  eleventh  chapter  of 
he  Gospel  according  to  St.  Matthew,  presenting  as  a  subject,  ^^The 
\fission  of  the  Church, '  * 

Divine  Service  having  been  concluded,  the  Clergy  left  the  Church, 
ringing  as  a  Recessional  the  one  hundred  and  second  hymn. 

Immediately  after  Divine  Service,  the  Rt.  Rev.  the  President  called 
:he  Council  to  oi^ti. 
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Final  Vote  on  Constitution.     Report  of  Standing  Committee. 

The  Roll  of  Deputies  was  again  called,  when  several  additional 
Clerical  and  Lay  Deputies  answered  to  their  names  and  took  their  seats. 

The  Bishop  then  read  his  Annual  Address.     {See  Appendix  I.) 

The  final  passage  of  the  Constitution  adopted  at  the  last  Annual 
Convention  being  the  order  of  the  day,  the  Council  proceeded  to 
take  action  thereon,  and  by  a  rising  vote,  it  was  declared,  in  a  solemn 
and  formal  manner,  to  be  the  Constitution  of  this  Diocese. 

The  Council  then  took  a  recess  until  2^/1  o'clock  P.  M. 


Christ  Church,  Rochester, 
Wednesday  Afternoon,  Sept.  i3,  2^-^  oVlock. 

The  Rt.  Rev.  the  President  called  the  Council  to  order. 

The  Bishop  called  the  Rev.  Dr.  Ingersoll  to  the  Chair. 

The  Reports  of  the  Treasurer  of  the  Council,  of  the  Trustees  of 
the  Parochial  Fund,  of  the  Treasurer  of  the  Christmas  Fund,  and  of 
the  Trustees  of  the  Fund  for  the  support  of  the  Episcopate,  were  then 
presented  and  referred  to  the  appropriate  committees. 

The  Rev.  L.  B.  Van  Dyck,  Secretary  of  the  Standing  Committee  of 
the  Diocese,  read  the  Annual  Report  of  that  body: 

RER)RT  OF  THE  STANDING  COMMITTEE  OF  THE  DIOCESE. 

The  St.inding  Committee  of  the  Diocese  of  Western  New  York  respectfully  rtpoit 
to  the  Council  of  the  Diocese  the  following  meetings  and  official  acts : 

Dkckmher  3(1,  1S77. — The  Committee  met  at  the  Church  Guild-Room,  Buffalo,  and 
the  Rev.  Edward  Ingersoll,  D.  D..  was  chosen  President,  and  the  Rev.  Louis  B.  Van 
Dvck,  Secretarv. 

The  following  minute,  in  view  of  the  recent  decease  of  the  Rev.  Dr.  Van  Ingen. 
was  presented  and  atlopted : 

This  Committee  has  heard,  with  deep  sorrow  and  sense  of  loss,  of  the  death  of  the 
Rev.  John  V.  \"an  Ingen.  D.  D..  at  Clyde,  on  the  evening  of  Saturday,  Dcceml^er 
1st  inst.  .\  man  of  rare  gifts  and  unusual  attainments,  he  has  grown  old  among  us 
in  the  Ma>ier"s  service,  but,  vigorous  to  the  last,  all  his  yean>  bore  fruit  of  endeavor 
the  spread  of  the  Saviour's  go-pel  and  the  upbuilding  of  His  kingdom.  Identified 
this  Diocese  from  its  very  l)eginning,  he  was  always  among  the  foremost  in  its] 
Is,  as  he  was  unwearying  in  labors  in  every  department  of  its  work.     An( 
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Report  of  the  Standing  Committee, 


while  in  his  decease  we  recognize  another  landmark  gone — one  of  the  fathers  taken 
away— we  bless  the  heavenly  Father  that  He  has  enabled  His  venerable  servant  to 
leave  behind  him,  for  our  comfort,  a  record  so  full  of  loving  labor  for  his  Master's 
honor,  as  we  trust  that  in  that  Master's  presence  he  now  finds  his  reward.  And  while 
his  words  of  wisdom,  so  often  heard,  and  his  acts  of  Christian  kindness,  so  constantly 
perfonned,  will  linger  as  pleasant  memories  in  all  our  thoughts  of  him,  to  many  they 
will  be  precious  seeds,  bearing  fruit  in  lives  that  are  left  behind,  and  through  them,  he 
being  dead,  will  still  speak. 

December  17th,  1877.— The  Committee  met  at  the  Guild-Room,  Buffalo. 
Mr.  John  Woodworth  Craig,  candidate  for  Holy  Orders,  was  recommended  to  the 
Rt.  Rev.  the  Bishop  for  admission  to  Deacon's  Orders. 

January  8th,  1878.— The  Committee  met  at  the  Guild-Room,  Buffalo. 

Coasent  was  declined  to  the  consecration  of  the  Rev.  J.  H.  Eccleston,  D.  D.,  Bishop- 
'lect  of  the  Diocese  of  West  Virginia,  and  to  the  consecration  of  the  Rev.  George  F. 
>e>Tnour,  D.  D.,  Bishop-elect  of  the  Diocese  of  Springfield. 

The  Secretary  was  instructed  to  draw  upon  the  Treasurer  for  sums  to  pay  Matthews 
f  Warren  for  printing  for  the  Convention,  as  fast  as  funds  were  in  hand  for  the 
urpose. 

February  14th,  1878.— The  Committee  met  at  the  Guild-Room,  Buffalo. 
Approval  was  given  to  plans  proposed  for  the  erection  of  a  tower  to  S.  Peter's 
emorial  Church  of  Bishop  De  Lancey,  at  Geneva. 

The  Secretary  having  brought  to  the  notice  of  the  Committee  the  fact  that  a  new 
tempt  was  being  made,  at  Albany,  to  legislate  in  reference  to  meetings  of  the 
entries  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church,  the  Committee  renewed  its  protest  of 
e  preceding  year,  and  directed  it  to  be  sent  to  the  Hon.  James  M.  Smith,  Chairman 
the  Diocesan  Committee  on  Legislation,  to  be  used  as  he  should  see  fit. 
A  special  offering  was  ordered  to  be  made  on  the  third  Sunday  in  Lent,  March 
th,  for  the  payment  of  the  assessment  of  this  Diocese,  for  the  expenses  of  the  last 
jneral  Convention,  and  a  circular  was  directed  to  be  sent  to  the  Parishes,  urging  the 
brt  to  raise  a  sum  sufficient  for  this  purpose. 

April  8th,  1878. — The  Committee  met  at  the  Guild-Room,  Buffalo. 

Consent  was  given  to  the  consecration  of  the  Rev.  Alexander  Burgess,  D.  D., 

^hop-elect  of  the  Diocese  of  Quincy,  and  to  the  consecration  of  the  Rev.  George 

.  Peterkin,  D.  D.,  Bishop-elect  of  the  Diocese  of  West  Virginia. 

The  Committee  ordered  paid  the  bill  of  Daniel  B.  Beach,  Esq.,  for  ser\ices  ren- 

red  in  defending  the  Trustees  of  the  Parochial  Fund,  in  a  suit  brought  against  the 

urch,  at  Bergen. 

The  Secretary  was  authorized  to  draw  upon  the  Treasurer  for  twelve  and  one-half 

tlars  to  pay  bills  for  printing  tind  postage. 

May  30th,  1878. — The  Committee  met  at  the  Guild-Room,  Buffalo. 
Robert  P.  Wilson,  Esq.,  and  T.  C.  Montgomery,  Esq.,  nominated  by  the  Board  of 
ustees  of  De  Veaux  College  to  fill  vacancies  caused  by  the  resignation  of  James  M. 
lith  and  E.  M.  Smith,  were  elected  Trustees  of  De  Veaux  College  by  the  Committee. 
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The  Secretary  was  directed  to  issue  a  circular  to  the  Rectors  of  the  Parishes^ 
ordering  a  collection  of  offerings  on  the  first  Sunday  after  Trinity,  June  23d,  for  tlie 
General  Fund,  and  to  state  the  pressing  need  of  an  amount  sufficient  to  meet  (he 
deficit  in  our  quota  of  the  expenses  of  the  General  and  Diocesan  Conventions. 

The  Bishop,  who  was  present,  stated  his  intention  to  be  absent  from  the  Diocese 
until  September,  but  did  not  think  it  necessary  to  transfer  his  authority  for  the  time. 

June  loth,  1878. — The  Committee  met  at  the  Guild-Room,  Buffalo. 

The  Rev.  Joseph  Wayne,  Deacon,  was  recommended  to  the  Rt.  Rev.  the  Bishop 
for  admission  to  Priest's  Orders,  and  Mr.  Byron  HoUey,  Jr.,  Postulant,  was  recom- 
mended to  be  admitted  as  a  candidate  for  Holy  Orders,  his  candidacy  to  date  from 
May  20th,  1878. 

July  29th,  1878. — The  Committee  met  at  the  Guild-Room,  Buffalo. 

Mr.  Thomas  Stephens,  Postulant,  was  reconmiended  to  the  Rt.  Rev.  the  Bishop 
to  be  admitted  as  a  candidate  for  Holy  Orders;  and  as  Mr.  Stephens  had  been  par* 
suing  his  studies  for  more  than  two  years,  his  candidacy  was  ordered  to  date  from 
September  ist,  1877. 

The  Annual  Report  of  the  Trustees  of  De  Veaux  College  was  presented  and  read, 
and,  after  discussion,  was  referred  to  a  committee  to  examine  and  report  at  the  next 
meeting. 

Sept.  9,  1878. — The  Committee  met  at  the  Guild-Room,  Bu£falo. 
The  following  resolutions  were  unanimously  adopted : 

Resolved^  That  the  Secretary  be  requested  to  state  in  his  Annual  Report  to  the 
Convention  that  the  amount  still  unpaid  for  the  printing  of  the  Journal  of  1877  " 
$444. 70,  and  for  the  quota  of  this  Diocese  in  the  expenses  of  the  last  General  Conven- 
tion is  5308. 

Resolved^  That  he  be  requested  to  urge  ujwn  the  Convention  the  necessity  of  gre** 
retrenchment  in  expenditure  for  printing,  and  to  recommend  that,  in  future,  no  part 
of  the  expenses  of  any  Deputy  to  the  General  Convention  be  paid  from  the  Diocesan 
Treasury,  experience  having  shown  that  it  is  exceedingly  difficult  to  obtain  the 
amount  necessary  for  the  share  of  the  Diocese  in  the  other  exp>enses  of  that  body. 

Resolved y  That  the  Secretary  be  instructed  to  obtain  from  the  Treasurer  a  list  of  the 
Parishes  contributing,  and  the  amount  contributed  during  the  year  from  each,  for  the 
expenses  of  the  General  and  Diocesan  Conventions,  and  to  present  the  same  to  the 
Convention. 

The  Conmiittee  on  the  Annual  Report  of  the  Trustees  of  De  Veaux  College 
reported  as  follows: 

The  Report  shows  that  during  the  year,  sixt>'-five  pupils  have  been  instructed  ^ 
the  College,  of  whom  nineteen  were  on  the  Foundatij)n,  forty  were  Term-pupils,  *°" 
six  Day-pupils.  At  the  close  of  the  year,  the  names  appear  of  seventeen  Founda- 
tioners and  thirty-three  Term-pupils,  and  everything  in  connection  with  the  instruction 
and  discipline  of  the  College  appears  to  be  at  a  high  standard ;  such  as  to  be  a  sour<^ 
of  just  pride  and  gratification  to  the  friends  of  sound  education,  and  to  the  Dioccsc. 
In  the  management  of  the  funds,  however,  a  startling  fact  appears.     To  cove 
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of  expenditure  over  income  for  a  period  of  three  or  four  years  past,  the 
Tifsstees,  on  the  12th  day  of  January  last,  made  a  further  inroad  upon  the  Endowment 
Fond  of  ^,500,  by  a  transfer  of  this  sum  from  principal  to  income  account. 

The  course  of  expenditure,  which  led  to  this,  would  have  appeared  earlier  to  the 
Stinding  Committee,  but  for  the  fact  that  the  reports  of  previous  years  being  in  the 
foim  of  balance  sheets,  and  showing  the  principal  sum  apparently  unimpaired — cover- 
ing the  excess  of  expenditure  by  loans,  which  it  was  presumed  had  been  paid — 
prevented  the  recogrnition  of  the  fact  that  an  encroachment  u(x>n  the  principal  would 
beanne  necessary.  To  supplement  the  Report  of  the  Treasurer  of  the  College  this 
jar  (for  it  can  scarcely  be  called  a  Report  of  the  Trustees,  since  the  name  of  but 
one  Trustee,  and  he  the  Treasurer,  is  affixed  to  it),  to  supplement  this  report,  a  state- 
Bent  was  obtained  irom  the  President  of  the  College,  in  which  it  appears  that  of 
Ihe  sum  (59,500)  ordered  to  be  transferred  by  the  vote  of  the  Trustees,  56,755.72 
had  been  used  at  the  date  of  the  report  (July  i,  1878),  51,875. 15  has  been  used  since, 
•nd  I  loan  of  5i,ooo  remains  to  be  paid  still,  making  a  total  of  59,630.87,  and  leaving 
|i30.87to  be  still  provided  for.  The  item  51,875. 15,  used  since  the  date  of  the 
Report,  includes  a  loan  of  5i|6ob,  repaid  to  Mr.  Patterson,  which  loan  appears  in  the 
Treasurer's  Report  among  Receipts  from  Miscellaneous  Sources. 

By  the  President's  statement,  there  are  outstanding  liabilities  of  the  College, 
July  1st,  1878,  of  which  no  mention  is  made  in  the  Treasurer's  Report,  of  more  than 
^5i30O»  to  offset  which,  there  is  due  from  Term-pupils,  Foundationers  and  sundries, 
I2418.08,  inventory  of  supplies  on  hand,  5i,554*i5,  ^uid  estimated  value  of  crops  in 
the  ground,  51,548.60.  This  last  item,  and  5561.80  due  from  Foundationers,  since  it 
must  come  from  the  current  year's  income,  may  be  considered  doubtful  assets  with 
which  to  balance  liabilities  now  due. 

In  this  connection,  the  Committee  would  suggest  to  the  Treasurer  the  propriety  of 
adding,  each  year,  to  his  report,  a  schedule,  showing  the  actual  financial  condition  of 
the  College,  its  liabilities  and  assets,  so  as  to  present  clearly  the  exact  state  of  its 
funds. 

In  the  consultation  with  the  President  of  the  College,  a  statement  was  exhibited  to 
the  Committee,  showing  that  the  amount  of  principal  used  during  the  three  and  one- 
half  years,  is  equalled  by  the  amount  expended  for  permanent  improvements  upon  the 
College  and  farm  during  the  same  time,  namely,  in  1875,  ^^"^  water  supply,  to  take 
the  place  of  the  old  and  expensive  process  of  carrying  it  by  wagon,  51,926.55; 
in  1876,  for  water-closets  in  the  building,  to  take  the  place  of  incommodious  and 
unfit  ones  outside,  51,132.06;  excavating  and  building  a  dry -house  and  vegetable 
cellar,  5273.43,  51,405.49;  in  1877,  excavating  for,  and  setting  two  new  steam-boil- 
ers, to  replace  others  that  were  too  small  and  worn  out,  52,350;  extending  house 
sewer  500  feet,  5320.36,  hydrant,  520.08;  laundry  drying  closet,  5326.36,  53,016.80; 
making  a  total  of  improvements  to  the  College  of  56,348.84.  In  1877,  there  was  also 
expended,  in  improvements  and  repairs  upon  the  farm,  to  put  it  in  working  order, 
53,195.53,  making  a  grand  total  of  59,544-37.  To  offset  this  expenditure  upon  the 
farm,  there  are  now  on  hand  stock  and  farm  implements  of  the  value  of  52,448.97. 

Some  of  these  improvements,  it  is  claimed,  are  a  good  investment  of  the  principal, 
as  saving  yearly  outlay  for  labor,  and  others  were  made  necessary  by  the  stripping  of 
the  farm  by  a  tenant  under  a  long  lease.  But,  on  the  other  hand,  the  current  expend- 
iture does  not  seem  to  have  been  lessened  by  these  impTovements,  and  lYi^  niQiXvat^^- 
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ment  that  uses  up  every  dollar  of  income  for  such  current  expenses,  leaving  the  re- 
pairs and  improvements  which  must  be  made  upon  every  property  to  come  froB 
the  principal  sum  of  the  Endowment,  is  a  management  that  makes  the  continuance  oC 
any  business  or  institution  dependant  only  upon  the  length  of  time  the  Endowment 
will  last  to  supply  such  demands. 

The  College  is,  indeed,  put  into  very  handsome  order,  and  all  its  appointments  are 
on  a  very  handsome  scale.  Some  of  them  might  be  thought  luxurious  and  extrava- 
gant, as  a  provision  for  those  who  have  not  had  such  surroundings  in  the  past,  and, 
probably,  are  not  likely  to  have  them  in  their  after  life ;  but  they  would  be  allowed  to 
pass  unchallenged  if  they  were  provided  from  the  current  income  of  the  College. 
But  the  drawing  for  such  things  upon  the  principal  of  the  Endowment,  without  aj^iar- 
ent  saving  in  consequence,  is  a  matter  for  the  severest  censure,  as  it  would  «be  minou 
in  the  management  of  any  estate. 

The  Committee  are  as  well  aware  as  any  one  of  the  difficulty  of  managing  properly 
a  trust  as  large  and  complicated  as  this  is,  in  lx>th  its  possessions  and  their  applia- 
tion,  and  they  sympathize  with  the  Trustees  in  the  burden  of  care  which  the  eflat 
for  its  faithful  administration  must  bring  to  them ;  but  they  cannot  forbear  tlidr 
expression  of  decided  disapprobation  of  a  course  of  management  that  has  diminished 
the  income-producing  capital  of  the  College  from  $164,000  to  $105,000,  in  littk 
more  than  ten  years,  even  though  the  buildings  are  much  more  commodious  and 
well  appointed  now  than  before ;  nor  can  they  suppress  the  gravest  apprehension  dut 
such  an  exhibit  will  produce  most  serious  distrust  of  all  investments  of  money  for 
Church  puqx)ses. 

On  motion,  the  Re|x>rt  of  the  Sub-Committee  was  adopted  as  the  Report  of  the 

Standing    Committee,  and    ordered   to  be  presented  to  the   Convention  with  tlw 

following  resolution : 

Rcsoh'ed^  That,  in  the  judgment  of  the  Standing  Committee,  the  Terra-pupil  department,  at 
De  Vcaux  College,  should  be  discontinued  at  the  close  of  the  current  year,  unless  the  Tnistees  ait 
prepared  to  guarantee  that  no  further  infringement  of  the  principal  shall,  under  any  circumstances, 
be  made. 

Sept.  14,  1878. — The  Committee  met  at  the  Guild-Room,  Buffalo. 

'Ilie  Secretary  was  directed  to  prepare,  and  have  printed,  150  copies  of  a  schedule 
of  offerings  for  the  current  year,  for  distribution  at  the  Council. 

The  Secretary  presented  the  draft  of  the  Annual  Re|X)rt  of  the  meetings  and  official 
acts  of  the  Committee,  which  was  adopted  and  onlered  to  be  presented  to  the  Council. 

All  of  which  is  respectfully  submitted.

The  Rev.  I  v.  B.  \'an  Dyck  moved  the  following  resolution  : 

Rt'sohu'd,  That  the  i)ortion  of  the  Rejwrt  of  the  Standing  Committee  of  the  Diocese 
which  relates  to  De  \'caux  College  be  referred  to  the  Committee  on  the  Report  of  the 
Trustees  of  De  Veaux  College. 
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After  sundry  amendments  and  substitutes,  which  were  lost  and  with- 
drawn, the  resolution  of  the  Rev.  Mr.  Van  Dyck  was  carried. 

Mr.  William  M.  White,  one  of  the  Trustees  of  the  Episcopate 
Fund,  read  the  following  report,  which,  on  his  motion,  was  referred  to 
the  Committee  having  in  charge  the  Report  of  the  Trustees  of  the 
Fund  for  the  Support  of  the  Episcopate : 

Tq  the  Trustees  of  the  Episcopate  Fund  of  the  Diocese  of  Western  New  York  : 

The  undersigned,  "agent  with  power"  of  the  aforesaid  Fund,  would  respectfully 
report: 

That  circumstances  beyond  his  control  have  prevented  him  from  being  able  to  add 
anything  to  the  principal  of  the  Fund  during  the  past  year. 

In  conjunction  with  the  other  Trustees,  the  effort  has  been  earnestly  made  to  make 
the  collections  on  the  assessments  more  thorough  and  complete,  hoping  in  that  way 
to  provide  a  sufficient  sum  for  the  demands  on  the  Fund.  Not  even  these  efforts 
have  been  successful ;  and  you  will  see,  by  the  report  of  your  Treasurer,  that  a 
deficiency  of  nearly  ^50  is  to  be  provided  for,  and  which  is  still  due  the  Bishop. 

The  Diocese  of  Central  Pennsylvania  cuts  off  all  Parishes  in  arrears  on  assessment 
from  representation  in  Convention.  Whether  such  action,  by  the  Convention,  is 
advisable  or  desirable,  is  a  question  for  that  body  to  decide. 

If  the  strong  Parishes  of  the  Diocese  would  assume  their  pro-rata  share  of  the  still 
incomplete  Endowment,  it  would  then  become  practical  to  appeal  to  individuals,  who 
may  be  moved  by  the  Holy  Spirit  to  give  of  their  abundance,  to  the  perpetuation  of 
the  Episcopate,  and  to  become  co-workers  in  Christ's  plan  for  His  Church  on  earth. 

As  it  is,  I  can  see  no  way,  without  the  Church  will  awake  to  the  necessity  and 
realize  the  fact  of  obligations  already  incurred,  and  promises  already  made,  and  with 
the  honesty  demanded  in  the  business  world,  place  the  Endowment  of  the  Episco- 
pate above  and  beyond  all  danger  and  all  want. 

I  place  these  facts  before  you  in  sorrow  and  humility,  asking  you  to  appeal  to  the 
Church,  in  Convention  assembled,  to  provide  for  their  obligations,  their  just  and 
honest  del)ts,  and  charge  them  that  they  see  to  it  that  the  sanctity  of  triist  funds,  for 
which  they  are  responsible,  be  kept  inviolate.  That  the  honesty  of  Christians  shall 
at  least  equal  the  honesty  demanded  and  required  by  those  who  make  no  solemn, 
sacred  professions  of  godliness. 

We  must  place  the  responsibility  where  it  belongs — on  the  Church  in  the  Diocese. 
As  Trustees,  we  cannot  hold  our  offices  and  allow  the  deficiencies  to  go  on  year  after 
year  and  eat  up  the  fund  already  existing.  We  have  insisted  on  the  report  being 
made  yearly  in  the  Convention,  of  the  deficiency,  a  practical  defalcation,  on  the  part 
of  those  in  charge  of  the  Fund ;  and  it  is  impossible  to  honestly  and  honorably  hold 
our  offices  without  such  statement  to  the  Convention,  and  make  them  responsible,  as 
we  are  only  agents  for  them  for  the  Church.  But  till  these  deficiencies  cease — until 
the  Diocese  provides  the  means  for  its  current  expenses,  and  thus  cares  for  the  funds 
entrusted  to  it  for  its  prosperity  and  its  welfare,  and  for  all  time — I  see  no  way  open 
but  infamy  and  disgrace. 
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The  losses  by  shrinkages  and  unforseen  disaster  have  been  very  slight,  and  ha^ 
only  occurred  in  investments  made  prior  to  the  division  of  the  old  Diocese. 

The  deficiencies  have  all  arisen  from  the  failure  of  Parishes  to  pay  their  assesn* 
ments,  and  the  failure  of  the  Convention  to  provide  for  contingencies.  "Tell it 
unto  the  Church  !  "

Council  (the  other  two  accounts  had  already  been  examined  and  certified  toss l^ 
persons  already  ap|K>inted  by  the  Bishop  as  being  correct). 

The  Treasurer's  account  and  vouchers  submitted  have  been  found  to  agree  andtbe 
entire  account  to  be  correct. 

The  Treasurer  of  the  Council  shows  that  his  account,  in  grossy  with  the  Diocese 
has  been  overdrawn  in  the  sum  of  $373.34.  He  further  shows  that  this  defidcnqin 
the  gross  account  has  been  increased  up  to  date  so  as  to  make  the  whole  dcfidcncy 
in  all  funds  coming  into  his  hands  about  $1,000,  which  advance  has  been  principtlly 
caused  by  payments  to  Diocesan  Missionaries,  for  which  payments  there  were  at  the 
lime  no  funds  on  hand. 

The  Committee  also  find  that  there  exists  to-day  a  deficiency  in  the  fund  for  the 
expenses  of  the  General  Convention  of  5308.50 ;  besides  that,  there  is  still  due  to  one 
of  the  clerical  deputies  to  the  CJeneral  Convention  the  sum  of  $50,  voted  to  himbr 
this  Diocese  in  Convention,  but  not  yet  paid. 

The  Treasurer  of  the  Christmas  Fund  informs  us,  and  the  same  appears  fromhis 
report,  that  it  is  neccssar)'  for  the  Churches  to  increase  their  contributions  to  this 
fund,  and  unless  this  is  done,  a  portion  of  the  benefactions  will  have  to  be  with- 
drawn or  the  principal  encroached  upon,  which  alternative  they  positively  decline  to 
resort  to.  Nothing  therefore  remains  but  to  withdraw  a  portion  of  the  benefactions, 
an  event  much  to  be  deplored,  and  constituting  a  strong  appeal  to  the  Parishes  to 
increase  the  fund. 

The  Report  of  the  Trustees  of  the  Parochial  Fund  shows  the  fund  to  be  in  a 
sound  condition,  the  principal  being  satisfactorily  secured.  For  details  we  refer  to 
the  rejMDrt  now  before  the  Council  of  the  Diocese.

The  Committee  to  whom  was  referred  the  Report  of  the  Treasurer  of  the  Episco- 
pate Fund,  respectfully  report : 

That  such  report  shows  a  diminution  of  the  principal  of  the  Fund  during  the  past 
year  in  the  sum  of  $256.  This  diminution  arose  from  a  loss  on  a  sale  of  real  estate, 
bid  in  on  the  foreclosure  of  a  mortgage.  There  has  been  no  encroachment  on  the 
Fund  by  the  Trustees. 

There  has  been  paid  to  the  Bishop,  on  account  of  his  salary,  the  sum  of  $4,588.69, 
leaving  a  balance  due  him  of  $411.31. 

Owing  to  the  fact  that  no  vouchers  have  been  presented  to  us,  except  the  vouchers 
for  taxes,  and  that  the  sources  of  the  various  items  of  income  are  not  fully  given  in 
the  account,  it  is  impossible  for  us  to  report  more  fully  upon  the  account ;  but  we 
have  no  reason  to  doubt  its  correciness.  We  suggest  that  the  same  Committee 
appointed  to  examine  the  securiiies  in  the  hands  of  the  Treasurer  also  audit  and 
pass  upon  his  accounts  and  vouchers  in  the  future.

Resolved^  Therefore,  that  the  Council  of  the  Diocese  of  Western  New  York  deeply 
sympathize  w  iih  the  Church  in  these  Dioceses,  while  called,  in  the  mysterious  Provi- 
dence of  God,  to  drink  these  bitter  waters  of  Marah,  and  that  their  sorrow  is  oar 
sorrow. 

Rewlvedy  That  we  j)romise  our  suffering  brethren  in  the  South  all  the  substantial 
aid  possible  to  l^e  obtained  in  our  respective  Parishes  during  the  continuance  of  the 
scourge,  and  to  forward  the  same  to  the  Bishop  or  President  of  the  Standing  Com- 
mittee of  the  several  afflicted  Dioceses,  and  also  send  up  our  prayers  that  the  pesti- 
lence 1^  soon  stayed. 

Resolved^  That  we  recognize  with  the  highest  admiration  and  respect  the  conduct 
of  the  Clergy  and  the  Sisters  who  have  remained  at  their  posts,  and  have  done  most 
noble,  self-denying  and  perilous  service,  many  of  whom  have  been  prostrated,  and 
some  have  fallen  upon  their  shields  while  Ixittling  with  the  fearful  pestilence.

The  .Standing  Committee  on  the  Cleneral  Theological  Seminary,  and  the  .Society 
for  the  Promotion  of  Religion  and  Learning  in  the  State  of  New  York,  resj>ectfully 
reix)rt : 

In  resj^ect  to  the  first  Institution  named,  they  find  little  of  special  interest  calling 
for  a  rc|)ort  from  them  to  this  Convention.  That  venerable  Seminary  appears  to  go  on 
prosperously  in  its  hlcsscd  work  of  educating  men  for  the  Sacred  Ministry.  The 
numlier  of  students  belonging  to  the  several  classes,  according  to  the  Annual  Report 
of  the  Faculty,  was,  in  June  last,  62.  Of  this  whole  numl)er,  17  belonged  to  the 
senior  class.  15  of  wliom  ha\ing  sustained  a  satisfactory  examination,  were  recom- 
meiKled  by  the  saiil  Faculty  to  the  Board  of  Trustees  for  the  customary  honors  of  the 
Seminary.  Tnno  others,  members  of  the  senior  class,  subsecjuently  received  the  usual 
testimonials.  The  Dean  of  the  Seminary,  the  Rev.  (Jeorge  F.  Seymour,  D.  D.,  having 
Ik'lu  c'/ectcd  to  the  Kpiscopale  ol  v^\e\)\oces»^ol'^^Vx\tv^^\^,\VL.,aILd  having  accepted 
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ihe  same,  presented  to  the  Board  of  Trustees  his  resignation  of  the  offices  which  he  hchl 
in  the  Seminary,  to  take  effect  at  such  lime  as  the  Standing  Committee  of  the  Seminary 
should  please  to  determine.  His  resignation  was  therefore  accepted.  But,  without 
further  detail,  it  must  be  evident  that  an  Institution  like  this,  having  not  only  a  noble 
endowment  but  a  property  in  real  estate  whick,  if  fully  productive,  would,  it  is  alleged, 
furnish  an  income  to  the  extent  of  nearly  one-half  of  what  would  be  necessary  to  carry 
it  on — an  Institution  general  for  the  Church,  not  only  in  name  but  in  fact,  having  a 
body  of  Alumni  numbering  at  the  present  moment  nearly  one-fifth  of  all  the  Clergy 
of  this  Church,  seventeen  of  whom  bear  the  high  office  of  Bishop  in  the  Church  of  God 
— should  awaken  the  interest  of  the  whole  Church  in  its  behalf,  because  its  prosperity 
is  manifestly  and  closely  identified  with  the  growth  and  prosperity  of  the  Church. 

In  respect  to  the  Society  for  the  Promotion  of  Religion  and  Learning,  before  men- 
tioned, your  Committee  have  not  had  before  them  any  data  which  call  for  any 
special  report  at  this  time. 

Your  Committee  find  there  are  two  vacancies  in  the  number  of  Trustees  of  the 

General  Theological  Seminary,  to  which  this  Diocese  is  entitled,  and  recommend  the

The  Rt.  Rev.  the  President  called  the  Council  to  order. 

The  Rev.  Henry  Anstice,  D.  D.,  presented  a  resolution  in  relation 

0  the  importance  of  taking  up  more  frequent  collections  for  Diocesan 
^lissions. 

After  a  somewhat  protracted  discussion  by  the  Rev.  Dr.  Anstice, 
Ax.  D.  M.  Dewey,  the  Rev.  E.  Jay  Cooke,  the  Rev.  J.  A.  Dooris,  the 
lev.  J.  H.  Dennis,  the  Rev.  D.  A.  Bonnar,  the  Rev.  E.  Burke  and 
Ax,  C.  E.  Upton,  the  resolution  of  Dr.  Anstice  was  withdrawn. 

The  Rev.  J.  H.  Barnard  presented  a  resolution  endorsing  the  plan 
f  Mr.  Upton,  in  regard  to  the  work  of  Diocesan  Missions,  which, 
fter  discussion,  was  withdrawn. 

The  Rev.  Albert  Wood  presented  the  following  resolution : 

Resolved^  That  the  rule  of  the  Missionary  Board,  in  respect  to  the  contributions  of 
e  Missionary  Parishes,  is,  in  the  judgment  of  this  Council,  inexpedient,  and  ought 
be  rescinded.

1  the  energetic  prosecution  of  the  Missionary  work,  and. 

Whereas,  The  Representatives  of  the  Diocese,  the  Bishop  and  other  Clergy  and 
aity,  assembled  in  solemn  Council,  have  strongly  expressed  their  views  that,  in  the 
resent  emergency  and  crisis  of  our  Diocesan  Missionary  operations,  special  efforts 
lUst  be  made  by  the  Clergy  to  arouse  the  members  of  their  respective  congregations 
►  a  realizing  sense  of  their  responsibilities  in  the  premises;  therefore,  be  it 

Resolved,  That,  to  this  purpose,  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese  be  requested  to  set 
)rth,  at  large,  in  a  pastoral  letter,  the  needs  of  the  case,  the  duties  of  Clergy  and 
.aity  relating  thereto,  as  well  as  the  Gospel  grounds  on  which  this  duty  stands;  and 
lat  such  pastoral  letter  be  printed  and  sent  to  all  the  Clergy  in  the  Diocese  in  charge 
f  Parishes  or  Missions,  with  injunctions  that  it  be  read  by  them  to  all  the  congrega- 
ons  under  their  charge. 

The  paper  was  ordered  to  be  received,  and,  on  motion,  the  resolu- 
ion  attached  was  unanimously  adopted. 
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Committee  on  Religious  Delusions. 


Mr.  T.  C.  Montgomery  offered  the  following  resolution  : 

Resohedy  That  the  members  of  this  Council  cannot  part  without  expressing  to  our 
Chief  Pastor  and  Right  Reverend  Father  in  God,  the  sincere  satisfaction  and  joy 
with  which  they  have  greeted  him  again  in  his  place  in  this  Council,  after  his  recent 
visit  to  foreign  shores. 

The  resolution,  having  been  put  by  the  Secretary,  was  adopted 
unanimously  by  a  rising  vote. 

After  the  passage  of  the  resolution,  the  Bishop  expressed  his  thanks 
in  warm  and  fatherly  terms — assuring  the  Council  that,  during  his 
absence,  his  beloved  Diocese  had  not  been  out  of  his  thoughts  for  a 
day,  hardly  for  an  hour. 

The  Rev.  Francis  Granger  offered  the  following  amendments  to  the 
Constitution,  which,  on  motion,  were  referred  to  the  Committee  on 
Constitution  and  Canons: 

Resolved^  That  section  two  of  title  three  of  the  Constitution  of  this  Diocese  be 
amended  so  as  to  read  as  follows:  All  the  Clergy  of  the  Diocese,  duly  admitted  by 
the  ecclesiastical  authority  thereof,  who  are  in  regular  standing  in  accordance  with 
the  Constitution  and  Canons  of  this  Diocese  and  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church 
in  the  United  States. 

Resolved^  That  section  three  be  repealed. 

The  Rt.  Rev.  the  President  appointed  a  new  Committee  on  the 
subject  of  Religious  Delusions  in  Western  New  York,  in  order  to 
continue  the  work  of  a  similar  committee  appointed  at  the  last  Annual 
Convention. 

The  Bishop  j)romised  to  aid  the  Committee  in  their  work,  so  far  as  it 
might  lie  in  his  power. 

The  following  gentlemen  were  named  as  members  of  the  Committee:

On  motion  of  the  Rev.  E.  S.  Burford,  the  Council  adopted  the  fol- 
lowing resolutions  unanimously : 

Rt'sohrd,  That  the  thanks  of  this  Council  are  herebv  tendered  to  the  Rector  and 
I^aiiy  of  Christ  Church,  Rochester,  for  the  facilities  oflered  for  the  transaction  of  its 
bu>ines>;  also,  to  the  ladies  and  churchmen  of  this  city,  for  the  generous  hospitality 
cxleiuled  to  its  members. 

Reso/7't'd,  That  the  thanks  of  this  Council  are  hereby  given  to  those  persons  who 
have  conducted  our  prai^e^  \u  such  excellent  and  churchly  music. 
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Resolved,  That  the  thanks  of  this  Council  are  hereby  extended  to  the  Rev.  Dr. 
Bishop,  Secretary,  and  to  the  Rev.  D.  A.  Bonnar,  Assistant  Secretary,  for  the  thorough 
and  effective  discharge  of  their  onerous  duties. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  B.  C.  Williams,  it  was 

Resolved,  That  one  thousand  copies  of  the  Journal  be  ordered  to  be  printed  by  the 
Secretary,  and  that  five  copies  be  sent  to  every  Parish,  for  distribution  in  the  same, 
and  that  the  remainder  of  the  copies  be  placed  in  charge  of  the  Registrar  of  the 
Diocese. 

On  motion  of  the  Rev.  Dr.  Anstice,  the  reading  of  the  minutes  was 
dispensed  with,  and  submitted  to  the  Bishop  and  Secretary  to  be 
prepared  for  the  printer. 

There  being  no  further  business  before  the  Council,  after  a  few  part- 
ing words  by  the  Bishop,  the  Clergy  and  Laity  united  with  him  in  the 
singing  of  the  Gloria  in  Excelsis  and  in  the  closing  prayers,  when 
the  Forty-first  Council  of  the  Diocese  of  Western  New  York  was 
declared  to  be  adjourned  sine  die.

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THE  BISHOP'S  ADDRESS 


TO    THE    FORTY-FIRST  ANNUAL    COUNCIL. 


My  Reverend  Brethren,  and  Brethren  the  Lay  Deputies: 

After  a  summer  in  Europe  I  bless  God  I  am  again  in  my  Diocese 
and  surrounded  by  its  Clergy  and  Deputies  in  Council.     In  spite  of 
some  untoward  circumstances,  God  has  enabled  me  to  reach  you  at  the 
opening  of  your  sessions,  and  to  take  my  seat,  as  your  President, 
before  proceeding  to  my  own  roof.     I  have  done  as  you  desired  me  to 
do  at  your  last  meeting  ;  have  shared  in  the  important  deliberations  of 
the  Lambeth  Conference  and  borne  my  part  in  the  many  contingent 
labours  which  it  devolved  on  its  members.     From  those  scenes  and 
fraternal  counsels,  which  I  trust  were  not  forgotten  in  your  prayers,  I 
come  to  you  again,  refreshed  and  strengthened  in  heart  and  mind. 
For  a  little  longer  I  pray  the  Lord  to  spare  my  life  and  to  give  me 
grace  to  serve  you  with  powers  and  faculties  which  have  been  not  a 
little  stimulated,  perhaps  enlarged,  by  what  I  have  seen  and  heard. 
Let   me  devoutly  acknowledge  God's   goodness  to  me  on   my  two 
passages  over  the  Atlantic,  and  particularly  for  the  exceptional  blessing 
which  has  enabled  me  to  meet  you  here  with  punctuality.     To  a  very 
able  shipmaster*  and  an  excellent  corps  of  officers,  with   the  thor- 
oughly disciplined   crew   of  a  **  Cunarder,'*   I   recognize   my   great 
obligations;   but  all  under  Him  who  walked  upon  the  seas,  and  who 
sent  His  angel  to  be  with  St.  Paul  in  the  ship.     I  felt  last  week  the 
force  of  that  collect  which  fell  so  appropriately  as  the  collect  for  its 
successive  days.     It  fully  expresses  those  laws  of  the  divine  love  on 
which  a  Christian  should  throw  himself  in  all  emergencies:   those  laws 

*  Captain  Hoseason  of  \he  Sxhcvia, 
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by  which  wc  receive,  in  answer  to  filial  entreaties,   *MTiore  than  we 
desire  or  deserve;" — ''good  things  which  we  are  not  worthy  to  ask 
but  through  the  merits  and  mediation,"  of  our  Saviour,  Jesus  Christ. 
I  meet  you  once  more ;  but  not  all  whom  I  have  been  accustomed 
to  meet  are  here  present.     Dr.  Van  Ingen's  hoary  head  is  missing,  and 
his  absence  is  felt  by  all,  as  the  absence  of  one  second  in  ability  and 
in  the  record  of  services  to  few,  if  any,  of  his  brethren.      Of  his 
younger  brethren,  the  Rev.  G.  A.  Mueller,  who  is  also  among  the 
departed,  had  not  many  equals  in  the  Diocese,  in  respect  of  attain- 
ments as  a  scholar,  while  as  a  clergyman  he  was  sincerely  devoted  to 
his  work.     It  delights  me  to  bear  witness  to  the  worth  and  piety  of 
such  servants  of  God ;  but  I  have  so  fully  done  this,  on  other  occa- 
sions, in  honouring  the  memories  of  these  excellent  brethren,  that  I 
have  less  occasion  to  regret  the  brief  notice  I  must  give  at  this  time  to 
their  beloved  names.      Of  our  deceased  laity,  I  can  only  mention  as 
forcibly  recurring  to  my  mind  at  this  time,  and  demanding  a  passing 
tribute  of  grateful  recollection,  the  names  of  Phelps  and  Hollister,  and 
Chamberlayne  and  Bird,  all  of  whom  have  been  useful  and  valuable 
men  in  the  Diocese. 

Though  my  absence  makes  this  an  imperfect  year,  as  regards  Dioce- 
san work,  my  spring  visitations  were  completed  when  I  left  the  Diocese 
for  my  voyage.  But  a  considerable  number  of  parishes  have  been 
waiting,  I  fear  somewhat  impatiently,  for  services  now  over-due,  and 
which  I  shall  gladly  make  speed  to  render.  When  I  left  I  had  already 
confirmed  six  hundred  and  fifty,  and  in  Paris  I  confirmed  a  class  of 
twelve  besides,  in  the  Church  of  the  Holy  Trinity.  In  all,  the  num- 
ber of  these  confirmations  is  664.  I  have  ordained  one  deacon  and 
one  priest.  Twelve  clergymen  have  been  received  and  nine  dismissed 
to  other  Dioceses.  The  whole  number  of  our  clergy  is  104.  I  have 
laid  one  corner  stone,  and  performed  many  other  Episcopal  duties  of 
which  the  full  record  will  be  prepared  for  your  journal.  My  pastoral 
visitations  have  been  continued,  according  to  circumstances,  in  divers 
parts  of  the  Diocese,  and  I  have  continued  my  labours  in  Christ  Chapel, 
in  the  city  of  Buffalo,  giving  regular  ministrations  to  its  congregation, 
when  not  engaged  elsewhere.  I  am  not  without  hope  that  I  may  now 
be  permitted  to  resign  this  si)ecial  charge  and  to  render  more  frequent 
aid  to  other  churches  and  missions  in  Buffalo  and  its  vicinity.  To 
strengthen  our  centres,  in  every  county,  is  the  dictate  of  common 
sense :     it    is    for    the    common   good,  when   such   chief    points    in 
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the  Diocese  are  made  strong  points.  **The  advance  of  the 
Gospel,"  says  an  able  writer,*  speaking  of  its  primitive  success,  "was 
effected  by  strengthening  and  gradually  enlarging  the  Churches  already 
planted."  In  Buffalo,  and  Rochester  more  especially,  the  growth  and 
development  of  all  the  Churches  is  essential  to  the  prosperity  of  the 
Diocese. 

A  year  of  continued  commercial  and  financial  embarrassments, 
extending  through  the  country  and  even  through  the  world,  has, 
naturally,  been  felt  in  all  our  Diocesan  interests.  Yet  it  is  ray  convic- 
tion that  we  magnify  this  source  of  difficulties  unreasonably,  when  w« 
ascribe  to  it  our  feeble  contributions  to  the  work  of  Christ  and  Hb 
Church.  In  many  years  you  have  made  wealth  rapidly,  and  thousands 
among  us  have  become  affluent,  as  if  by  the  magic  of  those  purses  and 
lamps  of  fortune  of  which  we  read  in  Oriental  fables.  In  those  days 
did  we  give  commensurately?  I  fear  not.  We  feel  poor  only  because 
we  are  not  rapidly  accumulating;  but  few  of  us  are  without  that  kind 
of  abundance  which  would  be  counted  wealth  in  many  countries,  and 
all  of  us  could  give  more  by  a  little  self-denial.  I  entreat  the  reverend 
clergy  to  press  these  truths  upon  consciences,  and  I  ask  the  laity  here 
present  to  make  themselves  examples  to  others,  in  cordially  accepting 
and  acting  upon  such  counsels  from  their  pastors. 

Forced  to  prepare  my  annual  address  at  a  distance  from  many  of 
my  pa[)ers  and  memoranda,*!"  I  can  give  you  only  a  very  imperfect  com- 
mentary upon  some;  of  our  chief  Diocesan  interests.     The  efforts  of 
Mr.  White  to  increase  the  Episcopal  Fund  has  met  with  some  solid 
encouragement,  but  it  is  attended  with  difficulties  which  will,  for  some 
time,  delay  the  accomplishment  of  his  purposes.    Let  me  again  entreat 
the  wealthy  members  of  the  Diocese  to  remember  this  fund  in  their 
wills.     It  is  a  most  graceful  form  of  beneficence  because  it  expresses 
to  a  whole  Diocese,  as  it  were  from  the  grave  itself,  a  lasting  interest 
in  its  prosperity.     And  here  let  me  make  a  i)ersonal  acknowledgment 
to  those  beneficent  men,  who,  entirely  unprompted  by  me,  made  up 
a  liberal  purse  to  enable  me  to  go  abroad.     I  had  resolved  not  to  avail 
myself  of  your  vote  of  last  year,  authorizing  me  to  draw  upon  your 
treasury  for  the  payment  of  necessary  expenses.     I  felt  that  the  strin- 
gency of  the  timc^  was  such  as  to  make  this  undesirable.     But  when

lividuals  generously  took  upon  themselves  to  do  what  the  whole 
3cese  had  undertaken,  they  became  the  common  benefactors  of  the 
ocese  and  of  its  Bishop.  God  bless  them.  Daily  have  I  remem- 
red  them  and  theirs,  and  I  trust  the  Lord  has  heard  my  prayers  and 
II  reward  them  abundantly  in  mind,  body  and  estate. 
We  are  now  about  to  enter  upon  the  practical  use  of  an  amended 
nstitution,  and  the  canons  must  be  brought  into  harmony  with  its 
©visions.  I  trust  the  revised  code  is  ready  for  action,  and  I  shall 
yo  direct  your  attention  to  the  two  canons  which  I  placed  upon  your 
iirnal  last  year — one  of  them  in  reference  to  marriage  and  the  other 
gulating  the  record  of  communicants. 

The  death  of  the  energetic  and  untiring  Van  Ingen  has,  I  fear,  de- 
ived  us  of  any  report  upon  the  religious  delusions  and  impostures 
lich  marked  the  early  history  of  Western  New  York.  He  was  emi- 
ntly  fitted  to  preside  over  the  able  committee  which  I  appointed  on 
is  subject,  and  which  I  trust  you  will  encourage  me  to  appoint  again. 
I  w^as  surprised  to  be  told  in  England  that  authentic  information 
I  such  points  would  be  very  useful,  as  some  of  these  delusions  have 
read  from  the  borders  of  the  Erie  Canal  to  the  coal-pits  of  Newcastle 
d  the  manufactories  of  Manchester.  Wherever  ignorance  and  vice 
tound,  there,  of  course,  superstition  finds  its  element,  and  there  any 
rm  of  fanaticism  and  imposture  may  spread  like  a  pestilence.  Let 
e  awful  religious  destitution  in  which  such  abominations  as  those 

Mormonism  and  the  Oneida  Community  must  have  originated 
ompt  us  to  think  more  of  those  missionary  efforts  which,  I  trust,  are 
ndering  the  further  progress  of  such  delusions  impossible. 
You  will  expect  me  to  say  something  of  the  Lambeth  Conference 
id  of  my  observations  in  England.  I  am  greatly  encouraged  by  what 
have  seen  of  the  growth  and  power  of  the  Church  in  England  since 
last  visited  it  in  1870.  The  changes  are  very  striking,  and  generally 
r  the  better.  The  extreme  factions  which  make  so  much  noise,  ap- 
;ar  to  me. as  nothing  in  comparison  with  the  strong  good  sense  and 
actical  character  of  what  is  general  and  predominant.     The  Church 

England  is  a  very  great  and  powerful  element  in  the  national  life. 

is  everywhere  felt,  like  the  air,  even  when  unobserved.  It  is  so 
)und  up  with  all  that  is  English  that  I  do  not  see  how  it  can  be  sev- 
ed  from  its  old  relations  with  the  state,  except  by  a  revolution  in 
hich  England  itself  must  perish.  It  will  be  England  no  longer  when 
le  Church  ceases  to  be  what  it  has  ever  been  in  the  history  of  the  past. 
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It  is  not  an  **  established  '*  church  ;  rather  it  has  established  everything 
else  in  England.  It  is  the  historical  religion  of  the  nation,  which  for 
a  time  was  reduced  to  Romish  bondage,  but  which  recovered  its  ancient 
liberties  in  the  sixteenth  century.  It  is  so  entwined  and  bound  up, 
root  and  branch,  with  all  that  has  grown  up  under  its  shadow,  that  to 
uproot  it  will  be  to  uproot  the  National  Constitution.  I  do  not  think 
it  so  probable  as  I  did,  that  a  revolution  will  come  in  our  time.  For 
England's  sake,  I  trust  not;  yet,  for  the  Church's  sake,  we  in  America 
can  feel  no  apprehensions.  We  know  how  much  better  it  is,  for  us, 
that  we  enjoy  an  entire  freedom  of  action  ;  and  for  the  loss  of  this  no 
nursing  care  of  princes  would  be  any  compensation. 

Again,  I  am  encouraged  to  believe  that  we  have  less  to  fear  than  I 
had  supposed,  from  the  vagaries  of  the  new  infidelity.  The  **  scientific  " 
infidels,  so  called,  have  done  their  little  worst,  and  scientific  truth  finds 
its  vindication  in  the  treatises,  not  only  of  clergymen,  but  of  genuine 
men  of  science. 

I  wish  I  had  time  to  speak  at  length  of  the  many  active  agencies 
which  the  Church  of  England  is  multiplying  for  work  among  the 
people.  The  '*  Church  of  England  Temperance  Society"  has  been 
organized  on  principles  which  are  sure  of  successful  results,  if  they  be 
strictly  adhered  to.  They  are  precisely  such  as  on  several  occasions  I 
have  commended  from  this  chair.  Enforcing  temperance  on  all,  and 
abstinence  on  all  who  are  inclined  to  indulgence,  it  wrestles  with  the 
demon  of  strong-drink  by  providing  home-like  retreats  for  the  j)eople, 
with  wholesome  beverages  and  the  diversion  of  music  and  singing. 
To  create  such  rivals  to  the  gin-shop,  and  to  enlist  the  rich  in  friendly 
efforts  to  improve  the  homes  of  the  poor,  is  far  more  likely  to  secure 
a  good  result  than  the  mere  circulation  of  pledges,  and  the  enforce- 
ment of  crude  ideas  of  duty  by  impassioned  declamation.  Let  others 
do  good  in  other  ways ;  but  let  us  not  be  ashamed  to  adopt  the  less 
popular,  but  more  logical,  course,  which  gives  us  reason  to  hope  for 
permanent  reformation  among  all  classes.  Let  us  be  cautious  in  exact- 
ing the  exceptional  vow  of  a  Nazarite  from  all  sorts  and  conditions  of 
men,  who  cannot  all  be  expected  to  keep  it,  and  who  commit  a  two- 
fold sin  when  they  become  alike  false  to  their  pledge  and  unrestrained 
in  the  use  of  liquors.  I  would  welcome  as  friends  of  temj^rance  all 
who  are  willing  to  cooperate  in  a  good  work,  leaving  to  their  own 
consciences  the  question  of  total  abstinence.  Should  they  fail  to 
observe  God's  laws  of  sobriety  and  exemplary  self-restraint,  let  them  be 
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ut  off  in  disgrace.  The  time  has  come  when  all  good  citizens  should 
«  enlisted  in  efforts  to  suppress  dram-shops,  and  to  substitute  gardens 
ind  healthful  places  of  resort,  to  cheer  the  lives  of  the  poor,  and  to 
>romote  health  and  cleanliness  in  their  homes. 

This  awakening  of  the  public  conscience,  in  England,  to  the  work 
>f  reformation  as  regards  the  vice  of  drunkenness,  is  only  one  of 
innumerable  tokens  of  an  earnest  spirit  and  of  true  zeal  in  behalf  of 
the  ignorant  and  wretched.  Such  is  genuine  Christianity.  Till  we 
labour,  every  one  of  us,  by  example  and  personal  exertion,  to  uproot 
vice  and  to  purify  society,  in  all  classes,  we  sing  hymns  and  patter 
prayers  to  little  purpose. 

In  turning  to  the  subject  of  the  Lambeth  Conference,  I  reproduce 
what  I  have  already  said  in  an  English  periodical —  The  Foreign 
Chronicle — at  the  request  of  its  editor. 

The  Lambeth  Conference  of  1878  is  an  accomplished  fact,  and, 
like  many  other  important  and  lasting  historical  events,  it  has  been  a 
very  quiet  and  unostentatious  gathering.  The  attention  of  the  great 
world  has  been  turned  elsewhere ;  but  another  generation  may  look 
back  to  the  sessions  of  this  informal  synod  as  marking  the  beginning 
of  an  ecclesiastical  era  fraught  with  the  largest  blessings  to  mankind. 
I  venture  to  believe  that  such  will  be  the  case. 

It  has  placed  the  Church  of  England  in  a  new  light  before  the  eyes 
of  many  thoughtful  men  ;  for  whereas  clever  men  have  said  and  argued 
interminably  that  she  is  but  the  creature  of  the  State,  and  cannot  live 
without  it,  here  is  the  patent  fact  that  she  is  part  and  parcel  of  a  great 
communion  that  lives  and  flourishes  in  circumstances  the  most  widely 
different — part  of  a  communion  that  sends  its  Bishops  from  all  quarters 
of  the  globe,  under  the  gentle  influence  of  moral  and  spiritual  rela- 
tions, to  congregate  about  the  chair  of  her  Primate,  and  to  acknowl- 
edge the  dignity  of  his  position  as  Primus  inter  Pares,  on  purely 
Scriptural  and  primitive  grounds,  without  any  surrender  of  personal  or 
3fficial  independence.  Such  an  assembly  of  Prelates  could  not  excite 
the  fears  of  States  and  princes ;  it  did  not  meet  to  create  new  dogmas 
md  to  narrow  the  conditions  of  Christ's  redemption  as  applied  to  the 
salvation  of  sinners ;  it  made  no  war  upon  modern  society,  proscribed 
no  form  of  human  progress,  fulminated  no  anathemas  against  science, 
and,  in  fact,  sat  only  to  promote  ''quietness,  peace  and  love  among 
all  Christian  people.  * '  Hence  it  was  not  formidable ;  but  who  can 
deny  that  it  was  all  the  more  worthy  of  chief  shepherds  and  ministers 
of  the  Prince  of  Peace  ?  In  short  who  can  deny  tVvat  tVv^'^  m^t  to  ^o 
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what  Christ  made  it  their  business  to  do;  and  not  to  meddle  with 
things  which  alike  in  many  precepts,  and  by  His  consistent  example, 
He  Himself  forbade  them  to  regard  as  their  domain. 

The  resume  of  the  work  of  the  Conference  which  has  been  given  to 
the  public  must  satisfy  all  that  it  was  an  eminently  practical  assembly, 
and  that  it  has  reduced  many  practical  matters  to  system  and  order 
which  were  previously  **at  loose  ends.*'  In  short,  one  sees  unquestion- 
able ^W7£'/// /  there  is  a  genuine  development  of  unity  for  definite  and 
legitimate  purposes,  and  great  principles  are  brought  into  view  in  sud 
wise  that  legislation  in  all  parts  of  this  great  communion  must  neces- 
sarily be  harmonized  by  it,  or  at  least  guarded  against  conflicting  and 
mischievous  results. 

And  just  here  I  see  something  so  legitimate,  indicating  the  growth 
of  synodical  unity,  that  a  word  may  be  given  to  it.  In  the  history  of 
Councils,  even  of  some  which  aimed  to  be  considered  CEcumenical, 
we  find  a  reference  to  the  subsequent  action  of  the  Churches  represented, 
as  that  without  which  their  labours  could  not  be  accepteil  as  of  any 
canonical  force  or  significance.  From  the  very  first,  a  universal 
reception  and  ratification  of  synodical  action  was  the  test  of  its  Catho- 
licity ;  such  reception  being  entirely  free  and  uninfluenced  by  any 
suj)rcmc  authority  connected  with  any  one  See  or  portion  of  the 
Church.  VV^hat,  then,  does  it  really  signify,  in  the  present  condition 
of  the  Churches  which  were  represented  at  Lambeth  by  their  chief 
pastors,  that  these  met  for  **  Conference,''  and  not  for  legislation? 
Even  had  they  legislated,  their  action  must  have  gone  forth,  awaiting 
ratification  by  all  the  Churches,  before  it  could  have  had  the  force  of 
law. 

" Krrat  longc,  mca  quidem  scntentia,

Without  the  form  of  statutes  and  ordinances  many  results  of  this 
Conference  will  go  down  to  hundreds  of  Dioceses  and  Missions,  and 
will  grow  into  local  canons  and  constitutions  during  the  next  decade; 
or  possibly,  after  reviewal  and  experiment,  will  be  modified  or  reje<:ted. 
Thus  there  will  be  growth  and  ripening,  and  the  laws  of  widely  separ- 
ated Cluirches  will  be  harmonized,  and  there  must  follow  a  very  strik- 
ing illustration  of  the  Apostle's  language:   **  From  whom  (Christ)  the 
whole  body  fitly  joined  together,  and  comjxicted  by  that  which  ever)' 
joint  siipplieth,  according  to  the  effectual  working  in  the  measure  of 
every  j)art,  makcth  increase  of  the  hod}\  unto  the  edifying  of  itself,  in 
love." 
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It  will  be  seen  that  the  little  which  has  been  reported  and  sent  forth 
the  Churches  on  **the  best  mode  of  maintaining  union,'*  represents 
great  amount  of  thought  and  much  reference  to  underlying  Catholic 
ws.  The  discussion  of  those  fundamental  principles  in  such  a  Con- 
rence,  and  the  final  unanimity  of  a  hundred  Diocesan  and  Missionary 
[shops  in  proclaiming  them,  imply  a  great  advance  in  practical  Catho- 
:ity.  The  entire  schedule,  then,  stands  out  in  the  same  way  as  evi- 
?nce  of  much  deliberation  and  of  general  consent  with  reference  to 
atters,  some  of  them  very  difficult  and  delicate,  all  of  which  are  now 
:cupying  the  minds  of  those  who  frame  the  local  laws  of  the  Churches, 
id  who  are  thus  greatly  aided,  as  well  as  guided,  in  their  responsible 
sk.     The   utterances   of  the   Conference  on    the  vext  questions   of 

• 

Ritual  and  Confession ' '  are,  like  the  ancient  Catholic  decisions,  very 
rief  and  very  temperate;  but  how  much  they  imply  as  the  unanimous 
Dice  and  testimony  of  these  experienced  Chief  Pastors  of  so  many 
hurches,  and  how  forcibly  they  bear  witness  to  the  moderation  of  their 
ebates,  and  to  the  guidance  of  the  Holy  Spirit  in  their  conclusions ! 
6  any  reflecting  mind  it  cannot  but  be  evident  that  the  work  done  at 
ambeth  has  been  real  work,  and  that  if  much  has  been  left  undone 
hich  was  eagerly  desired,  it  is  because  a  Providential  Power  has  been 
It  in  the  Conference,  permitting  it  to  go  "thus  far,  and  no  further,'* 
id  impressing  all  with  the  conviction  that  "  the  strengthening  of  things 
lat  remain"  is  better  than  efforts  to  grasp  the  unattainable,  and  that, 
)ove  all  things,  fervent  charity  and  the  promotion  of  true  Christian 
lity  and  concord  are  to  be  sought  as  the  great  conditions  on  which . 
od  may  be  humbly  looked  to,  to  accomplish  what  is  wanting. 
And  surely  it  is  not  easy  to  over-estimate  the  gain  which  has  been  in- 
ired  by  the  successful  gathering  and  dissolving  of  this  second  Lambeth 
onference.  Had  any  **root  of  bitterness,"  springing  up,  troubled  us 
id  led  to  disasterous  issues,  the  enemy  would  have  triumphed  indeed, 
s  it  is,  the  popular  mind  is  educated  to  accept  this  new  order  of  things 
5  a  reality,  and  to  acknowledge  the  immense  growth,  in  every  element 
f  power,  of  Anglo-Catholic  Christendom.  It  is  felt  that  this  great 
Dmmunion  is  in  harmony  with  the  universal  activities  of  humanity; 
lat  it  bears  witness  to  unchanging  truth,  but  enlarges  and  enfranchises 
itellect,  delights  in  the  spread  of  knowledge  and  stimulates  the  spirit 
f  invention  and  discovery.  It  is  seen  that  the  English-speaking  race 
as  one  normal  type  of  Christianity,  at  once  new  and  old,  which  has 
o  rival,  and  can  have  none,  in  the  respect  it  inspires  and  the  deference 
:  must  command  among  all  Christians  of  the  same  speech  and  of  km- 
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dred  nationalities.  And  it  is  seen,  moreover,  that  the  able  minds  of 
other  races  and  of  other  languages  are  daily  more  and  more  impressed 
with  the  forms  in  which  this  Anglican  Catholicity  is  reproducing  the 
Catholicity  of  the  first  and  purest  ages.  When  the  great  doors  of  St. 
Paul's  Cathedral  were  thrown  open,  and  that  long  file  of  successors  of 
the  Apostles  i)assed  uj)  the  nave,  singing  **The  Church's  One  Founda- 
tion," it  must  have  struck  cilery  heart  that  there  was  here  something 
suggestive  o{ yet  more  to  eome ;  something  for  which  Andrewes  and  his 
great  contemporaries  supplicated  not  in  vain,  though  the  answer  has 
been  long  delayed;  and  something  which  of  itself  annihilates  the 
theory  of  mere  essayists  and  politicians  that  this  Church  is  a  local 
society  which  acts  of  Parliament  can  essentially  modify  or  overpower. 

The  Prelates  who  there  knelt  together  to  receive  the  blessed  Sacra- 
ment of  the  Body  and  Blood  of  their  Master,  Christ,  have  separated,  and 
are  already  seeking  again  their  fields  of  labour  far  and  wide  through  all  the 
world.     But  they  know  one  another ;  their  confidence  in  each  other  is 
enlarged ;  they  love  one  another,  and  feel  every  one  his  brother's  wants 
and  difficulties  as  never  before ;  they  respect  one  another,  and  feel  the 
immense  influence  and  power  they  possess  in  the  unity  of  their  Episco- 
pate.    And  if  it  be  a  spirit  like  this  which  is  required  by  the  fundamental 
precept  of  brotherly-love,  we  may  venture  to  l)elieve  that  the  Lambeth 
Conference  has  secured  a  blessing  from  Him  who  has  taught  us  ''how 
good  and  how  pleasant  it'  is  for  brethren  to  dwell  together  in  unity." 
The  next  Lambeth  Conference  maybe  convened  in  very  different  circum- 
stances, and  for  more  definite  action  ;  and  then  it  will  be  seen  that  in 
making  His  servants  to  act  and  think  together,  and  to  look  **  every  one 
on  the  things  of  others,"  as  well  as  his  own,  (iod  has  been  preparing  the 
Church  for  all  possible  contingencies,  and  perhaps  to  restore  the  visible 
unity  of  the  whole  Church  of  Christ. 

In  conclusion,  my  beloved  brethren,  let  me  thank  you  for  the  cor- 
dial welcome  you  have  given  to  your  Bishop,  and  let  me  invoke  your 
prayers  and  efforts  in  his  behalf,  to  render  his  future  ministry  among 
you  more  fruitful  than  it  has  been  hitherto.  What  can  a  Bishop  do 
without  hearty,  filial  cooperation  on  the  part  of  those  who  believe  in 
the  divine  origin  of  his  office,  and  who  must  give  account  of  their 
relations  to  it,  whether  as  hinderers  or  helpers?  By  God's  blessing  1 
will  try  to  deserve  your  affectionate  and  kindly  interest  in  all  my 
labours.  I  feel,  solemnly,  the  religious  condition  of  our  country,  and 
the  Church's  duty  to  our  countrymen.     We  contend  with  gigantic 
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ulties;  we  have  had  chastisements  and  humiliations  which  ought 
ake  us  meek  and  lowly,  like  the  Master.  Surely  we  ought  to 
>t  the  lessons  of  humility  which  He  has  given  us.  But,  as  to  my 
dence  in  the  Church's  Mission,  **none  of  these  things  move  me." 
'  increase,  rather,  my  firm  belief  in  His  presence  with  us,  who  said 
1  ancient  diocese,  **  As  many  as  I  love  I  rebuke  and  chasten;  be 
•us,  therefore,  and  repent."  Oh,  that  we  may  take  such  words  to 
rives,  each  one  in  his  place.  Let  us  be  less  conformed  to  this 
i,  and  may  God  revive  His  own  work  among  us.  I  do  not  expect 
re  to  see,  w^hat  I  love  to  work  for,  the  final  triumph  of  Primitive 
stianity  in  this  land.  But  never,  for  a  moment,  have  I  doubted 
this  Church  has  been  planted  in  this  Republic,  *Mike  a  grain  of 
ard-seed,"  to  become  a  great  tree.  In  some  form  of  noble  devel- 
lent  it  must  be  found  the  ark  of  safety  to  our  countrymen.  Let 
ork  on,  as  Christ  commands,  and  leave  the  result  to  His  Provi- 
e  and  His  Love.

CD.)    MISSIONARY  BOARD. 


(i.)     Report. 

To  the  Convention  of  the  Diocese  of  Western  Nero  York  : 

The  Missionary  Board  respectfully  report  that  the  number  of  Missionaries  under 
appointment  at  the  beginning  of  the  Conventional  Year  was  twenty-two.  Of  these, 
fourteen  have  continued  at  their  posts,  two  have  been  transferred,  six  have  resigned, 
three  new  appointments  have  been  made,  so  that  the  present  number  in  the  field  is 
nineteen,  officiating  statedly  at  twenty-seven  stations,  as  may  be  seen  by  list  of  appoint- 
ments hereto  appended.  There  have  been  several  of  the  Clergy,  in  addition  to  the 
above  named,  engaged  in  the  Missionary  field  for  temporary  work. 

The  receipts  of  the  Treasurer  from  collections  in  the  .self-supporting  Parishes  have 
amounted  to  only  53,141.57,  being  a  decrease  of  income  from  the  figures  of  last  year 
of  over  $400  from  this  source.  No  contribution  has  been  received  from  Mayville, 
Christ  Chapel,  Buffalo,  S.  Luke's,  Buffalo,  Dansville,  Medina,  Clyde  or  Warsaw; 
while  from  many  others  but  a  single  collection  has  been  forwarded.  There  has  been, 
however,  a  large  increase,  amounting  to  over  $1,600,  in  the  receipts  from  the  Mission- 
ary Stations  themselves  under  the  operation  of  the  new  system  under  which  the 
Board  is  now  conducting  its  work,  and  which  was  explained  in  the  last  Annual 
Report.  The  income  of  the  treasury  from  all  .sources  was  for  the  first  quarter  $2,680.68 ; 
for  the  second,  $3,533.30;  for  the  third,  $4,303.18;  and  for  the  fourth,  $2,240.68; 
making  the  total  receipts  for  the  year,  $12,757.84.  Of  this  amount,  $3,141.57  was 
derived  from  collections  in  the  self-supporting  Parishes,  $1,053.64  from  interest  on 
the  Permanent  Fund,  and  $8,562.63  from  the  Missionary  Parishes  and  Stations. 
There  has  been  expended  during  the  current  year  in  the  Missionary  work  $13,147.21. 
Adding  the  over-draft  remaining  from  last  year,  $392.51,  and  deducting  the  gross 
receipts  above  reported,  $12,757.84,  there  remains  an  over-draft,  Sept.  i,  1878,  of 
S781.88. 

That  a  continued  lack  of  interest  in  the  Missionary  work  obtains  among  many  of  the 
Clergy  and  Lait^  of  the  Diocese  is  painfully  evident.     A  remedy  ioi  v\i\s,\Tv  ^?l\\.,tcv;5c^ 
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possibly  be  found  by  making  members  of  the  Board  more  strictly  representatives  of 
local  sentiment  and  interest,  and  by  affording  scope  for  the  development  of  these  by 
stated  convocations  at  the  local  centers.  The  welfare  of  the  Diocese  at  least  de- 
mands earnest  attention  to  this  all  important  Missionary  work,  and  this  Board  urgendy 
suggests  the  need  of  such  consideration  of  new  plans  and  methods  as  to  this  G>andl 
may  seem  well  adapted  to  secure  increased  efficiency  and  general  interest  in  the 

work .

'e  Forty  fir  St  Anftual  Council  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Churchy  in  the  Dio- 
ese  of  Western  New  York  : 

e  Trustees  of  the  De  Veaux  College  for  Orphan  and  Destitute  Children,  in 
ance  of  their  Charter,  respectfully  submit  this,  their  Report,  for  the  year  ending 
30,  1878. 

the  30th  day  of  June,  1878,  the  funds  of  the  Institution  consisted  of  $1 14,985.21 
incipal  yielding  income,  which  funds  are  invested  in,  and  consist  of.  Bonds  and 
jages,  Stock,  Land  Contracts,  and  Cash  awaiting  investment  {v.  Schedule  A, 
ted). 

e  domain  of  the  Institution  consists  of  three  hundred  and  sixty-four  -^^^  acres 
nd,  on  which  the  College  edifice  and  other  buildings  necessary  to  its  manage- 
are  situated.     Two  hundred  and  one  -^^^  acres  are  under  cultivation. 
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Sales  of  real  estate  to  the  amount  of  one  hundred  and  twenty-five  dollars  ($125.0 
have  been  made  during  the  past  year,  and  the  proceeds  thereof  are  embraced  in  tl 
above  statement  of  interest-bearing  funds  {v.  Schedule  A,  annexed).  The  real  cstai 
held  for  sale,  exclusive  of  the  domain,  is  estimated  to  be  worth  sixteen  thousand  do 
lars  ($16,000.00). 

On  the  1 2th  of  January,  1878,  the  Board  of  Trustees,  on  the  report  and  recon 
mendation  of  its  Executive  Committee — previously  ordered  to  consider  the  matter- 
authorized  and  directed  the  ap])ropriation  from  principal  of  ninety-five  hundred  do 
lars  ($9,500.00)  to  replace  in  current  income  |:hat  amount  which  had  been  wit! 
drawn,  or  raised,  on  the  joint  and  several  notes  of  the  Executive  Committee,  an 
expended  on  permanent  improvements,  from  July  i,  1875,  to  Jan.  i,  1878,  as  s« 
forth  in  Schedule  B.,  hereto  annexed.  Of  said  amount,  six  thousand  seven  hundre 
and  fifty-five  ^^^  dollars  ($6,755.72)  have  been  applied  pursuant  to  the  terms  of  sai 
resolution  (7'.  Schedule  A,  annexed),  leaving  a  balance  to  l)e  so  applied  of  tw 
thousand  seven  hundred  and  forty-four  ^^^  dollars  ($2,744.28)  {v.  Schedule  1 
annexed). 

The  considerations  moving  the  Board  of  Trustees  to  the  foregoing  action  may  1 
briefly  stated  as  follows: 

I.  The  College  water  supply  has  been  a  grave  expense,  necessitating  the  ket 
ing  of  a  team  of  horses  and  an  extra  man  at  an  annual  cost  of  upwards  of  $5^ 
Ten  or  more  years  ago,  a  well  was  sunk  near  the  College  edifice  to  a  depth  of  c 
hundred  and  fifty  feet,  which  depth  was  subsetiuently  increased  to  one  hundred  a 
seventy-five  feet.  Iland-jxDwer  proved  insufficient  to  raise  the  water.  In  the  y« 
1875,  it  was  therefore  determined  to  buy  and  use  an  engine  of  approved  consm 
tion  and  small  running  ex|>ense.  The  cost  of  such  engine  with  the  necessary  hoi 
and  connections  amounted  to  $1,946.63.  and  it  has  been  covered  by  the  aforc^i 
appropriation  {y.  .Schedule  B).  It  is  worthy  of  note  that  the  sacrifice  of  yea 
interest  by  reason  of  this  investment  is  very  much  less  than  the  annual  saving. 

2  a.  In  the  year  1876,  it  was  determined  to  attach  to  the  College  edifice  a  set 
water  closets,  suitably  ctjuipped  and  warmed  by  the  steam  apparatus  already  in  u 
as  a  measure  demanded  by  convenience,  health,  decency  and  discipline.  The  cc 
embracing  a  necessary  addition  to  the  permanent  edifice,  was  $1,132.06. 

b.  It  was  found  necessary  to  remove  the  wooden  workshop  from  the  rear  a 
immediate  vicinity  of  the  College  edifice,  as  a  measure  of  safety,  health,  and  cleai 
ness,  and  to  constnict  under  the  same,  when  removed,  a  suitable  fruit  and  vegeta 
cellar  to  receive  the  produce  of  the  College  farm  thenceforth  to  be  worked  for  C 
lege  account.  The  opjwrtunity  was  made,  by  connecting  the  workshop  with  1 
ice-house,  to  construct  two  large  refrigerator-rooms  for  the  preservation  of  mt 
butter,  and  other  housekeejnng  stores.  The  entire  cost  was  $273.43  (?'.  Scheti 
B,  annexed). 

3  a.  After  various  expensive  repairs  to  the  steam  warming  apparatus,  the  ste 
generator  at  last  wholly  broke  down  in  January,  1877,  shortly  after  the  College 
assembled  for  the  Eiister  Half.  An  examination  by  an  expert  showed  that  a  n 
apparatus  was  absolutely  necessary — one  which  should  be  both  more  economical  a 
more  durable.  It  was  decided  to  at  once  excavate  a  suitable  boiler-room  under  I 
west  wing  of  the  College  edifice  and  to  introduce  two  tubular  steam  boilers,  ea 
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ten  feet  long  by  three  feet  in  diameter,  and  to  connect  the  same  with  the  existing  sys- 
tem of  radiators,  etc.  By  the  first  of  March  following,  the  boilers  were  in  po>ition 
and  the  connections  made.  It  was  estimated  that  the  new  boilers  would  consume 
one  hundred  tons  of  coal,  annually,  as  against  the  former  consumption  of  one  hun- 
dred and  forty-five  tons — netting  a  saving  to  fuel  account  of,  say,  three  hundred  dol- 
lars (S300.00)  per  year.  Owing  to  the  mildness  of  the  past  winter,  the  actual  con- 
!»iniption  was  but  eighty  tons,  netting,  at  the  reduced  cost  at  which  we  bought  coal, 
a  saving  of,  say,  three  hundred  and  fifty  dollars  ($350.00).  The  entire  cost  of  the 
tx>ilers,  excavations,  and  connections  was  $2,350.00  {v.  Schedule  B,  annexed). 
It  will  be  noticed  that  the  annual  saving  of  fuel  is  very  much  in  excess  of  the  sacri- 
fice of  interest  involved  in  the  above  appropriation  of  capital,  made  under  circum- 
stances which  left  the  trustees  no  choice. 

b.  The  proper  health  and  protection  of  the  inmates  of  the  College  necessitated 
the  extension  of  the  house-sewer  by  a  distance  of  500  feet,  at  a  cost  of  5320.36  (t-. 
Schedule  B,  annexed). 

c.  The  reasonable  protection,  in  ]X)int  of  health,  of  the  laundresses,  the  necessarj' 
ea>noniy  of  their  time  and  labor,  and  the  getting  and  retention  of  competent  ser- 
vants— a  difficult  matter  in  our  locality,  and  becau.se  of  our  comparative  isolation — 
demanded  the  construction,  within  the  laundry,  of  a  suitable  drying-closet,  which 
was  acconlingly  provided  at  a  co.st  of  5326.26  {y.  Schedule  B,  annexed). 

4.  On  the  first  day  of  March,  1864,  that  jwrtion  of  the  College  estate  which  lies 
to  the  east  of  Lewiston  Ave.,  embracing  upwards  of  two  hundred  acres,  was  leased 
to  Mr.  Michael  Mahringer,  for  farming  purposes,  at  annual  rental  of  six  hundred  and 
fifty  dollars  ($650.00)  only,  owing  to  the  condition  of  the  property.  Four  years  ago 
an  attempt  was  made,  without  success,  to  buy  in,  at  a  fair  rate,  the  unexpired  balance 
of  the  said  4ease,  with  a  view  to  saving  the  estate  from  further  deterioration  by  reason 
of  the  unfarmer-like  methods  and  habits  of  the  tenant.  In  anticipation,  however,  of 
the  expiration  of  the  lease,  an  accurate  survey  and  map  of  the  College  estate  was 
made  by  Mr.  Julius  Frehsee,  of  Lockport,  the  city  sur\'eyor,  and  a  detailed  and 
critical  report  made  as  to  the  condition  of  the  estate,  its  lands,  buildings  and  appur- 
tenances. It  will  suffice  to  say  that  the  buildings  were  in  a  most  dilapidated  con- 
dition; the  land  was  worn  out,  and  the  fields  fruitful  only  of  weeds  and  thistles;  not 
a  crop  was  in  the  ground;  and  the  fences  were,  to  a  lamentable  extent,  rotted  or 
down. 

The  fact  was  quickly  developed  that  no  further  lease  for  a  money-rent  or  on  shares, 
if  expedient  at  all,  could  be  made,  except  on  a  thorough  and  immediate  refitting  and 
etjuipmcnt  of  the  whole  property.  Since  the  estate  is  inalienahley  and  its  permanent 
good  condition  is  essential  to  the  Trust  Estate,  the  Board  of  Trustees  decided  to  re- 
occupy  and  work  the  leased  portion  with  that  which  they  already  had  under  cultiva- 
tion for  College  account.  It  was  frankly  stated,  in  discussion,  that  the  reasonable 
equipment  of  the  estate,  and  its  restoration  to  a  produaive  condition,  would  cost 
$5,000.00.  Equally  it  was  judged  that  the  expenditures,  whether  more  or  less, 
could  be  better  controlled  and  more  economically  made  by  a  duly  qualified  agent  of 
the  Board  of  Trustees  than  could  be  expected  of  one  whose  interest  would  be  nat- 
urally adverse. 

As  a  result  of  careful  and  anxious  deliberation,  the  management  of  the  eulive 
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estate  was  committed  for  fanning  purposes  to  the  Executive  Committee,  and  by  then 
more  specifically  entrusted  to  their  Chairman. 

The  net  result  of  our  farming  operations  is  shown  by  Schedule  C,  hereto  annexed, 
from  which  the  following  facts  are  evident: 

a.  That  the  College  furnished  farm  stock,  etc.,  to  the  amount  of  ^1,053.65,  and 
cash  from  its  current  Whirlpool  income  to  the  amount  of  $4,218.17,  the  said  latter 
amount  being  thereby  withdrawn  from  the  current  educational  uses  of  the  College. 

Ik  That  the  Farm  Account,  after  paying  all  expenses  to  July  1,  1878,  has  a  net 
balance  of  permanent  improvements  of  $3,302.02  and  an  inventory  balance  of 
$3,997.47,  making  a  net  surplus  of  earnings  to  said  date  of  $3,107.45. 

On  the  1 2th  day  of  January,  1878,  the  Board  of  Trustees  decided,  hy  resolution 
already  referred  to,  to  restore  to  the  current  cash  income  of  the  College  the  cost  and 
value  of  the  permanent  improvements  (specifically,  the  restoration  of  buildings  and 
fences)  which  had  been  made  up  to  Jan.  I,  1878 — $3,195.53 — being  a  portion 
(about  three-fourths)  of  the  cash  income  previously  withdrawn,  as  above  stated,  to 
put  the  farm  into  condition  to  do  business.  The  Board  of  Trustees  congratulates 
itself  on  the  fact  that  ^^  profits  of  the  College  farm  have  greatly  exceeded  the  for- 
mer annual  rental.  They  desire  merely  to  add,  on  this  point,  that  the  fanning  laml> 
are  now  devoted  to  the  following  general  uses : 

1 .  To  furnish  fat  cattle,  flour  and  milk  for  the  College  table. 

2.  Fruit-growing,  to  which  end  they  have  set  out  upwards  of  one  thousand  trees, 
embracing  all  needful  varieties. 

They  confidently  believe  that  this  policy  will  ultimately  restore  the  land  to  a  desir- 
able condition  of  fruitfulness,  and  will  materially  increase  the  revenues  of  the  TruM 
Estate.

This  Report  is  dated  from  the  time  when  the  present  Rector  assumed  charge  of 
the  Parish,  and  he  has  been  obliged  to  depend  on  that  of  his  predecessor  for  general 
facts.

P.  Macfarlane,  who  read  the  Second  Lesson. 


Cathedral  Church  of  S.  Paul,  Buffalo, 
Tuesday,  September  16,  1879,  ^^  o'clock  A.  M. 

At  this  hour  the  Bishop  and  a  number  of  the  Clergy  met  in  the 
Cathedral  Church  of  S.  Paul,  the  place  appointed  for  the  celebration 
of  the  Holy  Communion  and  for  the  organization  of  the  Council. 

Morning  Prayer  having  been  already  said  at  7  o'clock,  the  Bishop 
and  the  Clergy  entered  the  Church  reciting  the  one  hundred  and 
twenty-second  psalm  as  a  Processional. 

The  Bishop  commenced  the  service  with  the  Bidding  Prayer  for  the 
good  estate  of  the  Holy  Catholic  and  Apostolic  Church,  with  the 
Lord's  Prayer,  the  S}Tiodical  Prayer  and  other  collects.

The  Rev.  William  Shelton,  D.  D.,  Rector  of  the  Parish,  read  the 
Ante-communion  Service.  The  Epistle  was  read  by  the  Rev.  Edward 
Ingersoll,  D.  D.,  and  the  Gospel  by  the  Rev.  Dr.  Scadding,  of  the 
Diocese  of  Toronto.  The  Nicene  Creed  was  chanted  by  the  Clergy 
and  the  Choir. 

The  Bishop  then  read  his  triennial  charge,  taking  for  his  subject : 
The  Great  Salvation  and  the  Great  Perdition, 

The  Rev.  P.  P.  Kidder  read  the  Offertory.  The  offerings  were 
given  to  Diocesan  Missions. 

The  Bishop  proceeded  to  celebrate  the  Holy  Communion,  in  which 
he  was  assisted  by  the  Rev.  William  Shelton,  D.  D.,  the  Rev.  Henry 
Scadding,  D.  D.,  and  the  Rev.  Edward  Ingersoll,  D.  D. 

Divine  service  having  been  concluded,  the  Bishop  called  the  Council 
to  order. 

The  Secretary  of  the  last  Annual  Council  read  the  names  of  the 
Clergy  entitled  to  seats  from  a  list  furnished  by  the  Bishop,  when 
forty-seven  clergymen  {see  page  7)  answered  to  their  names  and  took 
their  seats.  Several  additional  clergymen  appeared  during  the  same 
session. 

The  Parishes  which  had  not  already  sent  certificates  to  the  Secretary 
were  then  named  in  order.   . 

The  Rt.  Rev.  the  President  then  appointed  the  Rev.  G.  S.  Teller 
and  Mr.  D.  M.  Dewey  a  Committee  to  examine  and  report  upon  all 
defective  and  disputed  certificates. 

The  list  of  Lay  Deputies  was  then  called,  when  sixty-one  Deputies 
{see  page  10),  representing  thirty-three  Parishes  answered  to  their 
names  and  took  their  seats.  Other  Lay  Deputies  reported  during  the 
same  session. 

There  being  a  sufficient  number  of  both  orders  present  to  constitute 
a  quorum,  the  Rt.  Rev.  the  President  declared  the  Council  to  be  in 
order  for  business. 

The  first  business  being  the  election  of  a  Secretary,  on  motion  of 
the  Rev.  J.  G.  Webster,  seconded  by  the  Rev.  B.  W.  Stone,  D.  D.,

that  between  such  date,  and  the  meeting  of  the  Council,  each  of  such  accounts,  with 
the  vouchers  and  the  securities,  if  any,  in  the  hands  of  such  treasurer  or  officer,  be

Rev.  G.  S.  Teller,  from  Committee  on  De  Veau.x  College  for  last 
year,  read  the  Report  of  the  Committee  upon  De  Veaux  College,  ap- 
pointed at  the  Diocesan  Council  of  1878,  as  follows: 

The  Committee  to  whom  was  referred  the  Re|X)rt  of  the  Trustees  of  De  Veaux 
College,  and  also  the  portion  of  the  Report  of  the  Standing  Committee  of  the  Dio- 
cese referring  to  De  Veaux  College,  respectfully 

REPORT: 

That  they  have  given  the  necessar)*  time  and  effort  during  the  past  year,  in  order 
to  place  before  this  Council  as  full  and  clear  a  statement  as  possible  of  the  entire 
condition  of  the  College  and  the  Trust. 

In  furtherance  of  this  purpose,  they  have  made  a  visit  to  the  Institution,  and  a 
careful  investigation  and  comparison  of  the  rejvorts  submitted  to  them,  together  with 
Other  sources  of  information  derived  from  a  series  of  questions  addre>sed  10  the 
Board  of  Trustees  (the  answers  to  which  questions  accompany  their  ReiK>n),  and  by 
A  conference  with  the  Chancellor  of  the  Diocese  in  relation  to  the  legal  condition.-. 
of  the  Trust  and  its  relations  to  the  Diocese. 

Upon  an  examination  of  the  histor>'  of  the  Trust  in  its  relations  to  the  Dioce>e, 
your  Conunittee  find  that  from  time  to  time  anxiety  and  apprehension  have  b-ctn 
exated  in  the  minds  of  members  of  the  Council  by  repealed  encroachmenb*  uj-^m 
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the  principal  of  the  Endowment  Fund  —  the  amount  of  the  said  principal  standing 
on  the  first  of  January  last  at  $105,485.21.  Special  Committees  have  been  appointed 
from  time  to  time,  in  successive  Councils  of  this  Diocese,  and  elaborate  and  able 
reports  made,  including  suggestions  towards  placing  the  management  of  the  Trust 
more  directly  under  the  control  of  the  Convention.  Thus  far,  the  encroachments 
upon  the  principal  of  the  Fund  have  not  been  prevented,  nor  the  relations  of  the 
Trust  changed.  As  the  matter  now  stands,  the  Trustees  have  absolute  power  over 
the  management  of  the  Trust,  subject  only  to  the  very  general  provisions  of  the 
Will  and  tlie  Charter.  While,  under  the  Will,  the  Trust  is  placed  under  the  charge  of 
the  Convention  of  the  Diocese  of  W'estcrn  New  York,  the  Convention  is  absolutely 
powerless  to  give  effect  to  its  decisions  in  the  action  of  the  lioard  of  Trustees,  and 
possesses  merely  a  recommendatory  ability.  In  other  words,  the  Council  is  burdened 
with  a  responsibility  toward  the  Trust  which  does  not  carry  the  authority  that 
should  be  inseparable  from  that  responsibility.  It  is  the  conviction  of  your  Commit- 
tee that  this  abnormal  condition  of  the  Trust  in  this  relation  should  be  changed  as 
soon  as  possible  by  appropriate  legislation,  giving  the  Council  an  authority  corre- 
sponding with  its  responsibility. 

Your  Committee  recommend  that  Section  3  of  the  Act  of  Incorporation,  passed 
April  15th,  1853,  be  so  amended  as  to  read  as  follows : 

J  3.  The  removal  of  any  Trustee  out  of  the  bounds  and  jurisdiction  of  the 
Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in  the  Diocese  of  W^estem  New  York  shall  be  deemed 
to  vacate  his  office,  and  all  vacancies  in  the  said  Board  of  Trustees  caused  thereby, 
or  by  death,  resignation,  expiration  of  term  of  office  or  otherwise,  shall  be  filled  by 
election  by  the  Standing  Committee  of  the  said  Diocese  of  Western  New  York, 
subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese.  The  said  Board  of  Trustees 
shall  consist  of  three  Clergymen  and  six  Laymen,  who  shall  be  communicants  of 
the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  and  inhabitants  of  the  territory  comprised  within 
the  bounds  of  the  said  Diocese  of  Western  New  York ;  the  said  Board  to  be  divided 
into  three  classes,  in  the  order  of  their  ser\'ice,  so  that  each  year  one-third  of  the 
Hoard  longest  in  service  shall  go  out  of  office,  and  their  places  be  filled  by  election, 
XLS  heretofore  provided  in  this  section,  and  any  member  of  the  Board  shall  be  eligible 
for  re-election. 

^  4.  The  members  of  the  existing  Board  of  Trustees  shall  be  classified  in  the 
manner  provided  by  Section  3  of  this  Act  by  the  Standing  Committee  of  the 
Diocese,  as  soon  as  conveniently  may  be  after  this  Act  takes  cfTect,  so  that  the  term  of 
office  of  said  Trustees  shall  expire,  three  of  them  on  the  first  day  of  January  follow- 
ing, three  of  them  in  one  year,  and  three  of  them  in  two  years  from  that  date.  But 
no  changes  in  the  Board  of  Trustees  shall  destroy  the  right  of  visitation  and  supervision 
by  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese  over  the  Institution,  and  no  religious  teaching  or  ser- 
vices shall  be  maintained  in  the  College  contrary  to  his  advice  and  consent. 

Your  Committee  also  recommend  the  change  of  the  words  at  the  end  of  paragraph 
I,  section  2,  of  the  above  Act,  providing  that  the  Trustees  "shall  hold  their  offices 
during  the  pleasure  of  the  Bishop  and  Standing  Committee  of  the  Protestant  Episco- 
pal Church  of  the  Diocese  of  W^estem  New  York."  Your  Committee  recommend 
that  the  words  beginning  with  "  during  "  be  stricken  out  and  the  following  words 
substituted:  "as  hereafter  provided  in  this  Act."

Action  such  as  this  will,  your  Committee  believe,  reach  and  heal  the  radical  diffi- 
culty connected  with  the  whole  matter.  Until  this  or  similar  action  is  taken,  stric- 
tures upon  the  management,  or  censures  of  the  Board,  or  recommendations  looking 
toward  a  different  course,  will,  it  is  likely,  have  as  little  practical  effect  in  the  future 
as  it  has  had  in  the  past. 

In  the  op>ening  sentences  of  a  statement  made  by  the  Trustees  in  September,  1873, 
it  will  be  seen  that  they  claim  an  undoubted  right  to  erect  and  equip  buildings  out 
of  the  principal  of  the  Endowment  Fund.  It  is  also  the  opinion  of  the  Chancellor 
of  the  Diocese  that  "  the  Will  of  Mr.  De  Veaux  imposes  upon  the  Trustees  no  limits 
as  to  the  amount  to  be  expended  out  of  the  Endowment  for  buildings  and  necessary 
appliances  for  carr)'ing  out  the  Trust."  Your  Committee  learn  that  the  sadden  death 
of  Judge  De  Veaux  probably  prevented  the  elaboration  of  the  plans  roughly  sketched 
in  the  Will,  and  compelled  its  execution  in  its  present  form.  By  the  appropriation 
of  542,780.97  for  buildings  and  permanent  improvements,  and  the  absorption  of 
$25,317.63  in  the  current  expenses  of  the  Institution,  the  principal  of  the  Endow- 
ment Fund  has  l)een  reduced  by  the  sum  total  of  these  items,  amounting  to  568,098.60, 
from  $173,583.81  to  $105,485.21.  But  as  the  value  of  the  property  has  been  coirc- 
spondingly  increased  by  the  large  expenditures  made  for  buildings  and  permanent 
improvements,  the  actual  loss  to  the  Estate  appears  to  be  about  $25,000  in  the  Profit 
and  Loss  account.  In  buildings  and  betterments  the  Farm  has  received  $6,639.02, 
and  has  been  put  in  good  condition  by  the  expenditures  made,  and  is  now  under  the 
care  of  a  farmer  employed  by  the  Board.  By  reference  to  the  Report  of  the  Board 
under  "  Schedule  B,"  it  will  be  seen  that  the  account  of  Permanent  Improvements 
has  been  carried  back  for  a  period  of  three  years,  involving  an  expenditure  from 
July  1st,  1875,  to  January  1st,  1878,  of  $9,544.37,  balancing  within  a  few  dollars  the 
last  encroachment  ujx)n  the  principal  of  the  Fund.  It  will  also  be  seen  that  the 
"General  Farm  Account,"  under  " Schedule  C,"  covers  the  period  from  April  i>t, 
1876,  to  July  1st,  1878,  during  which  time  the  Farm  received  in  Stock,  Tools  and 
Implements,  $1,053.65,  and  from  the  Whirlpool  Fund,  $4,218.17. 

During  the  year  previous  to  the  date  of  the  last  Report,  the  total  income  from  all 
sources  was,  includinga  balance  of  $1,630.15  at  the  beginning  of  the  year,  $37,660.92. 
Deducting  thist balance,  together  with  a  cash  loan  of  $1,600  from  G.  H.  Patterson, 
and  the  amount  received  from  the  principal  of  the  Endowment  Fund,  $6,755.72, 
leaves  $27,675.05  as  the  amount  of  the  current  receipts  for  the  year;  of  wliich  sum 
there  was  received  from  Endowment  Fund  Investments,  $7,591.47;  from  the  Term 
PopU  Department,  $16,518.50;  from  the  Day  Pupil  Department,  S84S.38;  from 
Farm  Produce,  $1,740.52;  and  from  Whirlpool  Receipts,  $716.28. 

In  the  disbursements  for  the  year  appears  an  item  of  $4,500 — a  loan  repaid  to  the 
]|ink  of  Attica  —  and  from  the  same  account  it  appears  that  there  was  expended  in 
permanent  improvements,  $1,336.80,  and  in  repairs,  $1,379.44. 

In  the  summary  of  resources  and  liabilities,  under  "  Schedule  E,"  it  appears  that 
there  is  a  balance  to  the  credit  of  the  Trust  of  $2,863.21 ,  and  that  the  liabilities  include 
ontstanding  loans  to  the  amount  of  $2,600.00. 

During  the  year  the  number  of  pupils  instructed  in  the  College  was  65.  Founda- 
tioners and  Probationers,  19;  Term  Pupils:  Boarders,  40;  Day  Scholars,  6 — 46.     At 
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the  date  of  the  Report  there  were  50  pupils,  classed  as  follows :  Foundationers  and 
Probationers,  17;  Term  Pupils:  Boarders,  27;  Day  Scholars,  6 — TtZ- 

Your  Committee,  at  the  time  of  their  visit  on  the  6th  of  May  last,  found  the 
buildings  and  appliances  connected  with  the  Institution  and  the  Domain  in  good 
order  and  repair,  and  apparently  well  kept.  They  would  say,  in  simple  justice,  that 
they  failed  to-find  any  evidence  of  extravagance  in  construction,  or  in  maintenance. 
Every  necessary  provision  appears  to  have  been  made  for  the  intellectual,  moral, 
religious  and  ph3rsical  education  of  the  pupils.  Excellent  discipline  and  good  order 
appear  to  have  been  maintained  under  the  present  administration.  Concerning  the 
character  of  the  College,  there  seems,  indeed,  to  be  but  one  opinion.  The  Standing 
Committee  of  the  Diocese  say  in  their  last  Report,  that  "  everything  in  connection 
with  the  instruction  and  discipline  of  the  College  appears  to  be  at  a  high  standard ; 
such  as  to  be  a  source  of  just  pride  and  gratification  to  the  friends  of  sound  education, 
and  to  the  Diocese."  But  the  fact  that  some  of  these  provisions  have  been  made, 
and  the  present  standard  reached,  at  the  cost  of  the  sacrifice  of  a  considerable  portion 
of  the  Permanent  Endowment  —  this  fact  still  remains  for  the  Trustees  and  the  Con- 
vention to  deal  with.  Your  Committee  cannot  escape  from  the  conviction  which  has 
been  reached  by  the  Standing  Committee  of  the  Diocese,  that  by  some  means  a  stop 
must  absolutely  be  put  to  all  encroachments  upon  the  principal  of  the  Endowment 
Fund, or  it  must  fail  to  carry  out  the  purpose  of  its  Founder;  which  purpose  he  relied 
upon  this  Council,  not  less  than  upon  the  Board  of  Trustees,  to  fulfill ;  placing  it,  to 
use  the  very  terms  of  the  Will,  **  under  the  charge  of  the  Convention  of  the  Diocese 
of  Western  New  York,  with  the  earnest  request  that  the  Convention  will  take  the 
same  under  its  care,  as  a  dependency  of  the  Church."  We  do  not  feel  clear  that  there 
is  any  certain  way  of  effecting  the  changes  which  your  Committee  deem  essential  to 
the  end  in  view ;  but  if  there  be  any  such  way  it  must  be  found  in  legislation.  In 
consulting  and  reflecting  upon  these  points  we  have  had  valuable  assistance  from  Judge 
James  M.  Smith,  Chancellor  of  the  Diocese,  and  without  desiring  to  commit  that 
distinguished  jurist  to  the  approval  of  any  matters  herein  set  forth,  we  would  earnestly 
advise  that  the  Act  of  Incorporation  be  so  amended  as  to  provide : 

1st.  That  the  Trustees  shall  not  use,  or  in  any  manner  encroach  upon,  the  princi- 
pal of  the  Fund,  without  the  consent  of  the  Standing  Committee  being  first  applied 
for  and  obtained. 

2d.  That  the  Trustees  shall  be  held,  jointly  and  severally,  personally  liable  to 
make  good  any  encroachment  upon  the  principal  or  capital  of  the  Fund,  as  it  stands 
at  the  passage  of  the  proposed  Act,  not  duly  authorized  by  the  Standing  Committee. 

We  hope  and  believe  that  the  Legislature  has  the  power  to  impose  these  or  simi- 
lar restrictions  upon  the  corporation  which  was  created  by  that  body  to  carry  out 
the  provisions  of  Judge  De  Veaux's  will ;  and  we  respectfully  advise  that  a  commit- 
tee be  appointed  to  procure  this  and  all  other  legislation  suggested  in  this  Report, 
and  that  the  Chancellor  of  the  Diocese  be  named  as  the  chairman  of  such  Committee. 

Your  Committee  would  say  that  whatever  differences  of  opinion  may  exist  as  to  the 
administration  of  this  Trust  in  the  past,  we  must  recognize  the  fact  that  the  Trustees 
have  done  what  they  had  a  legal  right  to  do.  We  must  concede  that  they  have  had  a 
difHcult  and  burdensome  trust  to  administer  without  fee  or  reward,  and  until  it  can 
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be  shown  that  they  have  not  acted  according  to  their  best  judgment  under  the  cir- 
cumstances in  which  they  were  placed,  although  that  judgment  may  not  accord  with 
that  of  this  Council,  they  are  still  entitled  to  the  thanks  of  the  Diocese  for  the  time 
and  effort  they  have  given  in  the  discharge  of  their  duties. 

In  concluding  this  Rei>ort,  your  Committee  venture  to  suggest  —  we  fear  we  should 
not  fulfill  our  whole  duty  in  the  premises  if  we  failed  to  suggest  —  the  importance 
and  the  necessity  of  meeting  and  discharging  the  obligation  resting  upon  the  Diocese, 
its  Clergy  and  Laity  alike,  to  extend  to  this  Institution,  cordially  and  efficiently,  that 
"  fostering  care  *'  which  is  so  touchingly  invoked  in  the  will  of  its  benevolent  founder. 
It  is  not  enough  to  scrutinize  and  regulate  its  management,  however  conscientiously 
and  thoroughly  this  may  be  done.     As  a  Diocese  we  do  not  fully  acquit  oiu^lvesof 
the  trust  we  have  assumed,  unless  we  **  foster"  the  school  —  unless  we  do  all  that 
lies  in  our  power  to  feed,  nourish,  sustain  and   cherish  it,  to  promote  its  growth, 
and  encourage  those  who  have  it  in  immediate  charge.     Have  we  done  this  in  the 
past?     God  forbid  that  your  Committee  shouldNfei:^f;nt  themselves  from  whatcTcr 
reproach  may  \yt  found  in  a  truthful  answer  to  this  questi^..  But  the  past  is  gone. 
There  is  no  help  for  our  shortcomings.     But  shall  we  not  endesf^r,  by  God's  help, 
to  do  our  whole  duty  toward  De  Veaux  College  from  this  day  hencetewth?

In  making  the  School  what  it  is  —  with  no  .^pcrior  of  its 
class  in  the  land,  as  your  Standing  Committee  have  practically  re  ported, "^and  as  your 
present  Committee  verily  believe  —  the  Trustees  and  Managers  have  donJ  a  notable 
and  a  noble  work.     It  is  not  wise  to  look  back.     The  Institution  now  h?s  ample 
capacities  for  much  larger  classes  of  term-pupils  thah  it  ever  has  had,  and,  at^co°^' 
paratively  slight  additional  current  expenditure,  many  more  could  l)e  instructed  *^ 
maintained.     The  way  to  make  the  School  pay — the  way  to  increase  its  jx)wer  to  prfvide 
for  a  much  larger  number  of  foundationers  —  is  to  add  largely  to  the  number  of  \C^' 
puj)ils.     Supjxisc  that  the  Diocese  should  contribute  an  average  of  one  tcnn-pupil  "^ 
ever)'  parish  —  or  even  one  only  for  every  two  parishes  —  would  not  this  most  exec 
lent  School  flourish  mightily  and  do  a  world  of  good  ?     Does  not  the  Diocese  sen- 
away  at  least  that  numl)er  of  pupils  to  other  parts  of  the  country  ?     Is  there  any 
letter  preparator)'  .school  than  De  Veaux  ?     Can  we  not  in  all  good  faith  commend 
it  to  the  confidence  and  support  of  parents  and  guardians  ever)'where,  and  advise  our 
own  people   always  to  give  it  the  preference.     In  this  way  the   Institution  would 
indeed  receive  owx  fosterini^  care,  to  the  honor  and  praise  of  its  worthy  founder,  and 
to  God  would  l)e  all  the  glory.

debt  for  the  whole  amount  due  for  printing  the  last  Journal  of  the  Diocesan  Coon- 
cil,  $336.70.

Council. 

The  Report  of  the  Trustees  of  De  Veaux  College  comes  to  us  this  year  duly  audited 
and  signed,  indicating  a  proper  attention  on  the  part  of  the  Board  to  the  details  of 
their  duty  in  the  oversight  of  its  affairs.  It  presents  to  us  about  the  some  numbers  as  last 
year  upon  the  roll  of  pupils :  19  Foundationers,  35  Term-pupils,  and  10  Day-scholan— 
in  all,  64;  of  whom,  at  the  close  of  the  year,  there  remained  18  Foundationers,  29 
Term-pupils,  and  9  Day-scholars  —  in  all,  56. 

Of  those  who  have  left,  all  were  honorably  discharged;  showing  a  happy  as  well  as 
effective  discipline  in  operation  over  the  household.  And,  as  was  said  last  year, 
everything  about  the  School  indicates  a  high  intellectual  and  moral  regimen — a  tone 
that  ought  to  give  good  men  and  true  to  the  world  as  the  fruit  of  this  noble  institu- 
tion. 

Financially,  the  College  has  just  lived  during  the  year.  A  bad  debt  of  two  or 
three  hundred  dollars,  and  an  unexpected  tax  of  two  or  three  hundred  more,  which 
is  claimed  is  unjust,  have  made  its  income  $235  less  than  its  outgo.  But  there  have 
been  no  other  extraordinary  expenses,  and  the  receipts  and  disbursements  of  income 
have  very  nearly  balanced. 

There  is  a  floating  debt  of  $5,841.48,  but  against  this  is  set  the  inventor}'  of  Col- 
lege supplies,  51,201.25,  and  farm  produce,  $4,816.47,  which  makes  a  small  showing 
on  the  credit  side.  This  state  of  facts,  pleasant  as  it  is  in  comparison  with  last  year's 
re|X)rt,  shows  the  (wisdom?)  justice  of  the  Committee's  strictures  and  suggestions  in 
their  last  report.  It  is  certainly  unwise  to  manage  the  affairs  of  so  large  and  expen- 
sive an  institution  on  a  basis  affording  so  little  mai^in  for  extraordinary  demands  and 
emergencies.  The  investment  of  money  in  well  trained  and  well  furnished  men  i>, 
indeed,  a  good  investment;  but  the  good  man  who  founded  this  institution  did  not 
intend  that  it  should  exhaust  its  energies  upon  one,  or  two,  or  three,  generations.  It 
was  to  exist  in  perpetuity,  and  to  accomplish  this  its  funds  must  be  presened;  their 
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emselves,  expended  upon  any  one  set  of  beneficiaries.  In  this  view, 
,  to  borrow  a  nautical  phrase,  run  too  close  to  the  wind.  The  income  is 
'  in  current  expenditures,  leaving  nothing  to  meet  unexpected  or  extra- 
ids.  It  was  in  the  hope  of  correcting  this  state  of  things  that  the 
.  year  proposed  the  severe  remedy  of  the  discontinuance  of  the  Term- 
;nt,  unless  there  could  be  a  guarantee  against  further  encroachment 
pal.  The  Committee  rejoice  that  their  suggestion  has  brought  about 
estigation,  and  that  facts  have  thus  been  elicited  which  it  is  very 
i  be  known.  It  appears  from  statements  made  in  answer  to  the  Com- 
rj^  that  the  Term-pupil  Department  has  been  a  source  of  revenue  to 
't  of  loss.  If  this  be  so,  it  is  the  very  firm  conviction  of  this  Com- 
only  just  and  right  that  affairs  should  be  so  managed  in  the  future  as 
the  earnings  of  this  Department  the  portion  of  the  capital  that  has 
in  equipping  the  College  ($42,780.97),  and  especially  what  has  been 
leet  excess  of  current  expenditure  over  income  ($25,317.63).

1st.  There  is  no  need  of  discussing  the  advisability  of  taking  such  a  step  at  the 
>resent.  As  to  its  feasibility,  it  may  be  said  that  the  present  shape  of  affairs  renders 
he  practical  establishment  of  such  an  Order  in  this  Diocese  comparatively  easy. 

2d.  It  is  felt  to  be  best  that  such  an  Order  should,  throughout  the  Diocese,  be 
;ubject,  not  only  to  the  Episcopal  supervision  of  the  Ordinary  which  would  naturally 
ollow^  from  their  relations,  but  also  should  be  subject  to  the  provisions  of  such  a 
[^anon  as  would  meet  the  approbation  of  the  Bishop  and  render  the  operations  of 
his  Order  somewhat  uniform  throughout  the  whole  Diocese.  To  this  end  your 
C^ommittee  recommend  that  this  Council  proceed  to  the  adoption  of  the  following 
Z!anon,  stating,  by  way  of  explanation,  that  it  is,  in  all  particulars,  the  same  as  the 
Canon  framed  by  the  last  General  Convention  of  the  Church,  with  the  simple  differ- 
snce  of  having  removed  from  it  those  features  that  refer  to  the  whole  Church  and  so 
wording  it  as  to  apply  to  this  Diocese.

Resolved,  That  the  following  Canon  be  Enacted  by  the  Council  of  the  Diocese  of 
Western  New  York,  to  be  entitled,  "Of  Deaconesses  or  Sisters": 

I  L  Women  of  devout  character  and  approved  fitness  may  be  set  apart  by  the 
Bishop  of  this  Diocese  for  the  work  of  a  Deaconess  or  Sister. 

\  II.  The  duties  proper  to  a  Deaconess  or  Sister  are  declared  to  be  the  care  of 
our  Lord's  poor  and  sick,  the  education  of  the  young,  the  religious  instruction  of  the 
neglected,  and  the  work  of  moral  reformation. 
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\  III.  No  woman  shall  be  set  apart  to  the  work  of  a  Deaconess  or  Sister  until 
she  be  twenty-five  (25)  years  of  age,  unless  the  Bishop  for  special  reasons  shall  determine 
other^vise;  but  in  no  case  shall  the  age  be  less  than  twenty-one  (21)  years;  it  being 
further  provided  that  no  woman  shall  be  so  set  apart  until  she  shall  have  laid  before 
the  Bishop  of  this  Diocese  testimonials  certifying:  {a)  that  she  is  a  communicant  of 
this  Church  in  good  standing;  [h)  that  she  |)ossesses  such  characteristics  as,  in  the 
judgments  of  the  persons  testifying,  fit  her  for  at  least  one  of  the  branches  of  duty 
alx)ve  declared.  Such  testimonials  shall  l)e  signed  by  one  Presbyter  of  this  Diocese 
and  by  five  lay  communicants  of  the  same ;  of  whom  two  shall  be  men  and  three 
women.  The  Bishop  shall  also  satisfy  himself  that  the  applicant  has  had  an  adequate 
preparation  for  her  work,  both  technical  and  religious;  which  preparation  shall  have 
covered  the  period  at  least  of  one  year. 

\  W .  No  Deaconess  or  Sister  shall  take  any  vow  of  perpetual  obligation  in 
admission  to  or  connection  with  her  office.  The  Bishop  of  the  Diocese  may  at  any 
time  suspend  her  from  her  office,  and  she  may  at  any  time  resign  the  same  to  the 
.same  authority, /rt>7';V/«v/ that  if  she  do  so  resign,  she  shall  not  be  readmitted,  unles.s 
in  the  judgment  of  the  Bishop,  such  resignation  was  for  weighty  cause. 

\  \ .  The  constitution  and  rules  for  the  government  of  any  institution  for  the 
training  of  Deaconesses  or  Sisters,  or  of  any  community  in  which  said  Deaconesses 
or  Sisters  are  associated,  shall  have  the  sanction  in  writing  of  the  Bishop  of  this 
Diocese. 

\  \T.  All  Ixwks  of  devotion  and  instruction,  and  all  formularies  of  worship  use<l 
in  such  institution  or  community,  shall  have  the  like  sanction,  and  shall  lie  in  har- 
mony with  the  usages  of  this  Church  and  the  principles  of  the  Book  of  Common 
Prayer. 

On  motion,  the  Report  was  accepted,  and  the  appended  resolution 
was  adopted. 

Mr.  S.  G.  Cornell,  one  of  the  Trustees  of  the  Fund  for  the  Support 
of  the  Episcopate,  sent  in  his  resignation  of  the  office. 

On  the  motion  of  the  Rev.  E.  Burke,  the  resignation  was  accepted, 
and  the  following  resolutions  were  adopted  :

The  Rev.  J.  G.  Webster,  Chairman  of  the  Committee  on  the  Report 
of  the  Missionary  Board,  read  the  following 


REPORT: 

To  the  Council  of  the  Diocese  : 

The  Standing  Committee,  to  which  was  referred  the  Annual  Report  of  the 
Missionary  Board,  begs  leave  respectfully  to  report  that  it  has  given  to  such 
report  the  serious  consideration  which  its  importance  demands,  and  which  time  has 
allowed. 

Your  Committee  unanimously  is  of  the  opinion  that  the  Missionary  Board  in  the 
discharge  of  its  delicate  responsibilities  has  done  wisely,  and  that  it  merits  the  confi- 
dence of  the  Diocese.  It  has  distributed  the  doles  that  have  been  intrusted  to  it,  if 
not  to  the  satisfaction  of  all,  at  least  according  to  its  best  judgment  of  the  necessities 
of  the  several  cases  that  have  been  presented. 

It  has  come  before  us  with  a  balance  in  the  treasur)',  but  at  what  a  crippling 
of  the  missionary  work  of  the  Diocese  I  at  what  an  abandonment  of  fields  which 
ought  to  be  occupied  and  fostere<l  I  and  at  what  weakening  **  of  the  things  which 
remain." 

In  the  opinion  of  this  Committee  these  facts  are  patent  and  simple;  that,  whereas 
during  the  first  two  or  three  years  of  the  working  of  the  missionary  system  under  the 
present  Canon,  the  average  annual  amount  received  and  paid  out  of  the  Missionary 
treasury  was  about  $5,900,  exclusive  of  the  interest  of  the  Permanent  Fund,  the  past 
year's  sum  has  l)een  but  $3,795.04.  What  is  the  reason  of  this  falling  off?  and  how 
shall  the  difficulty  be  remedied? 

These  it  seems  to  your  Committee  are  questions  which  this  Council  must  face. 
Evidently  the  reason  is  in  the  fact  that  generally  the  interest  of  the  Diocese  in  this 
all-important  work  has  waned;  but  why?  "The  clergy  have  not  done  their  duty," 
say  some;  "  they  have  not  urged  upon  their  several  congregations  the  importance  of 
this  work;  they  have  not  seen  to  it  that  regular  offerings  have  been  made,  nor  have 
they  called  for  more  liberal  offerings."  "The  whole  plan  of  the  Missionary  opera- 
tions of  the  Diocese  are  faulty,"  say  others,  "and  therefore  we  have  no  heart  in  the 
matter."  "  The  methods  of  the  Missionary  Board  do  not  square  with  our  notions  of 
what  they  should  be,"  say  others  still,  "and  hence  we  will  not  aid  it  if  we  can  avoid 
it,  and  if  we  must,  will  render  as  little  aid  as  possible." 

Now  your  Committee  is  aware,  as  this  Council  must  be,  that  no  system  or  plan  of 
human  devising  can  work  itself  (a  j>eq>elual  motion  has  not  yet  been  invented),  nor 
can  any  such  plan  exist  beyond  the  reach  of  the  criticism  of  the  hypercritical ;  on  the 
other  hand,  almost  any  system  will  succeed  if  it  shall  have  that  hearty  and  zealous 
cooperation  of  all  the  Diocese  which  its  Missionary  work  deserves. 

If  those  who  have  much  should  "give  plenteously,"  and  if  those  who  have  little 
should  "do  their  diligence  gladly  to  give  of  that  little"  for  the  furtherance  of  this 
most  sacred  object,  there  would  be  no  lack  of  means,  and  "no  complaining  in  our 
streets." 

Evidently  there  is  an  urgent  desire  on  the  part  of  a  large  portion  of  the  Diocese 
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that  the  present  system  of  its  Missionary  operations  be  changed.  The  Mia6HibCT 
Board  has  recommended  the  enactment  of  a  new  Canon,  which  has  been  printed, 
and  is  in  the  hands  of  this  Council.  Your  Committee  would  respectfully  concnr  ia 
such  recommendation,  and  would  l)eg  leave  to  offer  the  following: 

Resolved y  That  the  Missionary  Canon  proposed  by  the  Missionary  Board  10  iki> 
Council  be  adopted  in  place  of  the  present  Canon,  with  the  following  amendments: 
In  the  seventh  line  of  sul>-section  2  strike  out  "apportion  to  each  con%'ocaiion/'  and 
insert  in  lieu  thereof  the  word  **  designate."  Also  in  the  last  line  of  the  same  strike 
out  the  word  "such"  and  insert  "each,"  so  that  the  whole  shall  read  as  follows: 

[2.]  The  Board  shall  convene  at  the  time  of  the  session  of  the  Council,  and  >hall 
appropriate  to  each  convocation  such  projwrtion  of  the  sum  named  l^  the  Council  as 
the  nature  of  the  work  within  its  limits  shall  demand;  and,  further,  shall  doignair 
such  s}>ecific  amount  of  said  sum  as  should  be  raised  by  each  convocation.

New  York,  according  to  provisions  hereinafter  made,  which  shall  meet  annually  on 

the  third  Tuesday  of  January,  in  such  place  as  shall  be  appointed  by  the  Bishop,  or 

by  the  Ecclesiastical  authority  for  the  time  being.

1.  The  urgent  appeal  for  an  increase  of  the  principal  of  the  Fund. 

2.  For  a  Committee  to  reapportion  the  assessments  for  the  support -of  the  Episco-

3.  In  regard  to  the  arrearages  now  existing,  the  burden  of  which  seems  to  be  borne 
by  the  trustees  as  individuals,  a  burden  of  which  they  might  easily  be  relieved  by  the 
payment  of  their  deficiencies  by  delinquent  parishes.

Sec.  VII.     For  the  purpose  of  primary  organization,  the   Bishop  is   authorized 
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to  convene  the  Clergy  and  Lay  Deputies  present  and  belonging  to  the  several  Con- 
vocational  Districts  named  in  this  Canon,  at  some  time  during  sessions  of  the 
Council,  who,  when  thus  convened,  shall  organize,  and  nominate  a  clerical  member 
to  the  Bishop  for  appointment  as  Dean,  and  shall  elect  a  Layman  to  serve  as  their 
member  of  the  Missionary  Board  for  the  ensuing  year; 

On  motion,  the  Canon  was  approved  with  this  addition. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  T.  C.  Montgomery,  it  was 

Resolved,  That  the  Canon  thus  approved  be  now  adopted. 

The  following  is  the  proposed  Canon  adopted  for  the  organization 
of  the  Missionary  Board. 

CANON  VIII.— OF   DIOCESAN   MISSIONS. 

Section  L — For  its  Missionary  Operations,  the  Diocese  shall  be  divided  into  five 
districts  by  county  lines,  as  follows : 

1 .  Erie,  Chautauqua  and  Cattaraugus,  constituting  the  Deanery  of  Buffalo. 

2.  Niagara  and  Orleans,  constituting  the  Deanery  of  Lockport. 

3.  Genesee,  Livingston  and  Allegany,  constituting  the  Deanery  of  Batavia. 

4.  Monroe,  Wyoming  and  Steuben,  constituting  the  Deanery  of  Rochester. 

5.  Ontario,  Wayne,  Yates  and  Schuyler,  constituting  the  Deanery  of  Geneva. 

IL  Each  district  shall  be  represented  by  a  Convocation  composed  of  the 
Clergy  canonically  resident  within  its  limits,  together  with  one  Layman  from  each 
Parish  or  Missionary  Station,  to  be  appointed  by  the  Vestry,  or,  where  there  is  no 
Vestr}',  by  the  Congregation. 

in.  Each  Convocation  shall  make  its  own  By-I>aws;  shall  have  control  of  the 
appropriation  made  to  it  by  the  General  Board  (as  hereinafter  provided);  shall 
designate  the  Missionary  Stations  within  its  jurisdiction,  combining  such  of  them  as 
may  seem  desirable  under  one  Missionary;  shall  adopt  such  measures  for  deepen- 
ing and  increasing  interest  in  the  Missionary  work,  and  giving  efficiency  thereto,  as 
shall  be  deemed  best;  and,  in  general,  under  the  advice  of  the  Bishop,  shall  conduct 
the  Missionary  work  within  its  limits — the  Bishop  having  the  nomination  of  all 
Missionaries. 

\\ .  I.  The  Officers  of  each  Convocation  shall  be  a  President,  with  the  title 
of  Dean,  to  be  appointed  by  the  Bishop  annually  on  the  nomination  of  the  Convo- 
cation, and  a  Secretary,  to  be  elected  by  the  Convocation  annually. 

2.  The    Dean   shall   have   the  general  oversight   of  the   Missionary  work 

in  his   district,  conferring  respecting  its   plans   and   details  with   the 
Bishop,  in  whose  absence  he  shall  preside  at  all  meetings. 

3.  The  Secretary  shall   keep  the  records,  and   compile   an    annual    report 

of  the   work  within   the  district,  to   be   presented    to  the   Diocesan 
Council. 

V.     The   Missionary  Work  of  the    Diocese   shall   be   duly   considered    by   the 
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Diocesan  Council  in  the  regular  order  of  its  business  in  the  evening  of  the  first  day's 
session;  at  which  time  reports  from  the  several  Convocations  shall  be  read,  and  a 
sum  shall  be  voted  for  the  Missionary  Work  of  the  Diocese  during  the  ensuing 
year. 

VI.  I.  The  Missionary  Board  shall  consist  of  the  Bishop  as  Chairman, 
the  Deans  of  the  Convocations,  and  one  Lay  representative  elected  by  each  con- 
vocation. 

2.  The  Board  shall   convene  at  the   time  of  the  Session  of  the  Council, 

and  shall  appropriate  to  each  Convocation  such  proportion  of  the  sum 
named  by  the  Council  as  the  nature  of  the  work  within  its  limits  shall 
demand;  and,  further,  shall  apportion  to  each  Convocation  such 
specific  amount  of  said  sum  as  should  be  raised  by  such  Convocation. 

3.  The  Treasurer  of  the  Diocese  shall  be  the  Treasurer  of  the  Board,  and 

shall  receive  and  disburse  all  Missionary  Funds. 

4.  The  Board  shall  elect  a  Financial  Secretary,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to 

issue  such  drafts  upon  the  Treasurer  as  shall  be  authorized  by  the  Con- 
vocations respectively,  to  the  extent  of  the  appropriation  made  by  the 
Missionary  Board ;  to  keep  an  account  of  the  same  and  of  the  general 
condition  of  the  Treasury;  and  to  report  to  the  Board,  when  desired, 
and  in  behalf  of  the  Board  to  the  Annual  Council. 

VII.  For  the  purpose  of  primary  organization,  the  Bishop  is  authorized  to  con- 
vene the  Clergy  and  Lay  Deputies  present  and  belonging  to  the  several  Convocational 
Districts  named  in  the  Canon  at  some  time  during  the  Sessions  of  the  Council,  who. 
when  thus  convened,  shall  organize  and  nominate  a  Clerical  member  to  the  Bishop, 
for  appointment  as  Dean,  and  shall  elect  a  Layman  to  serve  as  their  member  of  the 
Missionary  Board  for  the  ensuing  year. 

VIII.  All  Canonical  provisions  inconsistent  with  this  Canon  are  hereby  repealed.

The  Rev.  Foster  Ely,  D.  D.,  Chairman  of  the  Committee  on  the 
Report  of  the  Trustees  of  De  Veaux  College  {see  Appendix  II.,  F.), 
read  the  following 

REPORT: 

The  Committee  on  the  Report  of  the  Trustees  of  De  Veaux  College  for  the  year 
ending  June  30,  1879,  beg  leave  to  submit,  that  a  careful  examination  of  said  Report 
with  the  annexed  schedules,  shows  that,  pursuant  to  a  resolution  of  the  Board  of 
Trustees,  said  Board  has  completed  the  transfer  of  $9,500.00  of  capital  to  income  for 
purposes  named  in  their  Report  of  1877  and  1878,  by  the  transfer  of  the  unexpended 
balance  of  $2,744.28.  This,  with  the  cancelling  of  land  contracts  to  the  amount  of 
^55.00,  leaves  a  capital  of  $105,030.21,  as  reported  by  the  Board  and  the  Standing 
Committee  of  the  Diocese. 

As  regards  the  collections  and  disbursements  of  the  year,  the  attention  of  this 
Council  is  called  to  these  facts:  i,  that  the  net  profits  on  the  farming  operations  of 
the  Board  of  Trustees  for  1878-1879  have  amounted  to  $1,692.42,  as  against  a  for- 
mer rental  of  $650.00  per  annum ;    2,  that  all  outstanding  loans  have  been  paid ; 

3,  that  the  permanent  improvements  for  1878  and  1879  (<f^9*5-35)  ^^^^  h^tn  paid  out 
of  the  surplus  resources  of  July  i,  1878  (see  "Schedule  D.,"  Report  for  1878-1879); 

4,  that  the  balance  of  resources,  July  i,  1879,  was  $1,912.60. 

We  find  that  the  nominal  loss  of  $235.26  for  the  year  1 878-' 79,  as  reported  by  the 
Trustees,  could  not  have  been  avoided,  and  that  legal  measures  are  about  being  taken 
to  recover  it. 

It  will  be  seen  that "  Schedule  E."  annexed  to  the  Report  of  the  Board  of  Trustees 
is  really  a  continuation  of  **  Exhibit  2,"  of  written  questions  and  answers  reported  by 
the  Visiting  Committee  of  the  Forty-first  Diocesan  Council,  and  which  have  been 
printed  by  the  aforesaid  Board  for  the  use  of  this  Council.  By  an  examination  of 
"  Schedule  E.,"  it  is  plain  that  the  Term-Pupil  department  has  earned  a  net  profit  for 
the  year  i878-*79  of  $1,489.22,  which  sum,  added  to  that  reported  by  the  Visiting 
Committee  (see  printed  questions  and  answers,  page  6),  makes  a  total  net  profit  for 
the  ten  years  just  ended  6f  $26,236.29. 

As  to  the  number  of  pupils  attending  the  College  for  the  current  year  i879-'8o,  we 
are  informed  by  its  President  that  there  are  20  Probationers  and  Foundationers,  34 
Boarding  and  6  Day -pupils  (total  of  60),  of  whom  22  are  new  admissions — the  largest 
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attendance  at  the  beginning  of  the  academic  year  since  1 869.  It  may  be  pfoper  to 
add  that,  at  the  close  of  the  last  collegiate  year,  an  unusual  number  of  scholars — on 
the  completion  of  their  prescribed  couree  of  study — withdrew  from  the  upper  forms. 
They  had  been  students  of  De  Veaux  for  periods  varying  from  three  to  six  years. 

In  conclusion,  your  Committee  would  heartily  commend  this  institution  to  the  con- 
fidence and  patronage  of  the  Diocese  at  large,  and  emphasize  the  fact  that  an  additioo 
of  20  Term-pupils  to  the  present  number  will  enable  the  Board  of  Trustees  to  add  to 
the  capital  of  the  trust  estate  $3,000.00  or  more  a  year  out  of  the  profits  of  the  Term- 
Pupil  department.

The  special  order  for  the  evening  being  the  consideration  of  the 
Reports  of  the  Committees  on  the  Reports  of  the  Trustees  of  De 
Veaux  College  for  1878  and  1879,  ^^so  the  Report  of  the  Standing 
Committee  of  the  Diocese  for  1879  0^  ^^^  same  subject,  Mr.  J.  H. 
Fisher  offered  the  following  amendment  to  Section  III.  of  the  Act  for 
Incorporation  —  to  be  presented  to  the  Legislature  of  the  State  for  action 
thereupon : 

Resolved^ — Section  IIL  The  removal  of  any  Trustee  out  of  the  bounds  and  juris- 
diction of  the  Protestant  Episcoi)al  Church,  in  the  Diocese  of  Western  New  York, 
shall  be  deemed  to  vacate  his  office;  and  all  vacancies  in  the  said  Board  of  Trustees, 
caused  thereby,  or  by  death,  resignation,  expiration  of  term  of  office,  or  otherwise, 
shall  l)e  filled  by  the  Council  of  the  said  Diocese  of  Western  New  York. 

After  a  protracted  discussion,  in  which  a  very  large  number  of  the 
Clerical  and  Lay  Deputies  participated,  the  resolution  was  declared  to 
be  carried. 

The  Council  then  took  a  recess  to  to-morrow  morning  at  9  o'clock.

The  Bishop  opened  the  Council  with  the  Psalter  and  with  prayers, 
in  which  he  was  assisted  by  the  Rev.  J.  G.  Webster.  The  Bishop  read 
the  Psalter  and  Creed ;  the  Rev.  Mr.  Webster  said  the  prayers. 

The  minutes  of  the  Secretary  were  read,  amended  and  approved.

The  special  Report  of  Mr.  William  M.  White,  one  of  the  Trustees 
of  the  Episcopate  Fpnd,  was  then  read,  by  request,  and  referred  to  a 
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Special  Committee,  consisting  of  the  Rev.  L.  B.  Van  Dyck  and  Mr. 
W.  W.  Killip. 

THE    EPISCOPATE    FUND. 

An  examination  of  the  Treasurer's  Reports  will  convince  any  one  that  the  assess- 
ment originally  made  for  the  support  of  the  Episcopate  has  failed  to  meet  the  require- 
ments of  the  Fund  by  about  the  sum  of  four  hundred  dollars  annually,  making  the 
deficiency  of  the  last  ten  years  nearly  four  thousand  dollars. 

The  Trustees  have  clearly  and  honestly  placed  before  each  Convention  the  exact 
state  of  the  case,  and  have  appealed  to  the  Diocese  to  make  provision  for  the  Fund. 
They  have,  in  the  past,  used  the  funds  in  their  possession  to  bridge  over  the  arrear- 
ages, hoping  that  each  year  would  remove  the  necessity  of  further  encroachment. 
They  have  made  efforts  to  increase  the  Fund  and  perfect  the  endowment;  their  plan> 
have  met  with  opposition,  and  l>een  charged  with  being  wrong  in  detail  and  improper 
in  manner,  yet  the  parties  so  objecting  have  done  nothing  to  help,  and  su^ested  no 
other  course  of  action.  The  Trustees,  feeling  the  absolute  wrong  of  encroachments 
on  the  principal  of  Trust  Funds,  have,  for  the  last  two  years,  carried  the  deficienc} 
on  their  own  individual  responsibility,  and  have  now  an  indebtedness  of  over  one 
thousand  dollars.  They  feel  that  the  Diocese  fail  to  give  them  the  help  that  justice 
demands.  They  feel  that  their  own  character  as  stewards  of  Trust  Funds  is  at  stake; 
and,  while  willing  to  give  of  their  time,  their  best  judgment  and  of  their  finandal 
ability  to  the  Ixist  interests  of  this  Fund,  they  feel  that  the  Diocese  itself  is  unfaithful 
to  its  obligations  and  neglectful  of  its  duties,  and  is  imposing  on  its  stewards  —  com- 
pelling them  to  **make  brick  without  straw."  The  Trustees  insist,  therefore,  that 
this  matter  should  l)e  taken  efficiently  in  hand  at  this  present  Council,  and  that  the 
Diocese  Ix?  ]>rompted  to  take  such  vigorous  and  positive  action,  that  the  fund>  com 
mitted  to  their  charge  be  sacredly  kept  as  gifts  unto  the  Lord. 

Our  Bishop  has  forbidden  us  to  make  any  appeal,  as  if  the  matter  were  a  person*] 
one;  and  we  agree  with  him  that  we  ought  to  place  it  on  a  base  of  principle — for  wc 
hold  that  the  Episcopate  is  God's  own  ordinance,  and  ol)servation  will  demonstrate 
that  in  no  part  of  the  Church  of  Christ  has  a  working  and  Apostolic  Episcopate  l^en 
more  signally  blessed  as  at  once  the  main-spring  and  the  balance-wheel  of  Church 
polity  than  in  our  own  American  Church.  At  this  time,  after  a  century  of  experience, 
the  American  people  are  lx,*ginning  to  concede  the  vast  advantages  secured  to  us  by 
the  character  and  lalwrs  of  our  Bishops.  We  are  bound  to  sustain  our  Bishoj>s  ac- 
cordingly, as  a  primar}'  obligation,  and  to  deal  with  them,  if  not  liberally,  still  with 
no  niggardly  or  parsimonious  hand.  We  call  them  from  positions  of  comfuirative 
comfort,  generally  (and  as  the  dictate  of  prudence  in  all  cases)  in  maturity  of  life, 
and  we  select  men  whom  others  have  j)reviously  selected  for  important  duties  and 
offices.  They  enter  ujxjn  the  Episcopate  commonly  not  without  considerable  pecunian 
sacrifices;  and  thereafter,  through  life,  they  are  loaded  with  duties  the  most  conflicting 
and  laliorious.  "  In  journeyings  often,''  in  a  life-long  and  wearying  routine  of  work, 
and  burdened  with  exacting  responsibilities  of  every  kind,  it  is  not  reason  that  they 
should  be  also  worried  with  petty  pecuniary  cares,  nor  should  any  other  than  a  diocese 
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of  paupers  fail  to  provide  for  its  Bishop  at  least  as  fully  as  the  State  provides  for  its 
Chief  Judges. 

Such  are  our  convictions.  The  Diocese  of  Western  New  York  is  made  up  of  many 
members,  among  whom  wealth  is  largely  distributed.  Other  plans  having  failed,  and 
the  demands  on  the  Fund  being  constant  and  imperative,  the  Trustees  now  ask  of 
the  Diocese,  or  rather  of  individuals  in  the  Diocese,  for  an  immediate  addition  to 
the  Fund  of  the  sum  of  twenty  thousand  dollars^  free  and  clear  of  all  assessments, 
apportionments  and  collections,  leaving  the  plan  for  assessments  as  now  in  force. 
They  ask  of  those  whom  God  has  prospered  and  blessed  with  comfort  and  worldly 
wealth,  and  to  whom  he  has  given  grateful  hearts,  that  they  will  give  of  that  substance 
and  that  store  back  to  him,  as  a  thank-offering,  without  personal  solicitation,  by  send- 
ing their  gifts  or  their  promises  to  the  Treasurer  **  for  the  endowment  of  the  Episcopate 
Fund." 

They  also  ask  the  Convention  for  a  Committee  to  reassess  the   apportionment  for 

the  support  of  the  Episcopate,  and  also  such  action  in  regard  to  the  arrearages  that 

now  exist  as  will  free  the  Trustees  from  their  personal  responsibilities.

To  the  Forty-Second  Annual  Council  of  the  Dioces^ of  Western  New  York: 

The  Registrar  of  the  Diocese  would  respectfully  report  that  during  the  year  he  has 
had  bound  the  Journals  of  the  Diocese  of  New  York,  of  which  he  has  succeeded  in 
securing  a  complete  file,  this  having  been  ordered  to  be  done  b)-  the  Convention  four 
years  ago,  so  that  we  have  now  bound  upon  our  shelves  a  full  record  of  the  acts  of 
Diocesan  Convention  of  the  five  Dioceses  of  this  State,  and  of  several  other  Diocese-, 
making  a  valuable  collection  for  reference  as  to  the  history-  of  the  Church.  To  this 
by  the  courtesy  of  Secretaries  and  Registrars,  the  Journals  of  most  of  the  other  Dio- 
ce^es  are  yearly  added,  so  that  the  record  in  these  cases  will  l)e  unbroken. 

The  Registrar  would  own  his  obligation  to  the  Rev,  Dr.  Anstice  and  the  Rev.  Mr.

By  these  contributions  we  have  nearly  compkte 

files  of  many  of  the  intervening  years,  and  of  the  eventful  year  1865  the  num>«er  i> 

full.     It  is  matter  for  regret  that  in  two  instances  we  have  just  missed  securing  the 

whole  issue  of  this  Diocesan  paper,  so  necessary  to  the  prescr\ation  of  the  Itxral  hi^ 

tory  of  Western  New  York.     I  trust  some  one  may  yet  l>e  found  to  furnish  it.     From 

the  Rector  of  S.  James'  Church,  Hammondsjwrt,  has  been  received  a  printed  copy 

of  a  historical  discourse  preached  in  that  church  on  the  fiftieth  anniversary  of  the 

organization  of  the  parish;  this  is  all  that  has  l^een  contributed  from  within  the  Dioce>e 

toward  the  important  department  of  Local  History'.     By  the  kindness  of  the  authori 

ties  of  S.  Paul's  Church,  in  this  city,  the  archives  have  been  allowed  to  be  put  in  the 

Tower  Room;  a  most  appropriate  and  safe  depository,  where,  if  there  were  means  in 

the  Treasury  of  the  Diocese  to  place  proper  cases  for  the  reception  of  what  we  have, 

the  collection  would  l)e  most  convenient  for  reference,  as  well  as  a  pleasant  thing  to

The  Committee  on  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Society  for  Promoting  Religion  and 
Learning  in  the  State  of  New  York,  and  on  the  General  Theological  Seminary, 
respectfully  beg  leave  to  report : 

I.  On  the  subject  of  the  first  named  Society  your  Committee  are  able  to  make 
but  a  limited  report.  It  appears  that  this  Society  wa&  organized  prior  to  the  i6th 
day  of  October,  1802;  that  on  that  day,  and  afterwards  on  the  21st  day  of  February, 
181 1,  the  Corporation  of  Trinity  Church,  in  the  City  of  New  York,  conveyed  to  three 
Trustees  certain  property  in  trust  for  the  said  Society,  consisting  of  divers  lots  and 
parcels  of  land  in  the  aforesaid  city.  On  April  4th,  1839,  the  Trustees  of  this  Society 
were  incorporated  by  act  of  the  L^slature  of  this  State,  and  the  w^hole  of  the  afore- 
mentioned endowment  passed  into  the  possession  of  this  Corporation,  and  is  now,  so 
far  as  is  known  to  your  Committee,  held  by  it  in  trust  for  the  purposes  mentioned  in 
the  act  of  incorporation,  viz.,  for  Promoting  Religion  and  Learning*  in  the  State  of 
New  York. 

But,  inasmuch  as  this  Society  has  never  made  public  its  proceedings,  your  Commit- 
tee is  unable  to  report  as  to  the  value  of  the  property  held  by  it  (except  in  general 
that  it  is  acknowledged  to  be  valuable),  or  what  is  the  amount  of  income  annually 
derived  from  its  endowment,  or  in  what  manner  this  income  is  apportioned  among 
the  several  institutions  of  learning  in  the  State  of  New  York.  Your  Committee, 
however,  are  able  to  report  that  the  income  of  the  Society  is  given,  in  part,  to  the 
General  Theological  Seminary  and  Colleges,  but  that  the  greater  portion  is  given  in 
annual  stipends  to  students,  "  after  rigid  investigation  and  careful  scrutiny  by  the 
Superintendent  and  Education  Committee."  The  only  report  made  by  the  Society 
outside  of  its  own  body  is  that  made  to  the  Convention  of  the  Diocese  of  New  York 
by  the  Education  Committee  through  the  Superintendent  of  Education,  as  the  Chair- 
man thereof.  By  such  Report  to  the  last  Convention  of  the  aforementioned  Diocese, 
as  appears  by  the  Journal,  the  sum  received  by  the  Society  from  the  Diocese  of  New 
York,  from  October  1st,  1877,  to  October  ist,  1878,  was  $667.95;  received  from  other 
Dioceses,  $150.97.  Total,  $818.92.  But  no  report  is  herein  made  of  the  income 
of  the  Society's  own  endowment;  it  is  only  stated  that  the  income  during  the  then 
current  year  was  much  diminished  by  failure  of  lessees  and  by  a  diminution  of  rent. 

The  property  of  the  Society  at  the  time  of  its  incorporation,  as  appears  by  the  Deed 
of  Endowment,  consisted  of  some  thirty-five  lots  situated  in  the  Third  and  Fifth 
Wards  in  the  City  of  New  York.     The  Corporation  of  Trinity  Church  also  holds  a 
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reversionary  interest  in  all  this  property  in  case  there  is  a  failure  in  performing  the 
conditions  on  which  the  property  was  conveyed  to  this  Society.  These  conditioa^ 
are,  in  general,  that  the  Trustees  when  elected  are  members  of  the  Protestant  Epis- 
copal Church  in  the  State  of  New  York,  that  all  the  revenues  from  the  endowment 
be  strictly  applied  to  the  purposes  specified  in  the  Act  of  Incorporation,  and  that  the 
consent  in  writing  of  the  Corporation  of  Trinity,  under  their  seal,  must  first  be  had 
before  any  of  the  property  held  under  the  endowment  can  be  sold  or  alienated,  or 
leased  for  a  longer  time  than  21  years. 

It  may  properly  be  stated  further  that,  as  appears  by  the  proceedings  of  the  Board 
of  Trustees  of  the  General  Theological  Seminary,  in  June  last,  an  appropriation  of 
eighteen  hundred  dollars  was  made  by  this  Society  "to  increase  the  inadequate 
salaries  of  the  Professors  "  during  the  year  then  closed. 

As  it  seems  desirable  that  this  Council  be  informed  respecting  the  income  of  this 
Society  and  the  manner  in  which  it  has  been  applied  hitherto,  your  Conmiittee  beg 
leave  to  suggest  that  a  committee  be  appointed  by  this  Council  who  shall  be  author- 
ized to  request  the  Trustees  of  the  aforementioned  Society  to  render  to  them  a  state- 
ment of  the  matters  above  referred  to,  to  be  reported  to  this  Council  at  its  next  annual 
•  session. 

This  Society  is  the  Society  for  the  Promotion  of  Religion  and  Learning  in  the 
State  of  New  York, 

Large  sums  of  money  are  taken  from  this  Fund  and  applied  to  students  of  the 
Seminary  coming  from  other  States  and  Dioceses.  Without  enquiring  at  present  into 
the  policy  or  principle  on  which  this  is  done,  we  think  we  may  fairly  claim  that  no 
student  of  the  Seminary  belonging  to  any  Diocese  of  the  State  of  New  York  should 
ever  be  allowed  to  suffer  for  the  want  of  the  money  which  this  Society  gives  to 
others,  and  therefore  we  propose  the  following  resolution : 

Resolved,  That  the  Bishop  and  Standing  Committee  be  requested  to  address  to  the 
Society  for  the  Promotion  of  Religion  and  Learning  in  the  State  of  New  York  a 
request  for  the  grant  to  each  of  the  candidates  of  this  Diocese  of  an  annual  stipend 
of  $200,  or  any  less  sum  which,  in  the  judgment  of  the  Bishop,  may  be  sufficient 
for  their  necessity. 

On  the  subject  of  the  General  Theological  Seminary  your  Committee  would 
briefly  report  that  at  a  Special  Meeting  of  the  Trustees  held  at  the  Seminar>'  and  S. 
Peter's  Hall,  in  the  City  of  New  York,  October  23,  1878,  the  Rev.  Eugene  A.  Hoff- 
man, D.  D.,  was  elected  Dean  of  the  Seminary,  and  the  Rev.  Thomas  Richey,  D.  D., 
was  elected  Professor  of  Ecclesiastical  History  in  the  same.  Both  gentlemen  accepted 
their  appointments,  and  have  entered  upon  their  duties. 

At  the  Annual  Meeting  of  the  Trustees  in  June  last,  on  the  recommendation  of  the 
Faculty,  eighteen  members  of  the  Senior  Class  were  awarded  the  usual  Testimonials, 
under  the  Seal  of  the  Board,  and  three  others,  two  of  the  Class  of  1877,  ^^^  one 
of  the  Class  of  1879,  on  the  above  recommendation,  were  also  awarded  the  same 
Testimonials. 

Your  Committee  learn  with  great  regret  that  the  capital  of  the  Seminary  is  con- 
stantly diminishing  to  meet  the  current  expenses  and  the  assessments  made  upon  its 
real  estate.     The  average  deficiency  or  encroachment  on  the  principal  for  the  last  five 
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years  has  been,  we  are  told,  $4,000  annually.     It  is  earnestly  recommended  that  the 
Trustees  from  this  Diocese  use  their  best  endeavors  to  bring  about  measures  that  shall 
limit  the  expenditures  of  the  Seminary  to  the  amount  of  its  income. 
All  which  is  respectfully  submitted.

REPORT: 

The  Committee  to  whom  was  referred  Rev.  Dr.  Van  Bokkelen's  resolution  on  De 
Veaux  College  respectfully  report  that  they  see  no  way  in  which  any  permanent 
change  obligatory  upon  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  De  Veaux  College  can  be  made  in  its 
charter  without  resort  to  the  Legislature,  and  they  recommend  that  such  resort  be  had ; 
and,  in  the  meantime,  that  the  suggestions  of  the  Committee,  of  which  Mr.  Teller  was 
Chairman,  as  to  election  of  Trustees  and  their  terms  of  office,  be  carried  out  by  the 
Trustees  and  the  Standing  Committee,  and  that  no  appointment  to  fill  any  vacancy 
in  the  Board  of  Trustees  be  made  until  it  has  been  submitted  to  and  approved  by  the 
Diocesan  Council.

The  Rev.  Israel  Foote,  D.  D.,  Chairman  of  the  Committee  on 
Finances,  presented  the  following  Report  of  the  Committee  on 
Finances. 

REPORT: 

The  Committee  to  whom  were  referred  the  Reports  of  the  Trustees  and  of  the 
Treasurer  of  the  Parochial  P'und  {see  Appendix  II.,  E.),  and  of  the  Trustees  and 
Treasurer  of  the  Christmas  Fund  (see  Appendix  II.,  A.)  and  the  accounts  of  the 
Treasurer  of  the  Council  [see  Appendix  II.,  B.),  has  examined  said  Reports. 

The  Parochial  Fund. — The  Trustees  report  additions  to  this  Fund  since  the 
Session  of  the  last  Annual  Council,  as  follows: 

1st.  A  conveyance  of  the  property  of  S.  Andrew's  Church,  Rochester,  upon  con- 
ditions; but  what  those  conditions  are  the  Trustees  do  not  report,  and  the  Commiuec 
has  no  means  at  hand  to  enable  them  to  ascertain  them. 

2d.  The  sum  of  $l5,cxx)  in  securities,  to  wit:  loo  shares  of  the  Rochester  \ 
Crenesee  Valley  R.  R.  stock,  par  value,  ;Sio,oco,  and  $5,000  in  the  Iwnds  of  the 
Central  R.  R.,  N.  J. 

3d,     The  sum  of  5 1,000  for  Foreign  Missions. 

The  Trustees  also  report  that  two  vacancies  in  their  Board  will  occur  at  the  present 
Session  of  the  Annual  Council  by  the  expiration  of  the  terms  of  office  of  Mr.  Chew 
and  Mr.  Shepard,  and  ask  the  attention  of  this  Council,  in  filling  these  vacancies,  10 
the  necessity  of  having  a  quorum  of  their  Board,  not  less  than  four  Trustees,  reside 
at  or  near  (ieneva,  to  facilitate  the  holding  of  formal  meetings  for  the  transaction  of 
necessary,  but  the  less  important,  business  of  their  Board.  The  propriety  of  this 
request  will  be  apparent  to  the  Council. 

The  Report  of  the  Treasurer  of  the  Parochial  Fund  shows  as  follows: 
To  the  Permanent  Missionary  Fund  there  has  been  added  since  the  last  Report 
Si, 000.     The  $5,000,  par  value,  of  the  lx)ndsof  the  Detroit  &  Milwaukee  R.  R.  have 
been  exchanged  for  33,500  of  the  bonds  of  the  Detroit  &  Grand  Haven  R.  R.     This 
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apparently  diminishes  this  Fund  $1,500.  The  first  named  bonds  had  yielded  no 
income  for  several  years;  the  road  had  been  foreclosed,  and  the  holders  of  these  bonds 
were  allowed,  under  the  new  organization  of  the  road,  seventy  per  cent,  of  their 
claims,  and  hence  the  apparent  diminution  of  this  Fund  of  $1,500.  These  last 
named  bonds  are  regarded  as  valuable  securities,  and  this  Fund  is  believed  to  be 
improved  by  the  exchange. 

In  the  Dc  Lancey  Divinity  School  Fund  there  has  been  some  change.  The  $2,000 
stock  of  the  Cairo  &  Fulton  R.  R.,  heretofore  included  in  this  Fund,  has  been  trans- 
ferred to  a  separate  Fund  called  the  Swift  Book  Fund.  The  $1,000  of  the  bonds 
of  the  Cleveland,  P.  &  A.  R.  R.  has  been  sold  at  a  premium  ($10),  and  the  increase 
added  to  the  Fund.  These  changes  have  made  an  apparent  diminution  in  this  Fund 
from  $23,207.62  to  $21,217.62. 

The  Swift  Book  Fund. — The  $2,000  of  the  stock  of  the  Cairo  &  Fulton  R.  R. 
have  been  exchanged  for  $1,200  under  the  new  organization  of  the  stock  of  the  St. 
Louis,  Iron  Mountain  and  5>outhem  R.  R.  This  was  occasioned  by  the  terms  of  the 
consolidation  of  the  Cairo  &  Fulton  R.  R.  and  other  roads  into  the  St.  Louis,  Iron 
Mountain  &  Southern  R.  R.  This  is  the  first  year  in  which  dividends  have  been 
received  on  this  Fund. 

The  S.  Andrew's  Church  Fund,  Rochester. — This  Fund  was  founded  in  July 
of  the  present  year  by  Mrs.  Julia  Merritt  for  the  support  of  said  Church. 

The  Scholarship  Fund. — No  change  in  the  principal  of  this  Fund  has  been 
made  the  past  year. 

The  Report  of  the  Treasurer  of  the  Parochial  Fund  is  accompanied  by  the  Report 
of  the  Auditing  Committee  appointed  by  the  Bishop,  which  reports  that  the  Commit- 
tee has  examined  the  accounts  and  vouchers  of  the  Treasurer,  Mr.  Rose,  and  find 
the  same  correct ;  and,  also,  that  they  have  examined  the  securities  in  which  the  fore- 
going funds  are  invested,  and  find  them  to  correspond  with  the  said  Treasurer's 
Report. 

The  Christmas  Fund. — The  Report  of  the  Trustees  shows  that  the  entire  receipts 
to  this  fund  during  the  current  year  were  $3,003.96. 

The  number  of  Parishes  contributing  to  this  Fund  for  the  year  1878  was  54, 
and  the  amount  contributed  was  $997.  The  number  of  Parishes  contributing  for 
the  current  year  was  63,  and  the  amount  contributed  was  $1,013.39.  The  amount 
paid  to  beneficiaries  for  the  current  year  was  $375  less  than  the  amount  paid  in 
1878. 

The  account  of  the  Treasurer  of  this  Fund  is  accompanied  by  the  Report  of  the 
Auditing  Committee  appointed  by  the  Bishop,  which  reports  that  they  have  examined 
the  accounts  and  vouchers  of  the  Treasurer  and  find  them  correct ;  and,  also,  that 
they  have  examined  the  securities  in  his  hands  and  believe  them  to  be  ample,  and 
that  the  amount  of  principal  secured  is  $10,200. 

Your  Committee  further  report  that  they  have  examined  the  books  and  accounts 
of  the  Treasurer  of  the  Council,  together  with  the  vouchers  for  the  same,  and  find 
them  correct  in  every  particular. 
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A  summary  of  the  Treasurer's  Account  shows  the  receipts  during  the

The  Committee  to  which  was  referred  that  part  of  the  Address  of  the  Right  Rev- 
erend the  Bishop  to  this  Council,  relating  to  a  Cathedral  for  this  Diocese,  and  the 
incorporation  and  organization  thereof,  respectfully  report : 

That  they  have  given  the  subject  such  consideration  as  the  limited  time  at  their 
command  would  permit,  and  that  they  cordially  and  entirely  concur  in  the  recom- 
mendations and  views  contained  in  respect  thereto  in  the  Bishop's  Address,  and  they 
recommend  that  this  Council  adopt  the  following  resolutions: 

Resolved,  That  the  Right  Reverend  the  Bishop  of  this  Diocese  and  the  Standing 
Committee  thereof  take  such  measures  as  they  may  deem  proper  to  obtain  from  the 
Legislature  of  this  State  an  act  of  incorporation  for  a  Cathedral  in  this  Diocese,  simi- 
lar to  those  already  enacted  for  the  Dioceses  of  New  York,  Long  Island  and  Albany, 
with  ]x>wer  to  receive  bequests,  grants  and  donations  for  the  uses  and  purposes  of 
such  Cathedral;  to  take  and  hold  property  for  the  use  and  benefit  of  the  Diocesan, 
and  with  such  further  powers  and  privileges  as  may  be  deemed  expedient. 

Resolved,  As  the  sensi  of  this  Council,  that  it  should  be  a  condition  of  the  oi^ani- 
zation  under  the  charter  or  act  of  incorporation  so  to  be  obtained,  that  the  statutes  for 
the  government  of  the  Cathedral  should  be  approved  by  the  Right  Reverend  the 
Bishop  and  by  the  Council  of  the  Diocese  before  such  organization  should  be  lawful 
and  valid.

APPENDIX    I. 


THE  BISHOP'S  ADDRESS 


TO    THE  FORTY-SECOND   COUNCIL    OF   THE  DIOCESE. 


The  good  people  of  Western  New  York  are,  at  this  time,  celebrat- 
ing a  centennial  anniversary  which  has  deeply  enlisted  my  sympathies. 
A  hundred  years  ago  the  blow  was  struck  which  wrested  these  lands 
of  the  Iroquois  from  their  original  masters,  and  transferred  them  to 
civilization.  Without  expressing  any  opinion  as  to  the  justice  of  that 
violent  measure,  we  may  recognize,  in  the  fact,  the  award  of  Divine 
Providence,  and  we  should  be  thankful  for  the  blessed  results.  It  is 
stated  that  the  red  men  of  this  State  are,  at  this  day,  as  numerous  as 
they  were  then ;  a  fact  very  interesting  and  suggestive.  Some  of  them 
are  settled  among  us.  I  recall  with  great  interest  my  ministrations  to 
ihe  Onondagas,  in  the  then  undivided  Diocese,  when  I  first  entered  on 
my  Episcopal  labours,  and  I  make  this  reference  to  them  chiefly  to 
add  that  my  experiences  in  attempting  to  deal  with  others  on  the 
Cattaraugus  Reservation  have  been  much  less  satisfactory,  and  that  I 
wish  in  my  heart  this  whole  system  of  reservations  could  be  abolished. 
If  I  understand  the  Amended  Constitution  of  the  United  States,  these 
red  men  are  citizens,  and  can  no  longer  be  denied  any  privilege  of 
citizens  which  they  may  choose  to  assert.  If  so,  and  jurists  will  cor- 
rect me  if  I  am  wrong,  the  laws  of  our  State,  so  far  as  they  proscribe 
this  unfortunate  race,  are  a  nullity,  and  ought  to  be  treated  as  such. 
Let  us  make  them  men  and  then  we  shall  find  out  that  they  are  capa- 
ble of  being  made  good  citizens  and  good  Christians. 

CHRISTIAN    OCCUPATION. 

With  this  one  word  of  tribute  to  the  conquered  race,  I  recur 
to  the  remarkable  consequences  of  the  transfer  of  their  posses- 
sions to  us,  which  we  are  now  commemorating.     I  know  Western  New 
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York  very  thoroughly,  from  the  Oneida  district  to  that  of  the  Tusa- 
roras,  and  more  especially  these  regions  west  of  Lake  Seneka.  I 
know  its  beautiful  lakes,  its  diversities  of  surface,  its  fertile  fields  and 
farms,  its  healthful  air  and  refreshing  waters,  and,  above  all,  the  amazing 
results  of  its  rapid  civilization.  When  I  reflect  that  these  are  the  pro- 
ducts of  a  period  through  the  whole  of  which  a  single  lifetime  has 
extended  in  cases  known  to  us  all,  I  am  overwhelmed  with  wonder. 
Yet  more,  when  I  see  in  this  very  Council  an  honoured  cler^gyman, 
active  and  useful  among  us,  whose  official  life  covers  just  one>half  of 
that  period,  and  who  for  fifty  years  has  been  identified  with  all  the 
interests,  social,  moral  and  religious  of  this  great  city,  I  am  solemnly 
struck  with  what  one  life  maybe  made  to  effect;  and  not  less  with 
such  a  life  as  a  just  measure  of  the  actual  age  of  almost  all  we  see 
around  us,  that  is  not  rude  and  untamed. 

This  venerable  presbyter  came  to  Buffalo  while  yet  it  was  in  a 
wilderness,  while  yet  the  framed  dwelling-house  had  hardly  excluded 
the  log-cabin  of  the  first  settlers,  and  while  as  yet  this  Apostolic 
Church  was  regarded  as  exotic,  and  hardly  recognized  as  having  any 
right  to  exist  in  the  presence  of  a  sturdy  and  pioneering  sectarianism. 
Enough,  he  lives  to  see  what  you  see;  and  not  a  little  of  what  you 
most  value  is  his  monument.  The  two  Dioceses  of  this  half  of  the 
State;  the  college  at  Geneva,  where  for  fifty  years  the  study  of 
Thucydides  and  of  Tacitus,  as  well  as  of  modern  science,  has  been 
pursued  on  a  spot  where  stood  the  Indian  wigwam  in  the  memory  of 
living  men ;  our  schools,  and,  more  than  all,  our  churches,  their  exter- 
nal fabrics  and  their  inward  vitality — all  these  have  felt  the  influence 
and  impulse  of  his  energetic  spirit  and  fostering  aid.  I  think  it 
proper  that  this  Council  should  not  adjourn  without  some  fitting  trib- 
ute to  the  history  of  such  a  life.  I  think,  also,  that  we  may  properly 
make  some  record  of  our  gratitude  to  God  for  what  His  Providence 
has  wrought  in  our  behalf  in  blessing  so  marvellously  the  enterprise 
and  the  incessant  toils  of  our  people  for  the  first  century  of  their  his- 
tory, now  complete. 

OUR   PAST   HISTORY. 

The  Church  was  not  brought  hither  on  the  first  tides  of  the  immi- 
gration. The  camp-meeting  with  its  wild  excitement  and  enthusiasm 
was  more  in  accordance  with  the  habits  of  the  rude  pioneer.  To 
become  a  Churchman  he  must  reform  those  habits;  he  must  gain  new 
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deas;  he  must  appreciate  decorum;  he  must  learn  the  nature  of 
vorship  and  the  proper  use  of  the  house  of  prayer;  he  must  suffer  the 
nstinct  of  reverence  to  influence  his  character,  and  he  must  brave 
he  prejudices  and  sometimes  the  active  persecutions  of  his  neighbours. 
\11  this  and  more  must  be  considered  when  we  reflect  on  the  work  of 
)ur  early  missionaries  if  we  wish  to  estimate  it  aright.  This  Scriptural 
[Thurch  came  in  as  a  civilizer.  She  has  taught  other  Christians  how  to 
mprove  their  ideas  of  almost  everything  in  the  Christian  system. 
She  has  modified  their  faith  and  well-nigh  revolutionized  their  ideas  of 
worship.  Would  to  God  she  had  done  more  to  set  a  high  example  of 
primitive  devotion  to  every  precept  of  the  Gospel.  I  would  not 
boast;  I  state  alike  the  facts  that  are  our  credit  and  our  disgrace. 
We  have  been  felt,  and  increasingly  we  are  felt,  through  the  power 
md  beauty  of  a  Catholic  system ;  but,  as  for  practical  godliness,  we 
:oo  often  present  a  sad  contrast  with  the  requirements  of  our  own 
prayer-books,  to  say  nothing  of  the  lessons  from  Holy  Scripture, 
Mrhich  are  so  constantly  and  largely  ministered  to  us  through  the 
Christian  year.     It  is -marvellous  that  we  exist  at  all;  and  the  fact  that 

thousands  of  those  nurtured  in  other  communions  have  found  out  and 

• 

embraced  the  prayer-book ;  that  at  an  early  day  the  Church  was  dis- 
covered as  an  ark  of  refuge  in  the  same  regions  that  produced  the 
extravagances  of  "  the  Universal  Friend,**  and  that  gave  birth  to  Mor- 
monism  and  to  other  delusions  almost  equally  abominable,  is  a  most 
hopeful  and  suggestive  fact.  It  indicates  the  ultimate  triumph  of 
Truth  and  gives  a  sure  token  of  that  kind  of  success  which  is  the  fruit 
of  experience  and  Providential  delays.  When  religions  that  ally 
themselves  with  politics  shall  have  run  their  course,  and  when  gross 
superstition  shall  have  defeated  itself  in  efforts  to  enslave  a  new  world, 
after  losing  its  hold  upon  Europe,  then  the  time  will  have  come  for 
the  cordial  consent  of  piety  and  intelligence  in  a  return  to  **the  good 
old  ways*'  of  Primitive  and  Apostolic  Christianity. 

THE   PRESENT  OUTLOOK. 

Let  these  considerations  animate  our  labours  and  inspire  our  efforts 
in  this  Council.  Since  I  met  you  a  year  ago  I  have  almost  without  any 
pause  for  rest  been  engaged  in  the  work  of  the  Diocese,  or  that  of  the 
Church  at  large  as  a  member  of  several  of  its  general  committees  and 
commissions.  I  have  visited  almost  every  nook  and  corner  of  the  Dio- 
cese, and  some  Parishes  and  Missions  twice,  or  even  thrice.     I  find  my- 
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self  cheered  and  encouraged  beyond  all  I  had  hoped.  Whatever  exists 
of  failure  or  deficiency  may  be  easily  accounted  for.  We  have  not  yet 
emerged  from  the  house  of  bondage^  if  by  such  a  term  I  may  charac- 
terize the  period  of  trials  through  which  we  have  been  passing. 
Everywhere  I  am  told  of  '*  the  shrinkage  of  values,  the  burdens  of 
taxation  —  particularly  upon  lands,  and  the  heavy  burdens  of  bonded 
debts  and  National,  State  and  Municipal  taxes,  of  mortgages,  which 
the  depreciation  of  value  has  rendered  it  impossible  for  farmers  to 
pay,"  and  other  causes  which  might  well  account  for  a  for  greater 
amount  of  suffering  than  actually  exists.  The  generation  that  bore 
the  whole  burden  of  the  war  has,  with  romantic  generosity,  undertaken 
to  pay  off  a  remnant  of  debt  which  might  well  have  been  left  to  pos- 
terity. That,  in  such  a  period  we  should  experience  some  discourage- 
ment is  not  indicative  of  decline ;  but,  that  amid  all  this,  we  should 
have  had  a  year  of  remarkable  local  improvement  and  ui>-growth  calk 
for  my  devout  thanks  to  Almighty  God.  From  Coming  to  Geneva, 
and  up  to  the  line  of  the  Lake,  and  so  Westward,  I  find  everywhere 
large  sums  of  money  freely  expended  in  the  cause  of  the  Church. 
Witness,  as  examples  only,  the  new  church  at  Penn-Yan,  the  rising 

• 

walls  of  another  at  Clifton  Springs,  the  tower  and  spire  of  S.  Peter's, 
Geneva,  and  the  new  parsonage  and  site  for  the  "Church  Home,"  of 
Trinity,  in  the  same  village.     Witness,  repairs  at  Newark,  the  comple- 
tion  and    Consecration   of  the   little   church  at   Sodus  Centre ;   the 
liberal  expense  for  improvements  at    Pittsford,  and   not    to  speak  of 
older  Parishes,  the  new  Chapel  of  S.  James',  in  Rochester,  and  the 
enlarged    foundation    of    S.    Andrew's    Free    Church.     I    might  go 
through  the   Diocese  instancing  such   cheering  tokens;    let  me  only 
note  the  new  and  beautiful  church  completed  at  Salamanca,  and  the 
no  less  gratifying  one  now  building  at  Randolph.     Here  in  Buffalo 
All  Saints'   Church  is  in  progress  on  a   very  advantageous  site;  the 
Mission  of  S.  Thomas  is  preparing  to  build;    the  condition  of  the 
German  Mission  Church  is  greatly  improved,  and  S.  Philip's  has  been 
placed  in  a  better  position  than  it  has  ever  known  before.     At  Tona- 
wanda,  the  debt  has  been  paid  off  and  the  church  will  soon  be  conse- 
crated.    At  Batavia,  the  Rectory  has  been  largely  improved.     At  Ber- 
gen, the  church  has  been  completed  at  the  expense  of  a  single  parish- 
ioner.    I  am  really  sorry  to  omit  further  mention  of  what  has  been 
done  by  some  of  our  feebler  parishes.     Suffice  it  to  say  that  1  have 
never   seen  a  time  when   our   Missions  and    Missionaries    have   been 
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accomplishing  more.  I  may  safely  refer  you  to  the  Parochial  Reports 
that  will  soon  be  published  as  evidence  of  these  facts,  and  as  a  balanc- 
ing consolation  for  whatever  may  be  found  of  a  contrary  character. 

DECEASED. 

Three  estimable  presbyters,  advanced  in  years  and  full  of  the  fruitage 
of  good  work,  have  been  called  to  repose :  the  Rev.  Lucius  Carter,  the 
Rev.  William  Atwill  and  the  Rev.  Richard  Radley.  Of  these,  the  first- 
named  was  second  in  our  list  of  Clergy,  in  the  order  of  seniority, 
having  been  canonically  connected  with  Western  New  York  since  1832. 
But,  as  he  was  for  many  years  a  non-resident,  I  was  better  acquainted 
with  the  other  two,  for  each  of  whom  I  had  a  more  than  ordinarily  affec- 
tionate personal  regard.  I  shall  order  a  brief  tribute  of  memorial  to 
all  these  good  men  to  be  printed  with  our  Journals,  and  long  may  they 
be  cherished  in  the  grateful  remembrance  of  those  to  whom  they  min- 
istered, and  not  less  by  us,  their  clerical  brethren,  who  may  soon  be 
called  to  lay  our  heads  in  the  dust  with  theirs,  not  without  hope  through 
Christ. 

DEPARTED    BISHOPS. 

This  Diocese  has  reason  to  sympathize  with  Northern  New  Jersey  in 
the  loss  sustained  by  the  death  of  its  excellent  Bishop.  He  was  the 
I>ersonal  friend  of  Bishop  De  Lancey,  and  kindly  helped  him  in  the 
work  of  visitation  when  that  dear  shepherd's  strength  began  to  fail. 
This  led  to  his  being  appointed  to  preach  at  my  consecration ;  and  in 
view  of  his  active  and  useful  life  and  services  to  the  Church  at  large, 
not  less  than  because  of  these  relations  with  us,  I  shall  be  gratified  if 
you  will  pass  some  resolutions  of  regard  and  condolence  which  may  be 
communicated  to  his  family  and  the  afflicted  Diocese.  This  is  a 
measure  by  which  I  shall  be  personally  obliged ;  for  I  am  grateful  to  my 
departed  brother  for  the  loving  counsels  he  gave  me  at  ray  consecration, 
and  for  other  like  words  since  then. 

With  the  late  Bishop  Wilmer,  of  Louisiana,  my  relations  were  more 
intimate  and  of  earlier  origin.  I  loved  him  dearly,  and  was  honoured 
with  many  reciprocal  tokens  of  his  affection.  O!  how  deeply  I  felt  his 
death ;  how  painfully  I  miss  him ;  how  sincerely  I  believe  that  he  is  as 
one  thrice  blessed,  even  among  the  blest!  He  was  part  lion  and 
part  lamb;  a  little  child,  and  yet  a  **son  of  thunder.'*  An  eminent 
divine  in  England  spoke  to  rae  of  a  sermon  of  his  as  one  of  the  most 
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touching  and  persuasive  morsels  of  apostolic  eloquence  he  had  ever 
heard. 

But  I  raust  turn  from  this  attractive  subject  to  the  details  of  those 
toils  which  1  have  been  graciously  permitted  to  pursue  for  another  year, 
but  which  I  deeply  feel  begin  to  draw  toward  their  end.

Three  churches  now  await  consecration,  and  another  will  be  ready, 
please  God,  before  Christmas. 

Of  the  Presbyters  ordained,  one  was  a  member  of  the  Diocese  of 
Connecticut,  and  I  officiated  at  the  request  of  my  Right  Reverend 
brother  of  that  Diocese,  the  Rev.  candidate  desiring  to  take  duty 
in  the  adjoining  Diocese  of  Niagara,  to  which  he  was  immediately 
transferred.  He  was  presented  by  the  Rev.  H.  Holland,  of  St.  Catha- 
rine's, who  did  me  the  favour  to  preach  on  the  occasion  a  sermon  of 
great  fervour  and  real  force.  The  Clergy  present  were  much  gratified 
by  this  act  of  intercommunion  with  our  sister  Church  in  Canada. 
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CHURCHYARDS. 

You  observe  that  I  mention  the  consecration  of  one  churchyard.  It 
was  that  of  S.  Clement's,  Wethersfield  Springs.  Very  infrequently 
do  I  enjoy  the  privilege  of  thus  hallowing  the  ground  where  the  mem- 
bers of  Christ  must  await  the  resurrection,  and  deeply  was  this  solem- 
nity felt  by  all  present.  The  prevailing  custom  of  burying  in  fanciful 
"cities  of  the  dead,*'  places  devoid  of  sacred  associations  with  the 
faith  and  Church  of  Christ,  and  too  often  made  the  scene  of  wasteful 
expenditure  beyond  all  proportion  with  the  sums  laid  out  in  good  works 
for  the  living  —  this  custom  I  fear  will  not  soon  give  way  to  the  instinc- 
tive feeling  of  earnest  believers  that  Christian  burial  should  always  be 
connected  with  interment  in  consecrated  earth.  I  am  ready,  however, 
under  proper  guaranty,  to  consecrate  the  burial-plots  of  members  of 
our  Church,  in  public  cemeteries,  and  I  am  sorry  that  1  am  not  more 
frequently  called  upon  to  do  so.  In  this  connection  I  am  glad  to  re- 
mark the  erection  of  memorial  churches  and  ornaments  of  churches  in 
commemoration  of  the  pious  dead.  This  is,  indeed,  a  noble  form  of 
testimonial,  and  one  that  contrasts  with  the  other,  as  a  fruit -bearing  tree 
does  with  one  on  which  we  find  **  nothing  but  leaves.*' 


BURIALS. 

Here  let  me  note  with  pleasure  the  late  unanimous  action  of  both 
houses  of  the  Convocation  of  Canterbury,  in  England,  recommending 
that  a  new  rubric  be  henceforth  appended  to  the  burial  office,  as  fol- 
lows: "Nevertheless,  in  cases  in  which  neither  of  the  aforesaid  offices 
may  be  used,  //  shall  not  be  unlawful  for  the  minister,  at  the  request  of 
the  kindred  or  friends  of  the  deceased,  to  use^  after  the  body  has  been 
laid  in  the  earth,  prayers  taken  from  the  Book  of  Common  Prayer  and 
p>ortions  of  Holy  Scripture  approved  by  the  Ordinary ,  so  that  they  be 
not  part  of  the  order  from  the  Burial  of  the  Dead,  nor  of  the  order  for 
the  administration  of  the  Holy  Communion/' 

Very  similar  has  been  my  own  rule  in  giving  counsels  for  this  Diocese 
in  exceptional  cases  such  as  often  arise  in  the  sadly  disorganized  con- 
dition of  our  modern  Christianity.  The  Church  wars  not  with  the 
dead.  All  dead  bodies  are  to  be  treated  reverently.  It  is  the  Church's 
office  to  "do  good  unto  all  men."  The  burial  of  the  Christian  dead 
is  her  function,  and  it  should  never  be  usurped  by  human  societies, 
however  good  in  themselves.     What  intelligent  and  thoughtful  Chris- 
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tian  would  be  laid  in  his  last  bed  by  other  hands  than  those  of  his  lov- 
ing Mother,  the  spouse  of  his  Saviour  Christ?  We  have  a  duty,  as 
Churchmen,  always  to  bear  our  testimony  in  this  respect.  Benevo- 
lent societies  must  not  usurp  the  functions  of  the  Church  of  Christ. 
Within  due  bounds  they  may  tend  to  good,  but  they  become  objection- 
able as  far  as  they  undertake  to  supply  religious  rites  to  the  living  or 
the  dead 

UNAUTHORIZED    USAGES. 

Some  undesigned  confusion  has  arisen  in  parts  of  the  Diocese  by 
the  creeping  in  of  unauthorized  hymns  into  the  public  service.  The 
old  prayer-book  hymnal  and  the  new  hymnal  contain  all  the  hymns  we 
have  any  right  to  use,  save  as  authorized  by  the  ordinary  for  special 
occasions!  And  with  like  exception,  let  me  direct  attention,  freshly, 
to  the  law  of  Divine  Service,  as  follows:  **  Every  minister  shall,  before 
all  sermons  and  lectures,  and  on  all  other  occasions  of  public  worship, 
use  the  Book  of  Common  Prayer,  as  the  same  is,  or  may  be,  established 
by  the  authority  of  the  General  Convention  of  this  Church ;  and  in 
performing  such  service,  no  other  prayers  shall  be  used  than  those  pre- 
scribed by  the  said  book. '  * 

Concerning  vestments  and  apparel  of  the  clergy,  no  change  has  been 
made  since  Bishop  De  Lancey's  time,  and  innovations,  if  any  exist,  are 
unlawful. 


THE    PROPOSED    CANONS. 

Let  me  call  attention  to  your  code  of  Proposed  Canons.  For  nine 
years  a  committee  has  been  charged  with  this  matter.  Last  year  you 
adopted  the  Constitution  as  reported,  and  this  year  the  Canons  invite 
your  final  vote.  Your  Committee,  as  originally  appointed,  contained 
two  eminent  jurists,  since  deceased,  the  late  Judges  Johnson  and  Ver- 
planck.  Dr.  Perry,  now  Bishop  of  Iowa,  was  one  of  the  original 
members,  and  his  great  familiarity  with  the  journals  and  historical  codes 
of  the  whole  Church  enabled  him  to  be  of  much  service.  Working 
with  him  and  the  Chancellor,  and  having  before  us  the  best  and  most 
approved  Diocesan  codes,  I  helped  to  frame  the  crude  material  for  the 
Committee.  It  embodied  many  suggestions  of  others  and  much  sur- 
plus matter  which  we  deemed  not  unworthy  of  your  attention.  Your 
Journals  of  1872,  1873  and  ^^75  show  the  progress  of  'fhe  work  and 
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the  instructions  given  by  this  Council.  I  have  distributed  copies  of 
the  Proposed  Canons  among  you,  and  ask  you  to  make  them  the  order 
of  the  day  as  soon  as  you  may,  conveniently.  Amendments  should  be 
presented  only  in  matters  of  great  importance,  and  then  the  Canons  as 
amended  should  be  passed  as  a  whole.  They  may  demand  minute 
and  possibly  structural  alterations  as  experience  dictates  from  year 
to  year,  but  they  should  be  taken  in  hand,  if  possible,  this  year. 
The  Committee  is  entitled  to  an  honourable  discharge.  I  trust  we 
shall,  ere  long,  possess  a  code  to  which  younger  Dioceses  may  turn 
as  to  an  example  of  what  is  desirable  for  Diocesan  order  and  practical 
work. 

THE    TIME    FOR    A    DIOCESAN    COUNCIL. 

On  a  former  occasion  I  directed  your  attention  to  the  propriety  of 
finding  some  better  time  for  our  assembling  in  Diocesan  Council. 
What  I  then  considered  expedient  I  now  think  necessary.  Our  Coun- 
cil now  meets  at  a  time  when  political  and  other  excitements  distract 
the  public  mind,  and  when  all  preliminary  arrangements  are  interfered 
with  by  the  general  vacation-weeks  of  the  Summer  and  Autumn.  Com- 
mittees that  ought  to  do  preparatory  work,  and  persons  who  ought  to 
be  consulted,  are  here  and  there  scattered  about  the  country;  and  even 
the  requisite  measures  for  providing  hospitalities  are  embarrassed  by 
such  absences,  or  by  the  unprepared  condition  of  households  to  enter- 
tain strangers  when  their  homes  are  first  re-opened  on  their  return  from 
summer-tours.  I  might  multiply  the  reasons  which  induce  me  to  think 
that  a  change  to  the  second  or  third  week  of  November  would  be  a 
great  improvement ;  but  I  do  not  hesitate  to  say  that  the  third  week  in 
January  would  be  even  more  convenient.  The  advantages  of  a  January 
meeting  are  obvious ;  one  objection  only  has  ever  been  suggested,  and 
that  is  the  peril  of  snow-blockade.  On  consultation,  however,  I  learn 
that  this  one  peril  is  not  so  formidable  as  it  appears ;  and  my  convic- 
tions are  strengthened  by  the  fact  that  the  Diocese  of  Albany  finds  a 
January  session  attended  with  so  many  advantages  that  even  the  severi- 
ties of  last  winter  failed  to  provoke  a  change.  That  Diocese  extends 
far  north  into  the  coldest  regions  of  the  State,  and  is  less  conveniently 
intersected  by  railways  than  ours.  I  think,  therefore,  we  may  safely 
profit  by  its  example;  but  with  a  change  to  November  I  shall  be  quite 
satisfied.

Deaconesses  and  a  Cathedral  BUI. 

DEACONESSES. 

I  feel  bound  to  express  my  gratitude  to  the  ladies,  Deaconesses  of 
the  Diocese  of  Long  Island,  who  have  taken  charge  of  our  Church 
Home  in  Buffalo,  with  the  kind  consent  of  their  Bishop.  Their  work 
has  commended  itself  to  the  respect  and  gratitude  of  all,  and  we  owe 
much  to  their  dignity  and  worth.  They  have  removed  those  objections 
to  the  order  itself,  which,  until  lately,  have  been  an  obstacle  to  my 
own  patient  endeavours  to  raise  up  among  us  a  diaconate  of  women. 
You  have  on  former  occasions,  sustained  my  views  by  your  votes.  I 
ask  you  at  this  session  to  pass  a  canon,  under  which,  if  my  life  be 
spared,  I  may  proceed  during  the  coming  year  in  organizing  the  dea- 
conesses of  the  Diocese.  I  have  power  to  do  this,  it  is  true,  independ- 
ently, but  without  your  cooperation  I  would  do  nothing  of  the  kind. 
The  Clergy  and  Laity  can  do  nothing  without  the  Bishop,  but  the 
Bishop  should  take  no  important  step  without  their  approval  and  con- 
currence. Such  was  the  primitive  pattern,  as  exemplified  by  the  mar- 
tyr Bishop,  St.  Cyprian. 

A    CATHEDRAL    BILL. 

I  also  ask  your  approval  of  an  application  to  the  Legislature  for  a 
bill  to  incorporate  a  cathedral  for  the  Diocese  similar  to  those  which 
have  been  passed  for  the  Dioceses  of  New  York,  Long  Island  and 
Albany.  And  it  is  my  desire  that  you  should  append  to  such  a  resolu- 
tion a  condition  that  the  statutes  of  the  cathedral  must  be  approved  by 
the  Bishop  and  Diocese  before  any  practical  organization  of  such  cathe- 
dral shall  be  valid  or  lawful.  It  may  be  long  before  such  an  institu- 
tion can  be  realized  in  this  Diocese,  but  if  it  is  ever  to  be  established 
it  should  be  immediately  organized  so  far  as  to  be  able  to  hold  prop- 
erty and  receive  bequests  for  the  purpose.  It  should  also  have  power 
to  accept  for  the  Diocese  the  library  which  I  propose  to  convey,  and 
also  to  receive  and  hold  any  property  designed  for  the  use  and  benefit 
of  the  Diocesan. 

DIOCESAN    MISSIONARY   CANON. 

The  draught  of  a  new  Canon  for  the  Missionary  system  of  the  Dio- 
cese will  be  laid  before  you.  If  it  is  generally  desired  by  the  Clergy 
and  Laity  of  the  Diocese,  I  give  it  my  cordial  consent.  I  am  satisfied 
that,  if  heartily  and  honestly  worked,  it  will  work  well.     But  it  will 
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require  almost  entire  unanimity  to  make  it  worth  adopting,  and  after 
that,  success  will  depend  upon  the  energetic  cooperation  of  the  Laity 
as  well  as  of  the  Clergy.  If  these  requisites  cannot  be  pledged  solidly 
on  the  part  of  all  concerned,  it  will  be  better  to  let  the  present  Canon 
stand.  In  that  case  I  shall  take  the  working  of  it  into  my  own  hands, 
and  I  have  no  fear  whatever  that  it  will  prove  inefficient,  if  directed 
wholly  by  your  Bishop  as  Chief  Missionary,  with  a  single  eye  to  the 
comfort  of  the  missionaries  and  the  good  of  the  Diocese.  In  any  case, 
therefore,  L  have  no  anxiety  as  to  the  result.  I  have  never  found  any 
difficulty  in  raising  funds  for  missionary  purposes  when  artificial  diffi- 
culties were  not  interposed.  I  perfectly  understand  the  causes  of  the 
present  impediments,  and  I  am  resolved  that  they  shall  be  obviated  for 
the  future,  whatever  may  be  the  shape  of  your  legislation. 


MUNIFICENCE. 

The  valuable  property  hitherto  known  as  S.  Clement*s,  Rochester, 
has  passed  into  the  hands  of  the  Trustees  of  the  Parochial  Fund  of  the 
Diocese,  and  is  leased  by  them  to  the  newly-formed  Parish  of  S. 
Andrew.  This  munificent  gift  of  Mr.  W.  B.  Douglas  provides  a  free 
church  for  the  Twelfth  Ward,  and  forms  a  good  base  for  a  future  cathe- 
dral. A  lady  of  great  benevolence  has  added  to  her  brother*s  bene- 
faction an  endowment  of  1 15,000,  of  which  the  same  Trustees  are  the 
guardians.  Such  deeds  speak  for  themselves,  and  I  will  add  no  com- 
ments. May  the  good  Lord  remember  them  in  that  day,  for  Christ's 
sake! 

ACADEMIC   INSTITUTIONS. 

In  turning  to  schools  and  academic  institutions,  I  will  not  anticipate 
what  may  be  said  by  the  Committee,  from  which  a  report  is  expected 
touching  the  precious  foundation  of  De  Veaux.  Toil,  patience  and 
the  ability  of  its  President  have  nursed  it  into  one  of  the  few  schools 
of  the  country  which  merit  a  national  reputation;  one  by  which 
blessings  are  lavished  on  the  orphan  and  the  widow  in  the  best  way. 
*' Foster  it,*'  as  the  founder  invoked  you  to  do,  and  all  will  be  well. 

The  wisdom  which  induced  the  Diocese  to  listen  to  my  appeal  of  1869, 
and  to  begin  the  work  of  endowment  of  Hobart  College,  is  now  appar- 
ent. To  the  effort  which  secured  more  than  150,000  at  that  crisis,  and 
to  constant  nursing  care  ever  since,  we  owe  the  base  of  its  present 
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prosperity,  under  God.     After  years  of  trial  and  vicissitude  the  prayers 
and  labours  of  its  founders  and  friends  begin  to  be  realized.     We  have 
secured  a  President  who  devotes  himself  to  his  duties  with  great  earnest- 
ness, and  who  possesses  valuable  qualifications  for  his  work.     Among 
these  I  mention,  notably,  the  fact  that  he  makes  the  student  fond  of 
him,  and  hence  attentive  to  his  counsels.     He  informs  me  that  the 
present  term  has  opened  with  the  most  gratifying  results.     The  new 
building  for  the  Chemical  Department  is  in  progress,  and  the  expense 
of  it  is  largely  borne  by  a  munificent  lady,  to  whom  I  have  already 
referred  as  a  benefactress.     Both  the  old  halls  have  been  reconstructed 
thoroughly,  and  are  now  replete  with  comfort,  as  before  they  were 
discreditably  the  reverse;  and,  better  than  all,  they  are  overflowing, 
and  we  have  no  more  room  for  those  who  wish  to  lodge  in  the  halls. 
Thirty-two  new  students  have  just  been  admitted  ;  others  are  coming. 
It  is  evident  that  if  the  Church  in  this  State  shall  rise  to  a  sense  — I 
will  not  say  of  its  duties,  but  of  its  opportunities  and  privileges  —  it 
may  speedily  make  of  Hobart  College  a  seat  of  Christian  learning  of 
no  secondary  importance.     To  repeat  my  own  phrase,  it  is  t?u  college 
of  five  dioceses,  and  has  a  claim  upon  the  support  of  all.     At  the  same 
time  I  do  not  deny,  but  rather  assert,  that  the  Diocese  in  which  it  is 
seated  must  of  necessity  take  the  lead  in  accepting  the  burden  of  its 
affairs.     It  is  in  vain  to  look  elsewhere,  save  as  we  do  our  share.     In 
the  nature  of  things  no  primary  part  can  be  taken  in  its  concerns  save 
in  the  Diocese  to  which  its  site  attaches  it.     No  other  Diocese,  we  may 
be  sure,  will  take  any  interest  in  it  if  it  is  not  nurtured  and  cherished, 
primarily,  by  Western  New  York.     Let  us  accept  this  responsibility. 
My  brother  Bishops  have  enforced  it  on  my  attention  in  very  emphatic 
words  when  I  have  looked  to  them  for  cooperation.     Nor  can  I  blame 
them  for  their  views  of  the  case.     They  have  immediate  responsibilities 
of  their  own  to  which  they  must  give  their  first  efforts.     Only,  I  say, 
we  have  done  our  part,  for  a  beginning,  and  we  have  a  right  to  expect 
some  encouragement,  not  only  from  Central  New  York,  but  also  from 
the  old  mother  Diocese  herself.     Nor  will  I  spare  any  exertion  to  make 
the  claims  of  the  College  felt  among  my  personal  friends  beyond  the 
Diocese  when  the  time  comes  for  such  an  appeal.     It  will  come  as  soon 
as  its  present  academic  policy  of  a  high  standard  and  thorough  work  is 
placed  upon  a  footing  that  ensures  success  and   commands   respect. 
Much  has  been  done  towards  this  result  already.     Meantime,  it  has  a 

.  ttppn  all  our  wealthy  men,  to  be  remembered  in  their 
object  of  their  living  beneficence. 
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I  have  time  to  name  as  other  schools  of  the  Diocese  worthy  of  your 
interest  and  support,  first  of  all,  the  Gary  Institute  at  Oakfield,  and  the 
Heathcote  and  the  Hills  Schools  in  Buffalo.  The  Rev.  H.  M.  Brown 
is  managing  the  Gary  Institute  very  efficiently.  Mr.  Wheeler  con- 
tinues to  make  the  Heathcote  a  valuable  resource  for  local  wants,  and 
the  Misses  Hills  still  carry  on  their  unendowed  school  with  great  bene- 
fit to  the  social  interests  of  the  city.  I  call  it  by  their  honoured  name 
to  suggest  the  propriety  of  establishing  it  as  their  monument,  and  per- 
p>etuating  it  as  a  blessing  and  a  credit  to  this  great  and  beautiful  city. 
The  effort  to  create  a  school  for  girls  at  May vi lie,  to  be  known  as  the 
**  Mary  Washington  School,"  must  console  us  for  the  probable  failure 
of  the  "Jane  Grey  **  to  realize  our  just  hopes  and  expectations.  The 
school  of  the  Misses  Hahn  at  Clifton  Springs  will,  I  trust,  before 
long  be  made  the  recognized  successor  of  what  Mt.  Morris  seems  too 
little  to  appreciate,  but  the  loss  of  which  it  will  be  sure  to  lament 
when  such  a  transfer  is  found  necessary.  I  cannot  too  strongly  praise 
the  public  spirit  and  self-sacrificing  liberality  of  Mr.  D.  W.  Parshall, 
of  Lyons,  who  has  done  for  Mt.  Morris  far  more  than  could  have  been 
asked  or  expected  of  any  one  not  personally  interested  in  a  local  insti- 
tution, or  only  connected  with  it  by  his  position  in  your  service  on  a 
Committee  raised  in  its  behalf.  It  was  an  institution  not  projected  by 
the  Diocese,  but  for  which  I  have  done  what  I  could  in  recognition  of 
the  fact  that  any  school  which  has  accepted  aid  from  the  State  is  bound 
to  repay  such  a  benefaction  by  every  possible  effort  to  ensure  perma- 
nency and  utility.  The  Maplegrove  School  at  Tonawanda,  though  a 
private  enterprise  of  the  Rev.  H.  A.  Duboc,  is  noteworthy  as  having 
proved  a  most  creditable  success  thus  far,  in  spite  of  the  Rector's 
double  work  as  a  pastor  in  that  village,  and  as  our  Missionary  at  East 
Aurora.  Nobody  who  will  inspect  the  history  and  progress  of  the 
Church  in  Tonawanda  will  have  any  doubt  of  the  usefulness  and 
efficacy  of  Diocesan  Missions,  nor  of  the  merits  of  this  Reverend 
Missionary. 

EDUCATION    FUNDS. 

Last  year  I  was  forced  to  express  unwillingness  to  send  funds  out  of 
the  Diocese  for  the  work  of  education.  This  year  I  am  obliged  to 
recognize  the  claims  of  "The  Society  for  the  Increase  of  the  Ministry,'' 
because  I  know  not  how  I  could  have  provided  for  several  of  our  pos- 
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tulants  without  its  aid.  In  a  recent  appeal  the  Society  says :  "We 
have  applications  for  assistance  from  men  bearing  the  best  testimonials, 
to  the  amount  of  four  thousand  dollars  more  than  we  are  at  present 
warranted  in  appropriating,  and  many  more  will  be  received  before  the 
beginning  of  the  academic  year.  Almost  wholly  they  are  from  men 
in  colleges  and  theological  seminaries.  In  this  emergency  we  appeal 
to  the  wise  and  faithful.  Dear  brethren,  what  shall  we  do?"  I  com- 
mend it,  therefore,  to  your  liberal  support.  We  have  a  large  increase 
in  our  number  of  actual  dependents,  and  I  could  not  get  on  without 
its  help.  Some  improvements  in  its  policy  and  administration  are 
promised,  which  I  trust  may  make  it  in  all  respects  such  a  handmaid  as 
the  Church  requires. 

POPULAR   DELUSIONS. 

You  will  be  glad  to  know  that  progress  has  been  made  in  collecting 
the  facts  concerning  the  popular  delusions  generated  by  religious  enthu- 
siasm in    the  early  history  of  Western  New  York.      The   Rev.  Mr. 
Webster  has  drawn  up  a  brief  memoir  of  the  original  "Mormon"  im- 
postures of  Wayne  County,  and  facts  have  been  made  public,  of  late, 
which   throw  much   light  'upon  the  nauseous  community  at  Oneida. 
The  history  of  the  Yates  County  delusion,  and  that  of  the  "Rappers" 
near  Rochester,  will  require  a  little  further  research.     There  are  kin- 
dred absurdities  of  which  there  ought  to  be  a  record,  in  order  that 
future  generations  may  know  what  elements  once  existed  among  the 
early  settlers  of  this  region,  at  war  with  Christianity  itself,  and  minis- 
tering to  vice  and  corruption  under  the  mask  of  zeal  and  piety.     I  con- 
fess the  enlightenment  and  elevation  of  the  less  intelligent  class  is  by 
no  means  wholly  due  to  the  Church.     I  would  give  credit  to  all  who 
have  taught  men  to  love  God  and  to  worship  Him  in  soberness  and 
purity  of  heart ;  but  yet  I  deeply  feel  that  on  none  of  the  pioneers  did 
the  war  of  ungodliness  press  so  severely  as  on  our  own  early  mission- 
aries, for  theirs  was  a  two-fold  struggle ;    they  were  not  less  bitterly 
opposed  by  sordid  fanatacism  than  by  the  prejudices  of  many  earnest 
and  truly  pious  but  mistaken  men.     How  shall  we  ever  be  sufficiently 
grateful  to  Davenj)ort  Phelps  and  those  who  followed  him  into  the  wil- 
derness for  what  they  sowed  with  tears  that  we  might  reap  with  joy? 
Oh  !   that  we  may  not  be  unworthy  of  at  least  some  part  in  the  credit 
of  carrying  on  their  self-denying  labours  in  the  same  spirit ;   for,  even 
in  our  own  times,  there  is  yet  a  call  upon  every  true  priest  of  God  and 
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upon  every  true  Churchman  to  ** please  not  himself,'*  but  rather,  in 
all  things,  to  imitate  Him  who  came  **  not  to  be  ministered  unto,  but 
to  minister.** 

POWER   OF   THE   PULPIT. 

When  I  reflect  upon  the  vast  influence  that  must  be  exercised  by  such 
a  body  of  Clergjrmen  as  is  now  before  me,  were  every  Sunday  made 
to  feel  their  pulpit-work  as  a  real  battle  with  sin,  and  a  blow  in  behalf 
of  practical  truth  and  righteousness,  I  confess  I  fear  that  something  is 
wrong,  or  we  should  be  more  effectually  felt.  I  speak  with  humble 
self-reproach,  not  as  blaming  others.  I  speak  suggestively,  and,  as  it 
were,  in  self-examination.  Perhaps  we  trust  more  to  our  rhetoric  in 
church  than  to  our  prayers  in  the  closet;  perhaps  we  preach  too  little 
Scripture  and  too  much  that  should  come  from  the  mere  essayist  rather 
than  from  the  ambassador  of  Christ.  Perhaps  our  people  neither  en- 
courage us  by  hearing,  nor  strengthen  us  by  prayer.  ''Like  people, 
like  priest.'*  But  surely,  if  animated  by  one  spirit,  we  pastors  and 
teachers  were  all  aiming  to  do  one  definite  work,  with  an  eye  single  to 
our  duty  and  the  Master's  command,  He  would  send  down  the  bless- 
ing more  largely  and  more  evidently.  Such  manuals  as  Bishop  Arm- 
strong's "Pastor  in  his  Closet,**  and  Wilson's  Sacra  Privata  may 
help  us  to  press  home  such  inquiries,  in  the  fear  of  God. 


PULPIT   TOPICS. 

Let  me  urge  you,  then,  my  brethren  of  the  Clergy,  for  the  coming 
year,  to  strive  to  build  up  the  Church  in  every  Christian  household 
within  your  cures.  Let  us  aim  to  encourage  and  to  develop  parental 
piety,  family  devotion,  the  nurture  of  the  young  and  all  that  makes 
the  truly  Christian  home.  In  doing  this,  we  shall  augment  the  pro- 
portion of  human  happiness  unspeakably,  and  at  the  same  time  we 
shall  be  using  the  best  means  of  giving  power  to  the  Militant  Church 
and  filling  up  the  paradise  of  God  with  blessed  spirits  of  the  just. 

I  beg  you  **  from  house  to  house,"  and  publicly,  to  speak  of  these 
things  and  to  promote  them  as  a  primary  object  of  your  life.  Teach 
the  sanctity  of  marriage ;  the  lofty  mission  of  the  Christian  mother ; 
the  blessedness  of  rearing  sisters  and  brothers  in  mutual  offices  of  love, 
tenderness,  chivalry  and  devotion  to  parents.  Illustrate  the  dreariness 
of  a   childless   old   age,   as   compared  with   the   charms  of  a    truly 
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patriarchal  household.      Teach  the  horrible  nature  of  all  unnatural 
crime ;   of  conjugal  infidelity;  of  divorce,  and  of  incestuous  or  e\en 
of  equivocal  relations  between  the  sexes.     In  this  way  let  us  strive  to 
enlighten  the  conscience,  to  purify  the  appetites,  and  to  elevate  the  whole 
nature  of  a  gross  and  unreflecting  multitude,  who  are  not  incapable  of 
education  in  righteousness,  and  for  whose  moral  degradation  we  are 
answerable  in  no  light  degree.     And,  finally,  let  me  quote  two  Canons 
of  our  Church,  which  rest  on  canons  of  the  Holy  Ghost  himself,  and 
to  which  I  beg  to  direct  the  attention  of  the  Clergy  with  reference  to 
next  year's  work.     They  are  those  entitled  (i)  of  the  Dtu  ceUbrtitwn 
of  Sundays,  and  (2)  of  Parochial  instruction,     I  will  cite  them  texm- 
ally,  for  their  very  sound  is  ringing,  and  like  a  chime  of  bells  from  the 
moss-grown  tower  of  an  old  English  parish  church : 

1.  "The  minister  of  this  church  who  have  charge  of  parishes  or 
cures  shall  not  only  be  diligent  in  instructing  the  children  in  the 
Catechism,  but  shall  also,  by  stated  catechetical  lectures  and  instruc- 
tion, be  diligent  in  informing  the  youth  and  others  in  the  doctrine, 
constitution  and  Liturgy  of  the  Church." 

2.  **A11  persons  within  this  church  shall  celebrate  and  keep  the 
Lord's  Day,  commonly  called  Sunday,  in  hearing  the  Word  of  God 
read  and  taught,  in  private  and  public  prayer,  in  other  exercises,  of 
devotion,  and  in  acts  of  charity,  using  all  Godly  and  sober  conver- 
sation." 

Depend  upon  it  we  need  more  of  this  sub-soiling,  as  the  farmers  call 
it ;  and  more  of  what  they  call  root-culture.  Let  us  apply  ourselves 
to  it  as  one  man.  Missions  will  flourish,  everything  will  flourish, 
when  there  is  a  "church  in  the  house"  of  every  Churchman.  Let  us 
not  complain  of  the  Laity  till  we  have  done  all  that  it  is  our  part  to  do, 
in  [furnishing  them  forth  as  a  "royal  priesthood."  Let  me  conjure 
you  to  think  thus  of  our  Sacred  Ministry,  my  Reverend  brethren, 
as  of  a  Priesthood  among  a  people  of  Priests ;  a  Priesthood  under  a 
Great  High  Priest,  who  will  give  it  the  power  of  His  own  mighty 
Arm,  just  in  proportion  as  we  make  His  glory,  and  the  good  of  souls 
for  which  He  died,  our  own  supreme  good.  And  let  us  begin  a  revival 
of  the  Church's  power  in  our  own  hearts  and  habits,  endeavouring, 
more  and  more,  to  be  what  our  calling  exacts  of  us — men  full  of  wisdom 
because  full  of  the  Holy  Ghost.     Amen.

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securities,  the  sum  of  5i5,0O3  as  a  partial  endowment  of  said  Chnrchr  and  5i.aoc 
from  tbe  estate  of  T.  Fatzinger,  deceased »  for  Diocesan  Missions. 

The  amount,  receipts,  disbursements  and  inrestments  of  the  other  funds  wul 
appear  in  the  Report  of  the  Treasurer  of  this  Board. 

The  terms  of  office  of  Mr.  Chew  and  Mr.  Shepard  will  expire  with  the  metsini^ 
of  the  Council,  and  the  attention  of  the  Council  is  called  to  the  necessitr  of  boring 
a  quorum  —  at  least  four — of  the  trustees  residing  at  or  near  Geneva,  in  orier  no 
transact  merely  formal  or  unimportant  business,  without  requiring  the  aaendance  of 
members  from  a  distance.

This  change  is  caused  by,  1st,  the  receipt  of  Si,ooo  acldition  to  the  fund  from  thi 
estate  of  the  late  Thos.  Fatzinger,  Esq.;  and,  2d,  the  exchange  of  55,000  par  value 
of  bonds  of  the  Det.  &  Mil.  R.  R.,  for  53,500  par  value  of  bonds  of  the  L>et., 
Grand  Haven  &  Mil.  R.  R.  The  bonds  of  the  Det.  &  Mil.  R.  R.  were  given  to  the 
Fund  by  the  will  of  the  late  Julius  Movius,  and  have  yielded  no  income  for  several 
years.  The  road  has  been  sold  under  foreclosure  and  the  bond-holders  have 
received  bonds  of  the  new  organization,  to  the  amount  of  70  per  cent,  of  their 
claims.  These  new  bonds  it  is  believed  will  be  a  valuable  securitv.  The  Fund  is 
therefore  in  considerably  better  condition  this  year  than  last.

Since  that  time  the  railroad  has 
been  consolidated  with  others  into  the  St.  Louis,  Iron  Mountain  &  Southern  R.  R., 
and  under  the  terms  of  the  consolidation  the  stock  held  by  this  Board  has  been 
exchanged  for  $1,200  stock  of  the  new  organization.  This  Board  has  never  received 
any  dividends  thereon.  Until  the  present  year  the  stock  has  always  been  reported  as 
part  of  the  De  Lancey  Divinity  School  Fund,  but  it  has  now  been  thought  best  to 
put  it  into  a  separate  account.

To  the  Forty- Second  Annual  Council  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Churchy  in  the 
Diocese  of  Western  New   York: 

The  Trustees  of  De  Veaux  College,  pursuant  to  the  terms  of  their  Charter,  respect- 
fully submit  this  Report  for  the  year  ending  June  30,  1879. 

On  the  30th  day  of  June,  1879,  the  funds  of  the  Institution  consisted  of  $105,030.21  of 
principal  yielding  income,  which  funds  are  invested  in,  and  consist  of.  Bonds  and  Mort- 
gages, Stock,  Land  Contracts,  and  Cash  awaiting  investment  {v.  Schedule  A, annexed). 

The  domain  of  the  Institution  consists  of  three  hundred  and  sixty-four  -f^  acres 
of  land,  on  which  the  College  edifice  and  other  buildings  necessary  to  its  management 
are  situated.     Two  hundred  and  one  -^^  acres  are  under  cultivation. 

The  real  estate  held  for  sale,  exclusive  of  the  domain,  is  estimated  to  be  worth 
sixteen  thousand  dollars. 

The  educational  work  of  the  College  has  continued  as  heretofore.  The  course  of 
Instruction  and  Grovemment  is  set  forth  in  the  College  Register  for  Easter  Half,  1879, 
of  which  a  copy  is  herewith  filed. 

During  the  College  Year  i878-'9,  there  have  been  instructed  nineteen  (19)  Proba- 
tioners and  Foundationers,  thirty-five  (35)  Boarding  and  ten  (10)  Day  Pupils,  making 
a  total  of  sixty-four  (64)  Pupils,  who  are  further  accounted  for  as  follows:

I  do  not  think  of  the  whole  number  of  Communicants  here  reported  more  than 
half  have  received  the  Sacrament  during  the  whole  of  my  Missionary  labors  of  over 
three  years.  It  is  an  anomalous  state  of  things,  and  only  explicable  by  considering 
the  anomalous  state  of  society  in  the  past  in  the  New  Salamanca — it  being  so  entirely 
a  railroad  town,  and  Sunday  being  scarcely  known  by  railroad  people,  since  the 
business  is  not  suspended  on  Sunday,  but  in  many  cases  more  work  is  required  of 
the  employees  on  that  day  than  on  any  other.  What  the  effect  of  all  this  must  be  on 
the  community  in  general  in  the  immediate  vicinity  can  well  be  seen,  and  the  influ- 
ence of  the  church  and  religious  services  and  teaching  is  so  much  the  more  impera- 
tively demanded  that  this  evil  tendency  may  be  counteracted.     It  is  a  hard  field

which  requires  great  patience  and  much  faith  to  cnhivate,  but  in  due  seaaoo  there 
may  be  hope  of  a  blessed  harvest  if  faith  does  not  fail.

To  endeavor  to  liquidate  a  part 
of  that  indebtedness,  the  Guild  sold  their  building  at  a  great  sacrifice,  and  very  gen- 
erously presented  the  amount  realized  to  the  Parish.  Since  that  time  there  have 
been  no  services  held  in  the  Parish.  The  utmost  harmony  and  good  feeling  existed 
in  the  Parish  between  the  Rector  and  his  parishioners  during  the  time  he  had 
charge  of  the  Parish,  and  at  the  time  of  his  resignation.     The  Parish  is  still  in  debt 

to  its  late  Rector  about  $500.00.
